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CONSTITUTION 


Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation of  North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers,  belonging  to,  and 
members  chosen  annually  by,  the  several  churches  belonging  to  this  body, 
who,  by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches,  certify  their  ap- 
pointment, and  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  seats.  Each  church  shall  thereby 
be  entitled  to.  three  delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  from  each  Sabbath 
School  connected  with  the  church,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist 
Church. 

Objects 

Art.  3.  The  objects  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  in- 
creasing the  harmony,  the  intelligence  and  the  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  energies,  their  resources 
and  their  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  in  the  earth.  This 
Association  shall  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  educa- 
tional, mission,  Sabbath  School,  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches. 
It  may  advise  the  churches,  and  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  for  their 
adoption,  but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  Yet,  in  view  of  the  combined 
wisdom,  piety  and  intelligence  of  the  body,  it  may  justly  claim  for  itself,  for 
its  objects,  and  for  its  recommendations  the  very  highest  consideration  and 
regard. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church 
that  shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the 
religion  as  taught  in  the  Bible  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true 
teachings  thereof. 

Rights  of  Churches 

Art.  6.  Baptist  churches  on  application  for  admission  to  this  body  shall 
be  received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  necessary  evidence  is  given  that 
they  are  truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  when  requested  by  ag- 
grieved members  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send 
committees  to  aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  the  church  is 
aggrieved  with  the  majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  consideration.     Individual  applications  will  not  be  entertained. 

Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  appoint  as  delegates,  as 
far  as  practical,  their  most  capable  members,  to  insist  upon  their  attendance, 
and  to  send  by  them  a  contribution  to  the  Association  Treasurer  to  pay  for 
the  printing  of  the  minutes  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  send  annually  a  letter  to 
the  Association  giving:  1.  Location;  2.  Names  of  pastor,  clerk,  and  other 
general  officers  and  their  respective  post  offices ;  3.  Sabbaths  of  regular  wor- 
ship; 4.  Church  statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter, 
restored,  dismissed  by  letter,  excluded,  erased,  or  died  during  the  past  year ; 
the  total  number  in  fellowship;  5.  Statement  of  the  finances  of  the  church 
showing  all  amounts  paid  to  local  expenses  and  benevolent  objects;  6.  Sun- 
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day  school  statistics;  7.  Records  of  other  church  organizations;  8.  Names 
of  delegates  and  alternates ;  9.  Any  other  information  deemed  of  special  im- 
portance or  necessary  for  publication,  as  required  on  the  blanks  in  immediate 
use. 

Organization 

Art.  10.  (1)  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  at 
each  annual  session  after  the  names  of  the  delegates  are  enrolled,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  session.  Election  shall  be  by  acclama- 
tion when  only  one  candidate  is  nominated,  but  by  ballot  when  more  than  one 
candidate  is  nominated  for  any  one  office.    Any  officer  may  be  reelected. 

(2)  An  executive  committee  shall  be  elected  annually  to  serve  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  committee  shall  consist  of  the  following:  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treas- 
urer, and  presidents  of  the  Sunday  School,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  W.  M.  U. 
organizations  of  the  association,  by  virtue  of  their  offices ;  and  eight  other 
members  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  woman — nominated  by  a  special 
committee  on  nominations,  but  elected  by  the  Association.  Nine  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  churches  of  the  Association  in  whatever  efforts  seem  wise 
for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom,  and  they  shall  take  any  steps 
necessary  to  put  in  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by  the  Association. 

The  committee  shall  be  called  in  session  the  second  Tuesday  in  each  quar- 
ter, i.  e.,  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  unless 
there  is  sufficient  reason  for  a  change  in  date.  After  a  separate  session  the 
committee  shall  bring  its  recommendation  before  the  pastors'  conference 
of  the  Association  for  discussion  and  suggestion. 

Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  committee  during  the 
year  shall  be  filled  by  the  committee  itself. 

Duties  of  OfiScers 

Art.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  open  the  meeting  punc- 
tually at  the  time  appointed,  to  enforce  the  rules,  to  preserve  order,  and  to 
exercise  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles 
of  established  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Association ;  to  superintend  the  printing  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  same ;  and  to  keep  on  file  the  printed  minutes  and  other  important 
documents  belonging  to  the  body.  The  distribution  shall  be  based  on  the 
comparative  amount  paid  by  each  church  to  the  minute  fund.  For  his  serv- 
ices the  Clerk  shall  be  paid  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  out  of  the  Minute  Fund. 

Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  over  to 
the  proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  direct  to  the  Association  by  the 
churches,  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  annually  examine  the 
Treasurer's  books  and  attest  the  report. 

Art.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  collect  and  put  in  some 
durable  form  all  facts  and  interest  about  each  of  the  churches  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  report  at  each  session  of  this  body.

Amendments 

Art.  17.    Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual 
meeting,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Wednesday  after  the 
second  Sunday  in  October,  and  continue  for  two  days,  or  longer  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Association. 

2.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding 
session  shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his  absence, 
the  incumbent  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exer- 
cises, to  be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business 
shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other  that 
courtesy  which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding 
officer.  He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration, 
and  avoid  all  personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
special  permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presiding  officer, 
or,  at  his  request,  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  other  motion  or  proposition 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  com- 
mit, to  postpone  to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  pref- 
erence in  the  order  in  which  they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be 
admitted  to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will 
report  as  soon  as  feasible  after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Association.  When  adopted  their  report  shall  become  the  order  for  the 
Association  and  cannot  be  changed  except  by  vote  of  the  Association  as 
provided  in  Section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by 
rules  of  some  recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  Mell's  or 
Kerfoot's.

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REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

The  Biblical  Recorder  was  first  printed  by  Thomas  Meredith  ninety-six 
years  ago.

The 
future  homes  depend  on  the  Christian  culture  of  the  homes  of  this  gen- 
eration.

Never  before 
was  there  a  time  when  our  boys  and  girls  stood  more  in  need  of  wholesome 
literature  which  will  instill  high  ideals,  create  a  desire  for  pure  living,  and 
stimulate  them  in  rendering  unselfish  service.  The  Biblical  Recorder  seeks 
to  aid  at  this  particular  point.

REPORT  ON  MISSIONS 

State  Missions 

From  the  very  beginning  of  the  organized  life  of  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists, State  Missions  have  held  a  large  place  in  the  thinking  and  planning  of 
our  people.  One  of  the  primary  objects  in  the  minds  of  our  fathers  in  the 
organization  of  the  Convention  as  stated  in  the  first  article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, adopted  at  Greenville  in  1830  was  "the  employment  of  missionaries 
within  the  limits  of  this  state."  This  has  been  the  consistent  and  aggressive 
policy  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for  more  than  a  hundred  years. 
The  truth  is,  the  wise  and  aggressive  policy  of  State  Missions,  humanly 
speaking,  has  made  the  denomination  what  it  is  in  members  and  power  in 
North  Carolina  today.  Literally  hundreds  of  our  strong  churches  are 
trophies  of  State  Missions. 

Great  and  far-reaching  changes  have  taken  place  in  North  Carolina 
within  recent  years.  Three  recent  developments  especially  have  thrust  upon 
our  country  and  village  churches  acute  and  critical  problems — the  coming  of 
good  roads,  the  automobile,  and  the  consolidation  and  growth  of  the  rural 
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grammar  and  high  schools.  We  believe  these  three  developments  are  going 
to  be  the  very  acid  test  in  the  life  or  death  struggle  of  many  of  our  smaller 
rural  churches.  There  must  be  better  equipment  and  better  support  for  the 
ministry. 

Home  Missions 

Home  Missions  is  the  effort  of  all  that  group  of  missionary  and  evan- 
gelistic tasks  which  either  because  of  their  nature  or  their  size  and  difficulty 
can  best  be  handled  by  a  Southwide  denominational  agency.  The  object  in 
operation  should  always  be  and  is  to  conserve  whatever  is  being  done  by 
any  other  agency  working  in  the  same  field  by  a  careful  coordination  of  the 
work  of  all  with  the  purpose  of  evangelizing  the  whole  Southland.  It  differs 
from  Foreign  Missions  only  in  the  conditions  under  which  the  work  is  done, 
not  all  in  the  message  and  very  little  in  the  method. 

At  the  Home  Mission  Board  through  which  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion is  doing  its  Home  Mission  work,  has  worked  itself  out  of  a  very  pre- 
carious financial  condition  and  now  stands  on  solid  ground.  Some  workers 
have  been  dropped  but  the  real  mission  work  of  the  Board  has  been  con- 
tinued. This  has  been  done,  in  the  face  of  decreasing  receipts,  in  two  ways : 
(1)  by  giving  to  the  missionaries  more  territory;  and  (2)  by  reducing  the 
appropriations  to  institutions.  The  Board  is  interpreting  "Missions"  to 
mean  primarily  the  "making  and  baptizing  of  disciples"  and  is  therefore 
majoring  on  preaching  the  Gospel  to  Foreigners,  the  Indians,  the  Negroes  in 
the  congested  centers  of  our  Homeland,  and  in  Cuba  and  Panama. 

In  its  report  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  the  Home  Mission 
Board  announced  some  general  principles  by  which  it  would  be  governed  in 
its  future  operation.  These  principles  as  announced  by  the  Board  and 
accepted  by  the  Convention  are  as  follows : 

1.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  practice  every  possible  economy, 
watching  carefully  every  item  in  the  operating  expense  and  in  the  mission 
work  so  as  to  secure  100  cents  worth  of  service  out  of  every  dollar  expended. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  give  itself  primarily  to  strictly 
mission  work — the  making  and  baptizing  of  disciples.  The  Home  Mission 
Board  is  a  mission  board  and  has  only  one  reason  for  its  existence,  namely, 
mission  work  in  the  Homeland,  Cuba  and  Panama. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  work  in  the  closest  cooperation 
with  all  the  State  and  Southwide  organizations. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  stand  absolutely  for  the  Program 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  and  to  give  at  all  times  its  undivided  support 
to  that  Program. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  pursue  a  wide-open  policy  and 
to  have  no  secrets  about  the  handling  of  any  of  its  funds  or  the  administra- 
tion of  any  of  its  affairs. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  live  within  its  income.  The 
Board  regrets  the  necessity  which  requires  a  reduction  of  its  work,  but  it 
is  definitely  of  the  conviction  that  it  should  not  attempt  to  do  more  work  than 
can  be  done  by  the  money  received. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  keep  intact  and  to  faithfully 
administer  every  trust  fund  committed  to  its  care.  All  trust  funds,  annuities 
and  bequests  shall  be  sacredly  guarded. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  adopt  a  definitely  defined  debt- 
paying  program.  The  debt-paying  program  which  the  Board  has  adopted 
will,  if  continued,  retire  the  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Board  in  approx- 
imately ten  years. 

9.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  dispose  of  all  property  not  being 
used  for  mission  and  church  purposes  and  apply  the  proceeds  on  the  debt. 
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10.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  pay  its  debts  and  to  stay  out 
of  debt. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  turn  over  to  the  local  congre- 
gations the  church  property  now  owned  by  the  Board  just  as  soon  as  the 
congregation  is  strong  enough  to  maintain  the  property.  The  Board  will 
retain  a  gift  contract  covering  the  equity  it  has  in  the  property. 

12.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  make  surveys  of  mission  tasks 
in  order  that  the  Board  may  be  assured  in  the  work  it  is  doing  and  apprised 
of  work  that  it  might  do,  so  that  it  will  be  able  to  judge  as  to  the  fields  of 
greatest  need. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  get  out  to  the  churches  adequate 
and  accurate  information  about  Home  Mission  work. 

14.  It  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  take  the  churches  into  its 
confidence  and  to  seek  their  counsel  and  help  on  all  the  work  to  be  done. 

Foreign  Missions 

We  are  grateful  to  God  for  His  manifest  blessings  upon  the  work  South- 
ern Baptists  are  carrying  on  in  the  Regions  Beyond. 

Secretary  T.  B.  Ray,  Miss  Kathleen  Mallory,  Dr.  George  W.  Truett  and 
others  made  a  very  successful  trip  last  summer  through  South  America. 
One  of  the  most  outstanding  evangelistic  tours  ever  known  was  made  by  Dr. 
Truett  through  Brazil,  Argentina  and  Chile.  As  a  result  of  his  ministry, 
multitudes  confessed  Christ  as  Saviour. 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  reports  the  largest  number  of  baptisms  it  has 
ever  been  able  to  report  in  any  one  year,  14,415.  Rumania  again  leads  in  the 
number  of  baptisms,  5,500.  Italy  reports  a  larger  number  of  baptisms  than 
in  any  previous  year,  396.  Gracious  revivals  were  reported  in  the  Shantung 
Province  in  North  China,  in  Canton,  Shanghai,  Soochow,  Lagos,  in  West 
Africa,  and  numerous  other  places. 

The  mission  schools  have  been  crowded  with  students  and  large  numbers 
were  turned  away.  In  spite  of  the  closing  of  two  hospitals,  the  others  had  a 
record  year  in  treating  the  ill  and  stricken  people.  The  nine  hospitals  treated 
73,784  patients  compared  to  the  85,431  patients  treated  in  our  24  hospitals 
here  in  the  Southland,  most  of  the  treatments  being  on  the  charity  basis. 
The  five  publishing  houses  on  foreign  fields  could  not  meet  the  demands  for 
literature. 

The  present  personnel  of  our  mission  workers  consists  of  425  foreign 
missionaries,  of  which  79  are  at  home  on  furlough,  and  2,052  native  mis- 
sionaries who  are  operating  in  fourteen  different  countries.  Fifty-eight 
missionaries  have  returned  to  the  field  during  the  year.  Sixteen  have  retired 
and  six  died. 

The  debt  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  January  1,  1928,  was  $1,145,000. 
On  January  1,  1931,  it  was  $945,366,  a  net  reduction  of  $200,000.  The  reduc- 
tion would  have  been  far  greater  but  for  the  slump  in  receipts  of  $265,000  in 
1929.  When  it  became  apparent  that  there  would  be  a  serious  loss  in  the 
receipts  for  1930,  the  Board  curtailed  its  expenditures  $51,000  from  the 
amount  appropriated  for  the  year.  In  making  the  appropriations  for  1931 
the  Board  reduced  the  appropriations  $280,000  below  the  amount  appro- 
priated in  1930,  a  reduction  of  20  per  cent.  The  Board  suspended  temporarily 
the  payment  of  10  per  cent,  of  Program  receipts  upon  the  debt. 

The  Lottie  Moon  Offering,  taken  during  December  by  our  women  en- 
abled the  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  pay  the  salaries  of  one  hundred  mis- 
sionaries and  to  provide  for  other  desperately  needed  things.  This  timely  help 
from  the_  women  kept  the  work  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  from  crushing 
disaster  in  a  number  of  its  fields. 

It  has  been  four  years   since  any  serious  attempt  at  reinforcement  of 
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missionaries  has  been  made.  In  the  meantime  there  has  been  a  total  net  loss 
of  121  foreign  missionaries  and  704  native  missionaries,  placing  a  double 
strain  on  the  missionaries  that  remain.  After  subtracting  104  volunteers 
who  have  passed  the  age  limit,  there  are  still  125  on  the  waiting  list  of 
volunteers  who  are  eager  to  go  to  the  foreign  field  as  soon  as  Southern 
Baptists  are  willing  to  send  them. 

The  Board  wishes  to  say  with  all  earnestness  that  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  has  launched  a  foreign  mission  program  which  cannot  be  sup- 
ported on  the  present  scale  of  contributions  from  Southern  Baptists.  Unless 
the  receipts  of  the  Board  are  materially  increased  for  next  year,  an  increase 
in  the  debt  is  inescapable. 

The  Convention  passed  a  series  of  resolutions  dealing  with  the  control  of 
the  budgets  of  the  Convention  Boards  and  Institutions,  in  which  it  made 
the  following  special  proviso  in  reference  to  the  Foreign  Mission  Board : 

"Provided,  however,  that  the  Convention  grants  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  on  account  of  the  peculiar  needs  and  nature  of  its  work,  a  maximum 
line  of  credit  for  the  year  1932,  of  $1,150,000,  beyond  which  it  may  not  go." 

This  sets  the  maximum  limit  to  which  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  may 
go,  but  the  Board  cannot  approach  that  limit  unless  the  friends  of  Foreign 
Missions  rally  heroically  to  its  support. 

It  now  rests  with  the  local  churches  and  every  friend  of  Foreign  Missions 
to  save  this  work  which  is  in  peril.  The  Convention  can  only  pass  resolu- 
tions, but  with  the  churches  and  individuals  rests  the  present  and  future  of 
this  work  of  Christ.    We  pray  you  will  not  let  the  Lord's  work  fail.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
OF  THE  MOUNT  ZION  ASSOCIATION 

For  two  years  our  Association  has  been  operating  under  the  organization 
of  which  an  Executive  Committee,  duly  elected  by  the  Association,  is  the 
administrative  body.  The  record  of  these  two  years  will  speak  for  the  wis- 
dom of  such  an  organization,  both  for  efficiency  and  extensiveness  of  the 
work  that  we  are  trying  to  do. 

During  this  second  year  now  just  closing,  regular  quarterly  meetings  have 
been  held,  with  almost  perfect  attendance,  and  numbers  of  separate  com- 
mittee meetings  in  addition,  all  of  which  were  well  attended.  There  has 
been  a  pronounced  seriousness  on  the  part  of  the  members,  and  a  constant 
cooperation  that  has  been  expressly  beautiful. 

The  major  attention  of  the  committee  has  been  directed  to  the  further- 
ance of  the  program  of  enHstment  and  extension  being  directed  by  the 
field  worker,  Brother  M.  L.  Jones,  who  has  been  affiliated  with  us  since 
August  1,  1929.  His  work  has  been  a  coordination  with  the  work  of  the 
state  organization  of  our  denomination  in  perfecting  a  three  year  intensive 
program  in  the  Association.  The  financial  difficulties  of  the  year  mark  the 
only  unpleasant  feature  of  the  work.     Practically  all  of  the  churches  coop- 
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erated  with  contributions,  but  in  most  cases  their  contributions  were  so  small 
as  to  be  but  incidental  to  the  entire  program,  though  none  the  less  appre- 
ciated. Our  treasurer,  I.  D.  S.  Knight,  has  done  an  excellent  piece  of  work 
during  the  year. 

With  the  beginning  of  our  field  work  it  was  understood  that  the  Asso- 
ciation would  receive  from  the  Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist convention,  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  half  the  expense  of  the  work. 
This  was  to  come  through  the  state  offices  in  Raleigh.  Early  in  the  summer 
we  were  unceremoniously  advised  that  this  support  would  be  discontinued 
August  1,  1931.  Numerous  letters  and  conferences  followed,  but  the  only 
concession  we  could  secure  was  a  continuance  of  their  support  to  Septem- 
ber 1,  1931,  one  month  additional.  It  seems  to  have  been  the  understanding 
on  the  part  of  these  state  workers  that  although  they  would  cooperate  fully 
in  the  so-called  three  year  program  of  our  Association,  they  would  con- 
tribute financial  support  for  not  more  than  two  years.  So  since  that  date 
our  field  worker  has  been  receiving  only  the  salary  agreement  of  the  Asso- 
ciation— just  half  the  usual  amount. 

Our  other  committees :  Missions,  Benevolence,  and  Education,  have  not 
functioned  as  conspicuously  as  the  particular  committee  on  Training  Activ- 
ities, under  whose  supervision  the  field  work  was  placed.  But  their  service 
has  been  none  the  less  valuable,  and  effective. 

Looking  ahead  to  the  work  of  another  year,  the  committee  realizes  the 
value  and  importance  of  the  work  that  has  been  done,  and  the  vital  value 
of  its  continuance.  Yet  none  of  the  committee  can  be  blind  to  the  economic 
stringency  that  is  gripping  the  country  at  this  time.  In  the  light  of  this  it 
was  felt  wise  to  reduce  the  budget  of  the  Association  to  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $1,400,  which  amount  is  almost  the  same  as  previously  raised  by  the 
Association  as  its  part  of  the  entire  program. 

This  would  mean  that  the  field  worker  would  receive  $1,200  per  year  for 
salary  and  traveling  expenses,  with  the  stipulation  that  the  Association  re- 
ceive one  half  of  his  time,  and  be  allowed  $12.50  per  month  for  office 
expenses ;  the  balance  of  the  amount  to  be  used  for  the  promotion  of  the 
executive  committee  itself.  Mr,  Jones  was  approached  on  this  matter,  and 
the  revised  basis  was  presented  to  him.  He  gladly  recognized  the  situation, 
and  agreed  to  continue  the  work  on  the  basis  presented,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  details  relative  to  the  specific  extent  of  his  work  be  left  to  the 
committee  on  Training  Activities ;  the  only  conditioning  factor  in  all  of  this 
being  that  the  $1,400  be  subscribed  by  the  churches  of  the  Association. 
Advance  subscriptions  indicate  a  healthy  interest  in  the  work,  and  pro- 
nounced desire  for  its  continuance. 

The  committee  will  make  a  specific  recommendation  at  the  close  of  the 
discussion  concerning  the  program  for  the  coming  year.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

According  to  the  statistical  department  of  The  Christian  Herald,  South- 
ern Baptists  gained  in  Sunday  School  enrollment  during  the  past  decade 
more  than  the  total  gains  made  by  the  Sunday  Schools  of  all  the  other  lead- 
ing denominations  in  the  United  States.  If  we  take  pride  in  that  fact,  we 
must  not  be  unmindful  of  the  truth  that  to  be  bigger  is  not  always  to  be 
better.    We  must  not  forget  that  quantity  is  easily  excelled  by  quality. 

However,  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  some  progress  is  being  made  in 
the  quality  of  work  done  by  our  Sunday  Schools.  Here  in  the  Mount  Zion 
Association  we  have  grown  in  numbers.  While  there  has  been  consistent 
growth  in  the  church  membership  of  the  Association,  the  Sunday  School 
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enrollment  has  gained  much  more  rapidly.  In  1926  the  number  of  church 
members  exceeded  the  Sunday  School  enrollment  by  1,719 ;  in  1930,  by  only 
294.  This  fact  is  not  to  the  discredit  of  the  churches,  nor  does  it  show  any 
spirit  of  rivalry  between  the  branches  and  the  vine.  The  Sunday  School 
enrollment  should  exceed  the  church  membership,  then  the  two  should 
progress  together. 

Inasmuch  as  the  vital  matter  committed  to  the  Sunday  Schools  is  the 
instruction  of  its  constituency  in  the  Bible  and  in  the  Christian  life,  na 
statistical  records  are  available  to  indicate  how  well  its  task  has  been  accom- 
plished. A  note  of  earnest  warning  is  here  voiced  lest  emphasis  upon  in- 
creased enrollment,  large  attendance,  more  study  classes  with  their  inevitable 
awards,  the  importance  of  reaching  certain  standards,  too  strict  compliance 
with  "approved"  methods  of  grading  and  organization,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
meticulous  keeping  of  a  record  system  as  impregnable  as  the  law  of  the 
Medes  and  Persians,  shall  cause  us  to  lose  sight  of  the  supreme  opportunity 
of  the  Sunday  School,  namely :  to  instruct  the  mind  with  God's  truth  and  to 
nourish  Christ-like  character ! 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  renewed  emphasis,  we  have  reasoni 
to  believe,  upon  the  true  functions  of  the  Sunday  School.  Our  field  worker 
reports  study  courses  conducted  under  his  direction  in  thirty-six  of  the 
churches.  Other  churches  conducted  courses  independently.  The  text  books 
most  frequently  used  have  been  "Winning  to  Christ"  and  the  Bible  division 
of  "The  Sunday  School  Manual."  Emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  the  sig- 
nificance of  Missions.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  churches  contributed  more 
to  the  Cooperative  Program  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  now  closing 
than  during  the  similar  period  of  the  preceding  year.  Without  doubt  the 
Sunday  School  furnishes  one  of  the  best  opportunities  available  for  the 
instruction  of  the  people  in  the  best  methods  of  financing  the  work  of  the 
Kingdom.     Since  its  text  book  is  the  Bible,  it  cannot  fail  to  teach  Missions. 

For  more  than  two  years  an  Associational  organization  has  been  main- 
tained and  monthly  meetings  have  been  held.  These  meetings  have  been 
helpful  in  many  ways.  Officers  for  the  year  beginning  October  1st  are  as 
follows :

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  organization  since  the  election  of  the  new 
officers  every  officer  and  group  superintendent  was  present.  While  no  spec- 
ified aims  have  been  adopted  for  the  year,  we  recommend  that  the  Sunday 
Schools  enter  heartily  into  the  plans  being  perfected  by  the  churches  and 
assist  in  making  the  every-member  canvass  November  29 — December  6;  that 
greater_ cooperation  be  given  to  the  Associational  officers  in  their  work;  and 
that  primary  emphasis  during  the  year  be  placed  upon  the  spiritual  ends  to 
be  attained,  making  the  entire  organization  of  the  Sunday  School  and  every 
activity  thereof  simply  a  means  to  the  realization  of  these  ends.

B.  Y.  P.  U.  REPORT 

After  another  year  of  happy  Christian  efifort  we  are  delighted  to  tell  you 
that  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  in  this  Association  is  going  forward  as  the  following 
figures  will  indicate  (taken  from  statistical  table  of  the  minutes  of  the  Asso- 
ciation). In  1926,  5  years  ago  we  had  59  unions  in  25  churches  and  in  1928- 
1929  we  had  grown  to  79  unions  in  30  churches.  In  1930  we  launched  an 
intensive  field  work  program  and  fortunate  we  were  in  securing  a  man  with 
much  knowledge  and  wisdom — a  former  State  President  and  one  who  had 
much  experience  in  Rural  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work.  Under  his  leadership  and  with 
almost  unanimous  cooperation  from  PASTORS  AND  FAR-SIGHTED 
ASSOCIATIONAL  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEES  we  were  pleased  to 
report  145  unions  and  5  churches  with  no  unions  reporting,  but  this  year  we 
have  152  unions  and  others  in  process  of  organization  with  each  church 
having  an  organization  or  the  organization  being  perfected  which  makes  us 
100%  in  our  churches.  It  would  have  been  possible  to  have  organized 
several  other  unions,  but  our  aim  is  to  train  our  Young  People  and  we 
thought  it  best  to  give  at  least  a  week  of  training  before  organizing  these. 
After  the  Association  we  will  arrange  for  a  training  school  and  perfect 
perhaps  a  dozen  or  more  unions. 

Forty-four  churches  have  the  General  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Organization  and  it  is 
through  this  medium  that  our  work  continues  to  thrive  and  grow.  The  total 
membership  in  these  unions  is  approximately  3,000  and  yet  we  have  not 
reached  our  possibilities.  There  are  still  more  than  2,000  young  people  who 
are  not  in  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  which  acts  as  a  challenge  to  call  us  forward  to  a 
fuller  dedication  to  a  life  of  service. 

We  did  not  have  an  adequate  training  program  before  1929 ;  thus  we 
have  no  record  of  the  awards,  but  we  have  surpassed  the  mark  of  the  year 
1930.  According  to  the  records  of  the  State  Secretary  (Mr.  Ivey)  there  are 
only  three  Associations  in  the  State  that  have  issued  training  awards  in  ex- 
cess of  900.  Mt.  Zion  has  more  than  doubled  the  awards  of  any  of  the  other 
Associations  save  one  which  had  a  full  time  field  worker  for  a  part  of  the 
year.     Mt.  Zion  lead  the  way  with  approximately  2,000  awards. 

This  training  work  accounts  for  much  of  the  growth  in  our  Association. 
Our  field  worker  has  done  much  for  our  B.  Y.  P.  U.  He  has  worked  unceas- 
ingly, giving  to  our  organization  as  to  the  others  of  our  Association  part 
of  that  vast  knowledge  and  preparation  for  this  GREAT  KINGDOM 
WORK.  WE  MUST  have  him  to  continue  with  us  or  achievements  thus 
far  will  be  retarded.  Words  cannot  express  the  magnitude  of  the  work  in 
this  great  Association  and  we  can  not  go  on  without  loss  unless  we  have  the 
assistance  of  the  field  worker. 

We  the  young  people  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to  him  and 
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to  the  volunteer  teachers  who  have  assisted  us  in  any  way  this  year.  The 
service  of  this  teaching  is  invaluable,  but  after  traveling  more  than  300  miles 
during  September  at  my  own  expense  I  am  absolutely  sure  that  volunteer 
workers  cannot  carry  on  this  extension  work.  We  have  had  calls  for  five 
training  schools  with  a  dozen  teachers  helping  during  the  past  week  alone. 
The  average  distance  from  Durham  to  the  various  calls  was  twenty  miles. 
I  say  to  you  frankly  that  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  me  as  your 
President  of  B.  Y.  P.  U.  to  have  arranged  these  schools. 

The  Livingston  Johnston  Memorial  Fund,  the  Biblical  Recorder  Drive 
and  the  Youth  Roll  Call  will  receive  much  attention  in  our  B.  Y.  P.  U.  this 
fall. 

We  look  into  the  future  with  much  courage. 

Objectives  for  the  coming  year: 

1.  Deeper  spiritual  life. 

2.  Graded  B.  Y.  P.  U.  in  every  church. 

3.  Two  weeks  of  training  in  every  church. 

4.  Seventy-five  standard  unions. 

5.  Maintain  standard  association. 

6.  Strive  to  increase  offering  to  missions  each  year. 

7.  Two  thousand  five  hundred  study  course  awards. 

8.  Five  thousand  enrolled  in  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

9.  Representatives  of  every  church  at  district  meetings. 

Remembering  that  through  Christ  all  things  are  possible  and  with  the  con- 
tinued cooperation  of  our  consecrated  young  people  we  MUST  win  for 
Him. 

The  Southwide  B,  Y.  P.  U.  conference  will  be  held  in  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
January  12-14  and  we  are  hoping  that  a  large  delegation  will  attend.  The 
Regional  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Convention  meets  this  year  in  Siler  City,  N.  C,  April 
1-2.  It  is  our  plan  to  have  a  large  delegation  there.  The  State  Convention 
Assembly  will  be  held  again  this  year  at  Ridgecrest  July  2-8  with  a  week  of 
information  and  inspiration  for  all  who  attend.  Young  people  this  is  an 
ideal  place  to  vacation  during  the  summer  and  that  spiritual  atmosphere 
will  mean  much  to  you.

ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  MT.  ZION  ASSOCIATION

Introductory 

"Pray  and  then  do  something,"  was  the  motto  of  Mary  Lyon,  founder  of 
Mt.  Holyoke  College,  and  her  prayers  were  usually  answered.  Something 
akin  to  this  spirit  must  have  been  in  the  thinking  of  the  leaders  of  this  Asso- 
ciation when  the  present  enlarged  program  of  work  was  instituted.  Their 
foresight  has  been  justified  as  indicated  in  the  reports  of  Messrs.  Olive  and 
Lewter,  which  indicate  more  progress  in  some  lines  of  work  in  the  two  years 
this  work  has  been  in  progress  than  in  five  years  previous.  It  should  also 
be  remembered  that  any  educational  program  is  not  measured  solely  by 
present  results  but  that  it  is  an  investment  for  the  future. 

The  Field  work  program  as  carried  on  in  this  Association  has  touched 
every  phase  of  denominational  life.  Consequently  I  shall  speak  of  the  train- 
ing work  as  it  relates  itself  to  our  work  in  the  large,  rather  than  speak  in 
terms  of  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and  Sunday  School  only. 

In  General 

I  should  like  to  call  attention  to  the  great  improvement  in  the  esprit  de 
corps  of  this  Association  since  I  have  been  with  you.  In  general  this  spirit 
of  cooperation  has  manifested  itself  in  the  following  ways: 

(1)  A  stronger  sympathy  has  developed  among  the  stronger  churches  for 
the  small  church  and  its  program  and  problems.  When  I  came  to  you  to 
promote  the  first  simultaneous  Sunday  School  campaign  many  of  the  wisest 
leaders  were  of  the  opinion  that  several  of  the  weaker  churches  were  hope- 
less a.nd  should  be  abandoned.  They  said  they  would  not  participate  in  Sunday 
School  training  work,  but  all  but  one  did,  and  it  is  dead.  We  came  a  little 
too  late  for  Efland,  but  some  plans  have  been  made  which  may  yet  result  in 
a  Baptist  work  in  Efland.  Today  after  two  years  of  intensive  work  I  hear 
no  more  talk  about  abandoning  these  small  churches.  Through  our  present 
plan  of  work  an  adequate  training  work  is  available  for  even  the  weakest 
church.  Practically  all  your  Field  Worker's  time  is  spent  in  the  rural 
churches.  It  is  often  the  case  that  the  church  paying  the  smallest  amount 
into  this  work  is  the  one  needing  it  most.  This  is  the  real  missionary  spirit, 
which  makes  the  strong  the  helper  of  the  weak. 

(2)  I  would  name  enthusiasm  for  every  phase  of  our  work  as  a  second 
noticeable  gain.  There  has  been  a  100%  increase  in  enthusiasm,  and  im- 
provement in  attitude  toward  an  extensive  program  of   training  in  many 
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churches.  Through  the  activities  of  the  auxiliary  organizations  of  the  asso- 
ciation our  people  have  become  acquainted  with  each  other,  have  found  com- 
mon motives  impelling  them,  and  have  created  an  atmosphere  in  which  dis- 
trust and  misunderstanding  cannot  long  survive.  It  was  difficult  at  first  for 
some  to  believe  that  men  and  women  from  our  stronger  churches  would  go 
out  to  the  smaller  church  and  spend  time  and  money  to  help  them  without 
hope  of  financial  remuneration.  But  literally  hundreds  of  volunteer  workers 
have  done  this  in  our  Association,  and  today  the  doors  of  all  the  churches 
are  open  to  a  sane  program ;  the  lives  of  these  workers  have  been  enriched, 
and  progress  has  been  phenomenal.  One  of  these  volunteer  workers  said 
recently  in  a  public  utterance,  "I  know  twice  as  many  Baptist  leaders  and 
twice  a5  much  about  our  work  as  I  did  before  I  entered  this  work." 

I  give  concrete  illustration  to  prove  the  above  proposition.  The  Mars 
Hill  people  here  today  will  pardon  me  for  saying  these  things,  but  the 
growth  of  their  work  is  typical.  Until  the  past  two  years  this  church  has 
closed  its  doors  in  the  winter.  It  had  never  been  their  custom  to  have  winter 
time  Sunday  School.  For  the  past  two  winters  they  have  not  only  had  Sun- 
day School  but  they  have  gone  back  at  nights  for  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and  now  have 
four  strong  unions.  Their  Sunday  School  attendance  is  about  three  times 
what  it  was  before  this  program  was  launched,  and  the  end  is  not  yet. 
Their  D.  V.  B.  S.  was  one  of  the  best  we  had  this  Summer.  Three  of  the 
associational  officers  are  from  Alars  Hill,  which  fact  brings  me  to  suggest  a 
third  change  in  the  spirit  of  our  folk. 

(3)  We  have  begun  the  development  of  a  rural  leadership.  Many  of 
our  best  study  classes  this  year  have  been  put  on  by  leaders  from  rural 
churches.  They  are  beginning  to  realize  that  rural  churches  can  do  as 
efficient  work  as  any  church.  It  is  a  great  day  when  we  as  a  denomination 
begin  to  realize  the  great  unsurpassed  potential  power  underneath  the 
tanned  and  eager  features  of  thousands  of  rural  youth  now  attending  our 
schools.  It  will  be  a  greater  day  when  through  concerted  action,  like  that 
now  sweeping  the  South,  these  multitudes  take  their  place  in  the  Kingdom. 

I  make  bold  to  say  the  condition  of  the  rural  church  will  not  improve  as 
it  should  until  the  lot  of  the  rural  pastor  is  made  more  attractive.  This 
Association  through  its  executive  committee  has  made  an  effort  in  the  mat- 
ter of  formation  of  fields  which  should  help.  Let  our  rural  churches  take 
advantage  of  this  realizing  that  the  independence  of  a  Baptist  church  does 
not  preclude  cooperation  in  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom.  An 
interest  is  developing  in  this  matter  in  this  Association,  and  several  inquiries 
have  come  to  associational  leaders  recently  from  rural  churches. 

B.  Y.  P.  U. 

The  very  excellent  report  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work,  a  copy  of  which  Mr. 
Lewter  has  furnished  me,  makes  it  unnecessary  for  me  to  go  into  detail  on 
this  phase  of  the  work.  We  turn  to  our  young  people  first  in  the  matter  of 
training  because  there  w^e  get  the  largest  response  and  make  the  largest 
investment.  With  the  approval  of  your  executive  committee  we  have 
made  large  investments  in  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Indifference  and  opposition  are 
rapidly  passing  everywhere,  as  indicated  by  the  fact  that  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work 
has  reached  out  to  the  last  church  in  the  Association. 

I  mention  two  outstanding  developments  in  the  work. 

(1)  Practically  all  of  the  churches  have  the  general  organization  and 
graded  unions.  This  insures  permanency  and  congeniality.  We  once  thought 
that  we  could  not  get  enough  boys  and  girls  for  Junior  and  Intermediate 
Unions  but  we  have  found  that  the  real  problem  is  to  get  leaders. 

(2)  The  Baptist  Adult  Union  has  come  as  the  solution  to  many  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  problems.    The  most  acute  problems,  perhaps,  in  our  rural  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
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work  are  involved  in  the  words  transportation  and  leadership.  The  B.  A.  U. 
has  come  to  help  us  with  these  matters.  I  have  recently  had  four  leaders 
from  the  section  in  which  we  are  meeting  today  testify  as  to  the  incalcula- 
ble value  of  the  work  of  Adult  unions,  viz. :  Sam  Hinton,  Olive  Chapel ; 
Raymond  Hutchins,  Lystra;  K.  B.  Cole,  Mt.  Gilead;  Tom  Sears,  Mt. 
Pisgah,  all  well  known  leaders  in  these  great  rural  churches.  The  need  for 
the  Adult  union  is  readily  apparent  in  all  churches. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  of  this  Association  is  in  the  very  forefront  in 
North  Carolina,  not  only  in  growth  but  also  in  efficiency.  Two  of  our 
associational  officers,  Virginia  Green  and  Jethro  Broadwell  of  Durham, 
have  been  elected  to  state  offices  which  is  a  compliment  to  our  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
work.  Mr.  Broadwell  was  succeeded  as  associational  President  by  J.  W. 
Lewter  who  has  already  made  a  great  place  for  himself.  The  task  now  is 
to  make  permanent  the  gains  of  the  past  two  years.  The  prospects  for  the 
future  are  bright  indeed. 

Daily  Vacation  Bible  School 

The  D.  V.  B.  S.  is  new  to  many  of  us  in  name  only.  It  is  simply  an 
adequate  program  of  Bible  teaching  adapted  to  the  child  mind,  put  on  for 
two  hours  and  a  half  per  day,  five  days  a  week,  in  the  summer  time  when 
idle  talent  and  buildings  are  used  for  the  glory  of  God.  Many  of  our  people 
have  been  startled  to  find  how  much  their  boys  and  girls  can  learn  in  one 
and  two  weeks  in  these  schools  and  practically  all  of  the  churches  having 
schools  are  planning  another  next  year.  It  is  an  opportunity  to  double  the 
amount  of  Bible  teaching. 

In  its  plans  last  fall  the  executive  committee  of  the  Association  set  aside 
a  large  part  of  this  summer  for  D.  V.  B.  S.  A  conference  was  held  in  June 
for  training  teachers.  The  movement  met  with  a  hearty  response.  On  May 
11th  a  letter  went  out  to  all  the  churches  offering  aid  where  they  desired 
schools.  Twenty  churches  responded,  18  of  the  schools  being  put  on  under 
the  direction  of  the  field  worker.  One  church  participated  in  a  community 
school.    Note  these  statistics  : 

Enrollment    1,705 

Volunteer  teachers    213 

Total  cost $584.39 

Cost  to  churches,  approximately $100.00 

It  is  no  accident  that  perhaps  more  than  a  third  of  the  Baptist  Vacation 
Bible  Schools  held  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  this  summer  were  held  in 
this  Association.  The  state  and  southwide  leaders  of  this  work  realized  that 
this  Association  had  the  organization  to  put  over  a  great  program.  It  was 
through  their  courtesy  that  invaluable  materials,  including  text  books,  lit- 
erature and  Bibles  were  given.  Experience  enabled  us  to  secure  valuable 
donations  of  materials  locally  and  consequently  the  total  cost  of  these 
schools  was  very  low.  A  large  number  of  public  school  teachers  gave  their 
time  to  promoting  and  teaching  these  schools,  and  the  teaching  was  all  done 
by  faithful  local  workers.     To  all  these  we  are  deeply  indebted. 

This  is  a  forceful  example  of  what  cooperation  will  do  for  us.  Alone 
perhaps  no  one  church  could  have  secured  the  concessions  which  came  when 
we  presented  a  united  request.  Valuable  materials  have  been  left  for  future 
use.  Eternity  alone  will  reveal  the  results  of  two  weeks  of  Bible  teaching 
which  these  young  people  received — 1,705  of  them — many  of  whom  were 
converted. 

Sunday  Schools 

As  in  the  case  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  I  shall  make  no  exhaustive  report 
because  this  will  be  cared  for  in  the  Sunday  School  report.     I  name  some 
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outstanding  things.  While  advance  reports  indicate  growth  it  is  an  appalling 
fact  when  we  think  that  hundreds  of  church  members  are  not  enrolled  in 
Sunday  School.  Our  church  membership  is  larger  than  Sunday  School 
enrollment,  despite  the  fact  that  large  numbers  enrolled  in  our  Sunday 
Schools  are  children  who  are  not  church  members.  This  should  clearly  call 
our  schools  to  enlargement.  If  these  careless  church  members  are  not  Chris- 
tian then  our  task  is  tremendous.  Let  us  make  enlargement  our  keynote 
next  year  and  go  after  the  multitudes  out  of  Sunday  School  and  win  them 
to  Christ.  Let  every  school  make  an  accurate  census  and  put  on  a  constant 
program  of  training  and  visitation. 

We  have  had  training  classes  this  year  in  36  churches  in  Sunday  School 
work  in  the  Association.  In  most  of  these  we  have  used  Bible  studies  or 
books  on  soul  winning,  the  most  popular  being  the  Bible  Division  of  the 
Manual,  "New  Testament  Studies"  and  'A  Search  For  Souls."  While  not 
spectacular  this  work  has  been  very  resultful.  These  studies  have  had  a 
marked  result  on  all  phases  of  the  work.  August  31 -September  6  simul- 
taneous classes  were  held  in  many  churches,  the  teachers  being  furnished 
without  cost  to  the  churches.  More  than  five  hundred  were  enrolled  in  the 
classes. 

The  Associational  organization  has  made  substantial  progress  during  the 
past  year  under  the  leadership  of  Brother  E.  I.  Olive,  Mr.  W.  P.  Phillips, 
Jr.,  of  Durham,  and  seven  fine  group  leaders  started  off  a  new  year  last 
Sunday  at  Hillsboro  with  a  fine  monthly  meeting  which  augurs  well  for  the 
future.  One  of  the  finest  and  most  useful  groups  of  men  among  us  is  the 
crowd  of  Group  Superintendents  in  our  Sunday  School  Association. 

Missions 

In  his  classes  each  week  the  Field  Worker  takes  time  to  discuss  the 
mission  needs  of  the  world.  But  this  is  not  all  the  mission  information  we 
have  been  giving  out.  Both  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Associations 
have  participated  in  this.  Constant  emphasis  is  laid  on  this  in  Associational 
meetings  and  through  the  distribution  of  thousands  of  tracts.  The  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  Association  has  a  missionary  committee  which  has  done  fine  work. 
The  W.  M.  U.  functions  more  vigorously  all  the  while.  With  continued 
effort  in  this  direction  we  have  not  done  anything  spectacular  but  it  is  inter- 
esting to  note  that  during  the  first  six  months  of  this  year  our  Association 
showed  a  slight  increase  in  gifts  to  the  Cooperative  Program,  while  other 
leading  Associations  were  showing  alarming  decreases.  This  increase  was 
also  made  in  the  face  of  the  special  emergency  offering,  and  the  amounts 
spent  for  local  Associational  missions.  Now  let  us  continue  a  united  front 
and  some  of  these  days  large  numbers  of  unenlisted  will  give  liberally  and 
this  Association  will  also  take  its  rightful  place  in  the  field  of  mission 
giving. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  let  me  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association,  the  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Associations 
and  volunteer  workers,  and  the  great  host  of  men  and  women  who  have 
worked  and  prayed  with  me  this  year.  I  shall  also  take  this  occasion  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  great  service  rendered  by  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Durham,  in  furnishing  an  office,  desk,  typewriter,  telephone  and  lights  in- 
cluded, without  cost  to  the  Association.  All  these  have  been  indispensable 
in  the  work. 

Under  the  favoring  hand  of  God  the  territory  embraced  by  this  Asso- 
ciation has  been  blessed  beyond  many  sections  of  the  South  in  these  last 
months.    Shall  we  not  crown  Jesus  anew.

Mrs.  J.  L.  Gates,  retiring  Superintendent,  read 
the  report.  Superintendent  Mrs.  D.  C.  Barbee  made  a  short  talk 
and  then  introduced  to  the  Association  Mrs.  Taul  B.  White, 
Rome,  Georgia,  who  made  an  inspirational  talk  on  W.  M.  U. 
work. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MT.  ZION  W.  M.  U. 
ENDING  SEPTEMBER  30,  1931 

It  is  a  very  sacred  privilege  to  me  to  even  attempt  to  bring  to  this  Asso- 
ciation something  of  the  spirit,  the  sacrifice  and  achievements  of  your 
W.  M.  U. 

The  real  work,  the  real  spirit,  and  self-denials  are  recorded  up  There, 
and  will  only  be  reported  when  the  seal  is  broken  in  the  Lamb's  Book  of 
Life ;  so  with  deep  humility  and  thankfulness  I  bring  you  greetings  from 
the  host  of  women  and  young  people  who  comprise  the  W.  M.  U.  of  your 
Association. 

It  is  our  purpose  in  this  report  to  present  just  a  glimpse  of  various  fea- 
tures of  the  work  for  the  last  few  years,  and  especially  that  of  1930-1931, 
and  shall,  therefore,  give  some  statistics  and  comparisons  of  our  work. 

The  fundamental  aim  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  prayer,  indi- 
vidual and  united,  and  this  we  try  to  stress  as  the  precedent  of  all  other 
work  attempted.  Each  year  we  observe  special  seasons  of  prayer  for  home, 
state  and  foreign  missions,  with  fifty-seven  societies  cooperating  last  year. 
Aside  from  this,  many  of  our  women  cooperate  in  the  daily  hour  of  prayer 
each  morning — asking  God's  blessings  on  the  work  of  our  missionaries  and 
denominational  work. 
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A  very  important  feature  of  our  work  is  mission  study  and  seeking  to  be 
informed  about  our  denominational  life  through  our  religious  periodicals. 
Our  last  report  (though  incomplete)  gave  987  subscriptions  to  religious 
periodicals,  and  the  mission  study  report  which  informs  us  that  we  had  135 
study  classes,  1290  seals,  111  course  cards,  113  reading  stamps,  43  reading 
cards,  480  certificates,  and  10  official  seals. 

The  outstanding  activity  of  the  Union  is  Personal  Service,  an  avenue 
through  which  we  seek  to  "give  the  cup  of  cold  water  in  the  Master's 
Name" ;  through  which  our  women  and  young  people  minister  to  the  sick, 
the  poor  and  the  discouraged  of  their  church  and  community,  by  visiting, 
sending  food,  clothing,  fuel,  and  other  necessities,  thereby  magnifying  the 
name  of  the  Master  who  said  "As  oft  as  you  do  this  to  one  of  the  least  of 
these,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."  Aside  from  this,  we  render  aid  to  our 
Baptist  Institutions,  Alills  Home,  Baptist  Hospital,  W.  M.  U.  Training 
School,  and  Mountain  School,  and  also  to  our  local  charitable  institutions. 
Through  this  phase  of  our  work  we  find  joy  in  expressing  our  love  for  our 
church  by  loyalty  to  all  plans  fostered  by  its  leadership. 

Some  comparisons  of  Mt.  Zion  with  other  associations  are  as  follows : 
Of  the  $12,000.00  paid  on  Heck  Memorial  Fund  by  the  sixty-seven  associa- 
tions, Mt.  Zion  gave  $1,000.00  plus  or  one-twelfth,  with  twenty-four  organi- 
zations making  the  Honor  Roll  of  one  hundred  percent  gifts.  For  four 
consecutive  years  we  have  had  three  out  of  the  nine  full  graded  A-1  Unions 
in  the  state. 

In  the  same  period  we  have  led  in  Standard  Societies  and  also  in  Mission 
Study  Awards. 

In  gifts  our  Association  ranks  third.  We  are  grateful  for  this  progress ; 
yet  we  realize  that  underneath  all  this  there  must  be  a  rekindling  of  religious 
fervor,  a  deepening  of  our  spiritual  lives  if  we  would  win  our  communities 
and  the  world  for  Christ. 

The  offerings  of  the  Union  are  made  through  our  regular  church  channels 
as  gifts  to  the  cooperative  program,  and  our  people  are  urged  to  give  first 
thought  and  interest  to  their  church  and  its  plans,  and  this  we  believe  our 
members  conscientiously  do,  and  seek  at  all  times  to  magnify  the  church  of 
which  they  are  but  an  Auxiliary.  Then  we  have  some  special  offerings,  but 
these,  too,  go  through  our  regular  church  budget.  The  financial  report  for 
the  year  ending  December,  1930,  totaled  gifts  to  all  objects,  $18,406.86. 

Our  plan  of  finance  is  an  annual  gift  of  five  cents  per  member  which 
takes  care  of  postage,  stationery,  etc.,  the  field  work  being  done  as  a  labor 
of  love  by  our  officers. 

To  those  who  have  cooperated  with  me  during  these  three  years  that  I 
have  been  privileged  to  serve  as  Superintendent,  I  am  deeply  grateful, 
especially  to  our  presidents,  and  faithful  Executive  Board.  I  feel  that  we 
are  entering  on  a  new  era  of  W.  M.  U.  work  and  I  bespeak  for  our  new 
Superintendent,  Mrs.  D.  C.  Barbee,  the  same  cooperation,  and  loyalty  that 
you  have  shown  toward  me,  and  may  she  experience  some  of  the  joys  that 
have  been  mine  in  "Laboring  Together"  in  the  service  of  the  Lord.

SOCIAL  SERVICE  REPORTS 

The  Mills  Home 

No  greater  monument  could  possibly  be  erected  to  the  honor  of  anyone 
than  that  of  a  living  memorial.  Consequently,  in  1928  the  Baptist  State 
Convention,  prompted  by  love  and  a  desire  to  pay  tribute,  changed  the  name 
of  the  Thomasville  Baptist  Orphanage  to  that  of  "The  Mills  Home"  in 
honor  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Mills,  the  founder  of  Orphanage  work  in  North  Carolina 
and  the  first  General  Manager  of  this  institution. 

We  should  m  the  very  outset  feel  most  keenly  the  Divine  stamp  of  ap- 
proval upon  this  great  institution  and  the  service  being  rendered  which  is  so 
dear  to  the  heart  of  Christ  our  Lord,  and  which  should  be  dear  to  the  heart 
of  every  true  Christian,  namely :  providing  for  the  temporal,  moral  and 
spiritual  needs  of  our  own  Baptist  orphans  and  widows. 

Let  us  note  some  interesting  facts  about  the  orphanage.  The  Mills  Home 
located  at  Thomasville,  was  organized  in  1885.  The  Kennedy  Home,  an 
eastern  branch  situated  near  Kinston,  has  been  in  operation  since  1914  and 
is  under  the  general  management  of  the  Mills  Home  Incorporated.  Sta- 
tistics show  that  December  31,  1930,  the  total  net  worth  was  $1,132,468.76. 
There  are  635  children  in  the  home,  of  these  136  are  in  the  Kennedy  Home. 
It  is  therefore  a  valuable  denominational  asset.  There  are  286  children  with 
68  mothers  cared  for  in  their  own  homes  by  Mothers  Aid,  which  amounted 
to  $17,973.27  during  the  year  1930.  In  round  numbers  the  Home  is  caring 
for  900  children  directly  and  indirectly  while  touching  a  host  of  others. 
There  are  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  applications  refused  monthly  because  of 
inadequate  room.  An  accredited  herd  of  seventy  Holstein  cattle  furnish  a 
quart  of  milk  each  day  for  every  child  in  the  Home.  The  approximate  oper- 
ating expense  of  the  orphanage  is  six  hundred  dollars  per  day.  The  average 
monthly  cost  per  capita  in  1930  was  $23.53.  The  total  operating  expenses 
for  the  year  1930  were  $205,405.98.  The  Charity  mid  Children  is  the  organ 
of  the  orphanage  published  weekly,  having  a  circulation  of  28,274.  It  should 
be  in  every  library.  The  single  subscription  rate  is  $1.00  a  year.  In  clubs 
of  ten  or  more  to  one  address  the  price  is  sixty  cents  per  year.  The  girls 
are  taught  the  domestic  duties,  while  the  boys  are  taught  the  farm  life.  In 
the  school  each  and  every  child  is  given  equal  opportunity  to  develop  his 
talents.    The  graduates  are  well  fitted  and  often  hold  places  of  responsibility. 

Under  the  economic  strain  together  with  the  steady  decrease  in  the 
offerings  from,  the  churches,  the  institution  is  weighted  down  with  a  most 
disastrous  debt  of  approximately  45  thousand  dollars. 

It  is  not  supported  by  the  Cooperative  Program,  but  by  once  a  month 
offerings  from  the  Sunday  Schools,  plus  the  Thanksgiving  offerings.  Less 
than  600  Sunday  Schools  out  of  more  than  2,200  contribute  regularly  to  the 
orphanage,  a  shameful  fact  indeed. 

This  report  would  appeal  to  every  Sunday  School  in  this  Association 
which  has  not  heard  the  call  of  God  for  help  in  this  crucial  moment,  to  re- 
spond by  designating  one  Sunday  School  offering  each  month  for  this  worthy 
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cause,  and  mail  it  directly  to  the  treasurer,  Mr.  R.  D.  Covington,  Thomas- 
ville,  N.  C. 

Let  this  report  again  urge  with  all  sincerity  and  earnestness  that  plans  be 
inaugurated  now  in  each  and  every  church  for  a  substantial  Thanksgiving 
offering  for  this  very  commendable,  vital,  essential  and  religious  duty  as 
well  as  a  glorious  opportunity  to  serve  Jesus. 

"Whosoever  shall  give  to  drink  unto  one  of  these  little  ones  a  cup  of  cold 
water  .  .  .  Verily  ...  he  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward,"  is  the  blessed 
promise  of  our  Lord. 

Baptist  Hospital 

Jesus  in  His  earthly  ministry  "went  about  doing  good" ;  healing  the 
diseased,  restoring  sight  to  the  blind,  hearing  to  the  deaf  and  health  to  the 
infirm,  raising  the  dead  and  bringing  comfort,  encouragement,  courage  and 
consolation  to  all  with  whom  He  came  in  contact. 

Eight  or  more  years  ago  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  responded  to  this 
fact  that  the  program  of  Christ  provided  for  the  healing  of  the  physical  as 
well  as  the  spiritual  being.  As  the  result  of  this  vision  a  hospital  was  built 
in  Winston-Salem  and  is  being  maintained  under  the  auspices  of  our  own 
Baptist  State  Convention.  Already  thousands  have  been  healed,  hundreds 
of  lives  saved  and  a  host  of  people  made  happy. 

This  hospital  is  well  located,  finely  equipped,  of  fire  proof  construction 
and  is  prepared  to  take  care  of  100  patients  per  day. 

Its  medical  and  surgical  staff  are  very  capable.  The  management  and  the 
nurses  are  efficient  and  distinctly  Christian,  thereby  exerting  a  wholesome 
environment  of  love,  sympathy,  prayer  and  optimism  about  the  sick  room. 

The  cost  is  as  low  as  any  well  equipped  institution.  Records  show  that 
the  service  is  the  very  best. 

Last  year  2,750  patients  were  cared  for  in  the  Hospital.  Of  this  number 
1,600  were  charity  or  partly  so.  More  than  $50,000.00  were  spent  on  charity, 
or  about  $5,000.00  per  month,  while  receipts  have  been  not  quite  $3,000.00. 
This  overwhelming  work  of  charity  has  well  nigh  crushed  the  Hospital 
financially  beyond  endurance,  and  has  forced  it  to  enter  this  year  with  a  debt. 

The  Hospital  needs  a  larger  patronage  from  Baptists  who  are  able  to  pay 
for  their  care  while  in  the  Hospital.  If  the  patient  asking  charity,  or  the 
church  of  which  he  is  a  member  can  pay  as  much  as  $1.50  per  day  or  about 
one  third  of  the  cost,  the  Hospital  can  take  care  of  all  calls  and  pay  all  its 
bills.  Otherwise,  the  Hospital  will  be  forced  to  turn  many  away  or  discon- 
tinue operation  altogether. 

During  the  year  Mr.  E.  L.  Davis,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
presented  the  Hospital  with  Radium.  It  was  a  magnificent  gift,  and  provides 
a  much  needed  and  glorious  service  to  hundreds  of  our  people. 

By  ministering  to  the  body  it  affords  a  marvelous  opportunity  to  reach 
the  souls  of  men. 

Can  we  afford  to  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  cries  of  our  suffering  Baptists 
and  others,  and  say  in  deed  if  not  in  word  we  cannot  help  you? 

Those  men  and  women  who  are  financially  able,  and  who  desire  to  live 
perpetually  in  the  hearts  of  humanity,  could  make  no  greater  contribution 
than  to  remember  the  Hospital  in  their  wills.  An  endowment  of  $15,000.00 
will  pay  for  one  ward  bed  for  all  time  and  will  care  for  24  needy  sufferers 
each  year  until  Jesus  comes  again. 

This  report  urges  that  every  Sunday  School  respond  on  Mother's  Day  in 
May  with  a  creditable  offering  for  this  worthy  cause.  Let  us  pray  for  and 
give  to  this  healing  physician,  representative  of  the  Great  Physician,  "In- 
asmuch as  ye  did  it  unto  the  least  of  these  my  brethren  ye  did  it  unto  me." 
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Ministerial  Relief 

Every  individual  should  be  in  some  measure  making  preparation  for  old 
age. 

It  seems,  however,  that  of  all  professions  and  vocations  in  life,  the  min- 
isterial profession  has  been  the  most  tragically  neglected. 

It  occurs  to  me  all  too  cruel  to  give  the  best  of  one's  life  in  an  unselfish 
service,  and  then  in  old  age  be  a  castaway;  a  sufferer  for  the  lack  of  the 
bare  necessities  of  life.  Such  has  been  the  case  of  many  of  the  veteran 
Soldiers  of  the  Cross  and  their  wives. 

To  meet  this  urgent  need  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  was  formed,  and  has  been  carrying  on  successfully 
since  1918. 

The  work  of  this  Board  is  done  through  two  departments  as  are  briefly 
set  forth  in  this  report.  The  first  called  the  Relief  Department  which  re- 
ceives 35^%  of  all  funds  contributed  by  the  churches  through  their  Coop- 
erative Program,  which  the  Board  distributes  bi-monthly  according  to  its 
best  judgment. 

In  addition  to  the  above  amount  it  appropriates  the  interest  from  its 
Invested  Reserve  Fund  to  the  same  purpose.  The  receipts  from  the  churches 
have  steadily  diminished  until  they  became  so  meager  that  the  Board  was 
forced  last  year  to  draw  on  its  Reserve  Fund  for  nearly  half  the  whole 
amount  allocated  to  its  beneficiaries,  and  without  this  Reserve  Fund  even  the 
pittances  now  received  by  our  old  preachers  must  have  been  cut  practically 
in  half.  Our  North  Carolina  ministers  have  actually  received  from  the 
Board  during  the  current  year  nearly  twice  as  much  as  our  churches  have 
sent  in  for  this  purpose. 

The  other  department  of  our  Board  is  known  as  the  Service  Annuity  De- 
partment. This  began  to  operate  last  January  in  place  of  the  old  Annuity 
Department,  but  still  carries  out  the  contracts  made  under  the  old  plan. 
Under  the  Relief  Department  the  beneficiaries  were  not  required  to  make 
any  payments  and  received  their  allotments  gratuitously.  Under  the  Service 
Annuity  Plan  its  beneficiaries  and  their  churches  are  required  to  cooperate. 
A  pastor  is  asked  to  contribute  2^%  of  his  salary  in  monthly  installments, 
and  his  church  is  asked  to  contribute  8%  of  its  regular  pastor's  salary.  By 
these  means  together  with  a  Contingent  Fund  provided  by  the  Board  it  is 
proposed  to  accumulate  for  the  participating  pastor  65  years  of  age  a 
minimum  of  $500.00  a  year  or  a  maximum  of  $1,200.00  a  year,  depending  in 
general  on  the  average  salary  received  under  35  years  of  service.  Special 
provision  is  made  in  case  of  disability  before  reaching  65  years  of  age ;  and 
widows  are  to  receive  Yz  the  amount  allocated  to  their  husbands. 

The  Board's  regular  beneficiaries  last  year  through  the  south  were  691 
ministers,  603  widows,  49  emergency  cases,  and  IS  children.  Of  this  number 
70  ministers  and  59  widows  were  from  North  Carolina. 

Participating  under  the  new  Annuity  Plan  are  55  ministers,  45  mis- 
sionaries and  67  widows. 

The  Board's  assets  have  steadily  increased  from  $106,428.53  in  1919  to 
$3,768,574.08  at  the  close  of  1930. 

The  Board's  investment  earnings  since  1918  have  been  $1,304,000.00. 

The  total  sum  paid  in  benefits  during  the  past  year  was  the  largest, 
amounting  to  $198,293.00. 

For  any  further  particulars  you  are  urged  to  write  Mr.  Hugh  F.  Latti- 
mer,  Asheville,  N.  C,  who  is  the  Board's  eastern  representative. 

Larger  contributions  on  the  part  of  the  churches  are  necessary  if  the 
Board  is  to  be  placed  in  a  position  to  more  worthily  care  for  the  beneficiaries 
of  the  Relief  Department. 
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This  report  would  urge  every  Baptist  Christian  to  respond  to  these 
appeals. 

Whenever  we  grasp  the  vision  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  its  extensive- 
ness;  the  fact  that  the  Program  of  Christ  is  the  greatest  enterprise  and 
presents  a  challenge  unsurpassed,  then  Baptists  will  realize  that  they  are 
only  stewards  and  not  owners ;  they  will  be  providing  for  these  emergencies 
by  the  scriptural  plan,  "upon  the  first  day  of  the  week"  bringing  all  the  tithe 
into  the  Lord's  treasury. 

"Not  what  we  give,  but  what  we  share, — 

For  the  gift  without  the  giver  is  bare; 
Who  gives  himself  with  his  alms  feeds  three,— 
Himself,  his  hungering  neighbor,  and  Me."

PRESIDENT  KITCHIN^S  ADDRESS 

28.  Dr.  Thurman  D.  Kitchin,  President  of  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege, was  presented  to  the  Association  by  Moderator  Williams,  and 
spoke  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Education.  President  Kitchin's 
address  was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  vast  audience  to  which  he 
spoke. 

Dr.  Kitchin  maintains  that  for  the  Christian  college  to  do  its 
best  work  it  must  be  small.  Where  the  college  is  small  the  indi- 
vidual student  has  personal  contact  with  each  member  of  the  fac- 
ulty, and  derives  untold  benefits  from  such  contacts.  Long  after 
the  student  has  forgotten  much  that  his  teacher  has  taught  him  he 
will  remember  what  his  teacher  was.  The  Christian  impulses  will 
linger  through  life. 

President  Kitchin  stated  that  Wake  Forest  College  was  the  first 
denominational  college  to  require  Bible,  in  the  entire  South.  Wake 
Forest  began  this  requirement  in  1897.  Christian  Education  is  to 
the  individual  what  the  rudder  is  to  the  ship.  For  successful  sail- 
ing there  must  be  a  rudder;  a  chart  (the  Bible)  and  faith  in  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  Captain  of  our  Salvation. 

29.  A  message  of  love  was  sent  from  the  Association,  to  the 
Mills  Home  children,  by  J.  Arch  McMillan,  their  Pastor. 

30.  The  sickness  of  Mrs.  W.  S.  Olive  and  Pastor  Martin  W. 
Buck  was  reported  to  the  Association  and  the  Clerk  was  instructed 
to  write  them  letters  conveying  our  love  and  sympathy.  Geo.  T. 
Watkins  led  in  prayer  for  them,  as  the  Association  closed  for 
lunch. 
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Second  Day 

THURSDAY,  OCTOBER  15,  1931 

Afternoon  Session 

31.  The  Association  convened  at  1 :30  P.M.  and  after  singing 
"Lord  I  Hear  of  Showers  of  Blessings"  and  "On  Jordan's  Stormy- 
Banks,"  C.  E.  Byrd  led  the  devotions,  reading  from  twelfth  chap- 
ter of  Romans.     Ira  D.  S.  Knight  led  in  prayer. 

32.  L.  J.  Rainy,  Representative  for  the  Orphanage  in  the  Flat 
River  Association,  asked  us  to  appoint  a  Representative  for  the 
Mount  Zion  Association  and  S.  W.  Andrews  of  Chapel  Hill  was 
appointed,  and  B.  W.  Rogers  of  Durhajn  was  appointed  Repre- 
sentative for  the  Hospital. 

33.  The  unfinished  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  as  to> 
the  employment  of  a  Field  Worker  and  subscriptions  for  same,, 
was  taken  up.  Subscriptions  from  the  churches  were  reported  as; 
sufficient  to  guarantee  the  continuation  of  the  work.  This  entire 
matter  was  then  automatically  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee 
for  administration. 

34.  Historical  report  was  read  by  Historian  J.  F.  McDuffie. 

HISTORY  OF  LYSTRA  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Chatham  County,  N.  C. 

The  origin  and  history  of  Lystra  Baptist  Church  seems,  at  first  sight,  as 
we  view  it,  to  be  a  fictitious  romance.  The  sudden  and  mysterious  appear- 
ance of  a  strange  character,  calling  himself  a  German,  educated  for  a  Cath- 
olic Priest ;  also,  representing  himself  as  a  Christian  with  a  letter  from  a 
Baptist  Church  in  Norfolk,  Virginia,  commending  him  to  the  affection  and 
care  of  any  Baptist  Church  of  like  faith  and  order ;  must  have  been  a  doubt- 
ful undertaking,  and  a  trial  of  their  confidence  in  him  to  open  the  door  of 
opportunity  to  him. 

But  only  a  trial  was  necessary,  to  prove  to  the  community  his  power,  as 
a  mental  giant,  his  sincerity,  his  deep  toned  piety,  his  executive  ability,  and 
his  entire  consecration  and  dedication  of  soul  and  body  to  his  Christ  and 
God,  whom  he  had  recently  found,  and  learned  to  love  with  all  his  heart, 
soul,  mind  and  strength.  Thus  appeared  Brother  Alfred  L.  Stough  on  the 
scene  in  the  community  of  what  is  now  Lystra  Baptist  Church. 

While  the  smoldering  embers  were  burning  in  his  soul,  and  there  was  a 
longing  desire  to  introduce  his  Lord  and  Master  to  others,  he  was  offered  a 
place  for  worship,  in  an  outhouse  by  Brother  James  Dodd.  Oh!  what  joy 
must  have  thrilled  his  soul  when  he  thought  how  he  had  been  persecuted,  and 
driven  from  his  home,  and  found  some  friends  of  his  Master,  who  were  ready 
to  be  his  friends ;  and  take  him  into  their  confidence,  their  hearts,  and  their 
homes.  He  began  to  hold  meetings  in  the  "Dodd  House"  as  it  was  called. 
The  Spirit  began  to  move,  souls  were  aroused  and  a  revival  was  held.  Thus 
the  embers  were  fanned  into  a  blaze,  souls  were  saved.  Christians  were 
revived.  The  good  work  continued  on,  and  the  next  year,  which  was  1849 
(Brother  Stough  began  his  work  in  1848)  another  revival  broke  out. 
Brother  Stephen  E.  Cole  offered  another  place  of  worship  in  another  section 
of  the  community  perhaps,  which  was  accepted,  and  the  meeting  was  held 
in  what  was  called  the  "Cole  House."     Many  others  were  saved.     At  this 
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juncture  of  the  work,  it  seems  it  was  necessary  to  have  a  restraint  of  some 
kind  to  help  the  inexperienced  Christian,  and  the  weak  Christians  to  know 
and  do  their  duty.  An  application  was  made  to  Mt.  Carmel  Baptist  Church, 
the  oldest  and  Mother  of  all  the  Baptist  Churches  in  the  surrounding  com- 
munity, to  establish  an  arm  of  a  church  in  the  community,  to  help  those  who 
had  been  converted  at  these  meetings.  So  an  arm  of  Mt.  Carmel  Church 
was  established  at  the  "Dodd  House,"  and  a  "Sons  of  Temperance"  was 
organized  at  the  "Cole  House." 

The  work  thus  continued  on  until  1853,  when  it  was  thought  necessary  to 
effect  an  independent  organization.  A  Presbytery  was  called,  consisting  of 
Elders  James  S.  Purefoy,  Aaron  Jones,  and  George  W.  Purefoy  to  organize 
a  Baptist  Church.  Brother  J.  C.  Wilson  was  called  as  Pastor  of  the  new 
church;  Brethren  S.  E.  Cole,  and  A.  J.  Rigsbee  were  elected  deacons,  and 
Brother  James  J.  Rigsbee  was  chosen  to  act  as  church  clerk. 

Brother  Stough,  by  some  mishap,  had  defaced  his  previously  granted 
license,  and  the  church  renewed  his  Hcense;  and  furthermore,  ordered  his 
ordination  to  the  Gospel  ministry  as  soon  as  possible.  Also,  at  this  con- 
ference meeting,  the  church  decided  to  appoint  delegates  to  the  Sandy  Creek 
Association,  and  ask  for  admittance  into  that  body.  The  Association  met  at 
Bear  Creek  Church,  in  Chatham  County,  North  Carolina,  September  30, 
1853.  Brethren  Atlas  J.  Rigsbee,  Stephen  E.  Cole,  and  J.  J.  Rigsbee  were 
recognized  as  messengers  from  the  new  church  after  the  church  was 
admitted  into  the  Association. 

At  this  session  of  the  Association  Brother  Stough  preached  the  intro- 
ductory sermon ;  and  in  the  petitionary  letter  to  the  Association,  the  Church 
asked  for  Brother  Stough's  ordination  by  the  Association.  Elders  N.  Rich- 
ardson, T.  S.  Yarboro,  William  C.  Patterson,  A.  D.  Blackwood,  E.  Crutch- 
field,  and  J.  C.  Wilson  acted  as  a  presbytery  to  ordain  him. 

The  church  asked  the  Association  to  appoint  Brother  Stough  as  col- 
porteur to  act  within  the  bounds  of  the  Association.    He  was  appointed. 

For  several  years  the  church  was  without  a  suitable  house  in  which  to 
worship.  Brother  George  W.  Purefoy  suggested  the  erection  of  a  suitable 
building  in  which  to  worship — in  the  grove  where  the  church  now  stands. 
As  a  result  of  this  suggestion  the  house  was  built  at  a  very  great  sacrifice. 
The  church  at  this  time  had  an  enrollment  of  seventy-four  members.  It  was 
located  about  seven  miles  south  of  Chapel  Hill  in  Chatham  County,  near  the 
highway  leading  from  Chapel  Hill  to  Pittsboro,  and  was  named  Lystra 
Baptist  Church. 

The  last  record  we  have  of  the  Church,  prior  to  the  Civil  War,  accord- 
ing to  the  first  book  of  records  of  the  church  was  in  April,  1859.  Brother 
J.  P.  Mason  was  Moderator  at  this  Conference.  Brother  J.  C.  Wilson  had 
served  from  the  organization  in  1853  to  this  time.  We  suppose  he  had  re- 
tired or  resigned.  Brother  J.  J.  Rigsbee  was  still  clerk  of  the  church  at  that 
time.  As  Brother  Mason  was  acting  Moderator  at  that  time  we  suppose  he 
served  during  the  War,  and  Brother  Y.  A.  Oldham  as  clerk. 

During  the  years  from  1866  to  1869,  there  was  nothing  of  marked  impor- 
tance transacted  in  the  church,  except  several  were  baptized  and  several 
excluded,  letters  granted  to  several  colored  members  to  join  organizations 
of  their  own,  until  1869,  when  an  informal  meeting  was  called  consisting  of 
the  Pastor  J.  P.  Mason,  Brother  George  W.  Purefoy,  W.  C.  Cole,  and 
others,  to  discuss  the  advisability  and  expediency  of  a  new  Association. 
The  matter  was  decided,  and  the  delegates  to  the  next  session  of  the  Sandy 
Creek  Association  meeting  at  Love's  Creek  Church  were  instructed  to  ask 
for  a  letter  to  form  the  new  association.  The  letter  was  granted,  and 
together  with  twelve  other  churches  asking  letters  from  their  respective 
associations,  they  met  at  Mt.  Moriah  in  Orange  County,  North  Carolina,  the 
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next  year,  1870,  and  formed  the  Mt.  Zion  Association,  Lystra  Church  having 
taken  the  initiative  in  its  formation.  Brethren  W.  E.  Oldham,  J.  W.  Old- 
ham, W.  C.  Cole,  and  G.  O.  Cole  were  sent  as  delegates.  Brother  J.  P. 
Mason  was  Pastor,  and  Brother  Y.  A.  Oldham  was  church  clerk. 

The  membership  of  the  church,  when  it  joined  the  newly  organized  asso- 
ciation was  ninety-one.  Its  contribution  the  first  year,  to  missions  was  three 
dollars,  when  it  joined  the  Mt.  Zion  Association.  Brother  Mason  was  still 
"its  Pastor,  and  Brother  Y.  A.  Oldham  was  clerk.  Brother  Mason  served 
the  church  as  Pastor  until  1881.  Brother  Oldham  also  served  until  1881  as 
clerk.  Each  of  them  began  serving  the  church  at  the  same  time,  and  each  of 
them  retired  about  the  same  time.  Their  service,  as  Pastor  and  Clerk,  were 
the  longest  of  any  pastor  and  clerk  that  had  ever  served  before  or  since. 
Each  of  them  served  faithfully  and  efficiently.  Each  served  about  twenty- 
two  years.  The  church  paid  their  pastor  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
No  amount  was  stated  for  pastor's  salary  for  the  first  year  they  joined  the 
Mt.  Zion  Association.  They  paid  twenty-three  dollars  and  ten  cents  at  the 
close  of  Brother  Mason's  pastorate  for  Missions. 

Brother  R.  T.  Bryan,  now  a  missionary  in  Shanghai,  Central  China,  is 
doing  a  great  work,  was  called  as  Pastor  in  1881.  Recently  he  had  a  revival 
in  his  church  which  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  160.  He  baptized  67  of 
these  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church.  He  was  then  a  student  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill  while  he  acted  as  pastor  of  the 
church.  Brother  Bryan  served  as  pastor  until  1883.  The  church  paid  $39.13' 
for  missions  the  last  year  of  Brother  Bryan's  pastorate.  Brother  W.  C. 
Cole  was  clerk. 

Brother  C.  C.  Newton,  another  missionary,  who  went  to  Africa,  followed 
Brother  Bryan.  It  is  said  he  lived  but  a  short  time,  and  his  body  was  buried 
in  the  ocean.  Brother  Newton  was  pastor  for  three  years,  and  was  called  to 
Durham,  North  Carolina  to  do  mission  work.  He  was  called  to  the  second 
Baptist  Church  (now  Temple  Baptist  Church).  Brethren  W.  C.  Cole  and 
B.  F.  Ray  served  as  clerks  of  church. 

Brother  A.  D.  Hunter  followed  Brother  Newton  in  1889.  He  served 
two  years  and  resigned  to  accept  the  Financial  Secretaryship  of  Meredith 
College  (then  Baptist  Female  University).  Brother  J.  W.  Watson,  then 
teaching  at  Fairview  Academy,  was  a  member  of  the  church,  feeling  called 
to  the  gospel  ministry',  the  church  ordered  his  ordination.  On  Sunday  morn- 
ing, November  24,  1889  he  was  ordained  by  Elders  Thomas  Hume,  J.  C. 
Hocutt,  J.  M.  White,  and  A.  D.  Hunter.  He  was  called  as  pastor  and  served 
until  1894.  He  was  followed  by  Brother  J.  M.  White,  who  served  until 
1900.  Some  one  said  Brother  White  made  twelve  visits  to  the  church 
annually,  and  preached  missions  twenty-four  times.  Brothers  B.  F.  Ray, 
R.  F.  Cole  and  S.  W.  Oldham  acted  as  clerks  during  the  ministry  oi"  these 
brethren. 

Another  minister  sent  out  by  Lystra  church  is  S.  W.  Oldham  now  pastor 
at  Wendell,  N.  C,  who  has  been  continuously  in  the  pastorate  since  1896. 
He  was  baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  this  church,^  in  1886  by  Rev.  C.  C. 
Newton.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1890,  Rev.  J.  W.  Watson,  pastor  and 
R.  F.  Cole  church  clerk.  On  April  7th,  1895,  he  was  ordained  at  his  home 
church,  the  presbytery  being  Dr.  Thomas  Hume,  Rev.  J.  M.  White  and  Rev. 
I.  S.  Boyles. 

Brother  D.  C.  Britt  of  Pittsboro  was  called  in  1900,  and  acted  as  pastor 
for  one  year.  Brother  Jesse  Weatherspoon  followed  Brother  Britt  and 
remained  pastor  one  year.  In  the  year  1902  Rev.  J.  M.  Arnette  was  pastor 
of  the  church.  Brother  A.  D.  Hunt  was  called  the  second  time  in  1903. 
During  Brother  Hunter's  second  term  of  service,  the  union  meeting  of  the 
Mt.  Zion  Association  met  at  Lystra  Church  in  1904.     On   Sunday  of  the 
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union  meeting,  the  report  was  made  by  the  committee  on  building  the  house 
— the  house  had  been  finished,  and  all  debts  had  been  cancelled.  The  house 
was  dedicated  on  Sunday  morning.  Brother  Hunter's  second  term  of  office 
ended  in  1907. 

Brother  Rufus  Lineberry  was  elected  as  pastor,  and  served  five  years. 
He  was  very  much  beloved  by  all  the  community,  as  well  as  by  the  church. 
He  made  a  good  pastor,  and  served  well. 

Brother  F.  B.  Raymon,  followed  Brother  Lineberry,  and  was  pastor  from 
1912  to  1915.  He  now  resides  at  Wake  Forest,  North  Carolina  as  a  retired 
minister,  and  is  in  very  feeble  health.  Following  Brother  Raymon,  Brother 
J.  A,  Hackney  was  elected  pastor.     He  was  pastor  from  1915  to  1917. 

The  church  clerks  who  acted  from  1890  to  1900  were  as  follows  :  F.  L. 
Rigsbee,  G.  W.  Rigsbee,  R.  B.  Lineberry,  Y.  A.  Oldham,  W.  C.  Cole,  E.  J. 
Rigsbee.  From  1900  to  1916,  E.  B.  Oldham,  F.  L.  Rigsbee,  James  Oldham, 
J.  C.  Blake,  and  R.  M.  Rigsbee.  Brother  A.  J.  Rigsbee  is  now  acting  clerk 
of  the  church,  and  has  been  since  1916. 

Brother  C.  E.  Byrd  then  accepted  the  work,  and  was  pastor  until  1917. 
On  the  8th  of  September,  1917,  Brother  M.  A.  Stone  was  ordained  by 
Brethren  George  Howard,  H.  G.  Dorsett.  and  the  pastor,  Brother  C.  E. 
Byrd.  Brother  Byrd  resigned  as  pastor  of  the  church  in  August  1918,  to 
attend  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

Brother  H.  G.  Dorsett  succeeded  Brother  Byrd  as  pastor  in  1918,  and 
served  until  1921.  During  his  pastorate  Brethren  J,  B.  Oldham,  S.  M. 
Oldham,  W.  H.  Williams,  and  J.  G.  Bennett  were  ordained  as  deacons  of  the 
church. 

Brother  J.  B.  Davis  then  accepted  the  work,  and  was  pastor  from  1921 
to  1923.  During  Brother  Davis'  pastorate  seven  Sunday  School  rooms  were 
added  to  the  main  auditorium.  Brother  Hoyt  Blackwell  followed  Brother 
Davis  in  1923,  and  remained  pastor  until  1925.  During  Brother  Blackwell's 
administration  in  1924,  the  Sunday  School  at  Lystra  was  recognized  for  the 
first  time  as  a  standard  Sunday  School. 

Brother  S.  L.  Lamm  succeeded  Brother  Blackwell  in  1925,  and  served 
until  1927.  Being  dissatisfied  with  his  training  for  the  ministry,  he  resigned 
as  pastor,  and  went  to  Louisville  Seminary  for  further  training. 

Following  Brother  Lamm,  Brother  C.  H.  Henderson  accepted  the  church 
as  pastor,  and  continued  as  pastor  from  1927  to  1929. 

Brother  L.  C.  Cheek,  son  of  Brother  W.  B.  Cheek,  was  ordained  to  the 
gospel  ministry  on  July  21,  1929  at  or  about  the  close  of  Brother  Hender- 
son's pastorate.  Brethren  Hoyt  Blackwell,  Roy  Morris,  and  Charles  A. 
Maddry  were  the  presbytery. 

The  teachers  meeting,  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  were  organized  in  1929.  All  the 
auxiliaries  of  the  church  are  doing  well.  The  Sunday  School  now  numbers 
172.  It  has  at  present  sixteen  officers  and  teachers  holding  Teacher's  Di- 
plomas. It  was  recognized  as  a  standard  school  in  1924.  1925,  1926,  1927, 
and  1930.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  numbered  in  1930,  59.  The  W^  M.  U.  numbered 
in  1930,  67.  Progress  seems  to  be  their  watchword.  The  following  brethren 
have  served  as  superintendents  of  the  Sunday  School  since  its  organization  : 
W.  E.  Oldham.  Ed.  Powell  P.  M.  Pearson,  S.  W.  Oldham,  E.  A.  Dollar, 
G.  O.  Cole.  J.  W.  Ansley,  E.  B.  Oldham,  J.  U.  Pearson,  W.  B.  Cheek,  and 
J.  G.  Bennett. 

The  present  pastor.  Brother  W.  O.  Andrews,  accepted  the  pastorate  in 
1930.  He  came  as  a  stranger,  but  the  church  seems  to  have  taken  him  into 
their  confidence,  and  he  has  made  an  impression  for  good.  There  is  no 
reason  now  why  the  church  should  not  move  forward  and  upward  under 
his  ministry.  He  seems  to  be  a  God-send  to  the  church,  at  a  crisis  when 
such  a  man  was  needed  most. 
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There  is  much  Lystra  Church  needs  to  be  grateful  for,  when  we  review 
her  history  thus  far.  For  the  young  brother  who  came  among  them,  and 
laid  bare  his  heart  before  them  for  God  and  lost  humanity,  and  moved  by 
His  Spirit,  to  give  his  life  a  living  sacrifice  for  their  good,  and  for  the  glory 
of  his  Master,  built  for  them  a  foundation  that  only  eternity  will  reveal ;  for 
the  faithful  ones  who  have  stood  in  the  face  of  perilous  difficulties  and 
danger,  by  the  old  ship,  in  the  midst  of  temptation  and  trial,  and  conquered 
the  enemy  of  the  soul,  and  laid  down  their  armor  and  gone  to  their  reward ; 
for  the  wonderful  opportunities  God  has  signally  thrown  in  their  way  to  win 
souls  to  Christ,  and  bring  glory  and  honor  to  His  great  and  holy  name. 
These  are  some  of  the  blessings  which  should  call  forth  the  gratitude  of 
their  hearts,  and  cause  them  to  undertake  great  things  for  God,  and  thus 
they  may  expect  great  things  from  God.

STEWARDSHIP  OF  CHURCH  MEMBERSHIP 

35.  B.  M.  Watkins  spoke  on  Stewardship,  emphasizing-  the  fact 
that  man  is  not  an  owner  of  property  but  only  a  steward  or  trus- 
tee, and  that  as  such  he  must  give  an  account  of  his  transactions 
to  God.  He  deplored  the  fact  that  Christians  were  willing  to  ex- 
pend large  sums  for  their  own  church  buildings  and  church  serv- 
ices and  then  stop  at  that  point  without  giving  generously  to  the 
work  of  Christian  education,  missions  and  other  Christian  endeav- 
ors. Man  can  not  escape  the  responsibility  devolving  upon  him 
as  a  steward  or  trustee  by  simply  refusing  to  perform  the  duties 
of  his  trust,  or  by  denying  the  obligations  of  the  trust.  Public 
opinion  should  be  so  shaped  and  crystallized  that  it  would  con- 
demn selfishness  as  openly  as  it  condemns  other  violations  of  the 
Christian  code  and  thereby  bring  into  the  treasury  of  the  Lord 
money  in  sufficient  amounts  to  finance  the  work  of  the  Kingdom 
and  at  the  same  time  enlist  the  active  work  and  influence  of  Chris- 
tians in  the  work  of  winning  the  world  to  Christ. 

TEMPERANCE 

Z6.  Eugene  Olive  read  Temperance  Report  prepared  by  L.  E. 
M.  Freeman  and  C.  A.  Upchurch,  Superintendent  of  the  North 
Carolina  Anti-Saloon  League,  brought  us  a  great  and  a  thrilling 
message  on  the  liquor  question. 

TEMPERANCE  REPORT 

Over  a  century  ago  the  temperance  movement  was  launched  in  America. 
At  first  personal  abstinence  was  urged ;  but  no  effort  was  made  to  end  the 
liquor  traffic.  After  this  an  occasional  crusader  raised  his  voice.  Various 
temperance  organizations  were  formed.  And  temperance  sentiment  grew 
apace.  At  last  there  came  into  being  the  Anti-saloon  League  and  the 
Woman's  Christian  Temperance  Union,  the  two  most  effective  opponents  of 
the  liquor  traffic.  Largely  through  their  efforts  people  were  enlisted  and 
kept  informed. 
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The  fight  was  long  and  stubborn.  A  liquor  tax  was  imposed  by  the  gov- 
ernment. High  license  was  adopted.  These  measures  made  the  liquor  traffic 
a  convenient  political  issue  and  gave  its  friends  grounds  for  argument. 
Gradual  legislative  gains  and  dry  local  option  victories  were  scored  through 
the  years.  In  some  states  the  dispensary  system  was  tried  as  a  reform 
measure,  but  was  found  unsatisfactory.  Many  states  passed  prohibition  laws 
only  to  find  them  overridden  by  the  liquor  traffic  supported  by  interstate 
commerce  regulations.  At  length  prohibition  was  written  into  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  all  but  two  states  ratifying  it.  It  was  probably 
the  most  popular  amendment  ever  enacted  into  our  law. 

When  the  law  was  made  the  friends  of  prohibition  thought  the  battle  was 
finally  won,  and  rested  securely  on  their  arms.  But  many  unexpected  things 
have  happened.  The  opponents  of  prohibition  have  engaged  in  the  most 
false  and  insidious  propaganda,  knowing  well  that  the  disproof  of  a  false- 
hood never  entirely  checks  the  injury  it  has  caused.  Charges  of  increased 
drunkenness,  multiplied  crime,  and  great  economic  losses  are  sent  broadcast 
by  a  wet  press.  Antiprohibitionists  know  well  the  effect  of  repetition  on  the 
public  mind,  and  so  they  keep  their  insinuations  before  the  people.  They  also 
know  that  men  are  prone  to  forget ;  hence  they  point  to  violations  of  the 
present  law,  ignoring  the  flagrant  violations  of  the  law  before  prohibition 
became  nation-wide. 

By  insistence  on  the  failure  of  prohibition  and  urging  modification  of  or 
substitutions  for  our  present  laws,  antiprohibitionists  have  once  more  in- 
jected the  liquor  question  into  politics.  The  recent  defeat  of  a  candidate  who 
made  prohibition  an  issue  in  violation  of  his  party  platform,  crushing  as  it 
then  was,  does  not  daunt  the  liquor  forces,  who  use  politics  only  to  further 
their  wet  designs.  Already  signs  are  abundant  that  no  effort  will  be  spared 
to  nominate  wet  presidential  candidates,  however  much  the  real  issue  may 
be  camouflaged.  Continued  insistence  on  a  referendum  aims  merely  at 
creating  discontent  with  the  present  law. 

It  is  high  time  that  our  churches  awake  to  support  the  prohibition  law 
with  the  same  vigor  that  secured  its  enactment.  Temperance  sermons  should 
be  preached  once  more.  Law  enforcement  should  be  stressed.  We  must  give 
active  support  to  the  officers  who  are  trying  to  carry  out  the  law.  Christian 
citizenship  should  be  interpreted  so  as  to  place  duty  above  any  party  align- 
ment when  moral  issues  are  at  stake.  No  party  can  bind  the  Baptist  con- 
science. We  should  encourage  our  people  to  give  financial  support  to  the 
organized  agencies  that  have  fought  our  battles  in  the  past  and  are  fighting 
them  still. 

Particularly,  does  your  committee  urge  that  this  Association  go  on  record 
as  being  unequivocally  opposed  to  any  wet  candidate  for  political  office.

REPORT  OF  STEWARDSHIP,  STANDARD  OF  EXCELLENCE 
AND  LITERATURE  CHAIRMAN 

Stewardship 

Christian  stewardship  rests  upon  the  foundation  of  God's  ownership  of 
ourselves  and  our  possessions.  Suppose  all  of  those  who  bear  the  name  of 
Christians  should  recognize  the  Lordship  of  Jesus  Christ  over  their  time, 
their  talents  and  their  money.  There  would  at  once  be  a  marked  deepening 
of  spiritual  life.  Few  societies  reported  tithers  in  1931.  This  feature  of  our 
work  will  receive  more  attention  as  we  cooperate  with  Southwide  plans 
adopted  at  Birmingham.  The  voices  of  our  leaders  are  speaking  to-day, 
calling  us  from  the  wilderness  of  materialism  and  selfishness  in  which  we 
have  almost  been  lost,  reminding  us  of  our  personal  responsibility  to  God 
for  the  evangelization  of  the  world. 

Standard  of  Excellence 

As  we  all  know,  to  have  any  A-1  organization  we  must  fulfill  all  points 
on  the  Standard  of  Excellence.  Believing  that  the  Standard  of  Excellence 
charts  are  most  helpful  means  in  attaining  an  end,  we  urge  that  they  be  kept 
before  our  members  constantly.  Societies  should  seek  to  be  A-1,  but  it 
should  not  be  the  highest  motive  of  any  organization,  but  only  a  record  of 
work  well  done.  In  1930  we  had  54  societies  reaching  the  Standard  of 
Excellence.  There  was  a  loss  of  10  societies  from  1929  list,  largely  due  to 
failure  to  meet  apportionment.  We  did,  however,  lead  the  state  in  number 
of  A-1  societies,  in  which  we  are  justly  proud.  Three  of  our  churches 
having  A-1  Unions  were  the  First  Church,  Temple  and  Watts  Street 
churches  of  Durham.  May  we  each  strive  to  reach  the  Standard  by  having 
as  our  goal  "Well  done." 

Literature 

_  One  of  the  most  fruitful  means  of  "speeding  the  message"  is  by  the 
printed  page.  People  are  largely  influenced  by  what  they  read.  Never  before 
was  there  a  time  when  our  boys  and  girls  stood  more  in  need  of  pure  lit- 
erature which  will  instill  high  ideals  and  create  a  desire  for  pure  living 
than  now.  There  has  not  been  a  time  in  the  years  of  this  generation  when 
Baptists  need  to  be  as  well  informed  as  now.  The  Recorder,  Home  and  For- 
eign Fields  Royal  Service,  World  Comrade  and  The  Window  will  furnish 
information  so  much  needed.     It  is  impossible  to  obtain  accurate  reports

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CONSTITUTION 


Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation of  North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers,  belonging  to,  and 
members  chosen  annually  by,  the  several  churches  belonging  to  this  body, 
who,  by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches,  certify  their  ap- 
pointment, and  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  seats.  Each  church  shall  thereby 
be  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  from  each  Sabbath 
School  connected  with  the  church,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist 
Church. 

Objects 

Art.  3.  The  objects  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  in- 
creasing the  harmony,  the  intelligence  and  the  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  energies,  their  resources 
and  their  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  in  the  earth.  This 
Association  shall  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  ed- 
ucational, mission.  Sabbath  School,  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches. 
It  may  advise  the  churches,  and  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  for  their 
adoption,  but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  Yet,  in  view  of  the  combined 
wisdom,  piety  and  intelligence  of  the  body,  it  may  justly  claim  for  itself,  for 
its  objects,  and  for  its  recommendations  the  very  highest  consideration  and 
regard. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church 
that  shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the 
religion  as  taught  in  the  Bible  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true 
teachings  thereof. 

Rights  of  Churches 

Art.  6.  Baptist  churches  on  application  for  admission  to  this  body  shall 
be  received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  necessary  evidence  is  given  that 
they  are  truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  when  requested  by  ag- 
grieved members  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send 
committees  to  aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  the  church  is 
aggrieved  with  the  majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
^ame  consideration.    Individual  applications  will  not  be  entertained. 

Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  appoint  as  delegates,  as 
far  as  practical,  their  most  capable  members,  to  insist  upon  their  attendance, 
and  to  send  by  them  a  contribution  to  the  Association  Treasurer  to  pay  for 
the  printing  of  the  minutes  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  send  annually  a  letter  to 
the  Association  giving:  1.  Location;  2.  Names  of  pastor,  clerk,  and  other 
general  officers  and  their  respective  post  offices ;  3.  Sabbaths  of  regular  wor- 
ship; 4.  Church  statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter, 
restored,  dismissed  by  letter,  excluded,  erased,  or  died  during  the  past  year ; 
the  total  number  in  fellowship;  5.  Statement  of  the  finances  of  the  church 
showing  all  amounts  paid  to  local  expenses  and  benevolent  objects;  6.  Sun- 
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day  school  statistics;  7.  Records  of  other  church  organizations;  8.  Names 
of  delegates  and  alternates ;  9.  Any  other  information  deemed  of  special  im- 
portance or  necessary  for  publication,  as  required  on  the  blanks  in  immediate 
use. 

Organization 

Art.  10.  (1)  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  at 
each  annual  session  after  the  names  of  the  delegates  are  enrolled,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  session.  Election  shall  be  by  acclama- 
tion when  only  one  candidate  is  nominated,  but  by  ballot  when  more  than 
one  candidate  is  nominated  for  any  one  office.    Any  officer  may  be  reelected. 

(2)  An  executive  committee  shall  be  elected  annually  to  serve  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  committee  shall  consist  of  the  following :  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treas- 
urer, and  presidents  of  the  Sunday  School,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  W.  M.  U. 
organizations  of  the  Association,  by  virtue  of  their  offices ;  and  eight  other 
members  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  woman — nominated  by  a  special 
committee  on  nominations,  but  elected  by  the  Association.  Nine  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  churches  of  the  Association  in  whatever  efforts  seem 
wise  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom,  and  they  shall  take  any  steps 
necessary  to  put  in  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by  the  Association. 

The  committee  shall  be  called  in  session  the  second  Tuesday  in  each  quar- 
ter, i.  e.,  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  unless 
there  is  sufficient  reason  for  a  change  in  date.  After  a  separate  session  the 
committee  shall  bring  its  recommendation  before  the  pastors'  conference  of 
the  Association  for  discussion  and  suggestion. 

Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  committee  during  the 
year  shall  be  filled  by  the  committee  itself. 

Duties  of  Officers 

Art.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  open  the  meeting  punc- 
tually at  the  time  appointed,  to  enforce  the  rules,  to  preserve  order,  and  to 
exercise  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles 
of  established  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Association;  to  superintend  the  printing  and  distri- 
bution of  the  same ;  and  to  keep  on  file  the  printed  minutes  and  other  im- 
portant documents  belonging  to  the  body.  The  distribution  shall  be  based 
on  the  comparative  amount  paid  by  each  church  to  the  minute  fund.  For 
his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  out  of  the  Minute 
Fund. 

Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  over  to 
the  proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  direct  to  the  Association  by  the 
churches,  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  annually  examine  the 
Treasurer's  books  and  attest  the  report. 

Art.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  collect  and  put  in  some 
durable  form  all  facts  and  interest  about  each  of  the  churches  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  report  at  each  session  of  this  body. 

Amendments 
Art.  17.    Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual 
meeting,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Wednesday  after  the 
second  Sunday  in  October,  and  continue  for  two  days,  or  longer  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Association, 

2.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding 
session  shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his  absence, 
the  incumbent  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exer- 
cises, to  be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business 
shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other  that 
courtesy  which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding 
officer.  He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration, 
and  avoid  all  personalties. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
special  permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presiding  officer, 
or,  at  his  request,  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  other  motion  or  proposition 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  com- 
mit, to  postpone  to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  pref- 
erence in  the  order  in  which  they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subject  shall  be 
admitted  to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will 
report  as  soon  as  feasible  after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Association.  When  adopted  their  report  shall  become  the  order  for  the 
Association  and  cannot  be  changed  except  by  vote  of  the  Association  as 
provided  in  Section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by 
rules  of  some  recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  Mell's  or 
Kerfoot's.

7.  The  report  on  Biblical  Recorder  was  read  by  R.  P.  Elling- 
ton and  discussed  -by  B.  K.  Mason,  representing  the  Recorder. 

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

For  ninety-seven  years  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  sought  to  serve  the 
Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  the  world.  It  seeks  in  a  constructive  way 
to  obey  the  command  of  the  Master  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  every  part  of  the 
world.  The  seventy-seven  stockholders  publish  the  Recorder  in  the  interest 
of  our  Baptist  work.  For  years  they  received  no  dividends  and  for  the  last 
nine  years  have  pubhshed  the  paper  at  a  financial  loss.  The  managers  have 
but  one  aim  in  publishing  the  Recorder — to  assist  the  Baptists  of  North 
Carolina  in  extending  the  Reign  of  Christ.  The  Christian  culture  of  our 
future  Baptist  homes  depends,  in  no  small  degree,  on  the  contribution  the 
Biblical  Recorder  is  able  to  make  to  them. 

People  are  largely  influenced  by  what  they  read.  The  Biblical  Recorder 
seeks  to  bring  to  our  people  weekly  a  summary  of  our  Baptist  news,  local 
and  general.  It  seeks  to  give  a  Christian  interpretation  to  the  events  of  the 
day.  It  seeks  to  give  the  achievements  of  our  schools,  churches,  Sunday 
Schools,  B.  Y.  P.  U's.,  W.  M.  U's.  and  Laymen's  work.  It  presents  letters 
from  our  missionaries  at  home  and  abroad,  and  hence  informs  the  readers  of 
what  is  being  accomplished  through  their  contributions. 

The  Home  Circle  offers  help  for  the  development  of  the  spiritual  and 
intellectual  needs  in  every  young  church  member.  It  seeks  to  present  high 
ideals  for  our  young  people,  real  help  in  the  development  of  Christian  char- 
acter, which  will  react  for  good  in  the  future  of  our  people.  Never  before 
was  there  a  time  when  our  boys  and  girls  stood  more  in  need  of  wholesome 
literature  which  will  instill  high  ideals,  create  a  desire  for  pure  living,  and 
stimulate  them  in  rendering  unselfish  service.  The  Biblical  Recorder  seeks 
to  aid  at  this  particular  point. 

The  circulation  ought  to  be  increased  to  25,000  as  a  minimum.

REPORT  ON  STATE,  HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  great  Head  of  the  Church  was  the  author  of  a  well-rounded  pro- 
gram of  Christian  service.  He  evidently  contemplated  that  in  carrying  on 
the  work  which  he  began  on  earth  his  disciples  would  care  for  each  phase 
of  that  work  and  not  favor  one  to  the  neglect  of  the  other.  Every  depart- 
ment of  Southern  Baptist  cooperative  work  is  important,  and  while  some 
parts  make  a  stronger  appeal  to  the  popular  mind  then  others  do,  all  right- 
thinking  individuals  will  recognize  that  each  should  be  supported  in  propor- 
tion to  its  merits  and  needs. 

STATE  MISSIONS 

For  more  than  one  hundred  years  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been 
building  in  this  state  a  great  Baptist  commonwealth.  While  they  have  made 
marked  progress,  their  task  is  by  no  means  complete. 

When  our  fathers  began  in  an  organized  way  in  1830  to  carry  the  gospel 
message  to  every  nook  and  corner  of  the  state,  the  Baptists  were  weak  in 
numbers,  only  about  15,000  of  them.  They  were  poor  in  material  resources, 
lacking  in  educational  advantages,  and  without  much  social  standing  and 
political  prestige.  Their  greatest  asset  was  the  Bible  and  their  right  to 
interpret  it  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  enlightened  consciences. 

One  of  the  primary  objects  in  the  minds  of  our  fathers  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Convention  as  stated  in  the  first  article  of  the  Constitution  was 
"the  employment  of  missionaries  within  the  limits  of  this  state."  This  has 
been  the  consistent  and  aggressive  policy  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention 
for  more  than  one  hundred  years.  Flaming  heralds  of  the  Cross  penetrated 
the  forests,  traversed  the  plains,  climbed  the  mountains,  sowing  gospel  seed 
wherever  they  went.  They  planted  and  fostered  churches  from  the  Atlantic 
Seaboard  to  the  remotest  western  boundry  of  our  State.  Our  denomination 
has  grown  by  leaps  and  bounds  in  North  Carolina  and  almost  equals  in 
numbers  all  others  combined.  This  fact  alone  places  a  great  responsibility 
on  us,  their  successors. 

It  is  useless  to  mention  the  marvelous  material  development  that  has 
taken  place  within  the  last  two  decades.  We  need  to  remember  these  supe- 
rior advantages  have  brought  with  them  added  responsibilities.  Necessity  is 
laid  on  us  to  save  ourselves  from  the  malestrom  of  materialism  that 
threatens  to  engulf  our  boasted  civilization.  We  must  be  a  "separate  people," 
"a  peculiar  people,"  if  we  would  stem  the  tide  and  continue  to  be  a  vital 
force  in  evangelizing  our  rapidly  increasing  population  in  the  state. 

We  need  a  larger  vision  of  our  task.  We  need  to  lift  up  our  eyes  and 
look  on  the  fields.  Across  the  gulf  of  the  centuries  rings  a  voice  as  clear  as 
a  silver  bell :  "As  my  Father  hath  sent  me  into  the  world,  even  so  send 
I  you." 

HOME  MISSIONS 

The  Home  Mission  Board's  record  of  work  from  its  organization  in  1845, 
to  1932,  a  period  of  eighty-seven  years,  can  hardly  be  surpassed  by  any 
missionary  organization  in  the  world.  During  this  period  the  Board  em- 
ployed 41,062  missionaries.    These  missionaries  reported  as  a  result  of  their 
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work  785,500  baptisms.  They  organized  8,570  churches.  These  785,500 
baptisms  represent  one-fifth  of  the  total  present  membership  of  Southern 
Baptists.  These  8,570  churches  organized  by  Home  Board  missionaries  rep- 
resent one  out  of  every  three  of  the  total  number  of  churches  Southern  Bap- 
tists now  have.  The  Board  received  and  expended  in  its  work  during  this 
period  $20,500,000.  Millions  of  dollars  were  spent  in  church  building  and 
other  enterprises,  and  yet,  based  on  this  total,  the  785,500  baptisms  reported 
by  the  missionaries  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  cost  on  an  average  of 
$25.00  a  piece.  This  is  a  glorious  record  of  achievement  and  should  inspire 
our  people  to  gird  themselves  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  and  go  forward. 

Administration 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Home  Mission  Board  has  been  faced 
with  the  necessity  of  doing  its  work  and  meeting  its  obligations  on  a  con- 
stantly decreasing  income.  It  has,  however,  balanced  its  budget  each  year, 
lived  within  its  income,  and  paid  an  appreciable  amount  on  the  principal  of 
its  indebtedness.  Since  September  1,  1928,  the  Board  has  paid  on  the  prin- 
cipal of  its  indebtedness  $659,374.  Even  though  the  receipts  for  the  last 
Conventional  year  were  $110,851  less  than  for  the  previous  year,  yet  the 
Board  paid  $81,896  on  the  principal  of  its  debt.  It  is  the  definite  policy  of 
the  Board  to  live  within  its  income  and  pay  its  debts. 

The  Lord  Blessing  the  Work 

The  Board  has  been  forced  to  reduce  its  mission  force,  but  it  has  not 
abandoned  any  of  its  mission  fields.  The  work  has  been  blessed  of  the 
Lord.  Among  the  foreigners,  Indians  and  Negroes  our  missionaries  re- 
ported last  year  1,574  baptisms,  as  compared  with  1,543  the  year  before. 
The  schools  and  Good- Will  Centers  reported  1,044  conversions,  making  a 
total  of  2,618  won  to  Christ  in  this  department.  In  the  Mountain  School 
work  Dr.  O'Hara  reports  158  baptisms.  Dr.  M.  N.  McCall,  Superintendent 
of  the  work  in  Cuba,  reports  352  baptisms.  This  makes  a  total  in  all  fields 
of  3,128  baptisms. 

Work  Among  the  Foreigners 

Among  the  foreigners  the  Board  has  38  workers  supplying  122  churches 
and  mission  stations.  There  were  22  new  missions  opened  up  last  year.  The 
three  mission  schools :  The  Anglo  Mexican  Institute,  A.  Valez,  Principal, 
El  Paso;  the  Mexican  Baptist  Institute,  Paul  Bell,  Principal,  Bastrop, 
Texas ;  and  Acadia  Academy,  A.  S.  Newman,  Principal,  Church  Point,  La., 
with  a  combined  enrollment  of  283,  with  56  ministerial  students,  report  475 
baptisms  during  the  year. 

Work  Among  the  Indians 

The  work  among  the  Indians  is  very  fruitful.  There  are  21  workers  and 
40  churches  and  missions.  Last  year  the  missionaries  reported  498  additions 
to  the  church  and  2,352  persons  reached  by  personal  service.  No  field  right 
now  is  whiter  for  the  harvest  than  this. 

Work  Among  the  Negroes 

During  the  past  year  the  six  workers  among  the  Negroes  reported  494 
additions  to  the  church.  Dr.  R.  T.  Pollard,  Dean  of  Selma  University,  who 
is  supported  by  the  Board,  reported  27  ministerial  students  and  75  other 
students  receiving  instruction  in  the  Bible  in  his  department.  There  are  in 
the  South  approximately  10,000,000  Negroes.  Southern  Baptists  should 
greatly  enlarge  their  work  among  our  colored  brethren. 
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Good- Will  Centers  and  Missions 

^  The  Good-Will  Centers  at  Christopher,  111.,  West  Frankfort,  111.,  Bir- 
mingham, Ala.,  East  St.  Louis,  111.,  and  New  Orleans,  La.,  together  with 
the  Seamen's  Bethel  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  and  the  Rescue  Mission,  New 
Orleans,  La.,  are  all  doing  a  most  excellent  work.  The  combined  reports  of 
these  missions  show  2,837  religious  services  held,  65,083  persons  in  attend- 
ance and  1,044  conversions. 

Work  In  Cuba 

The  work  in  Cuba  is  progressing  nicely.  Dr.  M.  N.  McCall,  the  Superin- 
tendent, reports  42  churches  and  46  missions.  There  are  31  ordained 
preachers  and  12  unordained  workers.  There  are  9  American  missionaries. 
The  rest  are  natives.  These  workers  baptized  352  people,  made  26,191 
missionary  visits,  distributed  335,196  tracts  and  Bibles.  There  are  3,421 
members  of  Baptist  churches  and  3,795  enrolled  in  Sunday  School.  There 
is  no  richer  field  in  all  the  world  for  the  Gospel  than  Cuba. 

Work  In  Panama 

In  Panama  we  have  seven  mission  churches  and  one  self-supporting 
church.  The  Balboa  Heights  Baptist  Church  is  a  real  flourishing,  aggres- 
sive Baptist  Church.  The  Board  owns  the  property,  both  church  house  and 
pastor's  home,  but  the  church  is  self-supporting.  The  seven  mission 
churches  are  colored  churches — Jamacans  who  came  to  the  Zone  to  build 
the  Canal.  They  are  pastored  by  two  preachers,  one  living  on  the  Atlantic 
end  of  the  Canal  and  the  other  at  the  Pacific  end  of  the  Canal.  The  eight 
churches  have  a  combined  membership  of  about  800.  The  pastor  of  the 
Balboa  Heights  Church,  Dr.  Alfred  Carpenter,  now  in  the  States  on  vaca- 
tion, is  the  Superintendent  of  this  work  without  salary. 

Field  Work 

We  have  five  special  field  workers :  Dr.  Jacob  Gartenhaus,  Missionary  to 
the  Jews ;  Miss  Emma  Leachman,  W.  M.  U.  Field  Worker ;  Mrs.  Una  Rob- 
erts Lawrence,  Mission  Study  Editor,  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Michaels  and  Mr.  A.  O. 
Wilson,  Missionaries  to  the  Deaf.  These  are  all  very  busy,  giving  the 
Gospel  to  the  lost  and  carrying  information  about  our  work  to  Southern 
Baptists. 

The  Future  Policy 

The  Board  is  interpreting  Missions  to  be  primarily  the  making  and 
baptizing  of  disciples.  Its  policy  is,  therefore,  to  major  on  preaching  the 
Gospel  in  Cuba  and  Panama  and  to  the  foreigners,  the  Indians,  the  Negroes, 
and  in  the  congested  centers  in  the  cities  in  our  homeland. 

It  is  for  this  task  that  it  asks  Southern  Baptists  to  enlarge  their  gifts  to 
Home  Missions.  There  was  never  a  greater  need  than  now.  May  our 
Baptist  people  not  be  found  wanting  in  this  hour  when  it  is  ''Christ  or 
Chaos." 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  distressing  decline  in  receipts  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  during 
the  last  two  years  has  been  discouraging,  but  this  discouragement  is  dispelled 
quickly  when  we  view  the  things  done  abroad.  We  may  have  a  depression 
here  in  the  homeland,  but  there  comes  to  us  evermore  great  expansion  of 
heart  with  renewed  determination  to  press  forward  when^  we  hear  of  the 
marvelous  triumphs  of  our  work  in  other  lands.  Our  missions  are  prosper- 
ing wonderfully. 
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Looking  back  over  the  progress  of  our  work  during  the  last  twenty-five 
years  we  find  many  evidences  of  remarkable  accomplishment. 

In  1906  we  had  214  churches.  By  1931  these  had  grown  to  2,681 
churches.  One  of  the  most  remarkable  things  about  this  growth  is  that 
1,868  of  these  churches  are  self-supporting. 

There  were  12.894  members  in  our  churches  twenty-five  years  ago, 
whereas  in  1931  there  were  169,311  members.  Our  membership  multiplied 
thirteen  times.  The  growth  in  membership  has  been  much  more  rapid  dur- 
ing the  last  few  years.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  we  baptized  more  people 
last  year  than  we  had  church  members  twenty-five  years  ago. 

One  of  the  most  specific  evidences  of  growth  is  shown  by  the  con- 
tributions made  by  the  churches  abroad.  These  churches  gave  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  work  last  year,  $145,000.00,  more  than  Southern  Baptists  gave 
for  the  support  of  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  1906. 

These  churches  are  organized  into  district  associations.  In  some  countries 
we  have  National  Baptist  Conventions.  In  several  countries  the  National 
Baptist  Conventions  are  supporting  boards  organized  after  the  manner  of 
our  boards  here  in  the  homeland.  They  have  their  own  Home  Mission 
Boards,  Orphanage  Boards,  Publication  Boards,  and  some  of  them  have 
Foreign  Mission  Boards. 

An  outstanding  assurance  about  our  work  abroad  during  the  last  years, 
has  been  the  wonderful  way  in  which  it  has  stood  the  strain  caused  by  our 
failure  to  support  it  properly  during  that  period.  The  fine  manner  in  which 
it  has  held  together  has  been  a  revelation  of  how  solidly  the  work  has  been 
done  in  other  years.  It  encourages  us  to  take  up  with  more  hopeful  zeal 
the  support  of  the  work  in  a  larger  way  in  future. 

The  growth  and  stability  of  our  work  abroad  are  not  excuses  for  us  to 
withdraw,  but  provocations  for  us  to  do  more.  The  child  when  it  was 
toddling  needed  very  watchful  care  and  support.  He  has  grown  up  to  man- 
hood. Now  he  needs  aid  and  counsel  in  getting  established  in  life.  We 
could  not  desert  the  baby  in  his  weakness.  We  must  not  now  desert  the  boy 
as  he  begins  to  measure  his  strength  in  the  life  struggle.  Besides  this,  let 
us  not  forget  the  other  frontiers.  There  are  vast,  unoccupied  fields  in  the 
regions  beyond.  We  have  done  well  so  far,  but  we  have  not  gone  far 
enough.  We  must  press  on  to  other  fields  whose  ripeness  appeals  for 
harvesters. 

With  such  a  spirit  as  this  manifested  in  the  fields  ahead,  we  are  not 
surprised  to  get  the  glad  tidings  that  last  year  we  baptized  16,568.  This  is 
the  largest  number  ever  reported  on  our  foreign  fields. 

This  has  been  a  year  of  great  revivals.  Think  of  a  revival  experience 
like  this  reported  in  Africa  by  one  of  our  missionaries,  when  a  whole  vil- 
lage came  to  Christ :  "One  of  our  Baptist  pastors  went  there  and  baptized 
1,444,  and  another  thousand  was  seeking  baptism.  They  had  left  their  idols 
and  they  wanted  a  true  and  living  God,  but  they  did  not  know  how  to  go 
about  finding  him." 

Will  not  Southern  Baptists  ponder  prayerfully  over  the  closing  sentence 
used  by  this  missionary,  "They  did  not  know  how  to  go  about  finding  him"  ? 
There  are  multitudes,  countless  hosts  in  all  lands  who  "do  not  know  how  to 
find  him."  We  know  how  to  find  him.  What  will  happen  to  them  and  to 
us  if  we  withdraw  and  withhold  the  blessed  news  from  them.  We  have  the 
secret  that  will  fill  all  the  world  with  joy,  and  cause  it  to  ring  with  the 
praise  of  God.  Shall  we  halt?  Shall  we  turn  our  back  on  the  world? 
Shall  we  call  home  the  messengers  we  have  sent  out,  or  shall  we  maintain 
and  reen force  them? 

In  response  to  a  statement  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  the  recent 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  appealed  to  the  Baptists  of  the  South  to  raise 
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$300,000.00  during  June  and  July.  At  the  time  this  is  written,  reports  from 
the  Emergency  Offering  show  that  Southern  Baptists  gave  $113,000  to  For- 
eign Missions  and  $64,744  to  Home  Missions,  a  total  of  $177,744.  While 
this  amount  is  far  short  of  the  goal,  it  indicates  a  magnificent  achievement 
under  the  circumstances.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 
OF  THE  MOUNT  ZION  ASSOCIATION 

The  work  of  our  Association  during  the  past  year  furnishes  many  rea- 
sons for  encouragement.  Many  difficulties  and  handicaps  have  been  en- 
countered, but  instead  of  the  work  taking  a  backward  step  there  has  been 
achievement  and  progress.  Some  of  the  most  significant  work  since  the 
Association  has  been  organized  with  an  administrative  executive  committee 
elected  by  the  Association  has  been  accomplished  this  year. 

It  has  been  the  purpose  of  your  executive  committee  to  carry  out  the  will 
of  the  Association  in  promoting  an  active  program  of  enlistment  and  ex- 
tension among  the  churches  throughout  the  associational  year.  In  pro- 
motion of  such  a  program,  there  have  been  held  quarterly  meetings,  in 
addition  to  special  call  meetings,  for  consultation  and  planning.  The  com- 
mittee has  been  organized  into  four  sub-committees ;  namely,  a  missions 
committee,  a  benevolence  committee,  an  education  committee,  and  a  training 
activities  committee.  Work  has  been  done  by  these  sub-committees,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  work  done  by  the  committee  at  large. 

The  major  activity  of  the  committee  has  been  the  general  supervision  of 
an  associational  program  as  directed  by  Mr.  M.  L.  Jones,  our  associational 
field  worker.  This  has  been  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  training 
activities  committee.  Rev.  E,  I.  Olive,  chairman.  During  the  first  two  years 
of  its  operation,  the  expense  of  this  program  was  shared  by  the  Sunday 
School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  That  support  was  with- 
drawn September  1,   1931.     Since  then  the  Association  has  assumed  full 
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responsibility,  independent  of  any  direct  financial  aid  from  outside  sources. 
A  year  ago  Mr.  Jones  was  asked  to  continue  his  connection  as  Field 
Worker,  but  to  do  so  on  the  basis  of  a  half-time  program.  He  was  to 
receive  $1,200  per  year  for  salary  and  traveling  expenses,  and  $12.50  per 
month  for  office  expenses.  He  has  given  practically  his  full  time  to  the 
work  during  the  year,  however,  without  any  extra  remuneration. 

The  financial  support  of  the  Associational  work  during  the  past  year 
has  been  a  difficult  task.  This  has  been  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  a  note 
for  $250,  which  the  Association  had  been  carrying  for  some  time,  was  paid 
off  early  in  the  Associational  year  last  fall.  Our  Field  Worker  has  been 
handicapped  in  his  activities,  due  to  the  fact  that  his  salary  has  been  from 
one  to  three  months  in  arrears  much  of  the  time.  He  has  continued  his 
work  faithfully,  however.  The  committee  borrowed  $100  in  August  to 
enable  our  Field  Worker  to  continue  his  work,  but  this  was  not  done  until  it 
seemed  absolutely  necessary  to  do  so.  This  note  now  stands,  but  there  are 
sufficient  pledges  from  the  churches  to  cover  it.  Some  of  the  churches 
have  been  regular  in  their  support  of  the  work  throughout  the  year,  which 
has  made  it  possible  to  carry  on  the  work  at  all.  Most  of  the  churches 
have  responded  in  a  fine  way  to  the  support  of  this  program.  Our  treasurer, 
W.  J.  Broadwell,  and  our  Associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent, 
W.  P.  Phillips,  are  especially  to  be  commended  for  their  faithfulness  in 
promoting  the  financial  program  among  the  churches. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  executive  committee  that  the  program  which 
has  been  fostered  by  the  Association  during  the  past  three  years  has  been 
eminently  worth  while.  It  is  recognized,  of  course,  that  it  is  a  missionary 
enterprise  in  which  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  stronger  churches  to  carry 
the  greater  weight  of  the  burden  in  order  that  the  weaker  churches  might 
receive  its  benefit.  The  work  is  primarily  for  the  churches  which  are 
weaker  and  more  in  need  of  development,  and  they  are  the  ones  which  have 
received  the  primary  benefit.  Most  of  these  churches  have  shown  marked 
development  in  organization,  enlistment,  and  giving.  And  yet,  practically 
every  church  in  the  Association  has  had  a  share  in  the  financial  support  of 
the  work,  with  those  which  are  benefiting  most  from  it  coming  more  to  help 
carry  the  burden. 

This  program  of  enlistment  and  extension  has  been  so  effective  as  to 
attract  wide  commendation  both  in  this  State  and  throughout  the  South. 
Some  of  our  Baptist  leaders  who  are  familiar  with  the  work  of  our  De- 
nomination at  large  have  declared  that  the  program  which  has  been  executed 
in  the  Mount  Zion  Association  is  the  most  significant  one  among  all  the 
district  associations  in  the  eighteen  states  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. Our  Denomination  is  coming  more  and  more  to  place  increased 
emphasis  upon  this  type  of  work.  Probably  the  greatest  problem  of 
Southern  Baptists  is  that  of  the  enlistment  of  their  more  than  20,000  coun- 
try churches  into  the  active  life  of  the  Denomination.  Southern  Baptist 
leaders  are  coming  to  realize  that  the  one  agency  through  this  can  be 
accomplished  is  the  District  Association.  This  is  the  one  agency  which 
makes  immediate  contact  with,  and  has  immediate  influence  with,  all  of  the 
churches.  There  are  probably  few,  if  any,  associations  in  the  entire  South 
in  which  the  smaller  churches  have  been  developed  and  enlisted  to  the  de- 
gree in  which  they  have  been  in  the  Mount  Zion  Association.  It  is  there- 
fore our  conviction  that  this  program  which  is  being  fostered  in  our  Asso- 
ciation is  profoundly  significant  and  tremendously  worthwhile.

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FIELD  WORKERS  REPORT,  MT.  ZION  ASSOCIATION,  ROBERSON'S 
GROVE  CHURCH,  OCTOBER  12,  1932 

BY  M.  L.  JONES,  FIELD  WORKER 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  your  program  committee  has  in- 
structed me  to  write  a  report  covering  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
that  there  will  be  no  separate  reports  on  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U., 
the  facts  about  these  departments  of  our  work  being  incorporated  in  this 
report. 

At  the  last  Association  we  planned  for  a  half  time  work  but  a  wise 
providence  has  provided  a  most  unusual  spirit  of  cooperation  and  the 
financial  resources  which  have  enabled  us  to  carry  on  a  full  time  work. 
The  demands  have  never  been  greater  or  the  response  more  heartening.  In 
the  early  summer  it  seemed  that  we  could  not  answer  the  calls  for  study 
course  work  and  D.  V.  B,  wS's.  but  by  dispensing  with  his  vacation  your 
field  worker  was  able  to  answer  every  call,  I  think. 

In  General 

Every  church  needs  a  full  time  program  but  we  are  in  an  Association 
where  out  of  the  53  churches  only  16  have  full  time  pastors.  You  are 
putting  on  this  Associational  program,  the  very  genesis  of  which  is  the 
aiding  of  these  small  churches.  We  can  secure  more  as  we  do  our  work 
cooperatively.  As  I  said  in  my  report  last  year  we  must  make  the  lot  of 
the  rural  pastor  better.  In  the  average  Baptist  church  we  need  three 
training  schools  a  year  and  a  D.  V.  B.  S.  You  can  see  that  a  pastor  with 
three  or  four  churches  would  spend  about  a  third  of  his  year  in  training 
classes,  and  with  present  salary  standards  the  average  rural  pastor  cannot 
meet  the  demands. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  your  Association  has  tried  to  meet  these 
needs  in  two  ways,  primarily : 

1.  We  have  held  Association-wide  conferences  and  training  schools. 
Two  such  conferences  the  past  year  for  Sunday  School  Workers  and  D.  V. 
B.  S.  leaders  respectively,  enrolled  hundreds  from  more  than  thirty 
churches.  An  Associational  B.  Y.  P.  U.  training  school  enrolled  workers 
from  17  churches  and  resulted  in  more  than  two  hundred  awards. 

2.  We  have  tried  to  answer  all  calls  for  training  school  by  using  volun- 
teer workers.  We  have  a  pronounced  sentiment  for  training  now,  the 
churches  request  schools  and  look  forward  to  them  as  a  regular  activity, 
the  only  problem  now  is  to  find  the  convenient  date  and  necessary  workers. 
This  has  been  less  difficult  this  year  as  indicated  by  the  fact  that  we  have 
put  on  45  B.  Y.  P.  U.  and  34  Sunday  School  training  schools  the  past  year 
using  an  average  of  two  teachers  in  each  of  these  79  training  schools,  or 
158  weeks  of  service,  in  addition  to  scores  of  workers  in  the  D.  V.  B.  S. 
This  is  possible  because  the  churches  are  following  the  Calendar  of  Activ- 
ities more  and  more.  It  is  necessary  that  we  have  several  weeks  notice 
from  the  churches  when  workers  are  desired  if  satisfactory  plans  are  to  be 
made. 

We  consider  the  development  of  this  large  number  of  volunteer  workers, 
who  serve  without  pay,  one  of  the  most  striking  developments  in  our  work. 
I  believe  we  have  three  times  as  many  now  as  we  had  in  the  beginning  of 
the  work. 

B.  Y.  P.  U. 

Our  B.  Y,  P.  U.  work  under  the  leadership  of  two  fine  Associational 
presidents,  Waldron  Lewter  and  Cary  Cole,  and  the  fine  leaders  associated 
with  them,  has  made  fine  progress.    We  have  been  the  largest  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
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Association  in  the  State  for  several  years  and  our  work  has  been  recognized 
as  either  first  or  second  in  efficiency  by  the  State  Convention.  However, 
we  are  not  seeking  numbers  as  a  primary  objective,  for  the  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
exists  mainly  for  Christians  and  there  is  danger  in  having  a  large  number 
of  unsaved  young  people  in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Regeneration,  then  training  in 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  our  program,  lest  some  confuse  the  issue.  But  we  can  still 
safely  set  five  thousand  as  our  aim  for  B.  Y.  P.  U.  membership.  We  can 
reach  this  aim  only  when  the  churches  properly  back  the  B,  Y.  P.  U. 
through  a  general  organization  elected  by  the  church,  and  through  the 
Baptist  Adult  Union. 

The  Associational  officers  'have  put  on  45  B.  Y.  P.  U.  study  courses 
in  addition  to  a  number  put  on  by  the  churches  without  aid  from;  these 
officers,  the  total  awards  issued  in  the  Association  being  approximately  1400 
to  date. 

The  aims  suggested  for  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  for  the  coming  year  are : 
deeper  interest  in  spiritual  things  with  a!  new  emphasis  on  the  study  of 
mission  needs,  a  standard  association,  two  study  courses  annually  in  each 
church  and  2,500  awards. 

The  list  of  officers  for  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Association  is  appended  to  this 
report.  Under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Cole  they  are  making  a  fine  start  and 
I  want  to  urge  that  all  give  them  hearty  cooperation.

Sunday  School 

We  seem  to  be  laying  the  foundation  for  some  splendid  progress  in  our 
Sunday  School  work.  We  are  becoming  more  concerned  about  the  great 
mass  of  people  not  attending  our  Sunday  Schools.  For  some  years  we  have 
been  reporting  a  Sunday  School  Enrollment  which  is  smaller  than  our 
church  enrollment.  I  believe  the  statistics  will  show  improvement  in  this 
respect,  but  we  must  seek  the  remedy  to  this  situation. 

A  conference  dealing  with  the  young  people's  and  adult  departments  of. 
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the  Sunday  School  was  held  in  the  spring  which  revealed  that  our  biggest 
failure  was  in  these  departments.  In  our  monthly  meetings  we  have  been 
continually  discussing  this  phase  of  our  work.  We  suggest  a  three-fold 
program  as  the  solution  to  this  situation. 

1.  Let  every  church  make  a  census  this  year  and  keep  up  a  continuous 
program  of  visitation.  We  have  failed  to  follow  our  Lord  in  the  matter 
of  personal  visitation. 

2.  Let  us  properly  organize  our  young  people  and  adult  departments 
and  classes,  following  the  new  plan  suggested  by  our  Sunday  School  Board. 
At  least  one  Sunday  School  in  the  Association  has  doubled  this  year  by  so 
doing. 

3.  Every  church  should  have  a  Home  and  Extension  Department  and  a 
Cradle  Roll  Department.  Last  year  no  Cradle  Roll  was  reported  from  21 
churches,  and  31  churches  reported  no  Home  and  Extension  Department. 
Five  of  those  reporting  no  Home  and  Extension  Department  were  some  of 
our  biggest  churches  with  hundreds  of  unenlisted  people  in  their  territory. 
The  largest  Extension  Department  reported  was  122  enrolled  while  the 
average  for  the  churches  reporting  was  22.  You  can  readily  see  how  hun- 
dreds can  be  reached  through  these  departments. 

We  have  a  splendid  Associational  organization  which  has  seriously  and 
untiringly  undertaken  to  lead  us  in  this  work.  We  have  no  more  faithful 
worker  than  W.  P.  Phillips  and  for  him  and  his  organization  I  urge  com- 
plete cooperation  to  the  end  that  we  may  bring  our  great  Association  to  its 
rightful  place  in  Sunday  School  work.  Officers  for  the  year  beginning 
October  1st  are  as  follows :

Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools 

It  is  with  deepest  appreciation  to  our  leaders  in  the  churches  and  with 
profound  gratitude  to  God  that  we  speak  of  the  glorious  year  in  D.  V.  B.  S. 
work.  Thirty  churches  held  schools  which  enrolled  three  thousand  and  six 
pupils  and  teachers,  and  reported  103  conversions.  There  were  three  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine  volunteer  teachers  who  gave  two  weeks  of  their  time 
to  the  study  and  teaching  of  the  Bible. 

The  D.  V.  B,  S.  has  come  to  stay  and  fills  a  big  place  in  the  life  of  our 
-churches.  We  are  still  interested  in  the  Bible  and  the  boys  and  girls  of  our 
•churches  are  still  interested.  If  this  were  not  true  we  could  not  secure  the 
attendance  of  these  thousands  of  boys  and  girls  and  these  hundreds  of  teach- 
ers, during  the  hot  summer  months,  for  two  or  two  and  a  half  hours  daily. 

There  are  three  notable  contributions  which  the  D.  V.  B.  S.  makes : 
1.  In  its  great  program  of  Bible  teaching  the  D.  V.  B.  S.  not  only  trains 
boys  and  girls  in  Bible  study,  but  it  is  the  greatest  practical  teacher  training 
agency  yet  devised.  I  do  not  know  of  any  other  method  which  has  enabled 
us  to  get  teachers  to  give  two  weeks  study  for  two  hours  daily  in  our 
churches,  in  such  numbers. 

2.  It  gives  us  a  fine  new  evangelistic  opportunity.  By  close  contacts 
with  the  pupils  and  the  daily  practice  of  God's  word  teachers  and  pastors 
have  a  new  opportunity  to  lead  the  pupils  to  Christ. 

3.  A  new  missionary  emphasis  may  be  created.  The  text  books  of  our 
denomination  give  large  place  to  information  about  the  mission  work  of  the 
denomination.  It  has  been  thrilling  to  see  the  interest  of  the  boys  and  girls 
in  our  great  missionary  heroes.  They  are  drilled  on  scriptures  on  giving 
and  a  mission  offering  is  taken  each  day,  in  well  ordered  schools. 

In  this  Association  by  doing  our  work  cooperatively  we  have  saved  a 
considerable  sum.  Large  quantities  of  free  supplies  have  been  secured  from 
many  sources.  Had  the  churches  paid  for  these  supplies  the  cost  would 
have  been  approximately  $747.49,  whereas  the  actual  cash  cost  was  $198.05. 

The  Sunday  School  Association  has  decided  to  add  an  officer  for  the 
promotion  of  D.  V.  B.  S.  and  has  elected  Miss  Edna  Adams  of  Durham  to 
fill  this  place.  Miss  Adams  gave  her  entire  summer  to  this  work,  and  is 
ihoroughly  qualified  to  advise  with  any  interested  in  D.  V.  B.  S. 

Missions  and  Mission  Points 

In  our  training  work  we  try  to  have  a  training  class  in  missions  and 
"Stewardship  each  year  in  addition  to  the  emphasis  given  in  our  regular  work 
and  in  our  conventions.  Thousands  of  free  tracts  are  distributed  each  year 
dealing  with  these  subjects. 

In  our  Associational  work  we  are  also  doing  some  home  mission  work. 
For  example  the  Efland  church  had  been  abandoned  and  the  name  dropped 
from  our  minutes.  The  Executive  Committee  authorized  the  Field  Worker 
to  investigate  the  situation.  A  census  was  made  which  revealed  more  than 
100  Baptist  possibilities.  A  pastor  was  secured  and  a  meeting  planned.  A 
•class  was  taught  in  evangelism  and  much  personal  work  done.  During  the 
meeting  which  followed  this  personal  work  continued,  as  many  as  seven 
visits  for  prayer  being  made  to  the  same  homes.  Rev.  Thomas  Lawrence, 
the  acting  pastor,  and  Rev.  Chas.  Jollay  gave  their  time  for  little  more  than 
traveling  expenses  for  two  weeks  in  cold  February  weather.  This  awak- 
ened interest  and  a  great  revival  swept  the  community  bringing  about  fifty 
professions,  34  uniting  with  the  Baptist  church.     Junior,  intermediate  and 
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senior  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s  were  organized  which  now  have  an  enrollment  of  71 
and  an  average  attendance  of  52,  We  secured  donations  for  this  work 
amounting  to  $279.35,  which  included  Bibles,  literature^^  equipment,  and  the 
services  of  workers.  There  are  more  than  a  hundred  people  in  the  com- 
munity who  do  not  attend  Sunday  School  and  we  have  recently  taught  the 
Sunday  School  Manual  with  our  responsibility  to  these  in  mind. 

The  work  at  Efland  has  been  duplicated  in  other  places.  Three  years 
ago  the  Merry  Oaks  church  had  an  average  of  about  20  in  Sunday  School, 
today  it  has  probably  three  times  that  number.  At  Sandy  Level  a  recent 
survey  reveals  that  out  of  a  total  population  in  the  community  of  275  only 
about  twenty  are  of  other  denominations,  and  Sandy  Level  is  the  only 
church  in  the  community  of  any  denomination  save  a  little  Primitive  Bap- 
tist church.  In  all  three  of  these  churches  there  is  every  sign  of  continued 
progress.    Three  years  ago  we  were  talking  about  abandoning  them. 

Conclusion 

I  want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Association  leaders  who 
have  made  my  work  so  pleasant  these  days,  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Dur- 
ham, for  their  service  in  furnishing  an  office,  and  the  following  who  have 
given  me  rooms  without  cost  in  their  homes :  Mr.  and  Mrs.  S.  C.  Hunley, 
Carrboro,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Sharpe  ard  Mr.  and  Mrs.  C.  M.  Walker, 
Hillsboro,  together  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Edgar  Ferrell.  These  homes  have 
been  my  homes. 

18.  W.  K.  McGee,  Chairman  Executive  Committee,  recom- 
mends to  the  Association  the  continuation  of  the  Field  Worker 
for  another  year.  The  recommendation  was  adopted,  and  sub- 
scriptions were  called  for  from  the  churches  and  individuals.  Five 
minutes  was  asked  for,  in  the  program  Thursday,  to  complete  the 
subscription  work. 

19.  After  announcements  and  prayer  by  Ira  D.  S.  Knight,  the 
Association  adjourned  to  meet  at  9:30  Thursday  morning.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MOUNT  ZION  W.  M.  U.  TO  THE  1932 
REGULAR  SESSION  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION 

Writing  a  report  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  in  a  year  just  con- 
cluded is  not  an  easy  task  unless  one  uses  the  usual  style  of  putting  down 
a  large  number  of  figures  and  making  contrasts  of  previous  years  and 
previous  reports  all  of  which  may  not  be  as  interesting  as  one  might  hope. 

Without  giving  you  a  detail  of  figures  I  would  like  for  this  report  to 
be  presented  in  the  language  of  John  Bunyan's  famous  allegory  with  which 
I  am  sure  all  of  you  are  familiar.  I  should  like  to  think  of  the  members 
of  the  Mount  Zion  W.  M.  U,  as  travelers  along  Pilgrim's  way,  experiencing 
many  of  the  same  difficulties,  reveling  in  many  of  the  same  accomplish- 
ments, striving  for  the  same  Celestial  City  toward  which  Christian  pinioned 
his  vision. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  felt  that  the  union  was  merging  into 
a  veritable  Slough  or  Despond.  The  general  economical  status  of  the  state 
and  the  country  was  then  so  very  bad,  and  the  condition  of  North  Carolina 
Baptists  not  any  better,  that  it  was  difficult  to  see  anything  but  discourage- 
ment and  disappointment.  Wading  through  this  dismal  place  we  were 
inclined  to  forget  the  finer  accomplishments  of  the  past  and  become  dis- 
appointed over  the  realities  of  the  present.  This  came  about  very  probably 
because  among  our  companions  were  Mr.  Worldly  Wiseman  and  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Worldly  Wiseman.  Their  discouraging  notes  tended  to  slacken  our 
pace. 

Throughout  the  year  in  our  seasons  of  prayer,  we  have  come  often  to 
the  Wicket  Gate  across  the  arch  of  which  is  written  "Knock  and  it  shall 
be  opened  unto  you,"  and  in  the  mood  of  meditation  we  have  beseeched  our 
God  and  He  has  heard  our  prayers. 

We  have  come  often  with  Pilgrim  to  Interpreter's  House  through  the 
avenue  of  Mission  Study.  Upon  the  walls  of  this  house,  we  have  seen 
many  beautiful  pictures,  beautiful  in  their  artistic  design,  appealing  in 
their  challenge  to  our  thoughts.  There  have  been  pictures  of  foreign  fields 
where  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  has  been  preached  with  untold  advantage- 
There  have  been  pictures  of  individuals  who  have  seen  the  light  of  a  new 
day  through  the  messengers  of  this  Gospel.  There  have  been  pictures  of 
governments  made  over  under  the  influence  of  Christian  men  and  women. 
And  there  have  been  pictures  painted  clearly,  distinctly  appealing  as  the 
lines  unfolded  scenes  of  chaos,  instances  of  want,  examples  of  darkness, 
revelations  of  material  and  spiritual  chaos,  in  those  places  where  the  Gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  was  not  being  taught  because  we  and  the  countless  others 
of  our  faith  have  not  done  more  or  have  not  been  able  to  do  more  in  this 
great  cause. 

But  as  we  turn  from  Interpreter's  House  we  go  with  a  feeling  that  it 
was  well  to  have  been  there  and  that  undoubtedly  when  the  economical 
situation  of  the  present  is  past  or  relieved  missions  will  regain  its  splendid 
hold  upon  the  imaginations  and  resources  of  our  people. 

We  follow  Christian  as  he  comes  to  the  foot  of  the  Cross  and  there 
notice  his  burden  as  it  rolls  away  and  we  recall  the  evangeHstic  progress 
of  our  people  that  has  been  instrumental  in  leading  many  to  the  foot  of  the 
Cross  where  their  burdens  have  also  disappeared. 

Like  Christian  we  have  come  to  many  Plills  of  Difficulty.  There  has- 
been  Vain  Confidence  for  a  companion  and  often  we  have  taken  refuge  in 
Doubting  Castle,  But  with  all  of  these  difficulties  friends,  devoted  and^ 
earnest  followers  we  have  stood  together  in  the  cause  we  have  espoused, 
for  during  the  year  27  of  our  auxiliaries  have  remained  A-1.  We  have 
maintained  our  standing  of  graded  unions  for  the  fifth  consecutive  year 
having  three  of  a  total  of  ten  standard  unions  in  the  entire  state  of  North. 
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Carolina.     We  have  organized  only  a  few  societies  but  have  concentrated 
our  efforts  on  strengthening  those  organizations  already  in  existence. 

The  most  encouraging  factor  to  be  reported  at  the  close  of  the  year's 
work  is  the  splendid  spirit  of  earnestness  and  cooperation  that  exists  among 
all  of  the  societies  :  among  themselves,  first,  then  with  the  organization  of 
the  association,  and  their  cooperative  interest  in  the  entire  work  of  the  de- 
nomination. To  my  mind  this  is  a  great  forward  step  and  we  come  to  the 
close  of  the  year  standing  on  a  pinnacle  from  which  we  may  look  out 
across  the  valleys  and,  seeing  other  ways  to  travel,  other  difficulties  to 
mount  see  also  far  beyond  a  vision  of  the  Beulah  Land  beyond  which  is 
the  Celestial  City.  The  next  year  may  not  see  us  arriving  in  Beulah  Land, 
but  with  the  encouragement  of  those  things  already  accomplished,  and  in 
the  spirit  of  the  Christ  who  is  our  leader  we  too  shall  "press  on  toward  the 
mark  of  the  high  calling  in  Christ  Jesus."

SOCIAL  SERVICE  REPORTS 

THE  MILLS  HOME 

In  our  support  of  the  Orphanage  we  have  the  joy  of  partnership  with 
God  in  a  great  work  of  love  and  mercy.  Early  in  the  life  of  Israel  God 
spoke  to  her  about  her  obligation  to  the  fatherless.  Beginning  with  Exodus 
and  going  through  the  Old  Testament  we  find  God  as  the  guardian  of  the 
widows  and  the  fatherless.  He  speaks  to  Israel  about  including  them  in 
her  feast.  He  commands  Israel  to  deal  justly  with  them.  And  in  case  of 
injustice  God  becomes  their  Champion.  Men  must  answer  to  God  for  the 
wrongs  committed  against  the  orphan  and  the  widow. 

The  New  Testament  continues  the  same  thought.  Luke  and  Mark  tell 
of  Jesus'  rebuke  of  the  destroyers  of  widows'  homes.  Luke  tells  of  their 
treatment  in  Acts.  The  seven,  so  called  deacons,  were  appointed  because  of 
the  need  of  the  widows.  "Pure  and  undefiled  religion"  is  to  visit  the  orphans 
and  the  widows  in  their  distress. 

Most  of  our  churches  are  hearing  the  cry  of  the  fatherless  child.  But 
there  were  five  of  our  churches  that  did  not  contribute  anything  to  the  Mills 
Home,  the  last  Associational  year.  There  is  a  great  need  on  the  part  of 
these  churches,  and  many  members  of  other  churches  for  sacrificial  gifts  to 
the  Orphanage. 

North  Carolina  Baptists  mourn  the  loss  of  our  beloved  Orphanage 
leader.  He  served  faithfully  and  well  through  his  long  period  of  leadership. 
And  we  shall  long  remember  the  sacrificial  work  of  our  lamented  Dr. 
Kesler. 

Our  new  leader.  Brother  I.  G.  Greer,  we  trust,  was  selected  by  the 
hand  of  God.  We  pray  the  blessings  of  the  Father  upon  Brother  Greer  as 
he  enters  into  his  new  work.  We  also  pledge  our  faithful  cooperation  in. 
his  and  our  great  task  of  providing  for  our  orphan  children. 
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THE  HOSPITAL 

Jesus  came  to  earth  to  heal  the  sick  and  broken  souls  of  men.  But  many- 
times  he  found  he  must  heal  the  broken  bodies  before  the  souls  could  be 
changed.  Then  Christ  could  build  a  beautiful  life.  He  found  the  Gerasine 
demoniac  held  captive  by  mental  and  physical  disorders.  But  after  the 
healing  words  of  Jesus,  the  demoniac  became  an  efficient  christian  worker. 
Jesus  used  his  healing  power  to  draw  many  people  to  a  new  relationship  with 
God.  The  Gospels  are  filled  with  examples  of  his  work  as  a  physician. 
And  he,  also,  commanded  his  disciples  to  "heal  the  sick." 

In  a  limited  way  we  are  sharing  in  this  great  work  of  our  Master's.  In 
our  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem,  we  are  making  a  start.  The  sick 
go  up  from  our  churches  and  come  back  to  us,  in  most  cases,  in  their  health 
and  strength.  They  come  back  to  us  for  service  and  usefulness.  No  one 
can  estimate  the  value  of  our  Hospital,  to  the  cause  of  Christ.  But  it  costs 
to  heal  people.  Food  must  be  bought,  bills  must  be  paid,  workers  must  live. 
However  we  can  not  see  people  die  because  of  the  lack  of  money.  There- 
fore it  is  the  duty  of  every  Baptist,  to  have  a  part  in  helping  our  unfor- 
tunate brothers.  But  last  year  there  were  entire  churches  in  our  Association, 
that  did  not  have  any  part  in  our  hospital  work.  May  the  shame  of  it  stir 
us  on  to  a  new  support  of  our  Hospital.  You  may  now  have  some  of  God's 
money,  that  should  be  sent  to  the  Hospital.  Or  you  may  desire  to  wait 
until  Mothers  Day  to  make  your  offering.  But  whatever  is  done,  be  faithful 
to  this  call. 

MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

One  of  the  problems  claiming  our  sympathetic  attention  is  the  question 
of  ministerial  relief.  How  shall  we  provide  for  our  old  and  disabled 
preachers?  Many  of  these  men  have  worn  their  lives  out  in  the  service  of 
the  Master.  At  the  same  time  they  have  not  been  able  to  provide  for  old 
age.  Inadequate  salaries  and  heavy  calls  upon  them  have  left  them  almost 
at  the  mercy  of  the  world.  The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  making  an 
effort  to  meet  the  need  in  a  two-fold  way. 

First,  through  the  Relief  department  a  small  sum  of  money  is  being  used 
for  urgent  needs.  This  amount  is  small  because  only  three  and  one  half 
per  cent  of  the  cooperative  program  funds  go  to  this  cause.  Many  gifts  are 
designated,  thus  do  not  help  in  this  way. 

The  second  work  of  the  Board,  is  through  the  Annuity  department.  Here 
there  are  two  plans.  The  old  plan  is  closed  to  new  members,  but  is  effective 
for  those  who  held  certificates  in  it.  The  new  plan  is  known  as  the  Service 
Annuity  Plan.  Under  it  the  member  pays  two  and  one  half  per  cent  of  his 
monthly  salary.  And  the  church  pays  8  per  cent  of  his  salary.  With  this 
money  the  Annuity  Board  can  build  a  form  of  insurance  for  the  old  or  dis- 
abled preacher,  or  an  annuity  for  his  widow  or  orphan  children.

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PRESIDENT  CAMPBELL'S  ADDRESS 

24.  Dr.  Jim  Arch  Campbell,  President  of  Buie's  Creek,  was 
presented  to  the  Association  by  Moderator  Williams,  and  spoke 
on  the  subject  of  Christian  Education.  President  Campbell's  ad- 
dress was  greatly  appreciated  by  the  large  audience  to  which  he 
spoke. 

Dr.  Campbell  maintained  that  Christian  institutions  are  the 
underground  of  all  worth  while  organizations,  and  that  Christ  is 
needed  at  the  center  of  all  our  educational  institutions,  for  Christ 
is  the  Cure  for  all  our  ills  and  deserves  the  central  place  in  all  our 
programs.  We  need  to  recognize  Christ  and  accept  His  way.  The 
same  argument  for  a  Christian  college  as  for  a  Christian  home. 

All  schools  called  Christian  are  not  Christian.  A  man  must  be 
a  Christian  before  he  can  teach  Christian  principles.  We  need 
the  laboratory  Christian.  Christian  atmosphere  must  permeate  the 
campus  of  Christian  schools. 

Christian  schools  can  not  be  duplicated.  Ignoring  them  means 
wreck  and  ruin.  Christian  schools  fortify  men  and  women  against 
present  day  ills.    If  we  are  wise  we  will  save  the  Christian  school.

27.  The  Association  convened  at  1 :30  P.M.,  and  after  singing 
"Near  the  Cross"  the  Glen  Hope  Junior  Quartette  rendered  a 
very  appropriate  song.  W.  G.  Hall  led  the  devotional,  reading 
Philippians  2:12-13,  and  commented  on  same.  A.  C.  Hamby  led 
in  prayer.

HISTORY  OF  MERRY  OAKS  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Chatham  County,  N.  C. 

Merry  Oaks  Baptist  Church  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association  is 
located  in  the  town  of  Merry  Oaks,  between  Apex  and  Moncure  on  the 
Seaboard  Airline  Railroad  in  the  extreme  southeast  corner  of  Chatham 
County,  North  Carolina.  We  suppose  the  church  took  its  name  from  the 
town  in  which  it  is  located,  and  is  near  the  center  of  the  town. 

The  organization  was  affected  April  18,  1888  by  Elders  C.  T.  Bailey, 
former  Editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder,  J.  C.  Wilson,  and  J.  C.  Maynard 
constituting  the  Presbytery.  Brother  Bagley  acting  clerk  of  the  Presbytery. 
Twenty-five  applicants  were  received  by  the  Presbytery  and  were  admitted 
into  the  organization  as  members  of  the  new  church,  after  the  Presbytery 
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had  endorsed  their  credentials.  Thus  the  organization  was  affected,  and  was 
declaimed  by  the  Presbytery  a  new  Baptist  Church. 

Brother  J.  C.  Wilson  was  called  as  Pastor  of  the  church;  and  Brother 
R.  J.  Yates  was  elected  church  clerk.  Brother  J.  W.  Maynard  was  elected 
Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School.  The  Sunday  School  numbered  fifty- 
four.     Brethren  B.  A.  Spence  and  J.  W.  Maynard  were  elected  deacons. 

The  church  was  admitted  into  the  Association  when  it  convened  at  Mt. 
Carmel  Baptist  Church  in  1888.  Brethren  W.  S.  Yates  and  W.  R.  Maynard 
were  the  delegates  representing  the  church  and  presented  the  petitionary 
letter  from  the  church  to  the  Association.  Elders  C.  Durham,  John  Mitchell, 
and  C.  C.  Newton  were  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  the  application. 
They  reported  favorable,  and  it  was  received  by  the  Association  as  a  member 
of  the  body. 

The  following  Brethren  have  served  the  church  since  its  organization: 
J.  C.  Wilson  was  the  first  Pastor,  and  served  from  1888  to  1894;  W.  H. 
Edwards  from  1895  to  1897;  Madison  Yates  from  1898  to  1899 ;  C.  V. 
Brooks  was  Pastor  1900  and  1901 ;  W.  H.  Edwards  was  again  called,  and 
served  from  1902  to  1904 ;  Claude  Gower  for  two  years  1905  to  1906 ;  T,  C. 
Singleton,  C.  D.  Creasman,  J.  P.  Harris,  C.  C.  Wheeler,  served  each  one 
year  1907,  1908,  1909,  and  1910;  1911  no  pastor;  D.  W.  Arnette  served 
during  the  year  1912;  G.  T.  Mills  served  during  1913  and  1914;  Paul  Hart- 
sell  during  1915  and  1916;  John  Bunn  served  during  1917;  no  pastor  in  1918; 
C.  H.  Cashwell  served  from  1919  to  1921;  no  report  for  1922;  1923  Coy 
Muckle  served;  no  report  for  1924;  C.  H.  Norris  was  pastor  fromi  1925  to 
1928;  T.  Y.  Seymore  was  called  in  1929,  and  has  been  serving  since  then. 

Brethren  who  have  served  as  clerks  of  the  church  are  as  follows :  R.  J. 
Yates  from  the  organization  in  1888  to  1901 ;  and  was  elected  again  in  1906 
and  served  until  1925 ;  T.  S.  Booth  was  elected  in  1902  and  served  only  one 
year;  J.  S.  Spence  served  from  1903  to  1904;  J.  B.  Little  served  1926  and 
1927 ;  J.  B.  Richardson  served  in  1928 ;  and  A.  G.  Kindrick  was  elected  1929, 
and  has  served  since  then. 

Merry  Oaks  Church  has  not  made  the  progress  it  might  have  made 
since  its  organization,  had  it  not  been  interrupted  by  unavoidable  difficulties 
which,  seemingly,  were  in  the  way. 

Located  in  a  remote  part  of  the  territory  of  the  Association,  and  incon- 
venient to  many  advantages  which  most  of  the  other  churches  have  access 
to,  and  being  deprived  of  church  privileges  which  by  contact  and  association, 
it  might  have  had,  it  has  been  hindered  for  lack  of  cooperation  and  informa- 
tion, and  has  not  progressed  really  as  much  as  the  Church  and  Association 
had  expected  it  to  advance. 

Another  impediment  in  the  way  is  the  location  of  the  church  in  its 
relation  to  other  denominations.  It  is  in  the  edge  of  the  territory  of  other 
denominations  of  other  beliefs  which  have  been  established  for  sometime, 
and  their  territory  takes  in  most  of  the  town. 

Still  another,  and  perhaps  the  most  serious  of  all  other  difficulties  in  the 
way  is,  the  lack  of  resident  pastors.  Most  of  their  pastorates  have  been 
short  and  irregular.  They  now  have  a  good  strong  Brother  as  Pastor  in  the 
person  of  Brother  T.  Y.  Seymore,  living  at  Moncure,  not  very  far  away, 
and  it  is  hoped  the  church  will  take  on  new  life. 

There  are  some  loyal  Baptists  in  the  church,  who  are  consecrated,  and 
have  always  contended  for  the  Faith  "once  delivered  to  the  Saints" ;  and 
have  stood  steadfast  and  immovable  through  all  the  struggles  which  the 
church  has  had  to  pass  through;  and  they  deserve  the  commendation  and 
prayers  and  sympathy  of  the  brotherhood  for  their  love  and  loyalty  to  the 
cause  which  we  so  much  commend  and  preach  for  the  salvation  of  the  world. 
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HISTORY  OF  BERRY'S  GROVE  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Orange  County,  N.  C. 

To  arrive  at  the  spirit  that  prompted  the  organization  and  building  of 
Berry's  Grove  Baptist  Church,  we  must  go  back  to  the  seed  sowers  of  Bap- 
tist doctrine  in  the  days  of  such  men  as  Elders  Stephen  Pleasant,  father  of 
the  Beulah  Association,  and  William  Brown,  a  noted  Baptist  minister  of 
Virginia.  From  these  brethren  came  the  spirit  of  the  founders  of  Berry's 
Grove  Baptist  Church. 

During  the  year  1865,  Miss  Bettie  F.  Borling,  daughter  of  Capt.  William 
Borling  of  Red  Mountain,  now  Durham  County,  North  Carolina,  a  staunch 
Baptist  of  the  old  New  Testament  type,  married  Brother  John  R.  Berry,  at 
what  was  known  then,  as  Fiddleton,  in  the  extreme  northern  part  of  Orange 
County.  Mrs.  Berry  was  converted  when  a  girl,  and  joined  Knap  of  Reeds 
Baptist  Church,  and  moved  her  membership  to  Antioch  in  Beulah  Asso- 
ciation.   Her  husband  then  was  not  a  Christian. 

In  1869  Miss  Mary  A.  Vllines  of  Brushy  Mountain  married  Brother 
Robert  Nelson  Hall  of  Northern  Orange  County  and  moved  her  member- 
ship to  Clements  Baptist  Church  in  Person  County.  Brother  Hall  was  not 
then  a  Christian,  and  was  of  a  Presbyterian  family.  Mrs.  Hall  was  a  great 
grand- daughter  of  Elder  Stephen  Pleasant.  During  1870  Mrs.  Catherine 
Wait  Pleasant,  mother  of  Mrs.  R.  N.  Hall,  came  to  live  with  her  daughter, 
Mrs.  Hall.  She  was  a  strong  loyal  Baptist  and  contended  for  the  faith 
once  delivered  to  the  Saints. 

A  few  years  later  Miss  Mollie  J.  Coleman  married  Brother  Charley  J. 
Wilson  of  the  same  community.  She  came  from  Clements  Church  in  Per- 
son County.  Brother  Wilson  was  not  converted  at  this  time.  He  was,  also, 
from  a  Presbyterian  family. 

Thus,  these  four  consecrated  women ;  three  of  which  had  unconverted 
husbands,  in  a  remote  part  of  Orange  County,  stood  firm  and  steadfast  in 
their  belief,  having  inherited  their  faith  from  their  forefathers,  felt  more 
the  need  of  a  church  in  keeping  with  the  doctrines  taught  in  the  New 
Testament,  began  to  devise  and  work  for  a  church,  in  which  they  could 
worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences.  They  did 
not  cease  effort  until  they  had  aroused  an  enthusiasm  in  the  community ; 
and  plans  began  to  formulate  which  resulted  in  the  organization  of  a  Bap- 
tist Church ;  and  the  name  was  given  it  as  Berry's  Grove  Baptist  Church. 
Thank  God  for  such  godly  consecrated  women. 

At  this  time  there  was  only  one  Baptist  Church  for  many  miles  around. 
Several  years  after  this  the  husbands  of  these  good  women  were  converted 
and  joined  Clements  Church,  which  was  too  far  to  travel  over  bad  muddy 
roads  during  the  winter  season ;  and  these  good  women  persisted  in  having 
a  Baptist  Church  nearer  their  homes  and  community ;  and  they  got  behind 
the  enterprise,  and  invited  several  Baptist  ministers  at  different  stated  times 
to  preach  for  them.  Services  were  held  in  pack  houses,  vacant  houses, 
dwellings,  store  houses,  and  groves  at  different  times  and  appointments  by 
Brethren  J.  J.  Landsell,  J.  H.  Vernon,  J.  A.  Beam,  J.  H.  Lambreth,  and 
others. 

During  the  month  of  August  a  revival  was  held  under  a  brush  arbor,  in 
the  grove  where  the  church  now  stands  by  Brethren  J.  A.  Beam  and  J.  H. 
Lambreth.  Much  interest  was  manifested,  and  several  souls  professed  faith 
in  Christ,  During  March,  after  this  revival  was  held  under  the  brush  arbor, 
the  community  began  to  feel  the  need  of  an  organized  Baptist  Church,  as 
never  before,  and  on  the  17th  of  March,  Elder  J.  H.  Lambreth,  of  Rox- 
boro,  A.  T.  Hord,  of  Burlington,  and  Deacons  R.  N.  Hall  and  J.  E.  Harris 
of  Clements  Church  of  Person  County  met  in  Brother  J.  R.  Berry's  store 
house,  three  miles  east  of  old  Caldwell  Institute  in  Orange  County,  N.  C, 
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to  organize  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church.  The  Presbytery  organized  by 
electing  Brother  A.  T.  Hord  moderator,  Brother  J.  H.  Lambreth  clerk. 
"All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus  Name"  was  sung,  and  prayer  was  offered  by 
Brother  Lambreth.  The  moderator  then  stated  the  object  of  the  meeting, 
and  read  I  Timothy  3:1  to  14  verses.  Brother  Lambreth  then  preached 
from  the  14th  verse.  An  invitation  was  then  given  to  any  desiring  to  con- 
stitute a  new  organization  for  a  church.  The  following  presented  letters 
from  different  churches  :  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Vllines  Hall,  Mrs.  Catherine  Wait 
Vllines,  Miss  Nannie  C.  Hall,  Mrs.  Emma  Riley,  Brother  James  Riley  from 
Clements  Church ;  Mrs.  Martha  King  from  Ephesus  Church ;  Brethren 
William  King,  William  H.  King,  and  Miss  Pattie  King,  Miss  Cora  Moise 
from  Red  Mountain. 

At  the  next  meeting,  April  14th,  the  following  members  were  received 
into  the  new  organization :  Brother  Charley  E.  Wilson  and  wife,  Mattie  J. 
Wilson  from  Clements  Church,  D.  Witt  King  from  Red  Mountain,  Thomas 
Jefferson  Riley  from  Mars  Hill  Baptist  Church.  Also  those  who  were  con- 
verted when  the  revival  was  held  under  the  brush  arbor,  who  had  joined  at 
Red  Mountain  Church,  came  into  the  new  organization. 

At  this  meeting  Brother  C.  E.  Wilson,  J.  T.  Riley,  and  William  H.  King 
were  elected  trustees  of  the  church.  Also,  Brother  C.  E.  Wilson  was  elected 
clerk  and  treasurer  of  the  church.  During  the  summer  of  1888  a  Sunday 
School  was  conducted  in  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Hall's  pack  house.  After  the  or- 
ganization of  the  new  church.  Brother  R.  N.  Hall  was  elected  superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday  School  of  the  new  church.  He  had  been  superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday  School  at  the  Wilson  pack  house  for  several  summers 
past,  and  was  elected  again,  but  refused  to  serve  as  he  had  been  elected  to 
superintend  the  church  school. 

During  August  1888  another  revival  was  held  under  the  arbor  by  the 
pastor,  A.  T.  Hord.  Ten  members  were  added  by  baptism  from  this  meet- 
ing. On  August  26th  a  building  committee  was  appointed  with  authority 
to  act  for  the  church,  in  devising  plants,  soliciting  aid,  and  securing  a 
location  for  a  building  for  the  church.  Brethren  William  H.  King,  C.  E. 
Wilson,  T.  J.  Riley,  A.  H.  Remer,  and  the  pastor  constituted  this  committee. 

While  Brother  R.  N.  Hall  was  not  directly  a  member  of  the  new  church, 
because  of  his  being  involved  in  special  service  on  the  building  committee  at 
Clements  Church,  of  which  he  was  a  member,  and  being  treasurer  on  that 
committee,  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  remain  in  that  church  until  he  was  released 
from  that  committee.  Nevertheless,  he  did  not  cease  to  use  his  best  en- 
deavors to  advance  the  cause  of  the  new  church,  by  taking  an  active  part  in 
all  of  its  activities.  He  with  his  daughter  Willie  T.  Hall  joined  Berry's 
Grove  October  20th,  and  he  was  received  as  a  deacon  from  Clements 
Church.  He  then  threw  his  whole  soul  and  body  into  the  work  and  became 
the  leader  of  the  church,  for  right  and  justice  for  many  years. 

Brother  J.  R.  Berry  gave  the  site  for  the  building,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  the  church  be  called  "Berry's  Grove"  for  his  family.  He  had  his 
name  erased  from  the  church  roll  in  October  1895.  He  remained  out  of  the 
church  until  1913,  when  he  was  restored  back  to  full  fellowship  of  the 
church  and  ever  remained  a  consistent  member  until  his  death  in  1917. 

Much  time  was  spent  in  preparing  for  the  new  building  during  1889. 
In  May  1889  the  first  service  was  held  in  the  new  building.  Brethren  P.  N. 
Mincey  and  William  Brown  were  elected  and  ordained  deacons  during  this 
year.  Brother  R.  N.  Hall  resigned  as  treasurer  of  the  church  in  1917,  after 
having  served  since  its  organization.  He  resigned  in  favor  of  a  younger 
man  being  appointed. 

During  October  1890  Brother  Hord  resigned  as  pastor  of  the  church. 
Brethren  W.  E.  Warren  and  John  Bass  supplied  until  August  1891,  when 
Brother  George  T.  Watkins  accepted  the  call  to  the  church,  and  served  until 
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June  1896.  Brother  Watkins  was  an  earnest  consecrated  brother;  and  the 
church  made  considerable  progress  during- .his  administration.  He  suggested 
some  very  important  plans  for  the  church's  approval,  but  they  did  not  accept 
them,  but  made  a  mistake  which  the  church  has  never  overcome. 

The  debt  on  the  church  building  was  cancelled,  and  dedicatory  services;, 
held  July  7,  1895.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  Dr.  C.  Durham,  of  Durham^ 
N.  C.  He  delivered  a  wonderful  message.  He  was  one  of  the  most  self- 
sacrificing  men  the  Baptist  denomination  has  ever  had. 

In  September  1896  Brother  H.  H.  Gates  was  elected  deacon  to  fill  the 
vacancy  made  by  the  death  of  Brother  William  Brown.  Brother  Gates  was 
a  very  consistent  member  and  deacon  of  the  church.  Few  people  live  so 
nobly  and  well  their  Ghristian  life  as  Brother  Gates  did. 

Brethren  M.  Pierce  and  J.  M.  Hilliard  supplied  as  pastor  of  the  church 
until  June  1897,  when  Brother  J.  F.  MacDuffie  assumed  the  pastorate  of  the 
church,  and  served  until  1900.  Brother  W.  G.  Barrett  and  Brother  R.  J. 
Bateman  supplied  until  January  1901,  when  Brother  J.  G.  Hocutt  accepted 
the  call  for  one  year. 

Brother  G.  E,  Maddry  accepted  the  pastorate  of  the  church  in  1902. 
Brother  Maddry  was  then  a  student  at  the  University  of  North  Garolina. 
This  was  his  first  charge.  He  was  also  superintendent  of  schools  of  Orange 
County,  N.  G.  His  influence  will  live  through  the  years  to  come.  In 
September  1904  he  resigned  to  attend  the  Theological  Seminary  in  Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

January  1902  Brother  John  E.  Harris  was  received  by  letter  from  Glem- 
ents  Ghurch  as  a  deacon  of  that  church,  and  was  elected  by  Berry's  Grove 
to  serve  as  deacon. 

Following  Brother  Maddry,  Brother  A.  G.  Hamby  was  called  to  serve 
as  pastor.  He  remained  until  September  1906  when  he  resigned  to  attend 
the  Seminary  at  Louisville. 

Brother  J.  D.  Bowen  served  the  church  as  pastor  from  January  1907  to 
1908.  Brother  J.  A.  Hackney  from  March  1909  to  the  close  of  the  year. 
Brother  R.  E.  Glark  supplied  during  1910.  In  1911  Brother  J.  R.  Green  ac- 
cepted a  call  to  the  church,  and  served  until  1915.  Brother  Green  was  a 
quiet  consecrated  good  man,  and  did  a  great  deal  of  real  missionary  work 
in  the  community.  Brother  S.  W.  Oldham  followed  Brother  Green,  re- 
maining until  December  1919.  Brother  W.  A.  Berry  and  A.  E.  Wilson  were 
elected  and  ordained  as  deacons. 

Brother  G.  E.  Wilson  resigned  as  clerk  in  April  1917  having  served  since 
the  organization  of  the  church.  It  was  with  reluctance  that  the  church 
accepted  his  resignation.  No  clerk  has  been  more  faithful,  or  was  loved 
more  than  Brother  Wilson.  Brother  T.  E.  Berry  was  elected  to  succeed 
Brother  Wilson.  He  was  also  elected  treasurer  of  the  church  to  succeed 
Brother  R.  N.  Hall. 

The  church  was  then  served  by  student  pastors  from  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege. Brother  E.  P.  West  served  the  church  from_  1920  to  1921.  Brother 
D.  D.  Lewis  from  January  1922  to  May  1925.  Both  of  these  young  men 
deserve  commendation  for  their  consecration.  They  were  loved  and  highly 
respected  not  only  by  the  church,  but  by  the  community  at  large.  Brother 
West  united  with  the  church  when  he  accepted  the  pastorate  of  the  churchy 
and  was  ordained  to  the  gospel  ministry  August  21,  1920,  by  Brethren  S.  W. 
Oldham,  G.  G.  Smith,  and  G.  A.  Upchurch. 

April  1922  Brother  T.  E.  Berry  resigned  as  clerk  of  the  church,  and 
Brother  W.  E.  Berry  was  elected.  He,  Brother  W.  E.  Berry,  resigned  May 
1925,  and  Brother  J.  W.  Dickey  was  elected. 

Brother  J.  G.  McGregor  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  church  in 
May  1925  and  served  until  1928.  Brother  McGregor  was  a  progressive 
young  servant  of  Ghrist.     Like  Brother  Watkins  he  tried  to  put  on  a  pro-^ 
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gram  whereby  the  church  would  grow  and  become  a  stronghold  for  God; 
but  some  members  opposed  him  as  they  did  Brother  Watkins ;  consequently 
the  church  retrograded  while  the  denomination  progressed,  and  it  will  take 
years  to  gain  lost  ground. 

Brother  J.  W.  Dickey  resigned  as  clerk  of  the  church  October  1926,  and 
Brother  J.  J.  Barnett  was  elected  to  fill  his  place.  The  same  year  Brethren 
Isaac  Remmer  and  A.  D.  Brooks  were  elected  trustees  of  the  church  to  fill 
vacancies  caused  by  death. 

Since  June  1928  Brother  C.  A.  Caldwell  has  been  serving  the  church  as 
pastor.  August  1928  Brethren  J.  J.  Rogers,  Robert  Breeze,  N.  T.  Jones  and 
Isaac  Remmer  were  elected  and  ordained  as  deacons  of  the  church.  Decem- 
ber 1928  Brother  J.  J.  Barnett  resigned  as  clerk  of  the  church,  and  Brother 
W.  P.  Berry  was  elected  to  fill  his  place. 

There  are  other  members  who  have  not  been  mentioned  that  have 
wrought  well,  many  of  whom  have  passed  to  their  reward.  To  our  heavenly 
Father  be  thanks  and  praises  given  for  their  labors  of  love. 

The  foundation  and  background  of  this  work  was  laid  by  the  prayers 
and  sacrifice  of  men  and  women,  whose  affections  and  hopes  were  placed 
not  on  things  of  this  world,  but  who  were  willing  to  spend  and  be  spent 
for  the  good  of  humanity.  Some  mistakes  have  been  made  which  have 
caused  the  church  not  to  measure  up  to  its  capacity  and  opportunity,  yet  we 
are  thankful  it  has  made  some  progress.  We  are  hoping  and  praying  that 
its  future  may  be  better,  and,  that  it  may  yet  be  able  to  measure  up  to  the 
extent  of  its  ability. 

God    has    graciously   and   signally   blessed   the    church,    materially   and 
spiritually.    May  the  church  take  courage  and  go  forward  undertaking  great 
things  for  God,  and  expecting  great  things  from  God.

SPECIAL  SESSION 
MOUNT  ZION  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

HELD  WITH  CHAPEL  HILL  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  30,  1932 

Morning  Session 

1.  Moderator  Walter  M.  Williams  called  the  Special  Session 
of  Mount  Zion  Association  to  order  at  10  A.M.,  stating  that  the 
meeting  was  called,  not  for  transaction  of  business,  but  for  in- 
formation, inspiration,  worship  and  spiritual  awakening.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jollay  brought  us  a  message  in  song,  "Be  Still  and 
Know." 

7.  The  Moderator  introduced  Dr.  Fred  Brown  of  Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn.,  and  he  brought  us  a  great  message  using  as  his 
theme,  "My  Church." 

8.  After  announcements  and  prayer  by  Martin  W.  Buck,  the 
meeting  adjourned  for  lunch. 

9.  Dr.  Fred  Brown  brought  us  another  stirring  message  dur- 
ing the  luncheon  period.

The  young  people  of  Mt.  Zion  Association  are  carrying  on  nobly  in  face 
'of  many  difficulties  which  confront  many  of  our  auxiliaries  today.  This 
/has  been  a  year  in  which  we  have  earnestly  endeavored  to  strengthen  the

REPORT  OF  STANDARD  OF  EXCELLENCE  AND  LITERATURE 
COMMITTEE 

We  realize  as  we  come  to  the  end  of  this  our  Associational  year  that 
we  have  failed  to  accomplish  much  that  might  have  been  done  and  owing 
to  inexperience  in  the  work  our  efforts  have  been  feeble.  It  is  always  a 
joy,  however,  to  serve  the  Lord  and  we  praise  His  Name  for  anything  that 
has  been  accomplished. 

Standard  of  Excellence 

Early  in  the  year  we  sent  letters  to  all  societies  urging  the  use  of  the 
Standard  of  Excellence  Charts,  reporting,  and  checking  up  at  each  meeting. 
In  order  to  facilitate  obtaining  charts  which  have  to  be  ordered  from 
Birmingham  we  offered  to  order  for  those  who  desired  it.  Our  societies 
are  prompt  and  thorough  in  reporting,  and  so  far  as  we  know  few  have 
failed  to  send  a  quarterly  report  of  their  work.     We  have  27  A-1  societies 
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in  our  Association,  thereby  leading  the  state  in  A-1  societies.  There  are 
three  standard  graded  W.  M.  U.'s  in  the  Association,  all  three  being  in 
Durham :  First,  Watts  Street  and  Angier  Avenue.  We  hope  next  year  to 
extend  the  good  work  of  these  unions  to  nearby  towns  and  even  rural 
churches. 

Literature 

In  our  letter  we  urged  the  value  and  importance  of  our  periodicals,  a 
fact  that  needs  no  argument.  We  earnestly  feel  that  the  present  economical 
conditions  handicap  the  circulation  of  our  denominational  periodicals,  but 
we  trust  that  our  people  will  sacrifice  if  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  this 
valuable  literature.  Efforts  have  been  made  to  increase  the  circulation  of 
Home  and  Foreign  Fields,  particularly.  Relying  on  Him  who  is  our  strength 
and  helper  we  do  prayerfully  and  earnestly  urge  our  societies  to  press  on- 
ward to  the  goal  of  standard  W.  M.  U.  organizations  and  a  greater  cir- 
culation of  our  Biblical  Recorder,  Royal  Service,  Window  of  Y.  W.  A.,  and 
Home  and  Foreign  Fields.

CONSTITUTION 


Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zlon  Baptist 
Association  of  North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers,  belonging 
to,  and  members  chosen  annually  by,  the  several  churches  belonging 
to  this  body,  who,  by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches, 
certify  their  appointment,  and  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  seats.  Each 
church  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  one  addition- 
al delegate  from  each  Sabbath  School  connected  with  the  church,  who 
shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist  Church. 

Objects 

Art.  3.  The  objects  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures 
for  increasing  the  harmony,  the  intelligence  and  the  spiritual  power 
of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  energies,  their 
resources  and  their  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  in 
the  earth.  This  Association  shall  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  in  all  educational,  missions,  Sabbath  School,  and  other 
work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Powers  and   Prerogatives 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  coun- 
cil, who  shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights 
of  the  churches.  It  may  advise  the  churches,  and  recommend  meas- 
ures of  usefulness  for  their  adoption,  but  caimot  bind  them  in  any 
way.  Yet,  in  view  of  the  combined  wisdom,  piety  and  intelligence  of 
the  body,  it  may  justly  claim  for  itself,  for  its  objects,  and  for  its 
recommendations  the  very  highest  consideration  and  regard. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  the  power  to  withdraw  from 
any  church  that  shall  knowingly  or  willfully  depart  from  the  orthodox 
principles  of  the  religion  as  taught  in  the  Bible  and  held  by  the  regu- 
lar Baptists  as  the  true  teachings  thereof. 

Rights  of  Churches 

Art.  6.  Baptist  churches  on  application  for  admission  to  this 
body  shall  be  received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  necessary  evidence 
is  given  that  they  are  truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  when  requested  by 
aggrieved  members  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice, 
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or  send  committees  to  aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority 
of  the  church  is  aggrieved  with  the  majority,  upon  application  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  consideration.  Individual  applications 
will  not  be  entertained. 

Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  appoint  as  dele- 
gates, as  far  as  practical,  their  most  capable  members,  to  insist  upon 
their  attendance,  and  to  send  by  them  a  contribution  to  the  Associa- 
tion Treasurer  to  pay  for  the  printing  of  the  minutes  and  other  neces- 
sary expenses. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  send  annually  a 
letter  to  the  Association  giving:  1.  Location;  2.  Names  of  pastor,  clerk, 
and  other  general  officers  and  their  respective  post  offices;  3.  Sab- 
baths of  regular  worship;  4.  Church  statistics,  'vvith  the  number  bap- 
tized, received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by  letter,  excluded,  erased, 
or  died  during  the  past  year;  the  total  number  in  fellowship;  5.  State- 
ment of  the  finances  of  the  church  showing  all  amounts  paid  to  local 
expenses  and  benevolent  objects;  6.  Sunday  School  statistics;  7.  Rec- 
ords of  other  church  organizations;  8.  Names  of  delegates  and  alter- 
nates; 9.  Any  other  information  deemed  of  special  importance  or 
necessary  for  publication,  as  required  on  the  blanks  in  immediate  use. 

Organization 

Art.  10.  (1)  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator, 
Vice -Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  who  shall  be 
elected  at  each  annual  session  after  the  names  of  the  delegates  are 
enrolled,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  session. 
Election  shall  be  by  acclamation  when  only  one  candidate  is  nominat- 
ed, but  by  ballot  when  more  than  one  candidate  is  nominated  for  any 
one  office.    Any  officer  may  be  re-elected. 

(2)  An  executive  committee  shall  be  elected  annually  to  serve 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  committee  shall  consist  of  the  following:  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  and  presidents  of  the  Sunday  School,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  W. 
M.  U.  organizations  of  the  Association,  by  virtue  of  their  offices;  and 
eight  other  members  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  woman — ^nomin- 
ated by  special  comm.ittee  on  nominations,  but  elected  by  the  Asso- 
ciation.   Nine  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  co-operate  with  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  churches  of  the  Association  in 
whatever  efforts  seem  wise  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  Kingdom, 
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and  they  shall  take  any  steps  necessary  to  put  in  successful  operation 
any  plans  adopted  by  the  Association. 

The  committee  shall  be  called  in  session  the  second  Tuesday  in 
each  quarter,  i.  e.,  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  April,  July,  and 
October,  unless  there  is  sufficient  reason  for  a  change  in  date.  After 
a  separate  session  the  committee  shall  bring  its  recommendations 
before  the  pastors'  conference  of  the  Association  for  discussion  and 
suggestion. 

Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  committee  dur- 
ing the  year  shall  be  filled  by  the  committee  itself. 

Duties  of  Officers 

Art.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  open  the  meet- 
ing punctually  at  the  time  appointed,  to  enforce  the  rules,  to  preserve 
order,  and  to  exercise  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  ac- 
cording to  the  principles  of  established  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice -Moderator  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  rec- 
ord of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association;  to  superintend  the  printing 
and  distribution  of  the  same;  and  to  keep  on  file  the  printed  minutes 
and  other  important  documents  belonging  to  the  body.  The  distribu- 
tion shall  be  based  on  the  comparative  amount  paid  by  each  church 
to  the  minute  fund.  For  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid  fifty 
(50.00)  dollars  out  of  the  Minute  Fund. 

Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay 
over  to  the  proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  direct  to  the 
Association  by  the  churches,  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
Association. 

Art.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  annually  examine 
the  Treasurer's  books  and  attest  the  report. 

Art.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  collect  and  put 
in  some  durable  form  all  facts  and  interest  about  each  of  the  church- 
es of  the  Association  and  report  at  each  session  of  this  body. 

Amendments 

Art.  17.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any 
annual  meeting,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 


RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Wednesday  after 
the  second  Sunday  in  October,  and  continue  for  two  days,  or  longer 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  pre- 
ceding session  shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case 
of  his  absence,  the  incumbent  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious 
exercises,  to  be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of 
Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business,  except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other 
that  courtesy  which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  pre- 
siding officer.  He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under 
consideraton,  and  avoid  all  personalities. 

7.  No  m.ember  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject 
without  special  permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presid- 
ing officer,  or,  at  his  request,  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called 
for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  other  motion  or  prop- 
osition shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to 
amend,  to  commit,  to  postpone  to  a  definite  time,  which  several  mo- 
tions shall  have  preference  in  the  order  in  v/hich  they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects 
shall  be  admitted  to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined 
by  a  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meet- 
ing, that  v/ill  report  as  soon  as  feasible  after  the  opening  of  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Asscciation.  When  adopted  their  report  shall  become 
the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be  changed  except  by  vote 
of  the  Association  as  provided  in  Section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  de- 
cided by  rules  of  some  recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably 
Moll's  or  Kerfoot's.

REPORT  ON  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

This  is  an  age  of  propaganda.  Our  homes  are  being  flooded  by 
radio  and  the  printed  page  with  various  kinds  of  propaganda,  much 
of  which  is  suggestive  of,  or  decidedly  evil.  There  has  never  been  a 
time  in  the  history  of  our  nation  when  the  minds  of  the  people  were 
so  influenced  by  what  they  hear  and  read  as  they  are  today.  In 
these  days  of  mass  movements,  fickleness  in  thinking,  and  Jazz  music, 
our  homes  need  the  stabilizing  influence  of  Christian  literature  more 
than  at  any  other  period  in  our  history.  For  a  Baptist  home  our 
Baptist  State  Paper  should  be  first  on  the  list.  No  Baptist  can  be  as 
well  informed,  as  loyal,  and  as  co-operative  with  the  work  of  his 
denomination  as  he  ought  to  be  unless  he  reads  his  State  Paper. 

Of  course  our  religious  periodicals  will  cost  more  than  the  Com- 
fort, or  the  weekly  farm  paper,  because  it  is  worth  more  and  is  not 
financed  by  advertising  matter,  much  of  which  is  questionable.  Chris- 
tian men  who  have  the  welfare  of  our  people  at  heart  publish  the 
Biblical  Recorder  at  a  considerable  financial  loss  each  year.  There- 
fore, the  Baptists  of  this  Association  ought  to  show  their  appreciation 
of  this  by  placing  a  copy  of  the  paper  in  every  home  fifty  one  times 
a  year. 

But  why  spend  more  time  reading  a  report.  Pastors,  let's  DO 
something  about  increasing  the  subscription  list  of  the  Recorder.  In 
the  words  of  the  Master,  Take  heed  HOW  ye  hear.

REPOKT  ON  STATE,  HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

To  compress  the  reports  from  three  of  our  major  mission  boards 
into  one  report  is  almost  an  impossible  task.  The  work  of  the  State, 
Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards  can  only  be  hinted  at  within  the 
limits  assigned  to  this  statement.  That  one-half  of  all  church  mem- 
bers in  North  Carolina  are  Baptists,  is  due  largely  to  the  aggressive 
work  of  our  State  Mission  Board  during  the  previous  years.  This 
work  is  nov/  being  conducted  among  the  needy  churches  within  our 
border,  the  Indians,  among  the  sick  at  Oteen,  and  in  fostering  the 
Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  in  our  churches.  All  of  these 
fields  of  endeavor  have  been  greatly  curtailed  during  the  last  few 
years  and  the  work  of  a  Building  Evangelist  has  been  discontinued. 
Likewise  it  has  been  necessary  to  discontinue  the  work  of  co-opera- 
tion and  leadership  among  the  quarter  of  a  million  Negro  Baptists 
within  our  State.  In  spite  of  the  curtailment  of  work  caused  by  a 
reduced  budget,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  we  are  numerically  in- 
creasing and  we  trust  that  a  spiritual  development  has  accompanied 
all  that  has  been  done  within  our  borders. 

Our  Home  Mission  Board  fosters  within  the  Southland  the  fol- 
lowing enterprises:  Evangelism,  Enlistment  and  Stewardship,  City 
Missions,  Missions  to  the  Foreigner,  Missions  to  the  Indians,  Mis- 
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sions  to  the  Jew,  Missions  to  the  Mountain  Folk,  Missions  to  the 
Negro  and  mission  work  in  Cuba  and  Panama.  Our  Home  Board  is 
steadily  reducing  its  indebtedness  and  living  within  its  income.  They 
report  2,208  baptisms  during  the  past  year  which  is  an  increase  of 
634  over  the  previous  year. 

Our  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  reduced  its  budget  25  per  cent 
under  the  previous  year.  There  are  147  fewer  missionaries  than  we 
had  seven  years  ago.  The  debt  upon  this  Board  has  been  reduced 
about  $30,000  during  the  past  year.  And  God  is  greatly  blessing  the 
work  of  our  representatives  in  foreign  lands.  We  are  delighted  to 
report  that  during  the  past  year  there  were  691  more  baptisms  re- 
ported than  a  year  ago  making  a  total  of  17,284  baptisms,  which  is 
the  largest  number  ever  reported  by  our  foreign  work.  The  number 
of  schools  fostered  by  our  Foreign  Board  has  been  greatly  reduced 
but  there  are  reported  nearly  19,000  students  in  277  schools. 

The  State,  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards  receive,  by  far,  the 
largest  amounts  from  our  gifts  to  missions  and  benevolence.  All 
gifts  for  missions,  unless  specifically  designated,  are  divided  ac- 
cording to  the  percentages  adopted  for  the  Co-operative  Program  at 
our  Annual  Convention.  We  urge  every  member  of  every  Baptist 
Church  to  follow  the  Biblical  injunction  of  giving  each  week  to  the 
inclusive  work  Jesus  has  committed  to  our  hands.  The  present  world- 
wide economic  condition  is  again  impressing  upon  us  how  intimately 
related  we  are  with  those  of  other  nations.  May  it  also  impress  upon 
us  our  responsibility  for  sharing  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  every 
one  even  unto  the  uttermost.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

We  are  now  at  the  close  of  the  fourth  year  of  work  under  the 
plan  launched  by  this  association  in  conjunction  with  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  as  a  demonstration  of  what  can  be  accomplished 
by  an  intensive  associational  program.  Throughout  this  period  the 
emphasis  has  been  upon  the  training  of  young  people.  Perhaps  this 
takes  longer  to  show  specific  results  but  we  are  convinced  that  it  is 
the  way  out.  Following  this  policy  the  past  year  we  have  seen  splen- 
did results.  Out  of  107  D.  V.  B.  S.'s  reported  in  our  State  to  a  recent 
date  32  were  in  this  association,  the  enrollment  passing  3,000.  Phe- 
nomenal growth  has  also  come  in  B.  Y.  B.  U.,  from  79  unions  to  143 
in  four  years  (Figures  approximate).  The  past  year  our  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
won  the  State  banner  for  the  most  effective  work.  The  record  of  our 
D.  V.  B.  S.'s  is  the  most  outstanding  of  any  district  association  in 
the  South  according  to  our  Southwide  Secretary,  Dr.  Grice. 

For  the  past  two  years  your  chairman  has  been  president  of  the 
Associational  Sunday  School  organization  and  has  been  utterly  un- 
able to  meet  the  calls  for  work,  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  other 
volunteer  workers  of  the  associational  organizations.  More  and  more 
our  experience  tends  to  confirm  the  wisdom  of  the  State  Convention 
and  our  local  leaders  in  starting  this  work.  Baptists  are  placing  a 
new  emphasis  on  the  district  association,  and  your  executive  commit- 
tee is  of  the  opinion  that  in  a  large  association  like  ours  an  adequate 
associational  program  requires  a  Field  Worker. 

While  we  have  had  our  financial  difficulties  in  this  work  begin- 
ning with  the  bank  holiday  in  the  spring,  conditions  have  been  better 
than  the  previous  year.  We  have  on  hand  approximately  enough  cash 
and  pledges  to  cover  our  obligations. 

The  Executive  Committee  brings  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  we  continue  the  Field  Work  next  year  on  a  larger  scale 
if  possible,  details  of  the  budget  to  be  worked  out  by  the  new  Excu- 
tive  Committee. 

2.  Your  Executive  Committee  would  call  attention  to  the  organi- 
zation of  the  Committee  into  the  following  sub-committees,  as  au- 
thorized by  the  Association:  Training  Activity  Committee,  Education 
Committee,  Benevolence  Committee,  and  Missions  Committee.  Also 
it  would  remind  the  Association  that  the  Missions  Committee  is  desig- 
nated in  one  of  its  duties  to  assist  churches  in  the  formation  of  fields 
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and  the  location  of  pastors.    The  Missions  Committee  stands  ready 
at  any  time  to  assist  churches  in  this  matter. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  would  suggest  that  all  churches  of 
the  Association  use  all  due  precaution  in  the  licensing  of  young  men 
to  the  Gospel  Ministry.  It  is  the  belief  of  this  Committee  that  every 
candidate  should  be  carefully  examined,  both  as  to  his  training  and 
definite  intention  fully  to  prepare  himself  for  the  ministry,  and  also 
as  a  Divine  call  of  God  to  preach.  It  is  the  observation  of  this  Com- 
mittee that  the  usefulness  of  many  valuable  laymen  has  been  largely 
destroyed  by  licensing  or  ordaining  them,  many  of  whom  have  failed 
to  find  themselves  fitted  to  preach  and  feel  that  they  are  misfits  in  the 
Kingdom  work.  It  is  our  conviction  that  too  great  care  cannot  be 
exercised  by  the  churches  in  this  most  important  matter.  We  would 
remind  the  brethren  that  laymen  may  do  effective  work,  and  be  gift- 
ed preachers  without  being  ordained  or  licensed. 

4.  The  Committee  recommends  that  any  individual  or  groups 
contemplating  the  organization  of  new  churches  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Association,  be  invited  by  the  Association  to  confer  with  its 
Executive  Committee  before  proceeding  with  such  organization.  We 
remind  you  that  the  Executive  Committee  has  plans  for  the  organi- 
zation of  missions  and  new  churches  as  need  arises  and  conditions 
permit,  but  that  this  is  to  be  done  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  not 
cripple  existing  churches,  and  it  is  the  belief  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee that  the  wisdom  of  the  Association  should  be  followed  re- 
garding the  organization  of  new  churches. 

5.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Executive  Committee 
be  continued  according  to  its  present  organization  (See  action  of 
Association  in  1930  as  outlined  in  the  bulletin  by  Rev.  C.  S.  Green). 
Tlie  Committee  also  recommends  that  in  addition  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  to  work  in  co-operation  with  it,  there  be  formed  a 
Promotional  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the 
pastors  of  the  Association,  and  one  member  appointed  by  each  church 
of  the  Association.

FIELD   WORKER'S  REPORT 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  Field  Work  has  again  been  a  half-time 
proposition  this  year,  we  have  helped  39  of  the  53  churches  with  some 
phase  of  their  work,  many  of  these  having  D.  V.  B.  S.  work  as  well  as 
training  classes  in  both  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work.  In  ad- 
dition to  this  we  have  had  two  association-wide  conferences  and  a 
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district  training  school,   thus  reaching  most   of  the   churches  with 
some  work. 

B.  Y.  P.  U.  (Gary  C.  Cole,  President,  Durham,  N.  C.) 
We  have  continued  to  give  major  emphasis  to  young  people  and 
their  needs  through  the  D.  V.  B.  S.  and  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  In  our  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  we  note  some  remarkable  things  as  we  study  it.  It  seems  that 
the  fluctuation  once  so  noticeable  in  this  work  is  diminishing,  we 
think  because  of  the  larger  number  of  churches  providing  a  real  B. 
Y.  P.  U.  Department  with  adult  leadership.  It  seems,  according  to 
the  best  information  we  can  secure,  that  in  1928  we  had  twenty 
churches  maintaining  67  unions  throughout  the  year,  while  in  1932 
we  had  120  unions  in  40  churches.  The  maintenance  of  an  average 
of  three  unions  to  the  church  seems  to  indicate  that  church  backing 
means  permanence,  and  that  is  the  thing  we  are  seeking,  continuous 
training  under  strict  church  direction. 

During  the  coming  year  we  plan  to  put  a  new  emphasis  on  some 
fundamental  things,  among  them,  a  church -minded  group  of  young 
people  ready  to  take  their  part  of  the  church  burdens  and  privileges. 
We  shall  insist  that  they  attend  its  services  and  give  of  their  life  and 
money  to  its  support.  Again  we  shall  insist  continually  that  it  is  an 
organization  for  training  Christians  and  look  well  to  its  leaders  and 
programs,  being  sure  that  we  keep  it  true  to  its  original  purpose. 

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS  (W.  P.  Phillips,  President,  Durham,  N.  C.) 
The  Sunday  School  enrollment  last  year  was  still  less  than  the 
ference  in  enrollment  as  compared  with  average  attendance,  last  year's 
Sunday  School  enrollment  being  14,643,  while  the  average  attendance 
was  8,586.  However  let  me  hasten  to  observe  that  there  has  been  real 
and  irrefutable  progress  as  indicated  in  the  following  figures.  In  1928 
the  average  attendance  in  the  association  was  5,414  while  last  year  it 
was  6,915  or  an  increase  in  four  years  of  1.501. 

Other  signs  of  progress  are  also  evident,  among  them  the  remodel- 
ing or  addition  of  rooms  in  nine  churches,  with  plans  now  under  way 
for  the  addition  of  rooms  in  a  dozen  more,  and  this  in  the  midst  of 
our  present  financial  difficulty  everywhere.  A  continuous  program 
of  training  has  been  carried  on  and  it  is  noticeable  that  the  churches 
doing  the  most  training  have  been  the  ones  showing  largest  growth, 
the  average  attendance  in  nine  churches  being  doubled.  An  interest- 
ing experiment  now  being  tried  with  apparent  success  in  some  of 
the  churches  is  the  transportation  of  people  from  the  outlying  dis- 
tricts. The  case  of  Bethesda  Church  is  especially  interesting,  the 
average  attendance  in  four  years  havihg  gone  from  172  to  347. 
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DAILY   VACATION  BIBLE    SCHOOLS    (Miss   Edna   Adams, 
Leader,  Durham,  N.  C.) 

As  we  have  already  said  this  work  has  received  major  emphasis. 
I  call  your  attention  to  the  co-operation  of  Mr.  Perry  Morgan  and 
our  Southwide  Secretary,  Dr.  Grice,  in  making  this  extensive  work 
possible. 

It  is  our  belief  that  this  work  has  come  to  stay  as  an  effective 
unit  of  our  training  and  teaching  program.  This  year  we  have  not 
tried  to  secure  numbers  primarily  but  have  tried  to  help  the  churches 
that  have  had  schools  to  make  permanent  and  efiBcient  this  depart- 
ment of  their  work. 

Practically  all  of  the  churches  having  schools  last  year  repeated 
them  this  year,  many  of  them  for  the  third  or  foiu-th  time.  More 
effective  Bible  teaching  with  definite  spiritual  results,  and  do  it  at 
small  cost  has  been  our  motto.  In  the  inception  of  this  movement 
some  of  our  churches  did  too  much  craftwork,  etc.,  with  consequent 
expense.  We  have  done  only  that  kind  of  handwork  which  contri- 
butes to  the  teaching  process,  remembering  always  that  it  is  a  Bible 
School.  Early  in  the  season  we  had  our  Southwide  Secretary,  Dr. 
H.  L.  Grice,  with  us  in  a  training  conference.  Each  year  we  not  only 
have  a  central  conference  to  which  D.  V.  B.  S.  workers  from  all  the 
churches  are  invited  but  we  also  go  to  the  churches  and  meet  with 
pastors  and  faculty  where  needed,  sending  a  worker  who  can  stay 
for  the  first  days  of  the  school  if  necessary. 

Another  noticeable  thing  is  that,  once  trained,  local  people  can 
do  this  work  effectively.  Out  of  the  372  teachers  in  the  Association, 
a  majority  were  mothers  and  young  people,  and  there  were  no  paid 
workers.  It  is  a  marvelous  thing  when  this  number  of  busy  people 
will  give  two  weeks  of  their  time  to  the  boys  and  girls  without  pay 
and  often  at  personal  sacrifice  The  success  of  the  methods  used 
can  in  part  be  indicated  by  the  enrollment  of  approximately  3,000 
in  32  churches  the  past  summer. 

By  working  together  we  have  been  able  to  do  this  work  as  an 
association  much  cheaper  than  a  local  church  can  do  it.  The  actual 
cash  spent  by  the  churches  this  year  was  approximately  $115.28. 
Your  Associational  workers  secured  a  total  of  $694.93  in  donations  of 
free  materials  and  supplies  used  in  this  work.  If  v/e  can  do  this  good 
work  under  such  limited  conditions,  certainly  the  future  is  bright. 
May  Divine  Wisdom  lead  us.

20.  J.  J.  Ward  led  in  prayer  and  the  Association  ad- 
journed to  meet  at  9 :30  Tuesday  morning. 

SECOND  DAY 

Tuesday,  October  12,  1933 

Morning  Session 

21.  The  Association  reconvened  at  9:30  A.  M.  with 
C.  M.  Walker  in  charge  of  the  song  service.  Z.  B.  Teel 
read  the  12th  chapter  of  Romans  and  led  in  prayer. 

22.  Historical  report  was  read  by  Historian  J.  F. 
McDuffie. 

HISTORY  OF  RED  MOUNTAIN  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

DURHAM  COUNTY,  N.  C. 

Red  Mountain  Baptist  Church  is  located  in  the  northern  section 
of  Durham  County,  about  one  mile  from  Rougemont  Station  on  the 
Norfolk  and  Western  Railroad. 

This  church  first  originated  and  was  agitated  in  the  mind  and 
heart  of  a  good  woman  dissatisfied  with  her  church  privileges  and 
advantages.  So  she  made  up  her  mind  to  trust  the  Lord  and  make 
the  venture  on  her  own  responsibility.  She  called  together  a  few  of 
her  neighbors,  and  their  children  and  organized  a  little  Sunday  School, 
in  her  husband's  wood  shop  near  her  home.  They  readily  acceded  to 
her  call  and  elected  a  good  brother  to  act  as  superintendent  of  the 
little  Sunday  School.  Thus  Red  Mountain  Church  began  its  career. 
It  assumed  its  name  from  a  Post  Office  near  where  the  church  house 
now  stands,  established  fifty-one  years  ago  by  the  government.     It 
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was  a  center  for  the  community  and  the  members  thought  it  an  ap- 
propriate name  for  the  church. 

Not  contented  with  this  movement,  this  good  woman  concluded 
to  take  another  step.  Being  some  distance  from  her  church  at  Knap 
of  Reeds  in  Granville  County,  and  realizing  the  need  of  a  church  of 
her  own  faith — as  set  forth  in  the  doctrine  of  the  New  Testament; 
and  love  and  respect  she  had  for  its  teaching,  and  the  desire  that 
others  should  see  and  believe  it  as  she  did — she  and  her  husband, 
together  with  others  of  the  same  faith  and  practice,  decided  to  build 
a  house  of  worship,  and  establish  a  church  of  their  belief  and  prac- 
tice, that  they  might  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their 
own  consciences.  As  they  realized  the  opportune  time  had  come; 
and  the  feqling  of  need  had  been  aroused  by  the  efforts  put  forth  in 
the  little  Sunday  School  in  the  wood  shop;  they  set  to  work  to  build 
a  brush  arbor  near  where  the  present  house  of  worship  now  stands; 
and  invited  a  preacher  to  come  and  preach  for  them.  The  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  solicited  old  Brother  Jesse 
Howell,  a  good  brother  of  the  old  pioneer  type,  filled  with  the  spirit 
and  wisdom  of  the  Christ  of  God;  and  he  consented  to  come  and 
preach  for  them  monthly. 

During  this  time  the  sense  of  need  deepened,  and  this  aroused  a 
desire  for  the  organization  of  a  Baptist  Church,  and  a  revival.  Bro- 
ther W.  L.  Wright  organized  the  church  with  three  members.  Broth- 
er Howell  was  unable  to  undertake  the  work  on  account  of  his  infirm- 
ity and  age.  Brother  Wright  was  a  comparatively  young  man,  just 
graduated  from  Wake  Forest  College.  He  was  a  brother  of  no  small 
ability,  well  able  to  shoulder  the  responsibility  of  the  work;  and  a 
splendid  preacher,  kind-hearted  and  loved  by  all  who  knew  him. 
The  good  woman  mentioned  above — Mrs.  William  Bowling  and  her 
husband.  Brother  William  Bowling,  and  Brother  James  Lunsford  con- 
stituted the  membership  at  this  time.  Following  this  organization 
a  revival  was  held  by  the  pastor,  Brother  Wright,  who  had  been  call- 
ed as  pastor  of  the  Church.  He  was  assisted  by  Brother  W.  B.  Mor- 
ton, who  was  then  pastor  at  Roxboro  Baptist  Church  in  Person 
County.  The  meeting  continued  for  several  days;  and  as  a  result 
sixteen  were  added  to  the  membership  of  the  church.  Thus  the  seed 
that  had  been  sown  by  dear  old  Brother  Jesse  Howell  under  the 
Brush  Arbor;  and  Brother  D.  H.  Parker,  Superintendent  of  the  little 
Sunday  School  in  the  wood  shop,  and  others  who  were  co-workers 
with  them,  began  to  develop  and  grow;  and  the  foundation  for  the 
church  was  laid,  and  has  grown  from  a  membership  of  eighteen,  to 
a  membership  of  two  hundred  and  two.    The  church  applied  to  the 
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Mt.  Zion  Association  for  membership,  and  was  received  in  October 
1882. 

This  church  contributed  for  the  objects  of  the  Convention  twenty- 
dollars  the  first  year;  last  year  (1932)  they  contributed  $415.80. 

All  during  this  ordeal  there  was  one  restless  soul,  watching,  wait- 
ing, praying  and  struggling  to  get  on  "Higher  Ground."  Mrs,  William 
Bowling  who  took  the  initiative  in  the  little  Sunday  School  in  the 
wood  shop,  influenced  her  husband  to  take  some  steps  to  have  a 
church  built,  somewhere,  somehow  in  the  community,.  Brother  Bow- 
ling began  to  influence  neighbors,  and  they  met  together,  and  devised 
a  plan  or  plans  for  the  building  of  the  house.  This  was  the  second 
step.  Not  satisfied  with  this  step,  Mrs.  Bowling  began  agitating  a 
church  building  in  which  to  worship.  She  began  to  solicit  subscrip- 
tions for  the  house.  She  soon,  with  the  co-operation  and  help  of 
others,  raised  $508.00  for  a  building.  She  and  her  husband  subscribed 
$200.00  of  this  amount.  Her  husband  then  made  a  proposition  to  the 
church — if  they  would  give  him  the  contract  he  would  build  the  house. 
They  consented  and  he  built  the  house,  and  turned  it  over  to  the 
church  for  this  amount.  Such  sacrifice  of  labor  and  means  is  sel- 
dom seen  in  a  country  church.  Bro.  and  Mrs.  Bowling's  influence  and 
labors  of  love  will  never  be  forgotten  so  long  as  Red  Mountain  Bap- 
tist Church  stands.  Their  bodies  silently  sleep  in  the  cemetery  of  the 
church,  but  their  memories  will  never  perish. 

Prorainent  am.ong  others  v/ho  took  an  active  part  in  the  work 
v^rere  Brethren  Rufus  and  James  Bowen.  Brother  Rufus  Bowen  was 
a  gifted  brother  of  more  than  ordinary  talent.  He  was  superintend- 
ent of  the  Sunday  School  for  a  number  of  years,  and  took  a  promi- 
nent part  in  all  the  activities  of  the  church  work.  Brother  G.  W. 
Jones  was  another  brother  of  exceptional  ability  who  took  an  active 
part  in  the  work.  He  was  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  for 
several  years;  served  not  only  his  church  but  his  community  in  its  so- 
cial, civic,  and  political  affairs.  He  Vv^as  Superintendent  of  Education 
of  Durham  County  for  some  time. 

Brother  Wright  served  the  church  as  Pastor  from  1881,  Vv'-hen 
the  church  was  organized  to  1887;  and  left  and  went  to  another  field 
of  work;  but  he  did  not  live  long.  He  died  a  comparatively  young 
man,  but  did  a  great  v/ork — not  only  at  Red  I'.Iountain  but  in  other 
fields  of  labor.  He  was  a  brother  of  great  and  wonderful  capacity 
of  mind  and  heart  but  never  enjoyed  good  health.  He  endeared 
himself  very  m.uch  while  pastor  at  Red  Mountain  Church. 

Brother  J.  A.  Beam  succeeded  Brother  Wright,  and  did  a  good 
work.     He  was  loved  and  highly  respected  by  the  church  and  com- 
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munity.  He  and  his  esteemed  wife  conducted  a  very  profitable  school 
in  Person  County  which  was  far-reaching  in  its  influence.  Many  in 
Person  and  sourrounding  counties  attended  the  school  and  can  trace 
their  success  in  life  to  the  influence  thrown  around  them  for  good, 
during  their  training  at  this  school.  Brother  Beam  was  also  super- 
intendent of  Public  Education  in  Person  County,  and  he  served  the 
church  as  pastor  from  1898  to  1902. 

Brother  George  T.  Watkins  followed  Brother  Beam  as  Pastor, 
but  served  only  one  year.  He  did  very  efficient  service  during  his 
stay.  The  church  was  then  served  by  pastors  of  short  duration,  ex- 
cept Brother  Elbert  Y.  Pool  and  J.  L.  Martin  who  each  served  seven 
years.  Brother  J.  M.  Arnette  served  one  year,  1902;  Brother  W.  J. 
Jones  1903- '04;  Brother  J.  V.  Joyner,  1905;  Brother  J.  D.  Bowen,  1906; 
Brother  M.  W.  Hudson,  1909-1912.  Brother  Martin  served  from  1912 
to  1919;  Brother  J.  H.  Bass  from  1920  to  1923;  Brother  O.  C.  Gravitte 
from  1923-1924,  only  one  year;  Brother  E.  J.  Caldwell  from  1925  to 
1928;  Brother  J.  V.  Frederick  only  one  year,  1928. 

Brother  C.  E.  Baker  was  then  called  (1928)  and  has  served  since. 
The  church  seems  to  be  prospering  under  his  leadership,  and  bids  fair 
to  become  one  of  the  strongest  rural  churches  in  our  Association. 

Brother  E.  J.  Caldwell  served  about  four  years  as  Pastor,  and  no 
pastor  has  ever  served  the  church  who  was  more  beloved  by  the 
church  and  community  at  large  than  was  Brother  Caldwell.  Under 
his  adminitration  the  church  and  community  decided  to  build  a  bet- 
ter house  of  worship.  By  his  influence  as  pastor,  they  decided  to 
build  a  brick-veneer  building  at  a  cost  of  approximately  nine  thous- 
and dollars.  Of  this  amount  the  W.  M.  U.  Society  donated  five  hun- 
dred dollars  with  which  to  cover  the  house.  Dr.  Bowling  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Bunn  Bowling  told  the  church  to  go  into  their  woods  and 
get  all  the  timber  they  needed  for  the  building;  Brother  Eugene  T. 
Mangum,  the  present  clerk  of  the  church,  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School,  and  Deacon  of  the  church,  having  a  sawmill  near  by 
the  woods  had  the  logs  hauled  to  his  mill  and  did  all  the  sawing  free 
of  charge;  also,  he  took  his  truck  and  hauled  the  brick  and  sand 
to  the  building;  Brother  Caldwell,  the  Pastor,  put  on  his  overalls  and 
did  what  he  could  to  help  in  any  way  he  could.  Such  sacrifice,  such 
liberality,  and  such  effort  is  seldom  made  in  the  building  of  a  rural 
church.  Brother  Caldwell  resigned  and  went  to  another  field  of  la- 
bor, very  much  to  the  regret  of  the  church  and  community. 

The  church  has  not  had  quite  so  many  clerks  as  pastors.  The 
following  have  served  since   its  organization:    Brethren   J.  E.Jones, 
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W.  J.  Jones,  R.  J.  Tilley,  E.  G.  Tilley,  N.  C.  Rhue,  and  the  present 
clerk,  E.  T.  Mangum. 

The  church  is  surrounded  by  thrifty  farmers,  well-built  resi- 
dences, beautiful  farms  and  seem  to  be  prosperous  and  progressive. 
There  has  not  been  a  great  change  in  the  community  within  the 
last  few  years.  They  seem  to  be  happy  and  contented.  Surely  there 
is  no  better  section  in  Durham  County  than  this  section  surrounding 
Red  Mountain  Baptist  Church.

ANNUAL   REPORT   OF   THE   MOUNT   ZION   WOMAN'S 
MISSIONARY  UNION  FOR  1933 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  entire  nation  from  every  view- 
point of  consideration  has  been  in  a  turmoil.  Economic  structures 
have  undergone  radical  changes;  social  practices  have  suffered,  stand- 
ards have  fallen  and  risen;  organized  religion  has  suffered  along  with 
these.  As  to  the  present  outlook,  our  great  religious  leaders  are  more 
optimistic  this  month  than  they  have  been  in  a  long  time. 

Such  conditions  as  have  existed  have  shown  a  definite  impress 
as  they  have  been  noted  in  our  work  among  the  W.  M.  U.'s  of  the 
Mount  Zion  Association.  Numbers  of  people  have  remarked  that  if 
we  were  able  only  "to  hold  our  ov*rn"  during  such  days  as  these  we 
may  consider  that  we  have  been  successful.  But  your  leaders  have 
not  been  satisfied  merely  to  mark  time.  Our  success  has  not  been 
written  large  in  glaring  numbers  but  it  has  been  a  significant  year 
for  us. 

In  the  development  of  any  great  work,  and  especially  a  work  that 
has  back  of  it  so  great  a  commission,  there  should  be  continuous  sup- 
port of  those  principles  upon  which  perpetuation  may  be  built.  The 
first  of  these  I  suggest  to  you  is  truth  itself.  During  the  year  we  have 
tried  to  magnify  with  absolute  sincerity  the  truth  of  the  gospel  mes- 
sage, the  challege  of  the  life  of  Jesus  and  the  joy  of  personal  rela- 
tionship  to   Him  whom  we   call   Saviour  and  Lord   in   His   service 
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throughout  the  churches.    This  truth  we  will  continue  to  hold  high 
for  it  is  the  very  heart  of  all  our  thinking  and  all  our  work. 

The  second  great  characteristic  is  steadfastness.  It  seems  to  me 
that  this  one  word  perhaps  more  perfectly  expresses  our  year's  work 
than  any  other.  Our  organizations  have  held  fast  to  their  programs, 
their  plans,  and  their  projects.  We  have  maintained  our  position  In 
the  State  in  the  matter  of  gifts  and  although  we  have  shown  some 
loss  in  the  number  of  A-1  organizations  yet  these  losses  have  not  been 
as  great  as  have  been  experienced  in  many  other  associations  through- 
out the  State  and  South.  Our  leaders,  I  sincerely  believe,  have  dem- 
onstrated a  remarkable  devotion  in  these  stress  times  and  have  proved 
themselves  "worthy  and  well  qualified"  to  meet  their  obligations  to 
the  W.  M.  U. 

The  third  characteristic  of  a  perpetual  existence  is  the  asumption 
of  responsibility.  This  year  has  marked  the  beginning  and  success- 
ful growth  of  our  group  plan  of  organization,  and,  whereas,  before 
we  had  one  leader  for  the  entire  association  now  we  have  actually 
five  leaders  with  one  general  superintendent  or  supervisor  of  our  work. 
This  has  enabled  us  to  build  a  stronger  organization  as  it  has  become 
more  unified  in  purpose  and  procedure.  This  assumption  of  respon- 
sibility about  which  I  am  speaking  has  had  its  most  significant  ex- 
pression in  the  development  of  leaders  within  our  smaller  groups. 
When  we  came,  at  the  beginning  of  this  year,  to  the  election  of  a  new 
superintendent  it  was  upon  one  who  had  served  for  two  years  in  this 
associate  capacity  that  the  mantle  fell.  This  development  of  leader- 
ship assures  us  that  so  long  as  we  are  concentrating  our  efforts  upon 
these  higher  purposes  we  are  making  sure  our  life  in  the  future  years. 

So  I  come  to  the  end  of  the  report  without  having  given  you  any 
statistics  or  tabulating  details  of  our  work.  All  figures  may  be  found 
in  our  printed  reports.  I  have  tried  to  present  to  you  those  things 
which  to  my  mind  are  equally  if  not  more  important:  those  things 
which  vouchsafe  the  devotion  that  we  have  to  our  greater  challenge 
and  testify  to  our  desire  to  be  ever  serviceable  in  bringing  in  the 
Kingdom.

SOCIAL  SERVICE  REPORTS 

The  Mills  and  Kennedy  Homes  are  the  expressions  of  the  atti- 
tude of  North  Carolina  Baptists  toward  the  orphan  child.  These  two 
institutions  are  under  the  same  able  management.  This  management 
is  doing  exceptional  work  in  the  light  of  the  teachings  of  the  Bible 
concerning  the  widow  and  the  orphan.  We  rejoice  in  the  splendid 
management  and  the  large  amount  of  property  which  is  yielding  an 
income  to  aid  in  the  support  of  this  great  number  of  needy  people. 
In  commending  the  management  we  express  our  deep  appreciation  of 
Charity  and  Children  which  reaches  thousands  of  Baptists  in  this 
and  other  states. 

As  we  take  pride  in  the  accomplishments  of  our  General  Manag- 
er we  are  embarrassed  because  of  the  fact  that  there  are  yet  some 
churches  in  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  which  do  not  make  any  con- 
tribution to  this  most  worthy  cause.  Surely  no  pastor  or  Sunday 
School  superintendent  can  hear  the  cry  of  a  little  child  and  not  be 
moved  to  make  an  appeal  in  its  behalf.  May  we  urge  that  the  special 
Thanksgiving  Offering  be  emphasized  from  now  on,  and  that  an 
effort  be  made  to  secure  the  hearty  co-operation  of  every  church  in 
making  systematic  contributions  to  this  most  worthy  cause. 

Hospitals 

Since  a  great  portion  of  the  Master's  time  was  spent  healing  the 
sick,  we  feel  that  we  are  obligated  to  take  some  steps  in  His  name  to 
aleviate  pain  and  suffering,  and  to  save  life  physically  as  well  as 
spiritually.  Since  we  have  one  of  the  best  hospitals  in  the  State  at 
"Winston-Salem,  and  its  record  is  unsurpassed  anywhere  we  are  happy 
to  commend  it  to  our  people  for  support  and  patronage  alike.  Since 
it  is  doing  a  charity  work  of  $50,000.00  each  year,  mostly  for  our  poor 
Baptists,  we  feel  that  we  are  obligated  to  have  a  part  in  helping  in 
this  worthy  work.  We  should  make  a  more  generous  Mother's  Day  of- 
fering in  May,  and  give  publicity  to  the  efficiency  of  the  institution 
among  our  people.  May  we  ask  your  support  morally,  spiritually, 
and  financially.  If  each  Baptist  church  in  North  Carolina  would  take 
an  offering  on  Mother's  day  there  would  be  little  need  for  further 
appeal  on  this  important  subject.  May  we  ask  that  the  Mt.  Zion 
Association  take  the  lead  by  v/ay  of  worthy  example  in  this  spiritual 
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Ministerial  Relief 

Another  call  comes  to  our  hearts  in  the  tragedy  of  the  lack  of 
adequate  funds  to  take  care  of  the  old  soldier  of  the  Cross.  To  give 
one's  life  in  service  and  then  suffer  in  age  and  need  is  not  a  compli- 
ment to  Christian  people.  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  been  created  to  meet  this  demand. 
While  only  a  small  per  cent  of  the  Co-operative  Program  goes  to 
this  cause,  yet  it  has  become  a  mighty  means  of  service  to  old  minist- 
ers and  their  widows.  In  North  Carolina  there  are  64  preachers 
and  60  widows  of  preachers  who  receive  incomes  from  this  fund. 
This  income  is  scanty  and  inadequate  to  care  for  their  bare  necessi- 
ties. With  a  more  substantial  contribution  to  the  general  objects 
of  the  Convention,  and  occasional  gift  through  special  offerings,  or 
in  the  case  of  a  will  made  to  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  at 
Dallas,  Texas,  we  can  do  a  more  noble  part  by  those  who  have 
brought  us  the  glad  tidings  of  great  joy.  Shall  Baptists  forget  the 
hands  that  have  fed  them  through  the  years  when  they  were  unable 
to  feed  themselves?

Resuming  the  history  of  our  association  from  the  meeting  at 
Grace  Church  in  1928  we  find  the  outstanding  achievements  of  the 
year  that  of  adding  twenty-eight  new  societies  organized  through 
the  efforts  of  our  Ruby  Anniversary  Chairman,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Whitted. 
(Our  entertaining  society  today  was  organized  at  that  time.)  The 
1929  annual  meeting  was  held  at  Olive  Chapel  Church  with  the 
Superintendent  presiding.  Miss  Alva  Lawrence,  our  newly  electeti 
Young  People's  Leader,  was  with  us  and  made  an  address  on  "The 
Church  and  the  W.  M.  U."  The  associational  history  to  date  was 
read  by  Mrs.  Haywood.  Progress  in  mission  study  was  reported  by 
Mrs.  J.  B.  Cox.  The  attendance  was  the  lorgest  in  the  history  of 
the  association;  there  being  324  registered.  From  the  State  Minutes 
we  find  that  at  the  close  of  the  year  1929  we  had  fhree  full  graded 
A-1  unions;  we  came  third  in  gifts,  and  the  largest  contribution  in 
history,  the  amount  $23,500.00,  and  also  the  largest  number  of  mis- 
sion study  awards.  We  face  the  future  with  grateful  hearts  for  the 
enlisting  of  so  many  new  organizations. 

1930:  We  met  at  Mebane  Church,  the  Superintendent  presiding. 
The  principal  speaker  of  the  day  was  Miss  Pearl  Johnson  of  China. 
Miss  Lawrence  was  again  with  us  and  spoke  on  young  people's  work. 
Mrs.  E'.  E.  Hilliard  is  our  Young  Peoples'  leader  at  this  time  and  Mrs. 
O.  Y.  Andrews,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

The  outstanding  progress  of  the  year  was  the  increase  in  mission 
study  under  the  capable  leadership  of  Mrs.  Clyde  Johnson.  The 
following  from  the  State  Minutes  of  1930:  "Mt.  Zion  still  has  three 
of  the  nine  full  graded  A-1  unions  in  the  state;  led  the  state  in 
standard  societies:  sixty-four  with  thirty-eight  being  A-1."  We  again 
ranked  third  in  gifts  and  again  led  in  mission  study  awards.  The 
high  standard  in  mission  study  begun  by  Mrs.  J,  M.  Whitted,  is  be- 
ing maintained  and  even  surpassed  by  the  very  efficient  work  of 
Mrs.  Clyde  Johnson.  All  reports  for  the  year  show  splendid  work 
by  the  officers  and  leaders. 

1931:  We  gathered  in  annual  meeting  at  Bethesda  Church,  the 
Superintendent  presiding.  We  were  particularly  favored  by  having 
with  us  our  own  beloved  State  Superintendent,  Mrs.  W.  N.  Jones. 
Also  Mrs.  D.  W.  Herring  and  Mrs.  J.  S.  Parmer,  each  of  whom  brought 
encouraging  messages  on  their  given  topics.  Especially  were  v/e 
thrilled  as  we  listened  to  Mrs,  Herring  in  her  devotional  message. 
Of  unusual  interest  was  the  report  on  young  people's  work  by  Mrs. 
E.  E.  Hilliard,  reporting  a  special  Rally  Day  held  at  Yates  Church 
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for  our  Auxiliaries.  Twenty-five  societies  made  the  honor  roll  by  con- 
tributing $1.00  per  member  to  the  Heck  Memorial.  From  the  State 
Minutes  we  find  Mt.  Zion  with  the  largest  percent  of  A-1  societies; 
third  with  gifts.  Led  the  State  in  mission  study  by  twice  the  number 
of  seals  and  awards.  Mrs.  D.  C.  Barbee  of  Watts  Strett  Church  was 
elected  Superintendent  to  succeed  Mrs.  J.  L.  Gates  resigned.  Miss 
Gladys  Cain,  now  Mrs.  Markham,  was  elected  Young  People's  Leader 
to  succeed  Mrs.  Hilliard. 

1932:  We  are  meeting  at  Hillsboro  Church  with  the  newly  elect- 
ed Superintendent,  Mrs.  D.  C.  Barbee,  presiding.  Our  much  beloved 
Corresponding  Secretary  is  with  us  and  thrills  us  with  her  inspiring 
message.  Mrs.  Sloan  Westmoreland  of  Traveler's  Rest,  South  Caro- 
lina, leads  us  in  our  devotional.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  our 
Divisional  Superintendent,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Whitted,  our  association  has 
been  divided  into  five  groups.  A  leader  selected  for  each.  The  group 
leaders  report  for  the  churches  in  their  group.  It  is  hoped  by  this 
method  to  increase  the  activity  of  the  societies  by  a  closer  personal 
touch.  Splendid  reports  were  given,  especially  by  our  young  people's 
leader;  reporting  six  girls  at  Ridgecrest  Camp;  nineteen  who 
attended  Meredith  College  house  party;  two  Rally  Days,  one  in  the 
Eastern  section  of  the  association,  also  one  in  the  Western.  Mt. 
Zion  still  leads  in  A-1  societies,  the  number  being  twenty-seven.  And 
also  still  maintains  third  place  in  gifts. 

Mrs.  Taul  B.  White  succeeded  Mrs.  Johnson  as  mission  study 
leader.  Mrs.  Harvey  Pollard  is  elected  Secretary-Treasurer.  During 
these  four  years  of  additional  history  of  woman's  work  in  Mt.  Zion 
Association,  we  have  had  much  to  be  grateful  for.  Much  sacrificial 
service  has  been  rendered  by  many  whom  space  forbids  to  mention^ 
and  as  Laborers  Together  with  God  we  would  "Launch  Out  Into  The 
Deep"  for  greater  progress  in  the  future.

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CONSTITUTION 


Article  1.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Asso- 
ciation of  North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers,  belonging  to,  and 
members  chosen  annually  by,  the  several  churches  belonging  to  this  body, 
who,  by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches,  certify  their  ap- 
pointment, and  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  seats.  Each  church  shall  thereby 
be  entitled  to  three  delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  from  each  Sabbath 
School  connected  with  the  church,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist 
Church. 

Objects 

Art.  3.  The  objects  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  in- 
creasing the  harmony,  the  intelligence  and  the  spiritual  power  of  the 
churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  energies,  their  resources 
and  their  gifts,  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  in  the  earth.  This 
Association  shall  be  an  auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  ed- 
ucational, mission,  Sabbath  School,  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches. 
It  may  advise  the  churches,  and  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  for  their 
adoption,  but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  Yet,  in  view  of  the  combined 
wisdom,  piety  and  intelligence  of  the  body,  it  may  justly  claim  for  itself,  for 
its  objects,  and  for  its  recommendations  the  very  highest  consideration  and 
regard. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church 
that  shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the 
religion  as  taught  in  the  Bible  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true 
teachings  thereof. 

Rights  of  Churches 

Art.  6.  Baptist  churches  on  application  for  admission  to  this  body  shall 
be  received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  necessary  evidence  is  given  that 
they  are  truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  when  requested  by  ag- 
grieved members  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send 
committees  to  aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  the  church  is 
aggrieved  with  the  majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  consideration.     Individual  applications  will  not  be  entertained. 

Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  appoint  as  delegates,  as 
far  as  practical,  their  most  capable  members,  to  insist  upon  their  attendance, 
and  to  send  by  them  a  contribution  to  the  Association  Treasurer  to  pay  for 
the  printing  of  the  minutes  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  send  annually  a  letter  to 
the  Association  giving:  1.  Location;  2.  Names  of  pastor,  clerk,  and  other 
general  officers  and  their  respective  post  offices ;  3.  Sabbaths  of  regular  wor- 
ship ;  4.  Church  statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter, 
restored,  dismissed  by  letter,  excluded,  erased,  or  died  during  the  past  year ; 
the  total  number  in  fellowship ;  5.  Statement  of  the  finances  of  the  church 
showing  all  amounts  paid  to  local  expenses  and  benevolent  objects;  6.  Sun- 
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day  school  statistics ;  7.  Records  of  other  church  organizations ;  8.  Names 
of  delegates  and  alternates ;  9.  Any  other  information  deemed  of  special  im- 
portance or  necessary  for  publication,  as  required  on  the  blanks  in  immediate 
use. 

Organization 

Art.  10.  (1)  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  at 
each  annual  session  after  the  names  of  the  delegates  are  enrolled,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  next  annual  session.  Election  shall  be  by  acclama- 
tion when  only  one  candidate  is  nominated,  but  by  ballot  when  more  than 
one  candidate  is  nominated  for  any  one  office.    Any  officer  may  be  reelected. 

(2)  An  executive  committee  shall  be  elected  annually  to  serve  until  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  committee  shall  consist  of  the  following:  Moderator,  Clerk,  Treas- 
urer, and  presidents  of  the  Sunday  School,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  W.  M.  U. 
organizations  of  the  Association,  by  virtue  of  their  offices ;  and  eight  other 
members  at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  woman — nominated  by  a  special 
committee  on  nominations,  but  elected  by  the  Association.  Nine  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  cooperate  with  the  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  churches  of  the  Association  in  whatever  efforts  seem 
wise  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom,  and  they  shall  take  any  steps 
necessary  to  put  in  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by  the  Association. 

The  committee  shall  be  called  in  session  the  second  Tuesday  in  each  quar- 
ter, i.  e.,  the  second  Tuesday  in  January,  April,  July,  and  October,  unless 
there  is  sufficient  reason  for  a  change  in  date.  After  a  separate  session  the 
committee  shall  bring  its  recommendation  before  the  pastor's  conference  of 
the  Association  for  discussion  and  suggestion. 

Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  committee  during  the 
year  shall  be  filled  by  the  committee  itself. 

Duties  of  Officers 

Art.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  open  the  meeting  punc- 
tually at  the  time  appointed,  to  enforce  the  rules,  to  preserve  order,  and  to 
exercise  all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles 
of  established  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice- Moderator  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Association;  to  superintend  the  printing  and  distri- 
bution of  the  same ;  and  to  keep  on  file  the  printed  minutes  and  other  im- 
portant documents  belonging  to  the  body.  The  distribution  shall  be  based 
on  the  comparative  amount  paid  by  each  church  to  the  minute  fund.  For 
his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  out  of  the  Minute 
Fund. 

Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  over  to 
the  proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  direct  to  the  Association  by  the 
churches,  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  annually  examine  the 
Treasurer's  books  and  attest  the  report. 

Art.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  collect  and  put  in  some 
durable  form  all  facts  and  interest  about  each  of  the  churches  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  report  at  each  session  of  this  body. 

Amendments 
Art.  17.     Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual 
meeting,  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 
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RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Wednesday  after  the 
second  Sunday  in  October,  and  continue  for  two  days,  or  longer  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Association. 

2.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding 
session  shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his  ab- 
sence, the  incumbent  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exer- 
cises, to  be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business 
shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  trans- 
action of  business,  except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other  that 
courtesy  which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding 
officer.  He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consid- 
eration, and  avoid  all  personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
special  permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presiding  officer, 
or,  at  his  request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no'  other  motion  or  proposition 
shall  be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit, 
to  postpone  to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference 
in  the  order  in  which  they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall 
be  admitted  to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will 
report  as  soon  as  feasible  after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the 
Association.  When  adopted  their  report  shall  become  the  order  for  the 
Association  and  cannot  be  changed  except  by  vote  of  the  Association  as 
provided  in  Section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by 
rules  of  some  recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  Mell's  or 
Kerfott's.

REPORT  ON  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

Since  the  greatest  amount  of  information  comes  through  reading,  it  is 
necessary  and  important  that  we  read  the  right  kind  of  Hterature.  To 
keep  abreast  today,  it  is  necessary  for  the  farmer  to  read  the  farm  papers, 
the  poulterer  to  read  the  poultry  journals,  the  mill  men  to  read  the  mill 
news.  Granting  this  to  be  true,  how  much  more  should  our  Christian  people 
in  Mt  Zion  Association  and  in  the  State  of  North  Carolina  read  our  Bap- 
tist paper — the  Recorder,  and  thus  keep  informed  as  to  what  is  going  on  in 
our  churches. 

The  Recorder  has  been  and  is  today  like  unto  a  watchman  on  the  tower 
— it  is  ready  to  do  all  it  can  to  promote  every  good  work  and  to  sound  the 
alarm  when  danger  is  near.  Some  writer  has  said,  "The  Recorder's  in- 
formation has  done  more  to  unite  Baptists  in  all  sections  of  the  State  than 
all  other  sources,  and  this  union  has  resulted  in  a  cooperation  that  has  done 
much  for  the  growth  of  the  kingdom,  not  only  in  this  State  but  all  over  the 
South."  _ 

Baptist  of  Mt.  Zion  Association,  at  this  time  our  editor  and  manager  of 
our  Baptist  paper — the  Recorder  is  being  challenged  by  the  manager  of  the 
Methodist  paper — the  North  Carolina  Christian  Advocate  in  a  subscription 
loyalty  contest,  and  they  have  adopted  as  their  slogan:  "Beat  the  Baptist 
Blue."  They  have  beaten  us  in  two  previous  contests,  but  may  we  demon- 
strate our  loyalty  to  the  Recorder  by  subscribing  today;  and  may  we  re- 
solve that  in  this  contest  the  results  will  be  different,  and  let  us  adopt  as 
our  slogan  for  Mt,  Zion  Association  in  response  to  their  "Beat  the  Baptist 
Blue,"  "It  Can't  Be  Done." 

10.  Report  on  Missions,  State,  Home  and  Foreign,  was  pre- 
pared by  Ira  D.  S.  Knight,  and  read  by  James  Morgan.  The 
discussion  was  led  by  E.  Norfleet  Gardner,  and  he  brought  us  a 
great  message:  ''Baptist  Opportunities  in  Europe  and  Palestine." 
The  Association  recorded  appreciation  of  this  message.  C.  W. 
Anderson,  missionary  from  Russia,  brought  us  a  message  also. 
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REPORT  ON  STATE,  HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  spirit  and  motive  of  Missions,  Foreign,  Home,  and  State,  are 
identical.  The  objectives,  however,  are  slightly  different.  Within  our 
State  a  distinction  is  made  between  Missions,  Christian  Education,  and 
Benevolences,  including  the  Orphanage  and  the  Hospital,  whereas  Foreign 
]\Iissions,  and  with  some  limitations  Home  ]\Iissions,  includes  all  of  these 
objects.     What  then  is  included  under  the  head  of  "State  Missions"  ? 

One  objective  of  State  Missions  has  been  to  win  the  people  of  North 
Carolina  to  Christ  and  then  to  fellowship  in  His  church.  Another  ob- 
jective has  been  to  train  and  develop  those  who  came  into  the  churches.  To 
accomplish  these  worthy  objectives  our  State  Mission  work  includes  the 
following  activities  :  First,  the  assistance  rendered  in  supporting  Missionary 
Pastors ;  second,  work  among  the  students  in  some  of  our  colleges ;  third, 
a  Sunday  School  and  a  Baptist  Training  Union  Department ;  fourth,  aid  in 
church  building  in  four  educational  centers ;  fifth,  hospital  ministrations  at 
Oteen ;  sixth,  work  amiong  the  Indians  and  Negroes ;  seventh,  valuable  and 
vital  leadership  in  fostering  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  support  of  all  other 
branches  of  our  denominational  activities.  In  a  very  vital  sense.  Foreign  and 
Home  Missions,  as  well  as  other  objects,  are  dependent  upon  an  aggressive 
program  of  State  Missions  and  Christian  Education.  We  must,  therefore, 
maintain  an  aggressive  program  of  State  Missions. 

The  Home  Alission  Board  has  in  all  of  the  departments  of  its  work  202 
missionaries  and  workers.  It  is  maintaining  over  400  mission  stations  and 
preaching  places ;  it  is  operating,  in  whole  or  in  part,  five  Good- Will  cen- 
ters, two  rescue  missions,  and  a  Seaman's  Institute ;  it  has  fifteen  schools 
operated  by  its  missionaries,  and  is  furnishing  the  property  of  eight  Moun- 
tain Schools  free  of  charge  to  local  Boards  of  Trustees  for  the  operation  of 
schools  in  the  mountains ;  it  is  operating  a  Tubercular  Sanatorium ;  and  has 
a  Building  and  Loan  Department  with  over  a  million  dollars  loaned  to 
churches.  The  Board  this  year,  through  the  magnificent  offering  of  the 
women  in  the  Annie  W.  Armstrong  Week  of  Prayer,  will  put  thirty-two 
new  missionaries  in  the  field. 

The  outlook  for  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  brighter  right  now  than  it 
has  been  since  1928.  This  is  not  only  because  they  are  receiving  more 
money,  but  it  is  because  of  the  confidence  which  the  brethren  throughout 
the  territory  of  the  Convention  evidence  in  the  Board,  and  because  of  the 
belief  registered  everywhere  by  our  people  that  the  Board  is  still  doing  and 
will  continue  to  do  a  necessary  and  valuable  mission  work. 

Our  world-encircling  Foreign  Mission  enterprise  is  receiving  the  en- 
larging support  of  Southern  Baptists.  The  percentage  of  increase  in  budget 
receipts  for  the  first  four  months  of  1934  over  the  same  period  of  1933 
was  25^ 9r.  The  increase  in  the  Lottie  Moon  offering  to  foreign  missions 
for  1934  over  the  offering  to  be  spent  in  1933  was  $46,000.00.  Because  of 
these  increased  gifts  the  Board  was  able  to  send  out  fifteen  new  Foreign 
j\Iissionaries  last  ]\Iay. 

Many  Schools  of  ^Missions,  Mission  Study  Classes,  special  Sunday  School 
and  Missionary  rallies  are  being  held  throughout  the  South.  The  faithful 
and  loyal  missionaries  at  home  on  furlough  are  at  the  call  of  our  churches 
and  are  freely  giving  their  services. 

From  the' fourteen  countries  wherein  Southern  Baptists  are  proclaiming 
the  Gospel,  there  comes  news  of  a  spirit  of  revival.  Old  things  do  not 
satisfy;  multitudes  are  seeking  salvation.  Our  Foreign  churches  are  be- 
coming self-supporting.  Alany  of  these  new  churches  are  catching  the 
missionary  vision  and  are  seeking  to  have  a  part,  also,  in  evangelizing  the 
world. 
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For  all  the  work  in  these  fourteen  countries  Southern  Baptists  have 
only  394  missionaries.  Seven  years  ago  there  were  544.  The  figures  them- 
selves tell  a  story  of  closed  hospitals  and  schools,  abandoned  stations  and 
forsaken  native  workers,  overworked  misisonaries  and  lost  opportunities. 
But  the  days  of  retreat  have  passed.  The  foreign  mission  work  is  facing 
forward  and  onward.    Already  great  victories  for  Christ  are  being  won. 

Southern  Baptists  are  unitedly  working  together.  Every  individual 
member  of  every  local  church  may  give  each  and  every  week  to  these,  and 
other,  great  enterprises  of  our  denomination  by  contributing  to  the  Co- 
operative Program  of  Southern  Baptists.  Our  goal  cannot  be  lowered — it 
has  been,  and  still  is,  a  gift  from  every  member,  every  week,  to  every  cause.

REPORT  OF  FIELD  WORKER,  M.  L.  JONES,  MT.  ZION 
ASSOCIATION,  1934 

I  take  it  that  we  all  agree  that  the  task  of  training  is  one  that  is  never 
finished  and  that  the  wisdom  and  experience  of  the  elders  should  be  passed 
on  to  those  who  follow,  especially  God's  word.  To  this  great  task  our 
churches  in  the  Association  have  been  committed  in  a  cooperative  way  now 
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for  several  years  and  God  has  blessed  our  labors.  As  your  Field  Worker 
it  has  been  my  desire  to  cooperate  in  every  possible  way  with  the  pastors 
and  churches  but  under  the  present  plan  for  part  time  work  it  has  been 
impossible  to  meet  all  calls  personally.  During  the  years  large  numbers  of 
pastors  and  volunteer  workers  have  given  of  their  time  in  a  glorious  way 
and  I  believe  every  church  requesting  aid  in  its  work  the  past  year  received 
it. 

Your  Field  Worker  had  part  in  the  work  in  thirty-eight  of  the  churches 
in  the  form  of  training  schools  or  D.  V.  B.  S.,  traveling  a  total  of  approxi- 
mately fourteen  thousand  miles  in  this  and  other  phases  of  the  work.  In 
addition  to  this  work  done  by  the  Field  Worker  personally  volunteer  work- 
ers were  sent  out  who  perhaps  did  an  equal  amount  of  work. 

Sunday  Schools 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  splendid  progress  among  our  Sun- 
day Schools.  Under  the  leadership  of  Bro.  W.  P.  Phillips  as  associational 
president  the  monthly  meetings  have  been  carried  on  this  year  for  the  fifth 
consecutive  year.  The  attendance  of  hundreds  of  our  workers  at  these 
meetings  has  meant  miuch  to  the  work.  In  the  meetings  the  emphasis  has 
been  upon  reaching  the  multitudes  and  winning  them  to  Christ.  Last  Sun- 
day this  body  after  long  and  careful  consideration  by  representatives  of 
thirteen  of  the  churches,  decided  to  ask  the  Sunday  Schools  of  our  Asso- 
ciation to  undertake  to  increase  their  average  attendance  by  20%  the  coming 
year.  A  careful  study  of  the  situation  reveals  that  what  we  need  is  not 
more  buildings  and  equipment  but  more  people  and  this  can  never  come 
until  Sunday  School  officers  are  trained  for  their  task,  and  until  spiritual 
insight  enables  them  to  lead  effectively. 

The  results  of  our  training  work  this  year  would  indicate  a  renewed 
interest  in  this  problem.  Our  rural  and  village  churches  responded  more 
largely  to  this  work  this  year  than  in  four  years,  twenty-two  churches  par- 
ticipating in  training  schools  the  first  of  September,  with  over  a  thousand 
people  enrolled  in  training  classes.  There  seems  to  be  a  new  zeal  and 
interest  among  our  workers.  The  surveys  made  during  the  week  of  enlist- 
ment and  study  indicate  that  in  many  of  our  best  churches  the  possibilities 
are  easily  double  the  present  enrollment,  and  that  there  are  great  rural  areas 
and  neglected  areas  in  the  suburbs  of  our  towns,  areas  in  between  the 
various  churches,  where  we  need  to  undertake  mission  Sunday  Schools  or 
enlarge  the  work  of  our  schools.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  we  are 
going  to  follow  up  the  results  of  these  religious  surveys  in  the  churches  in 
a  fine  way  this  fall.  These  schools  were  a  departure  in  that  all  agencies 
were  asked  to  cooperate  and  an  effort  was  made  to  discuss  the  program  of 
the  church  in  the  large  instead  of  merely  discussing  Sunday  School  work. 

Training  Conferences  in  which  all  phases  of  Sunday  School  and  church 
life  were  discussed  were  held  this  year  in  Burlington  and  Durham  with  an 
enrollment  of  300.  During  the  coming  year  there  is  need  for  renewed 
emphasis  in  training  schools  in  the  local  churches  with  enlargement  cam- 
paigns. 

Vacation  School  Work 

Thirty  vacation  schools  were  held  this  year,  a  majority  in  churches  that 
have  had  schools  before,  and  this  despite  an  epidemic  of  whooping  cough 
which  kept  a  number  from  opening.  Fifteen  of  these  schools  were  in 
rural  churches.  More  than  $400  worth  of  free  materials  were  furnished 
the  churches  by  the  associational  worker  and  where  necessary  teachers 
were  provided  to  assist  in  the  schools.  However,  a  majority  of  the  churches 
put  these  schools  on  with  local  workers  and  this  is  one  of  the  great  con- 
tributions of  this  work.     For  four  years  we  have  had  an  average  of  about 
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300  volunteer  workers  who  have  taught  in  these  schools  and  thus  been 
trained  themselves  for  more  effective  work  as  they  have  studied  together 
with  their  3'oung  people.  These  schools  need  to  be  made  far  more  efficient 
but  eternity  alone  can  reveal  the  results  of  bringing  tliese  thousands  of  bojs 
and  girls  together  each  summer  for  two  weeks.  There  seems  to  be  a  definite 
feeling  that  boys  and  girls  will  come  in  large  numbers  to  study  the  Bible 
and  more  emphasis  is  being  given  to  this  phase  with  less  to  the  craftwork 
and  expressional  activity.  More  and  more  this  program  will  be  varied  and 
suited  to  the  needs  of  local  churches  and  its  power  widened.  We  look 
forward  to  the  day  when  all  of  the  churches  in  this  Association  will  promote 
this  work,  18  not  having  had  schools  as  yet. 

Baptist  Training  Union 

\Mth  the  change  in  name  we  are  seeking  to  secure  a  larger  emphasis  on 
the  wider  need  for  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  in  training  all  church  members  both 
young  and  old.  During  the  past  year  we  have  been  giving  a  new  emphasis 
to  the  B.  A.  U.  with  the  idea  of  making  the  church  more  largeh'  respon- 
sible for  the  work,  and  with  the  idea  of  magnifying  the  work  of  the  church 
and  denomination.  With  this  idea  in  mind  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Association 
has  cooperated  with  the  Sunday  School  forces  in  an  active  way  to  promote 
training  classes  in  missions,  books  being  taught  on  missions  and  steward- 
ship in  twelve  churches. 

The  fifth  Sunday  meetings  of  the  B.  T.  U.  are  a  great  inspiration  to 
our  young  people  when  great  throngs  gather  to  discuss  the  problems  of 
our  church  life.  The  untiring  zeal  of  Bro.  Gary  C.  Cole,  the  president 
and  his  group  of  consecrated  officers  has  been  rewarded  with  splendid  suc- 
cess as  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  Association  has  for  four  consecutive 
years  won  either  first  or  second  place  in  the  State  for  efficiency.  One  of 
the  finest  contributions  of  our  associational  program  is  the  creation  of  a 
spirit  of  cooperation  between  the  churches,  a  feeling  of  fellowship  in  the 
great  common  task  of  world  conquest  for  Clirist,  and  a  group  of  con- 
secrated young  laymen  with  vision  willing  to  take  their  places  by  their 
pastors  in  the  churches  and  denomination  and  serve  more  largely  the  great 
mission  enterprises  we  cherish,  for  no  institution  can  go  be3-ond  the  vision 
and  ideals  of  its  leaders. 

In  conclusion  let  me  thank  the  pastors,  members  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee, and  volunteer  workers  who  have  made  this  year's  work  glorious. 
May  I  again  express  thanks  to  the  First  Baptist  Church  for  office  and  equip- 
ment which  has  been  a  great  aid  in  the  work.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  MOUNT  ZION 
ASSOCIATION,  1934 

With  humble  gratitude  to  God  for  Divine  blessings,  we  bring  j^ou  here- 
with a  brief  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  covering  the  work  of  the 
past  year. 

For  several  years  our  Association  has  been  operating  under  the  organ- 
ization of  which  an  executive  committee  duly  elected  by  the  Association  is 
the  administrative  body,  with  a  field  worker.  The  record  of  these  years 
proves  the  wisdom  of  such  an  associational  program,  which  for  some  years 
has  been  advocated  by  the  leaders  of  our  denomination.  Dr.  J.  B.  Law- 
rence, our  Home  ^Mission  Secretary  saj's,  "The  District  Association  should 
become,  and  it  potentially  is,  the  most  important  intra-church  organization 
Baptists  have.  .   .   .  What  is  needed  is   an  adequate  and  definitely  defined 
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associational  program."  Dr.  Charles  E.  Maddry,  our  Foreign  Mission  Sec- 
retary^ says,  "The  supreme  need  is  to  get  back  close  to  the  life  of  the 
churches.  .  .  .  The  one  organization  among  us  that  can  function  100%  in 
this  matter  is  the  District  Associational  organization."  Dr.  E.  P.  Allredge, 
Statistical  Secretary  of  Southern  Baptists  says  in  a  recent  article,  "A  good 
associational  missionary  or  paid  worker  is  one  of  the  greatest  forces  for 
the  ongoing  of  Christ's  Kingdom  this  world  knows.  He  is  the  connecting 
link  or  the  carbureter  which  starts  or  stops  the  whole  associational  pro- 
gram." 

The  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Association  contain  a 
record  of  which  we  may  justly  be  proud.  Mr.  Perry  Morgan,  State  Sun- 
day School  Secretary,  in  an  address  before  the  committee  in  1929,  at  the 
beginning  of  this  program  outlined  certain  objectives  many  of  which  have 
been  attained.  For  example  in  Sunday  Schools  the  gains  have  been  approxi- 
mately those  suggested  at  that  time.  There  have  been  many  other  gains, 
among  them  the  enrollment  of  approximately  3.000  children  in  our  Daily 
Vacation  Bible  Schools  each  year,  a  record  which  according  to  Dr.  Homer 
L.  Grice.  is  unsurpassed  in  the  South.  But  these  statements  only  partially 
represent  the  great  spiritual  developments  among  our  people.  During  the 
past  year  your  committee  has  held  its  regular  meetings  and  has  tried 
through  its  sub-committees  to  carr^'  out  the  instructions  of  the  Association, 
seeking  to  meet  all  requests  for  aid  made  by  the  churches.  We  have  made 
every  effort  to  cooperate  with  our  denominational  agencies. 

After  considering  the  past  attainments  and  the  future  needs  of  the 
Association,  your  committee  recommends  the  continuation  of  the  present 
plan  or  organization,  the  Executive  Committee  to  continue  to  work  on  the 
present  basis  if  and  when  the  money  is  in  sight,  the  details  of  the  field  work 
to  be  worked  out  by  the  Executive  Committee.

Clay  I.  Hudson  then  brought  a  deep  and  spiritual  message  on 
"Adequate  Financing  the  Kingdom  Program."  The  clerk  was 
instructed  to  send  Dr.  Binkley,  who  was  sick  at  Watts  Hospital, 
a  message  of  regret  at  his  not  being  able  to  be  with  us.  R.  N. 
Corpening,  S.  C,  closed  the  session  with  prayer.

Morning  Session 

20.  The  Association  reconvened  at  9:30  A.M.,  and  after  sing- 
ing "Must  Jesus  Bear  the  Cross  Alone,"  W.  K.  McGee  continuing 
his  talk  on  "The  Missionary  Enterprise,"  used  as  his  thought 
for  the  devotional  "The  Cost,"  closing  with  prayer. 

21.  The  report  on  Christian  Education  was  read  by  A.  D. 
Kinnett.  The  Moderator  recognized  Dr.  L.  E.  M.  Freeman, 
Meredith  College,  who  brought  a  very  informing  message  on 
Christian  Education.  G.  G.  Page,  Campbell  College,  being"  pres- 
ent, was  also  given  10  minutes. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION  REPORT 

Education  has  to  do  with  character  as  well  as  learning.  The  more  educa- 
tion a  bad  man  has  the  more  evil  he  will  do.  The  more  education  a  good 
man  has  the  more  good  he  will  do.  A  Christian  education  therefore,  is  to 
make  a  man  good,  as  well  as  wise.  Knowledge  is  power,  and  power  wrongly 
used  is  dangerous.  The  dark  ages  began  when  learning  ceased.  The  ref- 
ormation began  with  renaissance  of  learning.  Christianity  has  ever  been 
the  forerunner  of  education. 

Schools  were  first  established  by  the  Church,  not  by  the  State.  If  you 
will  study  the  history  of  the  leading  Universities  in  America  you  will  find 
that  they  had  their  origin  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ.  This  is  true  of 
Harvard,  Yale  and  Princeton.  The  Christian  religion  was  at  the  very 
foundation  of  the  American  system  of  education.  Let  us  earnestly  pray 
therefore  that  our  educators  of  this  day  will  hasten  back  to  this  conception 
of  education.  When  this  is  done  our  colleges  and  universities  will  turn  out 
Christian  young  men  and  women,  who  will  rebuild  the  Churches  upon  the 
sound  teachings  of  Jesus,  which  will  in  the  end  set  in  order  the  home  and 
the  nation. 

The  minutes  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  1933  gives  out  this 
interesting  fact :  That  the  larger  the  college  the  less  apt  is  one  to  find 
volunteers  for  missions  among  the  students.  One  of  our  colleges  with  an 
enrollment  of  361  has  34  ministerial  students  and  six  student  volunteers. 
Over  against  this  a  university  of  the  same  denomination  with  an  enrollment 
of  1,066  has  only  40  ministerial  students  and  two  volunteers.  So  it  is  not 
the  large  universities  that  are  turning  out  Christian  leaders  and  workers 
but  it's  the  small  denominational  college.  That  means  that  we  should  highly 
endow  them,  make  their  footing  firm,  so  that  they  can  go  on  their  holy  mis- 
sion unhindered. 

The  Southern  Baptists  have  three  Theological  schools  for  the  training 
of  preachers  and  missionaries,  both  men  and  women.  They  are  The  South- 
ern Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  Louisville,  Kentucky ;  The  Theological 
Seminary,  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  with  training  school  for  women  at  each 
institution;  and  The  Bible  Institute,  New  Orleans,  La.  These  three  institu- 
tions have  over  1,100  students  with  more  than  60  teachers.  They  have  a 
property  valuation  of  $5,288,830.75,  an  endowment  of  two  and  one  half 
millions  of  dollars.  Under  the  State  Conventions,  or  other  agencies,  South- 
ern Baptists  operate  29  senior  colleges  and  universities,  21  junior  colleges 
and  17  academies.  There  are  enrolled  in  all  these  schools  approximately 
twenty  thousand  regular  students.     The  property  value  of  these  72  schools 
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is  in  round  numbers  38  million  dollars.  The  total  endowment  of  them  is 
nearly  twenty-two  million  dollars.  These  schools  are  making  character  as 
well  as  training  minds. 

The  sentiment  of  this  report  and  of  this  body,  I  am  sure,  is  to  recom- 
mend to  the  churches  in  this  AJssociation  that  each  and  all  continue  to  sup- 
port with  prayers  and  gifts  the  Baptist  Schools  of  North  Carolina  and  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  in  order  that  Christian  Education  may  not 
X)erish  among  our  Baptist  people.

W.  M.  U.  REPORT 

It  is  a  regrettable  fact  that  on  account  of  the  illness  of  our  Superin- 
tendent, Mrs.  J.  P.  Jones,  a  leave  of  absence  was  granted  her  until  she 
regained  her  health.  Mrs.  D.  C.  Markham  was  appointed  to  carry  on  her 
work.  During  the  short  administration  of  Mrs.  Jones  much  was  accom- 
plished in  that  the  group  plan  was  fully  organized  and  established.  To  her 
goes  the  credit  of  this  worthwhile  endeavor.  Our  Association  now  is 
divided  into  six  groups  with  a  leader  whose  duty  it  is  to  help  and  serve 
the  W.  M.  U.  organizations  as  best  she  can.  At  present  our  efficient  and 
capable  group  leaders  are :  Mrs.  L.  D.  Hamlin,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Shipp,  Mrs. 
W.  P.  McDade,  Miss  Elsie  Denny,  Mrs.  G.  P.  Cole  and  Mrs.  G.  N. 
Harward. 

Our  women  and  young  people  are  carrying  on  nobly  and  ever  striving 
to  follow  our  Master  more  faithfully.  In  some  instance  we  are  "strength- 
ening the  stakes"  ;  in  others,  "lengthening  the  cords."  It  may  be  said  that 
in  some  points  our  progress  has  been  little,  if  any,  yet  along  other  lines 
we  are  stronger.  Our  gifts  to  Missions  thus  far  has  exceeded  those  of  last 
year  by  a  good  margin.  We  are  indeed  endeavoring  to  be  "Laborers  to- 
gether with  God." 

Our  Association  is  in  accord  with  the  Southwide  W.  M.  U.  plans,  and 
is  sponsoring  the  Prayer  movement  as  outlined  by  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  W.  M.  U.  It  is  our  belief  that  we  will  all  be 
stronger  Christians  for  we  read:  "If  my  people  which  are  called  by  My 
name  shall  humble  themselves  and  pray,  and  seek  My  face  and  turn  from 
their  wicked  ways,  then  will  I  hear  from  Heaven  and  will  forgive  their 
sins  and  heal  their  lands."

F.  Hudson, 
Treasurer  of  the  Mills  Home.  R.  D.  Covington  was  present  and 
brought  a  stirring  appeal  for  the  orphanage  work  in  the  State. 

MILLS  HOME  REPORT 

There  was  a  man  sent  from  Gcni  whose  name  was  John.  This  John  was 
the  Baptist  of  the  Judean  wilderness.  His  passion  was  to  prepare  the  way 
of  the  Lord  in  the  hearts  of  men.  Eighteen  hundred  years  later  there  was 
a  man  sent  from  God  to  North  Carolina  Baptists,  whose  name  was  John  H. 
Mills.  He  too,  came  preparing  the  way  of  the  Lord  in  the  lives  of  little 
children.  Both  of  these  men  made  considerable  contributions  to  the  begin- 
nings of  their  respective  kingdom  work.    Their  works  do  follow  them. 

Fifty  years  ago  John  H.  Mills  met  in  his  wilderness,  ignorance,  indif- 
ference, opposition  and  many  other  impediments  to  his  message.  But  his 
victory  was  in  his  faith :  that  faith  which  overcomes  the  world.  Today,  be- 
cause of  his  voice  crying  in  the  wilderness,  the  voice  of  an  orphan  child 
may  be  heard  farther  than  the  report  of  our  largest  cannon  or  the  sayings 
of  our  wisest  sages.  At  Thomasville  stands  his  monument — The  Mills 
'Home.  This  is  the  largest  denominational  orphanage  in  the  South.  It 
cares  for  approximately  900  children  including  the  Mother's  Aid.  This  is 
230  more  than  any  other  like  institution.  Its  very  success  is  the  token  of  the 
approval  of  God. 

We  are  grateful  to  God  for  the  superb  management,  under  which  we 
have  the  finest  qualities  of  atmosphere,  environment,  inspiration,  and  Chris- 
tian training.  Here  where  life  is  formed  rather  than  reformed  our  Baptist 
hosts  are  making  one  of  their  largest  contributions  to  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

May  every  Sunday  School  in  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  hear  the  voice  of 
the  little  child,  and  hasten  to  answer  with  a  substantial  offering  to  meet  its 
needs.  Then  send  it  to  the  Mills  Home  where  it  is  aptly  administered  to 
the  best  advantage  for  all  concerned.

27.  Chas.  JoUay  led  the  song  service,  singing  ''Wonderful 
Words  of  Life"  and  "Close  to  Thee."  W.  K.  McGee  continuing 
his  message  on  "The  Missionary  Enterprise"  used  as  his  thought, 
"My  Plan,"  closing  with  prayer. 

28.  Historical  report  was  read  by  Historian  J.  F.  McDuffie. 

HISTORY  OF  ANGIER  AVENUE  BAPTIST  CHURCH, 
DURHAM,  N.  C. 

"One  soweth  and  another  reapeth.  I  sent  you  to  reap  wherein  ye  he- 
stowed  no  labor:  other  men  labored,  and  ye  are  entered  into  their  labors," 
said  the  Master  on  one  occasion  to  His  Disciples.  No  great  achievement 
has  ever  been  attained  that  did  not  have  a  good  foundation  on  which  to 
build.  Unity,  fellowship  and  brotherly  love  were  the  foundation  on  which 
Angier  Avenue  Baptist  Church  stood,  when  it  started  to  sail  across  the  bil- 
lowy ocean  of  time  to  land  on  the  shores  of  eternity. 

The  seed  for  the  growing  of  Angier  Avenue  Baptist  Church  of  Dur- 
ham was  planted,  by  God's  spirit,  in  the  mind  of  Brother  Columbus  Durham, 
who  was  then  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Durham,  N.  C.  At  the 
session  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association,  meeting  with  the  Cedar  Fork 
Baptist  Church  of  Durham  County  in  1886,  Brother  Durham  was  appointed 
to  write  the  report  to  the  Association  on  Missions.  In  this  report  one 
phase  of  the  report  was  as  follows :  "Durham  (reporting  from  other  mis- 
sion fields  of  the  Association)  in  the  eastern  and  western  part  of  the  town 
is  now  pressing  upon  us  the  necessity  of  active  and  solid  work.  In  the  next 
year  two  houses  of  worship  must  be  built,  and  a  suitable  man  must  give 
half  his  time  to  this  field." 

With  implicit  confidence  in  Brother  Durham's  farsightedness,  honest 
judgment,  common  sense,  and  his  Christianity,  the  Brethren  always  were 
willing  to  accede  to  his  recommendations  in  all  his  reports ;  and  readily 
subscribed  for  these  churches  $625.00  for  the  building  of  these  houses — 
Brother  Durham's  church  subscribing  $200.00  of  this  amount.  His  motto 
always  was :  "Brethren  let's  do"  not  "You  do."  He  died  a  comparatively 
poor  man  as  to  this  world's  goods ;  but  was  rich  as  to  his  Heavenly  inher- 
itance. Frequently  have  we  seen  him  during  the  session  of  the  Association, 
while  taking  up  a  collection  for  some  special  object  which  lay  heavily  upon 
his  mind  and  heart,  take  out  his  pocketbook  and  tell  the  Brethren  it  was 
empty,  but  if  they  would  give  something  toward  this  offering,  he  would 
contribute  that  amount.  He  loved  his  Brethren,  his  church,  and  his  Lord. 
Eternity  alone  will  reveal  the  fruit  that  has  grown  from  the  good  seed  he 
sowed  in  the  town  of  Durham  and  the  Mount  Zion  Association  during  his 
pastorate  of  twelve  years  in  Durham. 
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The  report  the  next  year  to  the  Association  (1887)  showed  an  organ- 
ized Sunday  School  and  a  regular  weekly  prayer  meeting  with  increased 
interest  prevailing.  A  lot  of  one  acre  had  been  purchased,  a  part  of  which 
the  new  church  house  now  stands,  and  Brother  C.  A.  Woodson  was  sent 
as  a  missionary  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association  to  preach 
for  them.  The  report  of  1889  states  a  house  of  worship  near  completion 
being  built. 

On  December  1,  1889  a  council  consisting  of  the  Pastor  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Durham,  Brother  J.  L.  White ;  Brother  J.  J.  Landsell, 
a  retired  Baptist  Minister;  Brother  C.  A.  Woodson,  the  missionary;  and 
the  following  Deacons  of  the  church :  Brethren  W.  H.  Holloway,  J.  L. 
Markham,  J.  M.  Whitted,  R.  T.  Howerton,  P.  Cook,  J.  M.  Baucom,  and 
J.  V.  Rigsbee  was  organized.  Brother  Landsell  was  elected  chairman  and 
Brother  Woodson  secretary  of  the  meeting.  Prayer  was  offered.  Brother 
White  leading.  The  church  covenant  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Dur- 
ham ;  and  the  Doctrine  as  believed  by  them  was  read,  and  forty-four 
applicants  from  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Durham,  and  other  Baptist 
churches  presented  letters  endorsing  the  covenant  and  doctrines  as  read,  and 
duly  organized  by  electing  the  following  officers  to  ;Serve  the  church : 
Brother  J.  I.  Crutchfield,  a  deacon  from  the  First  Baptist  Church; 
Brethren  W.  J.  Wyatt  and  James  W.  Ausley,  to  be  ordained;  Brother  W. 
O.  Stone  was  elected  church  clerk ;  Brother  W.  J.  Wyatt,  treasurer ;  J.  I. 
Crutchfield,  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School ;  and  W.  T.  Sparrow, 
Assistant  Superintendent.  Brother  Landsell,  the  chairman  for  the  Council, 
extended  the  right  hand  of  welcome  and  fellowship  to  Brother  Wyatt  repre- 
senting the  church.  Thus  the  Angier  Avenue  Baptist  Church  of  Durham 
began  its  career  as  a  Baptist  Church. 

Brother  C.  A.  Woodson  had  been  serving  as  missionary,  appointed  by 
the  executive  committee  of  the  Association  soon  after  the  organization.  The 
church  having  no  pastor,  on  January  1,  1890,  in  conference,  unanimously 
called  J.  F.  MacDuffie  to  serve.  He  served  nearly  two  years  and  resigned 
on  account  of  his  obligations  to  country  churches.  He  could  not  give  the 
church  the  time  it  needed  and  demanded.  Under  his  ministry  eighty-four 
were  added  to  the  fellowship  of  the  church;  and  a  debt  of  about  $250.00 
was  cancelled.  He  resigned  in  1891.  The  amount  collected  for  all  objects 
was  $1,060.80.  Brother  W.  O.  Stone  was  church  clerk.  Brethren  E.  W. 
Thomas,  W.  E.  Young,  M.  H.  Ellen,  E.  W.  Hayes,  W.  R.  Suitt,  L  W. 
Crutchfield,  and  J.  P.  Scoggins  were  ordained  as  Deacons. 

After  J.  F.  MacDuffie's  resignation,  Brother  June  Millard  and  J.  M. 
White  were  nominated,  and  Brother  Millard  was  elected,  but  declined  to 
accept  the  call. 

Brother  C.  W.  Blanchard  was  then  unanimously  called.  He  accepted 
the  call  and  began  his  pastorate  at  the  close  of  the  year  of  1891.  During 
his  ministry  Brother  A.  J.  Taylor  was  ordained.  The  total  number  added 
to  the  church  during  Brother  Blanchard's  administration  was  130.  The 
total  amount  contributed  by  the  church  $1,707.79.  Brother  J.  R.  Suitt  was 
elected  church  clerk.  A.  W.  Thompson  and  J.  W.  Cameron  were  elected 
Deacons.    Brother  Blanchard  resigned  as  pastor  in  1894. 

Brother  O.  C.  Horton  was  called  January  1,  1895.  He  accepted  the 
call,  and  served  very  efficiently  and  satisfactorily  until  1898.  He  was  loved 
and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  served  as  Moderator  of  the  Mount 
Zion  Association  from  1895  to  the  time  of  his  death  in  1899.  During  his 
service  he  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church  129 ;  and  raised  for 
all  objects  $2,065.68.  Brother  W.  O.  Stone  was  again  elected  church  clerk. 
Brethren  W.  O.  Stone,  J.  V.  Thompson,  E.  D.  Ward,  and  W.   L.  Carlton 
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were  elected  Deacons.  The  name  of  the  church,  by  mutual  consent,  was 
changed  from  the  "Third  Baptist  Church  of  Durham"  to  "East  Durham 
Baptist  Church." 

Following  Brother  Norton's  years  of  service,  Brother  J.  C.  Owen  was 
called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  church  in  June  1898,  and  served  only  one  year, 
to  June  1899.  The  church  regretted  his  going  very  much,  for  he  was  loved 
by  all  who  knew  him.  The  number  added  to  the  church  and  amount  col- 
lected for  all  objects  during  his  pastorate  was  reported  under  Brethren 
Horton's  and  W.  F.  Fry's  (who  succeeded  Brother  Owen)  ministry  to  the 
Association. 

Brother  W.  F.  Fry  began  his  pastorate  on  January  1,  1899  and  closed 
on  September  2,  1902.  During  the  years  of  his  pastorate  there  were  added 
to  the  fellowship  of  the  church,  66.  The  amount  collected  for  all  objects 
$3,924.84.  Brother  J.  C.  Owen,  during  this  time  had  gone  to  China  as  a 
missionary  and  married;  and  he,  being  a  member  of  this  church,  had  bap- 
tized his  wife,  and  wanted  her  to  be  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
church  on  his  recommendation.  She  was  received  and  he  was  notified  of 
her  reception  by  certificate. 

During  this  interval  Brethren  A.  L.  Betts  and  Hight  C.  Moore  were 
unanimously  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  church,  but  each  declined  the  call. 

Brother  J.  O.  Alderman  was  then  called  on  the  2nd  of  January,  1902; 
and  served  until  1905  when  he  resigned.  During  the  years  of  Brother 
Alderman's  administration  there  were  added  to  the  membership  of  the 
church,  88.    The  amount  collected  for  all  objects  was  $3,121,74. 

The  church  then  extended  a  unanimous  call  to  Brother  J.  W.  Downey, 
who  served  from  March  1905  to  1909,  when  he  resigned.  During  Brother 
Downey's  pastorate  Brother  W.  H.  Bennett,  C.  L.  Upchurch,  and  W.  J. 
Hackney  were  ordained  as  Deacons.  The  church  agreed  to  pay  half  of 
Brother  J.  C.  Owen's  salary  as  missionary  to  China.  The  number  received 
during  Brother  Downey's  ministry  was  200,  and  the  amount  received  for 
all  expenses,  $8,244.15. 

Brother  M.  P.  Davis  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  church  in  1910, 
serving  five  years  and  resigning  in  1915.  There  was  received  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  the  church  during  his  ministry,  72.  The  amount  received  for 
all  objects,  $11,095.83.  He  resigned  in  1913  and  Brother  Q.  C.  Davis  was 
called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  church. 

Under  Brother  Q.  C.  Davis'  ministry  Brother  Clarence  Ross  was 
licensed  to  preach  the  Gospel;  an  annex  to  the  church  was  built  at  a  cost 
of  $386;  a  telephone  was  installed  in  the  parsonage;  Brother  Clarence  Ross 
was  ordained  to  preach  the  Gospel  October  1916 ;  there  was  added  to  the 
church  under  Brother  Davis'  administration  256  to  the  fellowship  of  the 
church,  and  $14,111.83  was  contributed  for  all  objects.  Brother  Davis  re- 
signed in  November  1918  and  Brother  H.  F.  Brinson  was  called.  He  ac- 
cepted the  call  and  began  serving  the  church  in  November. 

Brother  Brinson,  it  seems  from  the  progress  he  made  in  his  work,  was 
not  afraid  to  undertake  great  things  for  God  and  the  Church.  At  a  service 
in  church  conference  January  28,  1920  he  suggested  a  special  meeting  for 
February  to  consider  making  plans  for  the  erection  of  a  new  church  build- 
ing. He  sent  out  three  or  four  hundred  letters,  principally  to  the  members 
of  the  church.  On  Sunday  morning,  February  1,  a  Finance  Committee 
consisting  of  five  m.embers  were  appointed.  Brother  J.  N.  Cheek,  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee;  a  building  committee  with  the  Pastor  as  chair- 
man, were  elected.  On  February  4th  five  others  were  added  to  the  Finance 
Committee  and  pledges  were  taken  amounting  to  $10,000.00  in  pledges,  cash, 
bonds,  and  stamps.     This  was  a  great  hour  in  the  history  of  the  church. 
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On  Sunday,  July  the  11th,  the  church  in  conference  accepted  the  plan  for 
the  building  as  suggested  iDy  the  committee.  November  5,  1920  the  church 
accepted  the  bid  of  the  contractors  on  building  the  house,  and  began  im- 
mediately to  erect  the  building  to  cost  $60,000.00.  A  motion  was  made  to 
table  the  motion  until  the  church  could  hear  from  the  Finance  Committee. 
The  Finance  Committee  recommended  an  active  campaign  be  put  on  im- 
mediately and  "as  soon  as  $40,000.00  is  raised  in  cash  and  pledges,  we  begin 
the  work  on  the  building."  The  recommendation  was  accepted  by  the 
church. 

At  a  conference  meeting  in  August,  Brother  Z.  B.  Teel  was  granted 
license  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

On  April  10th,  after  a  few  months  delay,  the  corner  stone  was  laid. 
Appropriate  services  were  held,  and  on  Sunday,  September  7,  1924,  the 
first  service  was  held  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building.  Thus  the  work 
began  in  the  new  house  of  worship. 

The  opening  service  was  held  in  the  new  auditorium  November  10th, 
1924,  when  several  pastors  from  the  city  of  Durham  took  part,  A  collection 
was  taken  at  the  close  amounting  to  $2,000.00.  By  request  of  Roberison 
Grove  Church,  on  December  18,  1924,  Brother  Z.  B.  Teel  was  ordained  and 
set  apart  to  the  Gospel  ministry  by  a  presbytery  consisting  principally  of 
the  Baptist  ministers  of  the  city  of  Durham. 

Brother  Brinson  resigned  as  pa^stor  January  1925.  He  received  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  church,  545;  and  the  amount  collected  for  all  objects, 
$57,902.72. 

Brother  W.  G.  Hall,  the  present  pastor  was  called  in  March  1925,  and 
has  served  very  efficiently  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  church  ever  since. 
He  seems  to  be  well  grounded  in  love  with  his  people,  and  they  rally  to  his 
support  and  seem  to  be  co5perative  with  him  in  all  his  suggestions  and  plans 
for  the  ongoing  of  God's  Kingdom.  He  seems  to  bid  fair  to  continue  to 
lead  forward  in  the  work.  He  has  served,  by  far  longer  than  any  previous 
pastor,  and  the  church  seems  equally  as  loyal  now,  if  not  more  so,  than 
they  ever  were.  No  faction  seems  to  be  prevailing,  and  we  hope  he  may 
live  long  and  well,  to  lead  the  church,  and  community  onward  and  upward 
into  a  higher  and  better  life  as  a  servant  for  his  Master.  The  church  has 
been  given  its  present  name  since  he  took  charge.  From  the  "East  Dur- 
ham Baptist  Church"  it  has  seen  fit  to  change  its  old  dress  for  a  new  one 
in  its  new  building,  hence  it  has  assumed  the  new  name  of  "Angier  Avenue 
Baptist  Church,"  to  cope  with  its  new  dress.  The  present  membership  is 
1,414. 

The  growth  of  the  Sunday  School  has  been  marvelous  and  wonderful 
in  its  progress  during  these  years.  The  cause  of  its  success  is  due  largely 
to  its  loyalty  and  cooperation  with  the  church.  It  has  always  allowed  the 
church  to  elect  its  leaders ;  and  has  always  been  cooperative  in  every  good 
word  and  work  that  has  been  suggested  for  the  ongoing  of  God's  Kingdom. 
A  very  large  per  cent  of  the  membership  of  the  church  has  come  from  the 
Sunday  School.  The  present  superintendent.  Brother  W.  E.  Stanley,  has 
been  serving  since  1920.  He  ha,s  also  been  Deacon  since  1912.  The  at- 
tendance has  been  very  encouraging  and  stimulating.  It  numbered,  at  last 
report  to  the  Association,  1,045,  being  second  to  largest  in  the  Association 
numerically.  The  First  Church  has  the  largest,  but  only  eleven  more  en- 
rolled than  this  church.  The  first  enrollment  was  164  in  1890  when  it  was 
first  organized. 

The  W.  M.  U.  work  of  the  church  seems  to  be  alive  and  progressive 
and  cooperative.  Last  year  it  contributed  to  the  church  $524.61  for  the 
various  objects. 
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The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  of  the  church  numbers  11,  and  the  young  people  seem 
to  be  doing  a  good  work. 

As  we  casually  review  the  work  done  by  the  Angier  Avenue  Baptist 
Church  of  Durham  for  Christ's  Kingdom  on  earth,  during  the  past  forty- 
three  years  by  the  grace  of  God,  and  guidance  of  His  Spirit,  we  lift  up  our 
voices  in  praise  and  adoration ;  our  hearts  in  gratitude  and  love  to  Him 
alone  who  has  made  it  possible  for  them  to  let  the  world  know  where  they 
stand  in  relation  to  Christ's  Kingdom  work.  They  have  wrought  well  and 
long ;  and  have  stood  firm  against  sin  and  vice  in  their  community ;  and 
when  the  note  of  righteousness,  justice  and  truth  has  been  sounded  they 
have  been  ready  to  rally  and  respond  heartily  with  their  influence  and  means. 
The  secret  of  their  success  lies  in  their  loyalty  to  truth  as  revealed  in  the 
Christ  of  God,  whose  "life"  was  lived  among  men  to  show  them  the  "light" 
from  Heaven.  May  we  mention  a  few  among  the  many  who  have  laid 
their  lives  bare,  to  lay  the  foundation  broad  and  deep  for  the  advancement 
and  promotion  of  the  work  done  on  which  future  generations  may  build : 
Brother  W.  J.  Wyatt,  a  brother  with  excellent  executive  ability  and  a 
heart  full  of  love  for  the  helpless,  was  trustee  and  Deacon  eight  years ; 
Brother  W.  E.  Young,  a  brother  beloved,  with  a  heart  full  of  zeal  and  love 
for  everybody;  his  first  wife  who  died  in  the  beginning  of  the  work,  to  our 
sad  regret,  who  was  equally  as  active  and  zealous  as  her  husband.  Brother 
Young  was  Deacon  and  Trustee  of  the  Church  for  forty  years,  and  served 
as  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  Clerk  and  Treasurer  several  years.  He 
died  recently,  loved,  respected  and  appreciated  by  all  who  knew  him ;  Brother 
W.  O.  Stone  was  for  many  years  the  faithful  and  efficient  clerk  of  the 
church  and  the  leader  of  the  song  service  of  the  church  for  many  years, 
Sunday  School  Superintendent  several  years,  also  Deacon  and  Trustee  sev- 
eral years.  He  was  always  safe  and  dependable.  These  were  some  of  the 
faithful  ones,  with  several  others  who  were  always  helpful  and  ready.  In 
recent  years  of  the  work  Brother  J.  N.  Cheek  was  very  active,  and  in  great 
demand.  He  was  Trustee  of  the  Church  for  28  years.  Treasurer,  Sunday 
School  Superintendent,  and  Clerk  for  several  years,  and  Deacon  twelve 
j'ears.  He  was  always  ready  and  willing.  Brother  W.  E.  Stanley  was 
elected  Deacon  in  1912,  Superintendent  of  Sunday  School  in  1920,  and  has 
served  in  this  capacity  ever  since.  He  is  faithful,  loved  and  appreciated 
by  the  church  and  community.  Brother  J.  F.  Adams,  now  the  faithful  and 
efficient  clerk  of  the  church,  who  has  served  since  1916,  with  only  two  j^ears 
intervening — 1924  and  1925.  He  is  also  Trustee  of  the  church,  and  has 
served  as  Deacon  since  1918.  All  these  Brethren  and  others,  and  many 
faithful  and  good  women  have  labored  arduously  and  freely,  cooperating 
with  the  pastors  to  make  the  church  what  Christ  intended  for  it  to  be.  They 
have  steered  the  ship  through  storms  of  the  past,  and  made  the  church  by 
God's  help,  just  the  blessing  it  has  been,  and  will  be  to  the  world  in  the 
future. 

But  must  we  stop  here?  The  history  of  Angier  Avenue  Baptist  Church 
has  only  been  vaguely  and  partly  told.  The  story  of  the  Cross,  as  has  been 
told  by  its  faithful  and  consecrated  pastors  ;  the  seed  sown  by  its  God-loving 
and  God-serving  Sunday  School  teachers  and  superintendent  has  set  a  wave 
in  motion  in  the  lives  of  many  which  will  not  cease  until  it  strikes  the 
shores  of  eternity.  With  such  a  pastor,  and  splendidly  arranged,  and  com- 
modious church  building,  and  board  of  consecrated  Deacons,  surely  we  may 
expect  great  things  from  them  in  the  future. 

29.  Social  Service  Report — Temperance,  Hospitals,  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  was  submitted  by  T.  D.  Collins.  J.  T.  Riddick 
at  this  time  brought  a  spirited  appeal  for  temperance. 
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The  Moderator  then  introduced  Smith  Hagaman,  Superin- 
tendent Baptist  Hospital,  who,  in  a  great  way,  gave  his  interpreta- 
tion of  the  Scriptural  care  of  the  sick  and  afflicted. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE  REPORT 

In  recent  years  religious  bodies  seem  to  have  become  keenly  aware  of 
their  responsibility  for  social  and  economic  conditions  in  which  they  labor. 
Especially  within  the  current  year.  Reports  on  Social  Service  which  have 
been  hitherto  a  matter  formality  have  suddenly  taken  the  spotlight,  and 
the  value  of  the  convention  or  conference  judged  by  its  pronouncements, 
with  reference  to  these  vital  matters. 

The  emphasis  has  shifted  from  doctrinal  and  organizational  considera- 
tions to  more  practical  aspects.  The  social  implications  of  the  teachings 
of  Jesus  are  gripping  the  attention  of  all  branches  of  Christianity. 

In  this  day  of  crisis,  the  denomination  or  group  which  selfishly  seeks 
to  perpetuate  its  own  position,  without  regard  to  the  common  good  is 
doomed,  and  justly  so.  The  center  and  core  of  the  teachings  of  Jesus  is — 
he  that  will  save  his  life  will  lose  it.  The  only  justification  for  the  ex- 
istence of  a  religious  body  is  that  it  is  light,  salt,  and  leaven  in  this  world. 

With  this  in  mind  may  I  suggest  that  our  great  Baptist  hosts  should 
march  unitedly  into  every  field  of  human  need,  and  in  unselfish  devotion 
champion  the  cause  of  righteousness.  There  is  dynamite  in  the  teachings 
of  Jesus,  and  he  who  faithfully  uses  it  is  sure  to  suffer  shock.  Our  pioneer- 
ing Lord  did  not  escape,  and  we  need  not  expect  immunity. 

In  the  midst  of  our  present  social,  economic,  and  industrial  paganism  our 
message  should  have  no  uncertain  sound.  A  liberty  which  results  in  the 
license  for  a  few  to  grind  up  the  many  and  distribute  them  as  unearned 
again,  should  have  the  condemnation  of  every  Christian  body.  Any  indi- 
vidual or  party  which  gives  promise  of  righting  this  abuse  should  receive 
the  full  support  of  all  fair-minded  citizens. 

In  sackcloth  and  ashes  the  church  should  repent  for  the  part  which  she 
has  played  in  propaganda  and  pursuit  of  war.  With  might  and  main  we 
should  set  ourselves  to  outlaw  war  and  do  our  best  to  remove  its  causes. 

While  North  Carolina  won  a  signal  victory  in  the  last  election  for 
prohibition,  they  only  carried  the  first  line  trenches.  We  should  learn  from 
our  folly  with  National  Prohibition  that,  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of 
complete  victory.  The  United  Dry  Forces  is  the  official  organization  which 
is  now  carrying  on  the  fight.  We  should  individually  and  collectively  up- 
hold their  hands  in  this  battle. 

The  Baptist  Hospital  is  another  institution  through  which  we  can  serve 
most  acceptably.  This  is  one  of  the  most  Christlike  of  our  ministries. 
Jesus  had  a  great  healing  ministry  and  through  our  hospital  we  can  per- 
petuate this  service.  Every  church  should  make  a  worthy  offering  on 
Mother's  Day  for  our  great  hospital  at  Winston-Salem. 

May  our  sympathies  be  as  broad  as  human  need  and  our  consecration 
Christlike  and  true.

REPORT  OF  STEWARDSHIP 

"For  God  so  loved  .  .  .  that  He  gave."  Thus  we  have  a  perfect  example 
of  stewardship  set  by  Him  who  owed  nothing.  How  much  more  should  we 
so  love  that  we  will  give  of  our  means,  our  time  and  our  talents  for  Him 
to  whom  we  owe  everything !  We  need  to  get  back  to  the  motive  for  stew- 
ardship— love  for  God — for  we  will  have  good  stewards  only  in  proportion 
as  we  have  Christians  who  really  love  the  Lord. 

Many  of  our  women  are  showing  their  love  for  God  by  giving  the  tithe 
which  is  certainly  commendable.  While  we  did  not  obtain  reports  from  all 
our  societies,  18  out  of  the  24  who  did  report  showed  a  total  of  152  tithers 
— more  than  6  per  society.  Taking  that  as  a  basis  we  may  safely  assume 
that  there  are  as  many  as  350  tithers  among  the  societies  of  our  Association. 

This  number  of  tithers  will  be  greatly  increased  in  the  future,  judging 
by  the  interest  of  our  young  people  in  the  Stewardship  Contest.  Fifty-five 
of  these  fine  young  people  entered  the  contest.  The  churches  from  which 
these  came  need  have  no  fear  that  they  will  fail  to  have  good  stewards. 

In  the  four  months  in  which  I  have  been  filling  in  as  your  stewardship 
chairman,  I  have  written  16  cards,  2  letters,  judged  one  contest,  made  one 
visit  and  traveled  35  miles. 

I  should  like  to  make  three  suggestions  in  regard  to  our  stewardship 
work  next  year. 

First,  that  each  society  be  urged  to  see  that  its  treasurer  does  not  over- 
look her  duties  as  chairman  of  the  stewardship  committee.  As  such  she 
should  put  on  a  stewardship  program  at  least  once  a  year,  display  attractive 
posters,  distribute  literature  and  encourage  the  young  people  to  take  part 
in  the  stewardship  contest. 

Second,  that  if  possible  we  have  our  Associational  Stewardship  Chairman 
put  on  the  contest  this  year.  Heretofore  this  work  has  fallen  on  our  Young 
People's  Leader  and  it  seems  only  fair  to  her  to  have  some  help. 

Third,  let  us  urge  our  women  to  cooperate  in  the  Every  Member  Can- 
vass wherever  it  is  put  on.  They  should  not  only  sign  pledge  cards  them- 
selves but  urge  others  to  do  so. 
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Back  of  all  our  giving,  living,  serving,  may  there  ever  be  this  motivating 
thought,  "God  so  loved  .  .  .  that  he  gave."     Why  should  I  not  so  love  that 
I  will  give  my  very  best  for  Himi  who  gave  so  much  for  me?

Constitutdon 


Article  i.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association 
of  North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers,  belong^ing-  to,  and 
members  chosen  annually  by,  the  several  churches  belong:ing  to  this  body,  who, 
by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches,  certify  their  appointment,  and 
shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  seats.  Each  church  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  three 
delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  from  each  Sabbath  School  connected  with 
the  church,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist  Church. 

Objects 

Art.  5.  The  objects  shall  be  to  de\-ise  and  recommend  measures  for  increas- 
ing the  harmony,  the  intelligence  and  the  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and 
for  developing  and  directing  their  energies,  their  resources  and  their  gifts,  in 
ad\-ancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdomi  in  the  earth.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  educational,  mission,  Sabbath 
School,  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches.  It 
may  ad\-ise  the  churches,  and  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption, 
but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  Yet,  in  view  of  the  combined  wisdom,  piety 
and  intelligence  of  the  body,  it  may  justly  claim  for  itself,  for  its  objects,  and  for 
its  recommendations  the  ven,-  highest  consideration  and  regard. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church  that 
shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  religion 
as  taught  in  the  Bible  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true  teachings 
thereof. 

Rights  of  Churches 

Art.  6.  Baptist  churches  on  application  for  admission  to  this  body  shall  be 
received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  necessary  evidence  is  given  that  they  are 
truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  when  requested  by  aggrieved 
members  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send  committees  to 
aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  the  church  is  aggrieved  with  the 
majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  consideration.  Indi- 
vidual applications  will  not  be  entertained. 

Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  S.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  appoint  as  delegates,  as  far  as 
practical,  their  most  capable  members,  to  insist  upon  their  attendance,  and  to  send 
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by  them  a  contribution  to  the  Association  Treasurer  to  pay  for  the  printing^  of 
the  minutes  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  send  annually  a  letter  to  the 
Association  giving:  i.  Location j  z.  Names  of  pastor,  clerk,  and  other  general 
officers  and  their  respective  post  offices j  3.  Sabbaths  of  regular  worship}  4.  Church 
statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by 
letter,  excluded,  erased,  or  died  during  the  past  yearj  the  total  number  in  fellow- 
ship; 5.  Statement  of  the  finances  of  the  church  showing  all  amounts  paid  to  local 
expenses  and  benevolent  objects;  6.  Sunday  school  statistics;  7.  Records  of  other 
church  organizations;  8.  Names  of  delegates  and  alternates;  9.  Any  other  in- 
formation deemed  of  special  importance  or  necessary  for  publication,  as  required 
on  the  blanks  in  immediate  use. 

Organization 

Art.  10.  (i)  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  session  after  the  names  of  the  delegates  are  enrolled,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  next  annual  session.  Election  shall  be  by  acclamation  when  only 
one  candidate  is  nominated,  but  by  ballot  when  more  than  one  candidate  is  nom- 
inated for  any  one  office.     Any  officer  may  be  reelected. 

(2)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Association  a  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  elected 
consisting  of  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Treasurer  and  Pastors  of  all  churches  in 
the  Association  and  one  representative  to  be  elected  by  each  church.  This  Pro- 
motion Committee  shall,  at  the  first  subsequent  meeting  of  the  annual  associational 
meeting,  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  twelve  members  and  the  Presidents  of 
the  W.  M.  U,,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  Sunday  School  organizations  of  the  Association 
members  ex-officio,  who  shall  also  be  members  ex-officio  of  the  Promotion  Com- 
mittee. Twenty-five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Promotion  Com- 
mittee and  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  Promotion  and  Executive  Committees  to  cooperate 
with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Churches  of  the  Association  in  whatever 
efforts  seem  wise  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom,  and  they  shall  take 
any  other  steps  necessary  to  put  into  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by 
the  Association. 

The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  called  into  session  the  last  Tuesday  in 
October  and  the  second  Tuesday  in  January. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  called  into  session  the  second  Tuesday  in 
January,  April,  July  and  October,  unless  there  is  sufficient  reason  for  a  change 
in  date,  and  also  at  the  call  of  the  chairman. 

Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  Executive  Committee  during 
the  year  shall  be  filled  by  this  Committee  from  the  personnel  of  the  Promotion 
Committee. 

Duties  of  Officers 

Art.  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  open  the  meeting  punc- 
tually at  the  time  appointed,  to  enforce  the  rules,  to  preserve  order,  and  to  exer- 
cise all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence. 
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Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association;  to  superintend  the  printing-  and  distribution  of 
the  samej  and  to  keep  on  file  the  printed  minutes  and  other  important  documents 
belonging  to  the  body.  The  distribution  shall  be  based  on  the  comparative  amount 
paid  by  each  church  to  the  minute  fund.  For  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid 
fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  out  of  the  Minute  Fund. 

Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  over  to  the 
proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  direct  to  the  Association  by  the  churches, 
and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  annually  examine  the  Treas- 
urer's books  and  attest  the  report. 

Art.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  collect  and  put  in  some 
durable  form  all  facts  and  interest  about  each  of  the  churches  of  the  Association 
and  report  at  each  session  of  this  body. 

Amendments 

Art.  17.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing, two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring.

1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Wednesday  after  the  second 
Sunday  in  October,  and  continue  for  two  days,  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  session 
shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his  absence,  the  incum- 
bent Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  to 
be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other  that  courtesy 
which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding  officer. 
He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  all 
personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without  special 
permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  or, 
at  his  request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  other  motion  or  proposition  shall 
be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  post- 
pone to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in  the  order 
in  which  they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be 
admitted  to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a  Com- 
mittee on  Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will  report  as 
soon  as  feasible  after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association.  When 
adopted  their  report  shall  become  the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be 
changed  except  by  vote  of  the  Association  as  provided  in  Section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by  rules 
of  some  recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  Mell's  or  Kerfott's.

The  Recorder  carries  so  much  information  that  we 
need  to  know  that  it  is  indispensably  important  and  absolutely  necessary  for  all  of 
us  to  take  and  read  the  Recorder.  Therefore  let's  urge  all  our  people  to  take 
their  church  paper  and  be  as  intelligent  about  the  work  of  the  Kingdom  of  the 
Lord  as  we  are  about  our  business  affairs.

The  Moderator  at  this  time  recognized  M.  A.  Hug- 
gins,  General  Secretary,  and  he  ably  and  earnestly  discussed  the  Mis- 
sionary Program. 

REPORT  ON  STATE,  HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  Mission  Report  to  our  Association  includes  the  three  main  divisions  of 
our  Mission  work,  namely:  State  Missions,  Home  Missions  and  Foreign  Missions. 
Therefore,  only  a  brief  statement  can  here  be  recorded  about  each  phase  of  the 
work. 

1.  State  Missions  has  to  do  with  work  done  in  the  State.  The  purpose  of 
State  Missions  is  to  win  the  lost  to  Christ,  and  then  to  fellowship  in  the  local 
church.  After  the  lost  have  been  won,  the  object  then  is  to  teach  and  train  them. 
Such  is  the  work  of  the  Missionary  Pastor  and  Christian  Worker. 

Our  Secretary,  Mr.  M.  A.  Huggins,  has  wisely  stated  for  us  the  high  im- 
portance of  State  Missions,  in  the  following  sentence:  "For  without  doubt  all  of 
the  objects  which  we  cherish  and  support  are  indebted  to  the  foundations  laid  in 
past  years  by  State  Missions." 

2.  Home  Missions  has  to  do  with  the  Missionary  work  in  the  Homeland  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  and  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  Cuba.  The  Home 
Mission  Board  has  over  200  Missionaries  and  Christian  Workers.  The  excellent 
work  of  these  fine  servants  of  Christ  is  described  for  us  in  the  report  of  Christ  to 
John  the  Baptist  in  the  long  ago,  when  he  said:  "The  blind  see,  the  lame  walk, 
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the  lepers  are  cleansed  and  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  are  raised  up  and  the  poor  have 
the  Gospel  preached  to  them." 

3.  Our  Foreig-n  Mission  enterprise  has  to  do  with  the  Mission  work  we  foster 
beyond  our  own  border,  extending-  for  the  most  part  to  lands  beyond  the  seas. 
This  phase  of  our  work  is  most  encouraging.  We  are  paying  our  debts  with 
haste  and  constantly  increasing  the  number  of  our  Missionaries. 

Our  people  are  catching  the  Missionary  vision.  Our  heads  are  up  again, 
and  forward  and  onward  is  the  Spirit  of  Baptists  everywhere  today.

First  Day 

WEDNESDAY,  OCTOBER  16,  1935 

Afternoon  Session 

13.  The  Association  reconvened  at  1:30  and  Charles  Jollay  led 
the  Association  in  singing  "How  Firm  a  Foundation."  O.  T.  Binkley 
read  the  23rd.  Psalm  with  comments  and  closed  the  devotional  with 
prayer. 

14.  M.  A.  Huggins  then  introduced  Chas.  H.  Dickey,  General 
Missionary  for  the  State  Board,  and  he  brought  the  Association  a  mes- 
sage on  "Stewardship." 
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15.  The  Moderator,  at  this  time,  recognized  Smith  Hagaman, 
Superintendent  Baptist  Hospital,  and  he  was  given  20  minutes  to  speak 
on  the  Hospital. 

16.  Vice-Moderator,  R.  G.  Kendrick,  presiding,  the  Association 
stood  and  sang  "Must  Jesus  Bear  the  Cross  Alone." 

17.  Missionary  Sermon.  L.  Bunn  Olive,  Pastor  Mars  Hill,  but 
soon  to  return  as  a  missionary  to  China,  preached  the  sermon.  Text, 
Hebrews  2:3,  "How  shall  we  escape,  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation." 

18.  Walter  M.  Williams  made  motion  that  Mount  Zion  Asso- 
ciation, Bunn  Olive's  home  Association,  raise  $1,600.00,  the  amount 
necessary  to  pay  the  expenses  of  Bunn  Olive  and  his  family  to  China, 
and  he  was  appointed  a  committee  to  see  that  the  churches  of  the  Asso- 
ciation raised  that  amount. 

19.  The  Moderator  then  asked  Dr.  C.  R.  Pittard,  pastor  of  Olive 
Chapel,  Bunn  Olive's  home  church,  to  lead  as  the  Association  prayed 
for  Bunn  and  his  future  work. 

NEW  CHURCHES  APPLY  FOR  ADMISSION 

20.  L.  C.  Lee,  pastor  Lee  Memorial  Baptist  Church,  Durham, 
N.  C,  and  Luther  R.  Nail,  pastor  Pine  Top  Baptist  Church,  Burling- 
ton, N.  C,  presented  applications  of  their  churches  for  membership  into 
the  Mount  Zion  Association.  The  Moderator  appointed  committees  to 
investigate  the  Articles  of  Faith  adopted  by  these  churches  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Association.  The  following  were  named  to 
compose  the  committees:  W.  G.  Hall,  J.  T.  Riddick,  Ira  D.  S.  Knight 
for  Lee  Memorial,  and  A.  D.  Kinnett,  A.  C.  Hamby  and  R.  P.  Elling- 
ton for  Pine  Top. 

21.  Ira  D.  S.  Knight  presented  Rev.  J.  F.  Witten  who  had  re- 
cently joined  the  First  Church,  Durham. 

22.  After  announcements,  A.  C.  Hamby  led  the  closing  prayer, 
and  the  first  day's  session  adjourned  to  meet  Thursday  morning  at  9:30. 

Second  Day 

THURSDAY,  OCTOBER  17,  1935 

Morning  Session 

23.  The  morning  session  of  the  second  day  opened  at  9:30.  After 
singing  "I  Need  Thee  Every  Hour,"  C.  M.  Walker  leading,  O.  T. 
Binkley  conducted  the  devotional  service,  reading  from  Isaiah  6  chapter. 
"Send  Me"  was  his  theme.    He  closed  with  prayer. 

24.  Our  Historian,  Bro.  J.  F.  McDuffie,  was  reported  as  having 
been  sick  for  some  time,  but  he  furnished  a  report  on  Mount  Ada.    The 
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Clerk  was  requested  to  send  Bro.  McDuffie  a  letter  of  love  and  sym- 
pathy in  his  enforced  absence,  hoping  and  praying  for  his  immediate 
recovery. 

HISTORY  OF  MOUNT  ADA  BAPTIST  CHURCH  OF  THE  MT. 
ZION  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION 

The  needs  and  prospects  of  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church  were  felt  and 
realized  first  in  1888,  when  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Mount  Zion  Association  for  help  to  build  and  establish  a  church  of  the 
Baptist  faith  in  the  northern  part  of  Alamance  County.  After  due  consideration 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Association,  Brother  A.  T.  Hord  of  Burling-- 
ton  Church  was  appointed  a  missionary  to  go  and  investigate  the  field  and  ascer- 
tain the  advisability  of  taking  up  the  work  at  this  point  and  report  to  the  Com- 
mittee. In  1889  he  reported  a  church  organized,  with  a  petitionary  letter  to  be 
admitted  as  a  church  into  the  followship  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association.  This 
petition  was  referred  to  a  committee  consisting  of  Brethren  G.  B.  Taylor,  C.  A. 
Woodson  and  A.  T.  Hord.  These  brethren  reported  favorably,  and  Brother  Hord 
was  continued  as  missionary  of  the  Committee  and  the  church  elected  him  as 
Pastor. 

The  church  was  organized  and  constituted  a  Baptist  Church  by  the  application 
by  letter  of  the  following  brethren  and  sisters:  W.  H.  Whitted,  Alice  Whitted, 
Laura  Whitted  Malone,  from  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Durham  j  Emily  Whitted 
from  Milton  Baptist  Church}  Cornelia  Vincent  of  Keer's  Chapel  Baptist  Church; 
A.  J.  Compton,  Mattie  Compton  of  Mars  Hill  Baptist  Church  of  the  Mount  Zion 
Association.  The  Presbytery  representing  the  Baptist  faith  that  acted  were  the 
following  brethren:  A.  T.  Hord,  J.  H,  Vernon,  and  G.  F.  Blackman.  The 
declaration  and  articles  of  faith  were  read  by  the  Clerk,  and  adopted  by  the 
church.  By  motion  the  Presbytery  recognized  these  seven  members  as  a  church 
of  the  Baptist  faith  and  extended  to  them  the  right  hand  of  fellowship.  The 
church  then  elected  Brother  W.  H.  Whitted  as  clerk  of  the  church,  and  deacon, 
and  the  Presbytery  ordained  him  as  Deacon,  and  Brother  A.  J.  Compton  was 
elected  Deacon  who  had  already  been  ordained  Deacon  of  Mars  Hill  Church. 
Brother  W.  H.  Whitted  was  also  elected  Treasurer,  and  he  and  Brother  Compton 
were  elected  Trustees  of  the  Church.  Brother  Hord,  the  Pastor,  suggested  "Mt. 
Ada"  as  a  suitable  name  for  the  church,  and  it  was  accepted  by  the  church. 

On  October  12,  1890,  Brother  Hord  resigned  as  Pastor,  and  J.  F.  McDuffie 
was  elected  Pastor  on  March  2,  1891.  During  his  administration  a  building 
committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  A.  J.  Compton,  G.  F.  Blackman,  and  W.  H. 
Whitted.  Miss  Mattie  Compton,  Mrs.  Laura  Malone,  and  Miss  Viola  G.  Vincent 
were  appointed  a  soliciting  committee  to  raise  funds  for  the  building  of  a  suitable 
house  of  worship.  The  heroic  and  self-sacrificing  effort  of  these  few  Baptists 
for  the  building  of  a  house  of  worship  for  themselves,  and  for  future  generations 
to  come,  will  never  be  revealed  this  side  of  eternity.  This  effort,  on  their  part, 
showed  how  much  they  loved  their  Lord  and  Master,  Jesus  Christ;  how  much 
they  reverenced  their  Heavenly  Father's  cause  and  the  worth  of  the  souls  growing 
up  in  their  community.  One  man  in  the  community,  who  made  no  pretention  to 
religion,  will  bear  special  mentioning  here.  After  the  house  had  been  enclosed 
and  the  floor  laid,  he  said  to  the  Pastor:  "You  have  not  asked  me  for  a  contri- 
bution for  this  house."  The  Pastor  told  him  his  family  had  contributed  very 
liberally  and  this  was  the  reason  he  had  not  been  solicited.     His  reply  was,  "That's 
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not  me.  I  want  to  ceil  the  house."  The  Pastor  thought,  as  most  of  his  family 
were  members  of  the  church  they  had  fully  done  their  part,  but  he  insisted  on 
ceiling  the  house.  So  he  ceiled  it  at  his  own  expense.  Such  liberality  and  sacri- 
fice shows  something  of  the  spirit  that  prevailed  in  the  community,  in  a  measure 
at  least,  towards  the  needs  and  desire  of  the  community  to  have  a  house  of 
worship. 

J.  F.  McDuffie  remained  as  Pastor  of  the  church  until  October  1892.  The 
house  was  built  and  paid  for,  and  dedicated  in  July  1892.  Brother  C.  Durham, 
then  corresponding  secretary  of  the  State  Mission  Board  of  North  Carolina, 
preached  the  dedicatory  sermon  from  a  text  found  in  the  first  chapter  of  the 
Gospel  of  John — ^^The  Word  Was  Made  Flesh  and  Dwelt  Among  Us"  It  was 
a  great  message.  After  J.  F.  McDuffie  resigned.  Brother  A.  J.  Taylor  was  called 
and  accepted  the  work. 

During  Brother  Taylor's  administration  a  Sunday  School  was  organized. 
Brother  Whitted  was  elected  superintendent.  The  church  is  located  on  the  border 
of  the  Old  School  Baptist  faith,  which  does  not  believe  in  Sunday  Schools,  and  not 
very  far  from  a  Presbyterian  Church,  and  a  Methodist  Church;  consequently  the 
Sunday  School  has  made  but  little  progress.  The  first  report  to  the  Association 
shows  4  teachers  and  25  scholars.  The  last  report  shows  60  scholars  and  10 
teachers.  The  church  has  a  Junior  and  a  Senior  B.  Y.  P.  U.  numbering  36,  and 
a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  numbering  17. 

Brother  Taylor  resigned  in  August  1894,  and  Brother  J.  C.  Hocutt  was  called, 
and  served  as  Pastor  only  one  year  and  resigned.  Brother  J.  M.  Hilliard  was 
then  called.  He  served  as  Pastor  from  November  1894  to  1898.  Brother  Hilliard 
was  loved  by  the  church.  On  March  1896  Brother  J.  H.  Vernon  was  received 
into  the  fellowship  of  the  church  by  letter. 

On  December  i,  1898,  Brother  W.  H.  Edwards  accepted  the  church  as  Pastor, 
and  served  until  January.  He  and  Brother  C.  E.  Maddry  served  until  September 
II,  1904.  Brother  Maddry  then  resigned  to  attend  Louisville  Seminary.  Brother 
McLeod,  then  Pastor  at  Mebane,  was  called.  During  Brother  McLeod's  admin- 
istration the  membership  of  the  church  was  doubled. 

During  1905  the  church  was  without  a  Pastor.  Brother  McLeod  remained 
Pastor  during  1906  and  1907.  Then  he  resigned  and  Brother  J.  A.  Hackney 
was  called.  He  served  five  years  and  resigned  in  19 14.  Brother  H.  G.  Dorsett 
was  then  called  and  accepted.  He  served  as  Pastor  about  one  year  and  resigned 
to  attend  Louisville  Seminary.    During  191 5  the  church  was  without  a  Pastor. 

On  December  1915,  Brother  J.  M.  Arnette  was  called  as  Pastor.  He  accepted 
only  as  supply.  In  October  1916,  Brother  M.  C.  Horner,  then  Pastor  at  Mebane, 
accepted  the  work  as  Pastor.  Mrs.  K.  C.  Horner,  his  wife,  organized  a  Mission- 
ary Society  in  May  191 7.  Brother  Horner  resigned  the  work  in  19 19.  Brother 
J.  C.  Canipe,  then  Pastor  at  Mebane,  was  called,  and  accepted  in  19 19,  and  in 
August  he  resigned  to  attend  the  Seminary  at  Louisville,  Ky.  In  1920  there  was 
no  report  to  the  Association  from  the  church. 

In  192 1  Brother  Wright,  a  student  at  Wake  Forest  College,  was  called  as 
Pastor,  and  resigned  in  1923.  Brother  J.  P.  Cantrell,  then  Pastor  at  Hillsboro, 
was  called  and  accepted  the  church  as  Pastor  in  1924,  and  resigned  in  1926  to 
accept  work  in  the  centennial  movement.  Brother  J.  C.  McGregor  then  accepted 
a  call  from  the  church  to  act  as  Pastor.  Brother  McGregor  organized  a  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  in  15U7.  He  served  until  1934  and  resigned.  Brother  McGregor  served 
longer  than^any  previous  pastor,  and   the   church  seems  to  have  made   greater 
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progress,  numerically  and  financially,  than  during  any  pastorate  previous.  Brother 
A.  C.  Cheek  then  accepted  a  call,  and  is  now  serving  the  church  as  Pastor. 

Fresh  from  the  halls  of  learning-  and  training  at  Wake  Forest  College,  and 
with  an  active  mind  and  healthy  body,  young  and  vigorous,  and  just  entering  his 
first  ministerial  experience, — surely  we  may  expect  good  results  by  the  union  of 
Pastor  and  Church.  We  hope  he  may  be  able  to  obviate  a  serious  difficulty,  which 
in  a  measure  at  least  has  impeded  the  growth  of  the  church  by  short  pastorates, 
and  opposing  environments.     May  God's  spirit  guide  him  in  the  undertaking. 

During  these  forty-six  years  of  service  the  church  has  wrought  well  consider- 
ing its  environments  and  difficulties.  They  have  had  much  to  overcome — weakness 
in  membership,  only  seven  to  begin  with,  and  none  of  them  overcharged  with 
wealth,  and  but  few  in  sympathy  with  the  Missionary  Baptist  Faith  and  practice. 
They  have  waded  through  it  all,  and  by  stern  cooperation,  and  determined  will, 
and  a  constant  leaning  on  the  everlasting  arm  of  Him,  who  "owns  the  cattle  of  a 
thousand  hills,"  they  have  come  out  victoriously,  and  have  gradually  made 
progress,  and  have  a  right  to  be  proud  of  the  record  they  have  made.  God  has 
signally  blessed  them,  and  has  had  reason  to  grant  them  prosperity.  They  are 
still  hoping  for  greater  things  from  God,  and  to  undertake  greater  things  for  God. 

One  man  can  accomplish  great  things  for  God,  if  he  will  take  God  in  partner- 
ship with  him.  All  of  these  members  have  stuck  close  together  and  worked  to- 
gether. But  no  band  of  workers  can  make  the  greatest  success  and  progress  with- 
out a  wise,  judicious,  consecrated  leader.  These  few  members,  to  begin  with,  had 
such  a  leader  in  Brother  Will  H.  Whitted.  He  entered  into  the  work  with  a  will 
and  determination  to  make  a  success  of  it,  by  the  help  of  his  Heavenly  Father  and 
liis  co-workers.  He  saw  in  a  vision  the  possibilities,  and  threw  his  whole  soul,  mind 
and  strength  into  it,  and  the  church  stands  today  a  monument  to  his  and  their 
arduous  toil  and  godly  consecration. 

As  a  result  of  their  labors  of  Love  and  Consecration  to  the  cause,  as  reported 
to  the  Mount  Zion  Association  as  shown  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Association,  they 
have  received  into  the  fellowship  136  members.  Some  of  these  have  died  since 
the  organization.  They  contributed  the  first  year  for  all  objects  $30.10.  They 
have  contributed  during  these  46  years  for  all  objects,  including  the  Centennial 
Fund,  incidental  expenses,  Mission  Fund,  etc.,  $16,407.97,  an  average  of  about 
$360,00  annually.  Of  this  amount  the  W.  M.  U.  has  paid  $1 00.00  j  the  Sunday 
School  has  paid   $55.70 j   for  the  Centennial  Fund  over  fifteen  hundred  dollars. 

The  future  outlook  of  the  church  is  very  hopeful  provided  some  good  brother 
will  rise  up  and  shoulder  the  cross,  and  carry  it  as  Brother  Whitted  has  carried 
it  through  these  years  of  its  trials,  struggles  and  sacrifice.  Without  a  very 
miraculous  change  he  will  soon  have  to  lay  down  his  cross  and  take  up  his 
crown,  unless  some  unforeseen  providence  occurs,  which  we  so  much  hope  will  be 
true.  God  knows  best,  and  we  can  only  pray  that  His  Will  may  be  done.  In 
behalf  of  his  family  and  his  church  we  would  ask  the  Association  when  they  get 
the  ear  of  the  King,  to  ask  Him  to  restore  him  to  his  usual  health  again.  He  was 
much  in  sympathy  and  love  with  all  the  work  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association, 
and  rendered  good  service  so  far  as  he  was  able.

Moderator  recognized  Mrs.  Knight  and  she  introduced  Dr.  O.  T. 
Binkley,  pastor  Chapel  Hill  Baptist  Church,  who  spoke  in  a  great  way 
on  W.  M.  U.  work. 

REPORT  OF  THE  W.  M.  U.  OF  THE  MT.  ZION  ASSOCIATION 

It  is  with  g-enuine  pleasure  that  I  bring  to  you  the  report  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  of  the  Mt,  Zion  Association. 

Our  watchword  for  the  year,  "In  the  name  of  our  God,  we  will  set  up  our 
banners,"  has  been  a  constant  challeng-e  to  us  to  examine  more  carefully  the  ban- 
ners the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  has  flung-  out,  realizing-  that  more  than  ever 
the  task  we  endeavor  to  perform  must  be  "in  the  name  of  our  God." 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  W.  M.  U.  of  Mt.  Zion  Association  was  held  at 
Bethel  Church,  June  the  eighteenth,  1935,  with  a  registration  of  more  than  350. 
At  the  meeting  we  were  privileged  to  have  with  us  as  speakers  Mrs.  W.  N.  Jones, 
our  State  President,  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Hipps  of  the  University  of  Shanghai,  China. 

It  is  with  grateful  hearts  that  I  report  to  you  more  organizations  than  ever 
before.  A  total  of  132  organizations,  42  W.  M.  S.  and  90  young  people's  so- 
cieties. This  year  we  have  before  us  the  goal  of  50  Sunbeam  Bands  in  com- 
memoration of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  organization  of  Sunbeam  Bands. 

The  53  churches  in  our  Association  have  been  divided  into  groups  that  easier 
and  more  constant  contacts  may  be  made.  The  leaders  of  these  groups  are  Mrs. 
J.  M.  Cheek,  Mrs.  George  Harward,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Sharpe,  Mrs.  G.  P.  Cole  and 
Mrs.  Jodie  Shipp.  Under  their  able  leadership  splendid  work  has  been  done. 
Each  of  these  has  had  an  all-day  meeting  of  the  churches  in  her  group  with  the 
result  of  added  information  and  interest.  While  the  Burlington  group  has  not 
yet  nominated  their  group  leader,  before  the  year  closes  we  expect  to  have  this 
leader  and  a  meeting  of  her  group. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
W.  M.  U.  of  North  Carolina  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Durham,  in  the 
fiftieth  year  of  its  organization,  and  in  the  ninetieth  year  of  the  organization  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church. 

Mission  Study,  through  the  untiring  and  efficient  effort  of  Mrs,  J.  T.  Craig, 
has  made  steady  and  sure  progress.  Schools  of  Missions  have  been  held  in 
various  churches  and  even  more  churches  are  using  the  growing  mission  study 
library. 

Personal  Service,  Stewardship  and  the  Margaret  Fund  are  receiving  their 
rightful  places  in  our  prayers  and  programs  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  J.  G. 
Tingen,  Mrs.  Clarence  Poe,  and  Mrs.  G.  E.  Isaacs. 

We  gratefully  report  that  we  have  met  our  apportionment  for  the  year.  This 
past  quarter  our  gifts  were  approximately  $700.00  more  than  in  the  same  quarter 
in  1934.  Remembering  that  "giving  is  living  and  living  is  giving,"  we  press 
forward  to  set  up  this  banner  in  the  name  of  our  God. 

The  young  people  of  Mt.  Zion  Association  are  to  be  especially  congratulated 
in  having  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  D.  C.  Markham.  Her  tact,  wisdom  and  energy 
have  contributed  in  no  small  way  to  the  life  and  activity  of  our  young  people's 
organizations. 

While  we  rejoice  in  what  has  been  done,  there  are  1 1  missionary  Baptist 
churches  in  Mt.  Zion  Association  without  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society.     We 
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beg  of  you  here  today  to  follow  the  injunction  of  Paul  and  "help  these  women" 
that  they  may  find  themselves  linked  in  prayer  and  courage  with  the  hosts  of 
women  throughout  our  State,  Southland  and  World  in  following  the  command  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  to  "Go  into  all  the  world." 

So,  "Conquering  now  and  still  to  conquer,  Rideth  the  King  in  His  might, 
leading  the  hosts  of  all  the  faithful,  Into  the  midst  of  the  fight."  Following  this 
conquering  King  we  go  forth  and  "in  the  name  of  our  God,  we  will  set  up  our 
banners."

Brother  Greer  brought  the  Association  greetings 
from  the  Mills  Home  family  and  thanks  for  their  liberal  support;  and 
continuing  made  a  stirring  appeal  for  the  orphanage  work,  centered 
around  "The  Life  is  the  most  important  thing  in  the  World." 

30.  The  hour  for  Association  Work  having  arrived,  H.  B.  Ander- 
son, head  of  Training  Activities  in  the  Association,  in  the  chair,  recog- 
nized Field  Worker  M.  L.  Jones,  who  called  on  Ira  D.  S.  Knight  to 
lead  in  prayer,  then  read  his  report,  and  spoke  on  same.  He  was  fol- 
lowed by  G.  G.  Grubb  and  A.  K.  Cheek. 

FIELD  WORKER'S  REPORT  TO  MT.  ZION  ASSOCIATION  1935 

I  take  it  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  discuss  here  the  great  enlistment  and  teaching 
place  of  the  Church  School  and  I  shall,  therefore,  confine  myself  to  some  state- 
ments as  to  the  attainments  and  needs  in  our  Association. 

I  am  glad  to  say  that  our  Sunday  Schools  have  shown  healthy  growth  during 
these  depression  years  when  many  sections  have  suffered  greatly.  In  a  neighboring 
association  recently  their  report  showed  enormous  loss  during  the  same  period, 
their  Sunday  School  enrollment  being  little  more  than  half  the  church  member- 
bership.  Our  present  enrollment  in  the  Mt.  Zion  is  approximately  15,000  and 
our  church  membership  17,000  plus. 

Another  indication  of  progress  is  seen  in  the  proper  housing  of  these  schools. 
Only  eight  one-room  churches  are  left  out  of  53.  Thirteen  churches  have  added 
Sunday  School  rooms  sufficient  for  reasonable  efficiency  within  the  past  five  years, 
and  two  of  these  have  done  so  in  recent  weeks,  i.e..  Mars  Hill  and  Antioch. 

There  is  growing  interest  in  our  training  work  especially  in  the  smaller 
churches.  For  example  one  of  our  smaller  churches  had  three  of  the  new  books 
taught  this  summer.  In  still  another  two-thirds  of  the  church  membership  was 
enrolled  in  a  class  in  Bible. 

Our  monthly  Sunday  School  meetings  which  have  been  more  largely  attended 
this  year  than  in  any  previous  years  have  continued  to  make  large  contributions 
to  fellowship  and  instruction  among  Sunday  School  people.  The  closing  meeting 
of  the  year,  last  Sunday,  had  a  large  audience  from  15  churches  present.  It  is 
the  plan  to  enrich  these  programs  continually. 
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More  of  our  churches  this  year  have  been  Interested  in  enlargement  campaigns 
with  accurate  surveys.  This  is  difficult  work,  canvassing  from  house  to  house, 
tabulating  the  materials,  etc.,  but  it  accurately  portrays  the  needs  and  always 
proves  inspiring.     Some  examples  will  suggest  the  results  to  be  expected. 

Religious  surveys  at  Swepsonville  and  Moore's  Chapel  revealed  approximately 
1, 000  possibilities  for  the  Field.  A  complete  survey  of  a  large  area  between 
Bragtown  and  Wake  Forest  road,  an  area  of  several  square  miles,  was  made  in 
recent  months.  This  revealed  an  average  for  the  three  Baptist  churches  in  their 
lespective  fields  of  over  400  Baptist  people  per  church.  The  enrollment  of  these 
churches  mentioned  varied  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  the  possible  membership 
for  the  Sunday  Schools.  Properly  followed  up,  these  surveys  are  a  great  challenge 
to  our  people  and  they  always  result  in  growth.  The  Sunday  School  Association 
has  set  its  aim  at  a  20%  increase  again  for  next  year,  and  will  make  larger  use 
of  this  method  where  desired.  In  the  Bragtown  area  where  there  is  another 
group  of  from  400  to  500  Baptist  people  and  no  church,  we  recommend  the  co- 
operation of  all  churches  to  reach  the  people  until  such  time  as  it  may  seem  wise 
to  start  a  Sunday  School  there. 

Vacation  Bible  Schools 

We  have  had  14  churches  participating  in  this  work  this  year  with  an  ap- 
proximate enrollment  of  1,175,  a  record  of  which  we  are  justly  proud,  for  this 
is  perhaps  a  third  of  those  held  in  the  state  despite  epidemic  conditions  this  sum- 
mer. These  schools  were  held  in  the  smaller  churches  where  public  schools  closed 
early,  and  indicate  what  might  have  been  our  record  had  larger  churches  held 
their  schools.  Forty  churches  had  made  plans  for  their  schools  before  the 
epidemic  closed  this  work  down. 

Baptist  Training  Union 

Despite  the  unusual  conditions  prevailing  this  summer  our  B.  T.  U.  work  is 
in  healthy  condition,  many  of  our  churches  having  fully  reorganized.  Our 
Associational  training  school  recently  enrolled  over  350  in  two  sections  in  Dur- 
ham and  Burlington. 

Our  young  people's  work  has  made  notable  gains  under  Brother  Gary  Cole's 
leadership,  but  our  young  people  realize  that  our  membership  could  be  doubled 
and  their  recent  annual  convention  set  large  goals  for  next  year,  some  of  which 
are  indicated  below.  Mr.  Waldron  Lewter  of  Temple  Church  is  the  new 
president. 

Aims  for  New  Year 

1.  Quarterly  meeting  of  B.  T.  U.  Association  which  have  had  large  crowds 
will  be  continued  on  an  even  larger  scale. 

2.  A  20%  increase  in  Unions. 

3.  Thirty  enlargement  campaigns  and  encouragement  for  study  courses 
where  needed,  with  special  emphasis  on  stewardship  of  time,  talents  and  money. 

4.  To  encourage  our  young  people  to  work  for  a  10%  increase  this  year  in 
the  gifts  of  our  churches,  with  larger  support  for  our  mission  enterprises,  all  of 
which  plans  are  to  be  worked  out  in  cooperation  with  their  pastors  in  the  local 
churches. 

5.  The  organization  of  an  adult  group  in  all  of  our  churches. 
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General  Information 

Your  field  worker  has  traveled  27,260  miles  this  year  and  approximately 
19,000  miles  of  this  was  on  associational  business.  He  did  several  weeks  work 
outside  the  Association  but  remuneration  for  this  was  turned  over  to  the  treasurer 
of  this  Association  to  help  carry  on  the  local  work. 

Training  courses  taught  by  or  supervised  by  Field  Worker  33. 

(The  enrollment  in  14  churches  was  checked  and  showed  40  average  in 
classes  with  a  church  membership  average  of  176.) 

Until  provision  is  made  for  a  full  time  Student  Secretary  for  our  Baptists  on 
the  Duke  campus  your  Association  has  requested  that  the  Field  Worker  do  any 
possible  work  there.  Numerous  contacts  have  been  maintained  with  the  students, 
letters  sent  to  Baptist  students,  conferences  held  under  Mr.  W.  H.  Preston  of 
Nashville,  and  similar  efforts.  We  are  glad  to  report  a  live  Baptist  Student 
Union  on  the  campus  just  beginning  its  work.  There  are  several  hundred  Baptist 
students  in  Duke  and  Carolina  and  this  Association  has  a  great  opportunity  to 
help  them. 

In  addition  to  working  with  the  above  organizations  your  Field  Worker  has 
encouraged  general  enlistment  not  only  in  numbers  but  in  service.  Special  em- 
phasis has  been  given  to  visitation  in  several  key  places  where  the  work  is  weak, 
or  where  special  effort  was  needed  to  develop  the  church  membership  for  larger 
effort.  These  will  be  discussed  later.  However,  let  me  suggest  that  where  pos- 
sible the  question  of  increased  salaries  for  pastors  of  small  churches  has  been 
emphasized.  In  a  large  group  of  part-time  churches  in  the  Association  the  average 
salary  per  church  was  $270,  and  the  minister  lived  on  an  average  of  about  20 
miles  from  his  appointments.  Here  is  a  point  at  which  we  must  work  in  a  larger 
way  if  efficiency  in  the  small  church  is  ever  to  be  attained.

RECOMMENDATIONS  FROM  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

We  believe  that  the  following  recommendations  will  make  for  closer  coop- 
eration in  the  work  of  our  Association: 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  field  work  be  recognized  as  primarily  for  develop- 
ing the  weaker  churches  and  that  no  work  be  undertaken  for  the  city  churches 
except  as  requested  by  the  pastors. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  field  work  be  continued  on  its  present  basis,  and 
to  whatever  extent  beyond  that  funds  will  permit. 

3.  We  suggest  that  we  continue  to  work  out  a  calendar  for  the  year's  work 
as  in  the  past. 

4.  We  suggest  that  the  Association  designate  trustees  for  a  lot  which  certain 
individuals  in  Bragtown  are  willing  to  donate  to  the  Association  when  needed  for 
a  Baptist  Church. 

5.  Feeling  that  the  historian  of  the  Association  should  have  some  compen- 
sation for  the  work  required,  we  recommend  that  the  clerk  of  the  Association  in 
preparing  the  letters  for  1936,  have  a  printed  space  for  "Historian  Contributions" 
so  that  any  church  may  donate  any  amount  it  wishes  for  this  important  object. 
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And  we  further  recommend  that  Mrs.  Louise  Pickard,  niece  of  our  historian,  be 
elected  as  assistant  historian  for  next  year.

Sixty  societies  of  the  W.  M.  U.  held  services  for  shut-ins,  Negroes,  prisoners, 
and  at  many  other  institutions. 

Seventy-one  societies  held  cottage  prayer  meetings. 

Each  of  the  six  groups  contributed  hospital  supplies  for  Dr.  Jeanette  Beale's 
hospital  in  China,  for  Miss  Eva  M.  Sanders'  dispensary  at  Lagos,  Nigeria,  Africa, 
and  for  a  mission  at  New  Orleans,  La.  To  Dr.  Beale  from  Mrs.  L.  D.  Hamlin's 
group,  20  quilts,  94  aprons,  and  several  pounds  of  bandage.  From  the  other 
groups,  38  quilts,  86  aprons,  16  sheets,  13  pairs  of  pillow  cases,  4  pillow  tops 
and  a  large  quantity  of  old  material  for  bandages.

STEWARDSHIP 

"The  earth  is  the  Lord's  and  the  fullness  thereof;  the  world  and  they  that 
dwell  therein."     God  is  the  sovereign  owner  of  all  things.     Therefore,  man  is  but 
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a  steward  and  must  give  an  account  of  all  that  is  entrusted  to  him.  It  is  not 
easy  to  be  a  steward  for  God.  God  asks  not  only  stewardship  of  money,  but  of 
time,  of  talents  and  of  everything  we  have.  Real  stewardship  is  promoted  only 
through  a  real  love  for  God.

In  anticipation  of  my  work  during  the 
remainder  of  the  year  I  wish  to  set  forth  the  following  aims: 

.  First — That  each  society  organize  a  tither's  band  so  that  we  may  have  a 
systematic  record  and,  too,  I  believe  it  will  definitely  increase  the  number  of 
tithers. 

Second — That  more  societies  have  representatives  to  take  part  in  the  steward- 
ship contest.  Nothing  is  more  influential  in  bringing  stewardship  in  a  vital 
manner  to  the  young  people. 

Third — That  we  secure  gifts  to  missions  from  every  resident  woman  member 
of  the  church. 

Fourth — That  we  constantly  offer  intercessory  prayer  for  more  tithers.  Only 
through  earnest  prayer  may  we  be  strengthened  and  made  powerful. 

Fifth — That  we  have  at  least  two  (2)  stewardship  programs  in  each  society 
every  year  with  an  active  stewardship  chairman. 

In  I  Cor.  4:2  we  read,  "It  is  required  in  stewards  that  a  man  be  found  faith- 
ful." We  have  been  entrusted  with  "Life,"  "Personality,"  "Time,"  Influence," 
Opportunity,"  and  "Substance."     Are  we  being  faithful  stewards? 

Is  our  best  too  much?  O  friends!  How  much  our  Lord  poured  out  His 
soul  for  us,  and  in  the  prime  of  His  mysterious  manhood  gave  up  His  precious 
life  upon  the  cross.

$26.90  for  Helen  Dozier.

Until  the  knowledge  of  the  workings  of  the  Margaret  Fund  reaches  to  the 
individual  woman  through  the  local  societies,  the  Margaret  Fund  will  not  be  able 
to  become  the  great  work  that  its  possibilities  provide.  The  knowledge  of  this 
fund  and  its  great  ministry  always  creates  interest  and  secures  gifts.  A  Margaret 
Fund  chairman  in  every  society,  fulfilling  her  works  would  soon  mean  an  en- 
larged Margaret  Fund.  Much  depends  on  her  vision,  her  enthusiasm,  and  her 
love  for  the  Master. 

This  is  the  Twentieth  Anniversary  of  this  fund  and  each  state  was  asked  for 
at  least  20  Margaret  Memorials  and  to  our  shame  North  Carolina  had  at  our 
state  W.  M.  U.  Convention  only  four.  Two  Margaret  Memorials  were  sent  in 
yesterday  from  Grace  Church,  Margaret  Duncan  and  Margaret  Evans. 

The  Margaret  Fund  was  born  of  prayer  and  love.  Because  Mrs.  Frank 
Chambers  prayed  and  loved,  this  great  missionary  mother  has  certainly  led  us  into 
a  great  work.  One  of  the  best  works  of  this  fund  is  to  awaken  the  sympathy, 
love,  and  prayers  of  our  southern  Baptist  women  for  the  protection,  love,  and 
care  of  lonely  missionary  children.  Happy  would  be  our  W.  M.  U.  if  this  fund 
could  be  enlarged  so  that  all  children  of  our  missionaries  could  be  benefited  by 
its  ministry. 

This  fund  brings  joy  to  our  missionaries'  heart,  besides  the  thought  of  the 
financial  aid  the  parents  know  when  they  send  their  children  across  the  sea  that 
the  loving  arms  of  the  W.  M.  U.  will  be  around  them  while  they  are  away  from 
home.  It  also  brings  joy  to  the  students.  It  surrounds  them  with  loving  friends. 
Birthdays,  holidays,  and  blue  days  are  made  joyful  by  the  boxes  and  gifts  they 
receive.

Pray  for  their  protection  during 
vacation  period.  Vacation  times  are  often  dangerous  times  and  may  the  hours  of 
longing  for  their  parents  be  somewhat  soothed  because  of  the  interest  and  love  of 
the  W.  M.  U. 

4.  Please  write  your  Association  Chairman  and  report  all  work. 

5.  That  in  order  to  enlarge  our  band  may  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  secure  at 
least  20  new  Margarets  to  be  enrolled  in  the  "Margaret  Memorial  Book."  This 
takes  $2.00  for  each  memorial.  The  money  is  sent  to  Miss  Elsie  K.  Hunter, 
Recorder  Building,  Raleigh,  and  the  report  is  sent  to  me. 

6.  Please  read  the  Margaret  Fund  page  in  the  Royal  Service  each  month. 

7.  If  any  of  our  societies  would  like  to  remember  Moses  McCall  on  his  birth- 
day, it  is  October  26,  and  his  address  is  Wake  Forest,  N.  C.

For  the 
first  six  months  Mrs.  J.  P.  Jones,  who  on  account  of  illness  was  forced  to  resign, 
then  Mrs.  W.  C.  Markham  was  appointed  as  superintendent  until  the  annual  meet- 
ing in  August  1934  at  which  time  the  present  superintendent,  Mrs.  Ira  D.  S. 
Knight,  was  elected. 

The  words  of  the  watchword  for  the  year  1934  have  sustained  and  strength- 
ened those  who  have  undertaken  the  place  of  leadership.

Second — That  through  the  efforts  of  the  Mt.  Zion  W.  M.  U.  there  shall  be 
added  400  new  subscriptions  to  our  state  denominational  paper,  the  Biblical 
Recorder. 

Third — That  1936  being  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  organization  of  Sun- 
beam Bands  that  Mt.  Zion  Association  commemorate  this  by  having  in  that  year 
50  Sunbeam  Bands.  This  cannot  be  done  if  we  wait  until  1936  but  must  be 
done  in  1935.

Constitution 


Article  i.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association 
of  North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers,  belonging  to,  and 
members  chosen  annually  by,  the  several  churches  belonging  to  this  body,  who, 
by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches,  certify  their  appointment,  and 
shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  seats.  Each  church  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  three 
delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  from  each  Sabbath  School  connected  with 
the  church,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist  Church. 

Objects 

Art.  3.  The  objects  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increas- 
ing the  harmony,  the  intelligence  and  the  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and 
for  developing  and  directing  their  energies,  their  resources  and  their  gifts,  in 
advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  in  the  earth.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  educational,  mission,  Sabbath 
School,  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches.  It 
may  advise  the  churches,  and  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adoption, 
but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  Yet,  in  view  of  the  combined  wisdom,  piety 
and  intelligence  of  the  body,  it  may  justly  claim  for  itself,  for  its  objects,  and  for 
its  recommendations   the   very   highest   consideration   and   regard. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church  that 
shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  religion 
as  taught  in  the  Bible  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true  teachings 
thereof. 

Rights  of  Churches 

Art.  6.  Baptist  churches  on  application  for  admission  to  this  body  shall  be 
received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  necessary  evidence  is  given  that  they  are 
truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  when  requested  by  aggrieved 
members  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send  committees  to 
aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  the  church  is  aggrieved  with  the 
majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  consideration.  Indi- 
vidual applications  will  not  be  entertained. 
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Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  appoint  as  delegates,  as  far  as 
practical,  their  most  capable  members,  to  insist  upon  their  attendance,  and  to 
send  by  them  a  contribution  to  the  Association  Treasurer  to  pay  for  the  printing 
of  the  minutes  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  send  annually  a  letter  to  the 
Association  giving:  i.  Location  5  2.  Names  of  pastor,  clerk,  and  other  general 
officers  and  their  respective  post  offices  j  3.  Sabbaths  of  regular  worship  j  4.  Church 
statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by 
letter,  excluded,  erased,  or  died  during  the  past  year;  the  total  number  in  fellow- 
ship 5  5.  Statement  of  the  finances  of  the  church  showing  all  amounts  paid  to  local 
expenses  and  benevolent  objects j  6.  Sunday  school  statistics;  7.  Records  of  other 
church  organizations;  8.  Names  of  delegates  and  alternates;  9.  Any  other  in- 
formation deemed  of  special  importance  or  necessary  for  publication,  as  required 
on  the  blanks  in  immediate  use. 

Organization 

Art.  10.  (i)  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  session  after  the  names  of  the  delegates  are  enrolled,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  next  annual  session.  Election  shall  be  by  acclamation  when  only 
one  candidate  is  nominated,  but  by  ballot  when  more  than  one  candidate  is  nom- 
inated for  any  one  office.     Any  officer  may  be  reelected. 

(2)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Association  a  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  elected 
consisting  of  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Treasurer  and  Pastors  of  all  churches  in 
the  Association  and  one  representative  to  be  elected  by  each  church.  This  Pro- 
motion Committee  shall,  at  the  first  subsequent  meeting  of  the  annual  associational 
meeting,  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  twelve  members  and  the  Presidents  of 
the  W.  M.  U.,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  Sunday  School  organizations  of  the  Association 
members  ex-officio,  who  shall  also  be  members  ex-ofiicio  of  the  Promotion  Com- 
mittee. Twenty-five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Promotion  Com- 
mittee and  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  Promotion  and  Executive  Committees  to  cooperate 
Avith  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Churches  of  the  Association  in  whatever 
efforts  seem  wise  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom,  and  they  shall  take 
any  other  steps  necessary  to  put  into  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted  by 
the   Association. 

The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  called  into  session  the  last  Tuesday  in 
October  and  the  second  Tuesday  in  January. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  called  into  session  the  second  Tuesday  in 
January,  April,  July  and  October,  unless  there  is  sufficient  reason  for  a  change 
in  date,  and  also  at  the  call  of  the  chairman. 

Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  Executive  Committee  during 
the  year  shall  be  filled  by  this  Committee  from  the  personnel  of  the  Promotion 
Committee. 
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Duties  of  OfiScers 

Art.  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  open  the  meeting-  punc- 
tually at  the  time  appointed,  to  enforce  the  rules,  to  preserve  order,  and  to  exer- 
cise all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association;  to  superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of 
the  same;  and  to  keep  on  file  the  printed  minutes  and  other  important  documents 
belonging  to  the  body.  The  distribution  shall  be  based  on  the  comparative  amount 
paid  by  each  church  to  the  minute  fund.  For  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid 
fifty  ($50.00)   dollars  out  of  the  Minute  Fund. 

Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  over  to  the 
proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  direct  to  the  Association  by  the  churches, 
and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  annually  examine  the  Treas- 
urer's books  and  attest  the  report. 

Art.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  collect  and  put  in  some 
durable  form  all  facts  and  interest  about  each  of  the  churches  of  the  Association 
and  report  at  each  session  of  this  body. 

Amendments 
Art.  17.     Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  meet-

Rules  of  Order 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Wednesday  after  the  second 
Sunday  in  October,  and  continue  for  two  days,  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  session 
shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his  absence,  the  incum- 
bent Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  to 
be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other  that  courtesy 
which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding  officer. 
He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  all 
personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without  special 
permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  or, 
at  his  request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  other  motion  or  proposition  shall 
be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  post- 
pone to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in  the  order 
in  which  they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be 
admitted  to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a  Com- 
mittee on  Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will  report  as 
soon  as  feasible  after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association.  When 
adopted,  their  report  shall  become  the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be 
changed  except  by  vote  of  the  Association  as  provided  in  Section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by  rules 
of  some  recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  MelPs  or  Kerfott's.

BIBLICAL  RECORDER  REPORT 

The  Biblical  Recorder  has  for  many  years  served  as  the  official  organ  of  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Convention,  althoug-h  it  is  conducted  as  a  private  con- 
cern. Throug-hout  the  years  its  columns  have  been  open  for  the  expression  of 
Baptist  sentiment  from  all  parts  of  the  state.  The  most  effective  Baptists  are 
informed  Baptists.  It  is  impossible  for  individuals  or  local  churches  to  do  their 
best  work  in  isolation.  As  the  official  org-an  of  the  Convention,  the  Biblical 
Recorder  carries  much  news  and  information  found  in  no  other  newspaper. 
Through  it  the  plans  of  our  denominational  boards,  both  state  and  southwide, 
are  given  in  concrete  form  to  our  widely  spread  Baptist  constituency.  Reports 
of  the  various  activities  of  our  three  senior  colleges  and  four  junior  colleges 
find  their  way  into  its  pag-es.  On  the  whole,  the  Recorder  has  been  a  great 
unifying  force  among  Baptists  in  North  Carolina. 
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At  present  the  Biblical  Recorder  Publishing  Company  is  engaged  in  a  drive 
for  subscribers.  An  especially  attractive  subscription  plan  is  being  offered,  which, 
if  embraced  by  the  local  churches,  is  capable  of  placing  the  paper  in  the  hands 
of  more  readers  than  ever  before. 

We  recommend  both  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  the  new  plan  of  subscription  to 
the  churches  and  the  readers  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association.

II.  Report  on  Missions,  State,  Home  and  Foreign  was  presented 
by  Ira  D.  S.  Knight.  The  Moderator  at  this  time  recognized  M.  A. 
Huggins,  General  Secretary,  and  he  ably  and  earnestly  discussed  the 
Missionary  program.  He  was  followed  by  B.  E.  Morris,  President, 
State  Mission  Board. 

REPORT  ON  STATE,  HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

It  is  right  for  this  report  to  include  the  work  of  all  three  of  our  great 
Mission  Boards:  State,  Home  and  Foreign.  The  objectives  and  purposes  of  all 
mission  work  are  the  same.  The  Great  Commission  was  given  alike  to  State, 
Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  The  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  reach  out 
through  our  State,  through  the  Southland  and  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
world  through  these  Boards. 

We  first  consider  the  State  Mission  work.  Mr.  M.  A.  Huggins,  our  tireless, 
consecrated  and  efficient  Secretary,  supervises  this  enlarging  enterprise.  Mission- 
ary pastors  are  assisted.  Christian  work  and  leadership  training  among  the  stu- 
dents in  our  schools  and  colleges  is  fostered,  a  Sunday  School  department  and  a 
Baptist  Training  Union  department  are  maintained,  church  building  is  fostered, 
the  sick  at  Oteen  are  ministered  unto,  work  is  done  among  the  Negroes  in  our 
State,  and  among  the  Indians.  Two  general  missionaries  are  constantly  traveling 
about  the  State  rendering  service  to  our  churches  as  the  needs  arise.  A  percent- 
age of  our  offerings  to  State  Missions  is  given  to  Christian  Education  within  our 
State. 

Another  most  important  work  of  the  State  Mission  Board  is  to  sponsor  the 
raising  of  funds  for  the  Cooperative  Program  of  Southern  Baptists.  In  a  very 
large  and  real  way  the  progress  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  is  dependent 
upon  the  State  Mission  Board  seeing  that  necessary  funds  are  raised  in  our 
churches. 

We  next  consider  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence, 
of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  is  the  General  Secretary.  The  Home  Mission  Board  is 
working  in  our  Southern  cities,  among  the  Indians,  foreigners,  and  Negroes,  and 
in  Cuba  and  Panama,  but  the  work  it  is  doing  is  a  small  part  of  what  is 
necessary  to  be  done  to  possess  these  lands  for  Jesus  Christ. 

We  have  only  one  missionary  to  the  500,000  Jews;  11  missionaries  to  the 
650,000    French-speaking    Americans;    7    missionaries    to    the    300,000    Spanish- 
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speaking  Americans;  8  missionaries  to  the  600,000  Italians;  2  missionaries  to  the 
7,000  Chinese;  6  missionaries  to  the  2,900,000  Europeans;  44  missionaries  to 
the  more  than  800,000  Mexicans;  71  missionaries  to  the  2,500,000  Cubans;  8 
missionaries  to  the  150,000  people  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  Panama;  18  mis- 
sionaries to  the  10,000,000  Negroes;  and  24  missionaries  to  the  200,000  Indians. 
Taking  the  entire  unchurched  group  of  46,000,000  people  in  the  Home  Mission 
fields  we  have  on  the  average  only  one  missionary  for  every  170,000  people.  Sta- 
tistics are  sometimes  cold  and  lifeless,  but  these  figures  have  within  them  the 
warmth  of  Christian  zeal  and  evangelistic  fervor.  The  Home  Mission  Board  is 
right  now  beginning  a  Department  of  Evangelism,  with  a  Superintendent  of 
Evangelism  who  will  lift  up  Jesus  Christ  with  apostolic  zeal  throughout  our 
Southland,   Cuba  and   Panama. 

Finally  we  consider  our  Foreign  Mission  Board.  Dr.  C.  E.  Maddry  is 
Secretary  of  our  Foreign  Mission  Board,  located  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  This 
extensive  Christian  enterprise  is  carrying  forward  the  gospel  in  1 7  missions  which 
girdle  the  globe.  There  are  now,  in  these  missions,  1,665  churches  and  2,374 
out-stations,  making  a  total  of  4,039  centers  from  which  the  gospel  of  the 
redemptive  power  of  Jesus  Christ  is  heralded.  During  last  year,  1935,  there 
were  13,982  persons  baptized  on  the  foreign  fields  into  the  fellowship  of  our 
mission  churches.  In  connection  with  these  mission  stations  there  are  206  schools 
and  colleges,  in  which  13,712  students  were  enrolled.  There  were  also  23 
hospital  buildings  where  137,243  patients  were  treated.  This  vast  work  of 
preaching,  teaching  and  healing  was  done  by  418  missionaries  and  2,177  native 
workers. 

We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  some  important  Foreign  Mission  dates.  September 
25  was  the  Centennial  anniversary  of  the  death  of  Luther  Rice,  the  flaming  torch 
of  Foreign  Missions  who  set  the  mold  for  Baptist  missionary  organization  in  our 
nation.  October  13  to  18  the  centennial  celebration  of  Baptist  missionary  work 
in  China  will  be  held  in  Canton,  South  China.  May  God  grant  that  it  shall 
likewise  be  the  beginning  of  a  new  and  nobler  century  of  missionary  work  for  the 
glory  of  Jesus  Christ.  October  21-22  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  will  hold  Its 
annual  meeting,  in  Richmond,  to  hear  the  report  of  Dr.  Maddry  upon  his 
return  from  South  America  and  to  consider  the  appointment  of  1 1  young  mis- 
sionaries who  will  come  before  the  Board  for  examination. 

All  of  these  facts  and  figures  concerning  the  work  of  the  State,  Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  Boards  give  only  a  meager  conception  of  the  extensive  and 
imperative  work  Baptists  are  accomplishing  in  the  homeland  and  throughout 
the  world.  Yet  they  almost  stagger  us  with  their  magnitude.  But  these  reports 
are  not  as  large  as  they  should  be.  Every  Mission  Board  and  mission  worker 
in  our  denomination  is  hindered  and  circumscribed  because  of  meager  funds. 
Our  inclusive  and  Co-operative  Program  has  a  God  Inspired  plan  for  world- 
wide redemption.  There  are  hundreds  of  our  consecrated  and  well  trained  youth 
waiting  and  willing  to  give  their  talents  to  the  call  of  God.  That  which  is 
needed  is  that  Southern  Baptists  shall  have  the  same  spirit  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ  had   who   gave   his  all   for  the   redemption   of   all   mankind,   even

willingly  laying  down  his  life  upon  a  cruel  cross.  It  is  God  who  gives  the 
power  to  get  wealth.  All  wealth  belongs  to  Godj  we  are  but  the  stewards 
of  His  wealth.  God  calls  today  for  faithful  stewards  who  will  realize  that 
He  has  not  abrogated  the  ancient  word  of  holy  writ:  "The  tithe  is  the  Lord's." 
Our  Co-operative  Program  calls  for  a  gift  from  every  member  of  every  church 
upon  the  first  day  of  every  week,  for  all  of  His  work  in  all  the  world.  It  is  the 
biggest  business  in  the  world,  is  this  inclusive  missionary  enterprise.  God  grant 
that  we  shall  be  found  faithful.

After 
prayer  by  Ira  D.  S.  Knight,  Rev.  A.  D.  Kinnett,  pastor  of  First  Baptist 
Church  Burlington,  reading  18  Chapter  Jeremiah  and  using,  "Potters 
Wheel"  as  his  theme,  preached  the  Annual  Sermon.  B.  E.  Morris  closed 
with  prayer  and  the  Association  adjourned  to  dinner,  served  by  the 
ladies  of  the  host  church.

15.  The  Association  reconvened  at  1 130  and  Charles  Jollay  led  the 
Association  in  singing  "Footsteps  of  Jesus"  and  "Wonderful  Words 
of  Life".  W.  O.  Kersey,  pastor  of  Hocutt  Memorial,  read  from 
Matthew  26  Chapter  with  comments  and  closed  the  devotional  with 
prayer. 

16.  The  hour  on  the  program  for  Association  Work  having 
arrived,  A.  D.  Kinnett,  head  of  Training  Activities  in  the  Association 
in  charge,  recognized  Field  Worker  M.  L.  Jones.  Brother  Jones  read 
his  report,  and  on  motion  to  adopt,  he  discussed  his  report  and  his 
work  at  length  and  closed  with  the  following  statement: 

(STATEMENT  OF  M.  L.  JONES)

It  is  a  matter  of  deep  concern  that  I  cannot  continue  as  field  worker  under 
the  present  arrangement  which  provides  inadequate  financial  support  for  a  great 
associational  program,  and  I  will  not  be  willing  to  carry  on  the  work  unless 
an  adequate  program  is  worked  out  to  which  pastors  and  churches  will  give 
larger  co-operation  and  adequate  financial  support.  Let  me  assure  this  com- 
mittee of  my  deep  appreciation  of  their  co-operation.

FIELD  WORKER'S  REPORT 

I  take  it  that  all  here  are  committed  to  the  Baptist  program  as  concerns  the 
Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training  Union  and  Vacation  Bible  School.  It  is  the 
simple  purpose  of  this  report  then  to  give  something  of  the  present  condition  and 
progress  of  these  departments  of  our  work,  and  the  Field  Work  program  as 
related  to  them. 

Vacation  Bible  Schools 

Schools  reporting  to  date   (includes  one  union  school) 29 

Enrollment  approximately    2)83 1 

During  past  years  the  State  Sunday  School  Department  and  Sunday  School 
Board  have  rendered  assistance  which  could  not  be  given  this  association  this 
year  because  of  their  desire  to  expand  the  work  more  thoroughly  in  other  Asso- 
ciations. The  above  record  then  is  the  more  remarkable  because  we  have  carried 
it  on  ourselves. 

Note  some  interesting  facts  as  follows: 
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Two  of  these  schools  were  in  mission  points  where  there  are  no  Baptist 
Sunday  Schools  and  one  of  these  enrolled    72   children. 

Volunteer  teachers  were  found  who  gave  their  time  for  one  and  two  weeks 
away  from  home  to  help  in  the  smaller  churches.  Virtually  all  the  teachers 
were  unpaid  volunteers  in  the  local  churches. 

Of  the  29  schools,  22  were  assisted  by  the  Association  by  contributions  of 
workers  and  supplies. 

The  averag-e  cost  per  church  was  about  $18.00.  In  the  smaller  churches  the 
field  worker  secured  the  donation  of  from  50  per  cent  to  80  per  cent  of  the 
necessary  cost  in  supplies,  books,  etc.  These  schools  are  held  in  the  summer  when 
this  amount  of  money  could  not  readily  be  secured  in  small  churches.  By  pro- 
viding- this  service  the  Association  has  made  it  possible  for  the  work  to  be 
enlarged  until  we  are  perhaps  teaching  more  girls  and  boys  in  V.  B.  S.  than 
any  association  in  the  South.  Nineteen  out  of  the  29  are  rural  and  village 
churches. 

Sunday  School  Work 

It  should  be  stated  in  the  beginning  that  our  Association  is  predominantly 
rural  in  that  a  majority  of  our  churches  are  situated  in  rural  or  suburban  sec- 
tions. When  we  compare  our  work  with  neighboring  associations  where  a  similar 
situation  prevails  and  where  there  is  no  active  associational  organization  there 
is  cause  for  gratification.  Two  of  these  show  a  Sunday  School  enrollment  equal  to 
57  per  cent  and  73  per  cent  of  their  church  membership  respectively,  while  the 
Mt.  Zion  Association  shows  an  enrollment  of  85  per  cent.  Our  record  is  bad 
enough  but  progress  is  being  made.     Let  us  note  some  developments: 

Despite  the  fact  that  during  the  past  few  years  thirty-five  of  our  churches 
have  completely  reorganized  their  schools,  this  year  eleven  more  made  funda- 
mental changes.  In  five  years  thirteen  have  built  Sunday  School  rooms,  eight  of 
which  have  been  aided  by  the  Associational  work.  All  requests  for  training 
schools  have  been  met  and  enlargement  campaigns  have  been  put  on  in  a  number 
of  the  churches. 

Throughout  the  year  the  Sunday  School  Association  through  its  monthly 
meetings  and  the  work  of  its  ofiicers,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  W.  P. 
Phillips,  Jr.,  has  rendered  great  service  in  inspiring  workers  to  larger  effort 
in  training  and  enlistment  through  our  Sunday  Schools.  Vast  need  and  thousands 
of  unenlisted  possibilities  challenge  both  pastors  and  people  to  great  Sunday 
School  work. 

Baptist  Training  Union 

The  Baptist  Training  Union  as  it  existed  in  the  past,  with  four  of  five 
Senior  and  Adult  leaders  leading  small  numbers  of  boys  and  girls,  is  passing 
away.  The  need  for  training  all  our  membership,  including  adults  in  large 
numbers,  is  forcing  itself  upon  us.  Our  recent  association  wide  B.  T.  U. 
enlargement  week  revealed  gratifying  insight  into  the  larger  training  spirit 
for  our  churches  and  adult  unions  were  formed  in  several  churches.  More  than 
a  thousand  people  enrolled  in  a  week  of  training  despite  handicaps  of  weather, 
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etc.  On  every  hand  there  was  testimony  to  the  success  of  Adult  work.  In 
thirty-five  of  our  churches  there  is  a  spirit  for  real  B.  T.  U.  work  and  the  gen- 
eral organization  has  been  installed  with  all  departments  of  the  work  in  prac- 
tically all  of  these.  Among  our  rural  churches  deserving  special  mention  for 
their  progress  this  year  are:  Antioch,  Mt.  Carmel,  Cross  Roads,  and  Mars  Hill, 
where  in  typically  rural  situations  graded  Training  Unions  are  functioning. 

Among  the  leaders  of  our  B.  T.  U.  Association  some  outstanding  young  lay 
leaders  should  receive  commendation  and  especially  the  following:  Waldron 
Lewter,  President;  Vice-Presidents  W.  J.  Broadwell  and  Gary  C.  Cole;  District 
leaders,  C.  D.  Gattis,  President  Burlington  City  Union,  and  Floyd  Rhodes, 
President  Durham  City  Union;  Regional  President  J.  P.  Morgan  and  many  others 
too  numerous  to  mention.  The  training  of  these  lay  leaders  for  both  local  and 
denominational  leadership  is  one  of  the  great  services  of  the  Associational 
B,  T.  U.  work. 

In  our  Associational  Work  the  "Campaign"  stage  has  passed  and  we  are 
ready  now  to  enter  into  the  larger  program.  An  organization  has  been  partially 
trained  for  great  co-operation  between  the  churches.  Great  common  needs 
should  be  apparent  to  us  all.  "To  whom  much  has  been  given,  of  him  shall 
much  be  expected".     The  call  is  to  go  forward  in  Christ's  name. 

We  may  be  inclined  to  boast  about  some  good  things  we  have  done.  We  are 
glad  that  our  association  is  giving  $1.79  per  capita  to  Missions  whereas  the 
state  per  capita  is  about  $1.12;  but  we  must  remember  that  many  churches  and 
thousands  of  our  members  are  giving  neither  time  nor  money  to  our  world-wide 
mission  task.  We  are  glad  that  our  association  leads  in  Sunday  School  work 
and  that  it  is  at  the  very  forefront  in  Vacation  schools  but  we  bow  our  heads 
in  shame  when  we  remember  that  our  Sunday  School  enrollment  was  2,691  less 
last  year  than  our  church  membership,  indicating  that  thousands  of  our  mem- 
bers are  not  even  enrolled  in  the  Home  and  Extension  Department,  and  again 
when  we  note  that  26  of  our  great  churches  have  no  Vacation  Schools.  More 
than  a  dozen  churches  make  no  consistent  effort  to  have  Baptist  Training  Unions, 
and  in  many  others  the  young  people  are  left  in  their  inexperience  to  struggle 
along  without  adequate  church  support. 

Here  is  a  task  which  each  Baptist  and  each  church  must  share.  Each  church 
independent?  Yes,  but  sharing  a  collective  responsibility  as  stated  in  the  great 
commission.

21.  The  morning  session  of  the  second  dav  opened  at  9:30, 
Vice-Moderator  K.  U.  Brvan,  presiding.  After  singing  "  I  Gave 
My  Life  for  Thee"  and  "Throw  Out  the  Life  Line",  Charles  Jollay 
leading,  H.  B.  Anderson  conducted  the  devotional  service,  reading 
from  Luke  16  Chapter  and  commented  on  same.  He  closed  with 
praver. 

CHRISTIAN   EDUCATION 

22.  O.  T.  Binklev  submitted  the  report  on  Christian  Education 
and  Brother  Binklev  brought  the  feature  message  of  the  dav  on  Chris- 
tian Education. 

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

One  of  the  most  widespread  and  sinister  forces  in  contemporars"  life  is  secu- 
larism. Our  fathers  thought  that  religion  was  indispensable,  and  they  had 
reverence  for  God.  Most  of  the  members  of  this  generation  think  that  religion 
is  inconsequential,  and  they  replace  reverence  for  the  eternal  with  cynicism.  Men 
are  so  preoccupied  with  their  possessions,  pleasures,  and  pursuits  that  they  disre- 
gard spiritual  influences,  processes,  and  values.  This  secularism  is  expressed  in 
our  public  educational  system.  The  curriculum  of  public  education  in  this  country 
has  been  enlarged  and  enriched  until  it  includes  almost  everything  except  religion. 

In  a  secular  and  an  educationally-minded  generation  the  responsibility  for 
Christian  education  rests  heavily  upon  the  Church.  The  Church  must  undertake 
an  educational  program  which  will  guide  growing  minds  into  the  grace  as  well 
as  into  the  knowledge  of  our  Lord.  The  Church  should  maintain  schools  for  the 
teaching  of  religion  which  are  as  competent  in  their  own  field  as  we  expect  the 
public  schools  to  be  in  the  fields  which  belong  to  them.  In  addition  Christian 
schools  must  be  governed  by  Christian  motives,  employ  Christian  teachers  and 
officials,  teach  the  Christian  religion,  and  express  the  Christian  religion  in  wor- 
ship, in  atmosphere,  in  business  contact*,  and  in  social  relationships. 
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The  Baptist  Schools  of  this  state  have  been  sources  of  spiritual  light  in  a  very 
dark  world.  They  need  and  deserve  the  friendship,  counsel,  and  financial  support 
of  all  of   us  who   share   the   mind   of   Christ.

REPORT  OF  THE  W.  M.  U.  OF  THE  MOUNT  ZION  ASSOCIATION 

As  Superintendent,  I  count  it  a  privilege  to  bring-  to  you  the  report  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association. 

Our  Watchword  for  the  year  "Jesus  said  'As  the  Father  hath  sent  me  even 
so  send  I  you'  "  has  deepened  the  missionary  responsibility  as  we  have  inter- 
preted it  to  mean  each  one  of  us. 

Again  I  report  a  larger  number  of  organizations  than  ever  before,  the  total 
number  being  i6o,  43  of  these  being  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  and  107 
Young  People's  Organizations. 

The  55  churchesi  in  our  Association  have  been  divided  into  six  groups  that 
contact  may  be  made  more  easily  and  constant  interest  in  the  work  maintained. 
The  leaders  of  these  groups  are,  Mrs.  J.  M.  Cheek,  Mrs.  Geo.  Harward,  Mrs.  C. 
W.  Sharpe,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Andrews,  Mrs.  G.  P.  Cole,  Mrs.  Jodie  Shipp.  In  no  small 
measure  through  the  splendid  efforts  of  these  are  we  able  to  report  progress 
in  every  group. 

Mission  Study  through  the  continual  and  efficient  work  of  the  leader  Mrs.  J. 
T.  Craig  has  been  a  stimulant  to  the  missionary  growth  of  our  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union. 

Personal  Service  with  Mrs.  J.  G.  Tingen  as  chairman,  the  Margaret  Fund 
with  Mrs.  G.  E.  Isaacs  as  chairman  and  Stewardship  with  Mrs.  Clarence  Poe 
as  chairman  have  taken  their  rightful  places  in  our  giving  our  prayers  and  our 
programs. 

We  are  grateful  indeed  to  report  that  the  W.  M.  U.  of  Mount  Zion 
Association  has  attained  the  Associational  Standard  of  Excellence  and  in  many 
instances  going  beyond  the   goal. 

We  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  D.  C.  Markham 
with  our  young  people.  Her  tact,  wisdom  and  effort  have  been  rewarded  by  an 
ever  increasing  number  of  young  people  enlisted  in  missionary  endeavor. 

With  deep  regret  we  report  there  are  eleven  Baptist  Churches  in  Mount  Zion 
Association  which  do  not  have  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society.     We  ask  you  to 
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join  with  us  in  org-anization  of  these  that  all  of  our  churches  may  have  the 
spiritual  force  that  comes  from  united  praying-  and  g-iving-  for  the  spread  of  the 
gospel   throughout  the  world. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  W.  M.  U.  of  Mount  Zion  Association  was  held  at 
Mount  Pisgah  church  June  t6,  1936.  This  was  indeed  a  time  of  rejoicing 
as  we  called  to  memory  the  fact  that  from  this  church  90  years  ago  in  1846 
Matthew  T.  Yates  answered  the  call  to  carry  the  gospel  to  China.  This  day  in 
June  we  saw  in  flesh  and  blood  the  power  of  His  grace  as  we  had  as  our  guest 
Mrs,  F.  Y,  O.  Ling,  corresponding  secretary  of  the  W.  M.  U.  of  China.  Mrs. 
Ling's  father  was  pastor  of  the  old  North  Gate  Church  in  China,  the  church  to 
which  Matthew  T.  Yates  ministered  and  whose  spiritual  life  is  inseparably  linked 
with  Mount  Pisgah  church  and  North  Carolina  through  the  love  of  God  which 
abounded  in  Matthew  T.  Yates.  On  this  day  we  also  heard  with  profit  Mrs.  W. 
N.  Jones  and  Mrs.  Clyde  Turner,  President  of  the  W.  M.  U.  of  North  Carolina. 

At  this  meeting  Mrs.  O.  L.  Riggs  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the  W.  M. 
U.  of  Mount  Zion  Association  and  Mrs.  R.  B.  Wilkins  Young  People's  Leader, 
Mrs.  Ira  D.  S.  Knight  and  Mrs.  D.  C.  Markham  declining  to  serve  in  these 
capacities. 

We  humbly  acknowledge  His  leadershio  in  our  triumphs,  and  with  grateful 
hearts  say  "Lead  on  O  King  Eternal."

BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Over  eighteen  hundred  venrs  ago,  there  was  a  man  sent  from  God,  with  a 
message,  to  prepare  the  hearts  of  the  people  for  the  way  of  the  Lord.  This 
man  John  the  Baptist  came  with  a  passion  for  the  souls  of  men — and  women, 
and  although  centuries  have  passed,  his  works  still  live,  in  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  God's  people.  Fifty-one  years  ago,  another  man  (whom  many  of  us 
knew)  was  sent  from  God,  to  the  Baptist  men  and  women  of  North  Carolina, 
with  a  heart  fired  with  love  for  orphan  boys  and  girls.  This  man  John  H. 
Mills  will  ever  live  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  Baptists  of  Notrh  Carolina, 
as  well  as  many  others.  On  November  ii,  1885,  the  first  child  was  received  at 
the  Thomasville  Orphanage,  and  under  the  wise  management  of  this  grand 
man,  and  his  worthy  successors,  today  there  is  at  Thomasville,  Kennedy  Home, 
and  under  Mothers'  Aid,  over  900  boys  and  girls  whose  lives  are  being  "formed" 
and  not  "reformed."  These  boys  and  girls  are  the  Pliable  Clay,  of  the  Baptist 
people  of  North  Carolina  and  the  great  Baptist  Hosts  are  the  Potters.  Mothers' 
Aid  was  not  so  popular  at  first,  but  is  today,  truly  a  God-sent  inspiration  to  our 
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people  J  by  a  small  contribution  many  children  are  kept  in  their  mothers'  homes, 
and  under  the  watch-care  of  the  g-reatest  love  on  earth,  a  mother's  love.  This 
great  institution  has  been,  and  ever  will  be  an  inspiration  and  a  challenge  to  our 
Baptist  people,  and  a  unifying-  force  to  our  great  Baptist  Hosts  in  general. 
This,  one  of  our  most  worthy  objectives  is  supported  by  voluntary  offerings, 
largely  by  the  monthly  offerings  of  our  Sunday  Schools,  and  churches,  and  the 
Thanksgiving  offering.  If  every  Sunday  School  in  North  Carolina  would  only 
set  apart  one  Sunday  in  each  month  as  Orphanage  Day,  call  attention  to  it,  and 
send  in  the  offerings  at  ONCE,  Charity  and  Children  would  proclaim  a  great 
message  to  its  readers.  Thanksgiving  is  near  at  hand  5  we  urge  every  Sunday 
School  in  the  Mount  Zion  Association  to  begin  now  to  make  this  our  greatest 
offering.  Get  an  envelope  for  every  man,  woman  and  child,  see  that  their  names 
are  written  thereon,  and  urge  all  to  give  SOMETHING.  We  are  profoundly 
grateful  for  the  consecrated  managers  the  Orphanage  has  had,  and  truly  feel  that 
in  Dr.  I.  G.  Greer  we  have  another  man  sent  by  God,  as  the  worthy  successor, 
of  our  lamented  and  beloved  Dr.  Kesler.  He  has  the  fullest  support  and  confi- 
dence of  the  Great  Baptist  Hosts  of  North  Carolina.  May  God's  richest  blessings 
be  on  him  and  his  great  work.

REPORT  ON  HOSPITAL 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospitals,  Inc.,  located  at  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina,  is  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Baptist  denomination,  and  hence  it  is 
state-wide   in   its  service. 

Since  the  Hospital  was  opened  in  1923,  a  little  more  than  33,000  patients 
have  entered  for  treatment.  We  shall  have  this  year  about  4,000  patients;  of 
this  number,  almost  one-half  will  be  part-pay  and  free  patients.  We  had  a  little 
more  than  14,000  free  days  last  year.  This  year,  as  we  are  now  running,  we 
shall  have  a  little  more  than  that  number.  We  shall  have  at  the  present  rate 
19,932  part-pay  and  free  days,  or  1,458  free  and  part-pay  patients.  This,  with 
our  presenH  capacity,  cannot  be  increased  as  we  are  running  as  full  as  possible. 

We  received  from  the  Duke  Endowment  last  year  a  little  more  than  $14,- 
000.00.  Apart  from  this,  we  are  dependent  upon  the  Churches  and  Sunday 
Schools,  through  their  Mother's  Day  offerings,  for  the  hospitalization  of  this 
vast  number  of  free  and  part-pay  patients.  It  costs  $3.87  per  day  to  care  for  a 
patient  in  the  hospital. 
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The  different  organizations  of  our  women  are  rendering  an  exceedingly- 
valuable  service  for  the  Hospital  by  furnishing  linen,  such  as  sheets,  pillow  cases, 
tray  covers,  towels,  etc.  These  are  always  needed  and  gratefully  received.  We 
will  gladly  furnish  a  list,  giving  specifications,  of  linens  used  in  the  hospital. 

We  might  add  that  we  have  a  fine  staff  of  sixty-six  doctors  and  surgeons; 
also,  a  school  in  which  nurses  are  trained  with  the  Christian  idea  of  service.

REPORT  OF  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITIES 

The  work  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, located  at  Dallas,  Texas,  should  find  a  large  place  in  the  thought  and 
concern  of  every  Baptist  in  the  South.  They  should  make  it  a  matter  of  prayer, 
of  study  and  co-operative  effort. 

The  Care  of  Our  Aged  and  Infirm  Preachers  and  Widows 

First,  the  Board  continually  faces  the  great  task  laid  upon  it  by  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  by  the  various  States  of  providing  food,  clothing  and 
shelter  for  thousands  of  ministers  who  have  grown  old  in  the  service  of  Christ, 
and  of  widows  of  ministers  who  have  gone  to  their  Heavenly  home.  The  up- 
turned faces  and  the  outstretched  hands  of  these  needy  ones  make  a  mute  appeal 
to  the  generosity  of  the  people  of  our  churches  and  should  find  quick  and  practical 
response  and  "who  would  begrudge  a  few  embers  to  keep  the  frosts  of  winter 
from  chilling  the  weary  frames  of  the  old  veterans  of  the  cross." 

The   "Fellowship  Offering" 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  now  asking  that  a  special  "Fellowship 
Offering"  be  taken  by  each  church  at  least  once  each  year  in  connection  with  the 
observance  of  the  Lord's  Supper.  This  offering  will  be  in  addition  to  their 
regular  contribution  and  should  be  sent  to  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  through 
the  state  office  like  all  other  offerings  but  marked  "Special  Fellowship  Offering 
for  Ministerial  Relief."  If  thousands  of  churches  will  take  this  "Fellowship 
Offering"  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  will  be  able  to  send  thousands  of 
dollars  more  to   these  aged   and    dependent   veterans. 

Building  Against  the  Day  of  Need 

Second,  the  younger  men  now  active  in  the  ministry  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
churches  will,  if  they  live  ,  grow  old,  and  unless  something  is  done  to  prevent 
them  from  reaching  old  age  in  poverty  they  are  well  nigh  certain  to  become 
dependents  upon  the  churches  or  upon  their  communities.  It  is  not  enough  to 
say  that  the  children  and  grandchildren  of  these  aged  ministers  should  or  will 
take  care  of  them.  The  simple  truth  is  that  most  of  them  do  not  and  many  of 
them  could  not  if  they  would ;  they  have  families  of  their  own  that  usually  make 
drafts  upon  them  for  all  that  they  can  do.  Many  children  of  ministers  do  help 
their  parents  and  they  often  do  so  at  very  great  sacrifice,  but  be  that  as  it  may, 
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is  it  not  better  for  churches  and  ministers  to  co-operate  in  the  payment  of  certain 
(not  burdensome)  dues  by  means  of  which  pensions  may  be  built  up  through 
the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  during  the  years  of  active  service  to  draw  upon 
during  the  years  of  inactivity  and  retirement?  These  church  dues  may  be  limited 
toj  three  per  cent  (3%)  of  the  minister's  salary  while  the  minister  pays  a  like 
amount.  No  salary  is  too  small  to  enable  the  churches  and  ministers  to  benefit 
by  the  plan. 

Record  of  Benefits  Paid  * 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  has  already  paid  to  aged  ministers  and 
widows  nearly  three  millions  of  dollars  in  benefits,  but  vastly  more  needs  to  be 
done  and  the  board  is  limited  in  what  it  can  do  only  by  the  churches.  Will 
they   co-operate?

HISTORY   OF   EPHESUS   BAPTIST   CHURCH 

Ephesus  Baptist  Church  is  located  about  one  mile  from  the  Durham-Chapel 
Hill  Highway  leading-  from  Durham  to  Chapel  Hill,  near  the  county  line  be- 
tween Durham  and  Orange  counties  5  about  seven  miles  from  the  city  of  Durham, 
almost  due  South;  and  four  miles  from  Chapel  Hill  almost  due  North. 

About  sixteen  years  prior  to  the  organization  of  the  Church  which  was  the 
Centennial  year  of  our  Independence,  the  community  seemed  to  become  restless, 
and  wanted  to  hear  the  Gospel.  It  was  about  seven  miles  to  Berea  Baptist  Church, 
and  about  five  miles  to  Mount  Moriah  Church.  The  roads  were  almost  impas- 
sable, and  the  people  could  scarcely  get  to  church  during  the  winter  months. 
Brother  George  Pope  and  Sidney  Pope  concluded  they  would  organize  a  prayer 
meeting.  So  they  began  to  hold  prayer  meetings  from  house  to  house  and  kept 
it  up  for  two  years,  and  concluded  they  needed  to  have  the  gospel  preached  to 
them,  and  asked  Brother  P.  H.  Massey,  a  Methodist  licensed  preacher  to  come  and 
preach  for  them.    Brother  Massey  was  a  man  who  seemed  to  be  full  of  the  Holy 
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Ghost  and  wholly  consecrated  to  the  service  of  his  Lord  irrespective  of  denomi- 
nations. He  laid  aside  his  Methodist  surplice,  and  preached  the  g-ospel  with  such 
power  that  several  were  converted,  and  those  who  were  Christians  were  made  to 
rejoice,  and  enjoy  their  relig-ion.  Few  men  are  loved  more  than  Brother  Massey 
in  that  community,  as  well  as  the  community  in  which  he  lives.  He  served  the 
community  fourteen  years  with  but  very  little  compensation  for  his  services.  He 
did  it  for  the  love  he  had  for  his  Lord  and  Master,  and  the  people.  Most  of  the 
time  he  preached  out  in  the  open  under  the  trees,  but  they  finally  built  him  a  brush 
arbor  and  they  worshiped  under  that  for  some  time,  and  had  several  revivals. 
Finally,  they  saw  the  need  of  a  house  of  worship,  so  they  all  worked  together, 
and  soon  had  a  house  hulled  In  by  the  people  mostly  living  in  the  community. 
They  furnished  the  logs  and  hauled  them  to  the  saw-mill,  and  some  of  them 
would  work  on  their  farms  during  the  day,  and  go  at  night  and  work  on  the 
house.  Such  sacrifice  is  seldom  seen  in  our  day.  We  are  living  on  the  sacrifice 
such  as  these  brethren  made  for  us.  Do  we  appreciate  It,  and  do  we  show  our 
appreciation  by  our  loyalty,  and  respect  to  their  memories?  They  received  no 
help  for  the  building  of  the  house  outside  of  their  own  contribution,  and  about 
seventy-five   or  eighty  dollars  from   Chapel   Hill, 

Finally  Brother  Massey  told  them  they  needed  a  church;  as  most  of  them 
were  Baptists  and  If  they  were  not  going  to  organize  one  he  was  going  to  have 
the  Methodists  come  and  organize  one.  This  caused  them  to  get  a  move  on  them- 
selves, and  so  they  asked  Brother  J.  C.  Hocutt  to  call  a  Presbytery  and  they 
organized  a  church. 

During  this  prelude  to  the  organization  several  of  the  Baptist  brethren 
preached  for  them  at  intervals:  Dr.  C.  Durham  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Durham;  Dr.  J.  L.  Carroll  of  Chapel  Hill  Church;  Rev.  C.  C.  Newton  of 
Durham;  Brother  Math.  Ferrell  assisted  Brother  Massey  in  a  revival  one  year, 
and  others.  But  none  did  so  much  to  advance  the  cause  as  Brother  Massey. 
He  still  lives,  but  is  getting  somewhat  feeble,  and  over  eighty  years  of  age,  but 
still  preaches  occasionally.  Thus  we  have  the  prelude  to  the  organization  of 
Ephesus  Church. 

The  organization  of  the  church  was  effected  on  December  ii,  1891  In  the 
following  manner  by  the  following  brethren:  J.  L.  White,  J.  L.  Carroll,  J.  C. 
Hocutt,  and  A.  A.  Butler.  Brother  White  preached  the  sermon.  These  brethren 
formed  a  Presbytery  after  the  sermon,  and  elected  Brother  J.  L.  Carroll  as  chair- 
man; and  Brother  Butler  as  clerk.  All  these  brethren  were  ministers  of  the 
Baptist  Faith.  A  letter  was  read  by  the  clerk  from  Berea  Baptist  Church  recom- 
mending sixteen  members  of  that  church  to  the  fellowship  of  the  newly  organ- 
ized church.  They  were  all  received  by  the  Presbytery  and  extended  the  right 
hand  of  welcome  and  fellowship  on  the  recommendation  of  Berea  Church  and 
declared  it  as  a  missionary  Baptist  church  by  the  chairman.  And  the  name  of 
the  church  was  called  Pope's  Chapel,  but  was  changed  then  to  "Ephesus". 
The  church  then  elected  Brother  J.  C.  Hocutt  as  pastor;  Brethren  George 
C.   Pope  and   A.   N.    Leigh   as   deacons;    and    Brother   L.    W.    Leigh   as   church 
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clerk.  Brother  A.  N.  Leigh  had  already  been  ordained  as  deacon  of  Berea 
Church.     Brother  George  E.  Pope  was  ordained  by  the  Presbytery  then  present. 

It  will  bear  mentioning  at  this  point  of  the  history  of  the  church,  that 
Brethren  P.  H.  Massey,  Sidney  Pope,  and  George  Pope  were  the  active  prime 
movers  in  this  work  of  building  and  organizing  of  the  church.  The  secret  of 
success  in  the  beginning  of  the  whole  enterprise  was  the  co-operation,  arduous 
toil,  earnest  prayers,  and  love  the  entire  community  had  for  the  Master  and  for 
the  salvation  of  lost  souls,  and  for  each  other,  that  caused  them  to  follow  their 
leaders,  and  co-operate  with  them  in  the  building  and  organization  of  Ephesus 
Baptist  Church. 

Brother  J.  C.  Hocutt  served  the  church  from  its  organization,  December  ii, 
1 891   to  December    1892   about  one  year,  and   resigned  as  Pastor. 

J.  F.  MacDuffie  was  then  called.  He  acted  as  Pastor  two  terms j  from  1892 
to  1898,  and  again  was  called  in  1908,  and  served  until  191 6.  At  the  expiration 
of  J.  F.  MacDuffie's  first  term  of  service.  Brother  R.  P.  Walker,  a  student  of 
Wake  Forest  was  Pastor  during  1900  to  1901.  Brother  E.  C.  Andrews  was 
Pastor  during  1902  and  1903.  These  brethren  were  mostly  supply  pastors 
and  students  from  Wake  Forest  and  did  not  serve  but  a  short  time  until  J.  F. 
MacDuffie  was  called  the  second  time.  For  two  years  the  church  was  without 
a  pastor,  according  to  statistics  reported  to  the  Association,  during  a  part  of 
1916  and    19 1 7,  and  a  part  of    191 8. 

After  the  resignation  of  J.  F.  MacDuffie  in  191 6,  Brother  L.  M.  Hobbs, 
was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  church  and  served  until  19 19  when  Brother 
H.  G.  Dorsett  was  called  and  was  pastor  until  19215  then  Brother  J.  B.  Davis 
served  the  church  as  pastor  until  1923.  Brother  Hoyt  Blackwell,  a  student  at 
Wake  Forest  College  was  called  and  served  until  1925.  Brother  S.  L.  Lamm, 
another  student,  was  called  and  served  until  1927,  and  resigned  to  attend  the 
Seminary.  These  two  young  brethren,  then  students  at  Wake  Forest  College, 
did  a  great  work  for  the  church  and  community.  Their  names  and  memory 
will  ever  be  held  sacred  and  valid.  Brother  Blackwell  is  now  a  Professor  at 
Mars  Hill  College  in  the  western  part  of  North  Carolina,  and  is  doing  a  good 
work,  and  very  greatly  appreciated  by  the  college  and  its  faculty.  Brother  G. 
M.  Pope,  son  of  Brother  G.  E.  Pope,  incidentally,  being  converted  at  a  meeting 
before  the  organization  of  the  church  under  the  brush  arbor,  moved  and  located 
in  the  community.  The  church  seemed  to  be  thoroughly  revolutionized,  and  under- 
went several  visible  changes.  The  church  building  was  remodeled,  Sunday 
School  rooms  were  added,  and  the  house  painted  inside  and  outside,  presenting 
quite  a  different  appearance;  the  Sunday  School  increased  in  attendance  and 
became  more  interested  in  studying  God's  word.  All  of  these  changes  were 
suggestive,  and  the  church,  as  it  had  ever  been  since  its  beginning,  was  ready  to 
respond  and  co-operate  for  the  best  interest  of  the  cause.  They  only  needed  a 
stimulus  to  actuate  them   to   undertake  the  task. 

Brother  Eugene  Olive  was  elected  to  supply  until  a  pastor  could  be  obtained. 
His  services  continued  until  September,  1928,  when  the  church  met  in  con- 
ference to  call   a  regular  pastor. 
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Brother  Charles  A.  Maddry  was  then  called  in  1928,  and  acted  as  pastor, 
and  resigned  to  attend  the  seminary  in  1930.  During  the  years  193 1  and  1932 
thej  church  was  without  a  pastor.  Then  Brother  W.  L.  Lynch  was  called  and 
served  the  church  one  year.     He  resigned  to  attend  the  seminary. 

Brother  R.  G.  Kindrick  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  church  and 
served  one  year  1934.  Brother  L.  J.  Rainey  was  called  in  1935,  and  is  now 
its  present  pastor. 

The  coming  of  Brother  G.  M.  Pope  and  his  good  wife  into  the  community, 
and  taking  an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  neighborhood,  Sunday  School 
and  church  with  his  prayers,  his  Christian  influence,  his  time,  and  his  money  has 
added  very  much  to  the  great  change  that  has  come  about  in  the  community. 
He  is  very  much  devoted  to  the  Sunday  School,  being  appointed  superintendent 
soon  after  his  coming  to  the  community,  and  still  continues  as  superintendent. 
His  efforts  have  proved  a  great  blessing,  and  he  seems  to  have  thrown  his  whole 
soul  and  life  into  the  work.  His  wife  seems  no  less  interested  in  the  improve- 
ment of  the  music  of  the  church  and  Sunday  School,  and  all  the  work  of  the 
church  and  Sunday  School.  They  seem  to  be  a  God-send  to  the  community. 
While  Brother  G.  M.  Pope  and  his  wife  have  been  a  great  blessing  to  the  church 
the  time  they  have  been  there,  others  have  been  helping  as  well.  Brother  Sid 
M.  Pope,  whom  God  took  home  about  one  year  ago,  enlisted  his  every  energy 
in  trying  to  make  the  work  a  success  j  with  his  indefatigable  zeal  and  untiring 
energy  from  the  beginning  of  the  work,  he  labored  arduously,  and  had  no  part 
but  the  whole  was  his,  until  the  task  was  finished.  His  memory  will  ever  be 
fondly  cherished  and  held  in  sacred  reverence,  so  long  as  time  lasts.  Eternity 
alone  will  reveal  the  influence  he  has  left  behind.  His  son,  Charles  R.  Pope, 
has  inherited  some  of  his  father's  qualities.  He  has  been  the  faithful  clerk  of 
the  church  for  thirty-five  years.  Others  we  might  mention  have  been  true  and 
faithful  through  all  these  years  of  the   church's  history. 

Brother  George  Pope  and  A.  N.  Leigh  were  the  first  deacons  elected  at  the 
organization  of  the  churches.  Following  these  brethren  were  Nash  Cheek,  Sid  M. 
Pope,  R.  H.  Blackwood,  R.  J.  Emerson,  G.  D.  King,  J.  E.  Leigh,  J.  H.  Davis, 
and  J.  A.  Fowler.  All  of  these  have  gone  to  their  reward  except  Brother  G. 
D.  King,  who  still  remains  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Deacons.  The  present 
board  consists  of  the  following  brethren,  G.  M.  Pope,  Chairman,  J.  W.  Cannady, 
G.  D.  King,  D.  M.  Green,  and  B.  W.  Clark. 

The  following  brethren  have  served  as  church  clerks:  J.  W.  Leigh,  John 
T.  Pope,  C.  A.  Pope,  S.  M.  Green,  and  A.  M.  Blackwood.  Brother  Charley 
R.  Pope  was  elected  clerk  in  1898,  and  was  very  attentive  and  faithful  to  his 
duties,  not  only  as  clerk,  but  to  all  the  activities  and  work  of  the  church,  for 
thirty-five  years.     The  church  is  due  him  much  for  his  labors  of  love. 

The  Sunday  School  did  not  make  the  progress  it  might  have  made  had  it 
put  forth  more  strenuous  effort  to  try  to  go  out  in  the  highways  and  hedges, 
and  persuaded  and  invited  those  to  attend  the  Sunday  School,  and  made  the 
school  more  attractive  to  those  who  did  not  attend.     Before  the  organization  of 
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the  church  they  had  a  Sunday  School  that  did  much  toward  shaping-  the 
desire  for  a  church.  Since  its  organization  the  church  seemed,  until  the  last 
few  years,  to  lean  upon  its  oars  of  contentment.  It  has  made  progress  since 
new  life  and  energy  has  come  in,  materially,  and  we  hope  spiritually.  The  first 
report  to  the  Association  in  1892  shows  a  membership  of  54,  and  contributions  of 
$4.50.  This  year's  report  to  the  Association  shows  a  membership  of  81,  and  a 
total  contribution  of  $170.96.  This  amount  was  divided  fifty-fifty  between 
local  expenses  and  Missions.  The  superintendents  who  have  served  the  school 
since  the  organization  were:  Brethren  George  E.  Pope,  A.  N.  Leigh,  Nash  Cheek, 
R.  H.  Blackwood,  P.  Powers,  J.  A.  Fowler,  J.  W.  King,  T.  M.  Olive,  and  G. 
M.  Pope.  Brother  G.  M.  Pope  was  elected  superintendent  in  19 18  when  the 
church  for  the  two  previous  years  had  made  no  report  to  the  Association  what- 
ever. He  moved  in  the  community  and  enlisted  in  the  work,  and  has  been  faith- 
ful and  true  ever  since.  The  church  owes  him  much  for  the  interest  and  sacri- 
fice he  has  made  for  its  on-going. 

For  several  years  the  church  has  had  an  active  Women's  Missionary  Society. 
This  organization  has  a  membership  of  twenty-two.  They  are  supporting  a  Bible 
Woman  on  the  foreign  field.  During  the  present  year  their  total  gifts  were 
$159.25. 

The  church's  record  financially  is  one  to  be  admired  and  imitated  by  some 
of  us  who  are  hidebound  and  stingy.  Especially  has  the  church  done  well 
during  the  past  few  years.  Their  first  contribution  for  pastor's  salary  was 
thirty-five  dollars,  for  missions  three  dollars,  and  it  did  not  increase  but  very 
little  until  recently.  For  the  last  few  years  it  has  gone  forward  by  leaps  and 
bounds. 

During  the  present  year  under  the  leadership  of  its  pastor.  Brother  L.  J. 
Rainey,  the  church  has  gone  forward  in  all  phases  of  Christ's  Work,  Its  old 
pioneering  spirit  was  revived,  and  from  house  to  house  the  praying  church  moves 
agkin.  Every  Thursday  evening  a  Prayer  Meeting  is  held  somewhere  in  the 
community.  Much  spiritual  good  has  come  as  a  result  of  these  prayer  meet- 
ings. The  whole  church  has  been  revived  and  reconsecrated  to  its  task.  The 
community  as  a  whole  has  taken  note  and  flocks  to  hear  the  word  preached. 
In  one  section  of  the  community  alone,  where  they  have  not  attended  for  a 
great  many  years,  fully  fifty  people  are  now  attending  Church.  Twelve  of  these 
have  recently  joined  the  church.  People  have  been  accepting  Christ  and  uniting 
with  the  church  every  month  since  the  prayer  meeting  began  last  March.  The 
church  is  now  spiritually  alive  and  progressive.  Its  membership  has  been  in- 
creased 20  per  cent  this  year.  Its  contributions  to  all  causes  this  year  was 
$660.00.  This  was  divided  fifty-fifty.  $330.00  was  spent  at  home,  while 
$330.00    was    given    to    missions. 

Thus,  Ephesus  Church  marches  onward  consecrated  to  its  world-wide  task  of 
building  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  within  all  Mankind  for  the  Glory  and  Honor 
of  God,  their  Heavenly  Father.

REPORT   OF   MARGARET   FUND 

Forget-me-not  Our  Margaret  Fund.  Our  Margaret  Fund  proves  to  the  mis- 
sionaries' children  that  the  W.  M.  U.  is  a  great  Mother  heart  that  does  not 
forget. 

As  we  review  the  work  of  the  Margaret  Fund  in  the  Mt.  Zion  Association 
foi  the  past  year  it  is  very  encouraging.  When  we  think  of  our  theme  for  the 
year  "Laborers  Together  With  God" — we  know  that  the  W.  M.  U.  are  laboring 
together  to  build  a  great  educational  fund.  This  has  been  a  burden  lifter  for 
our  missionaries  around  the  world. 

It  was  in  19 18  that  the  first  8  scholarships  were  granted  and  during  these 
20  years  295  students  have  received  scholarships.  Sixty-five  students  received 
aid  this  year.

When  we 
accept  his  ownership,  we  mean  that  we  belong  to  him  completely;  first  our  bodies, 
including  our  hands,  feet,  heart,  and  brain ;  secondly,  all  that  we  have,  our  money, 
time,  and  talents  belong  to  Him,  we  are  caretakers  of  all  that  comes  into  our 
possessions;  not  only  are  we  required  to  be  good  stewards  of  the  tenth,  but  we 
must  wisely  use  the  remaining  nine-tenths. 

"Let  everyone  of  you  lay  by  in  store  as  God  has  prospered  him."  This  is 
the  Master's  plan  for  financing  His  kingdom.  Missionaries  are  commanded  to  go 
and  are  ready,  but  they  cannot  go  unless  we  send  them.  It  is  our  great  respon- 
sibility to  make  it  possible  for  all  people  to  know  our  Savior.

May  we  as  W.  M.  U,  leaders  be  persistent  and  unceasing  in  our  efforts  to 
lead  our  young  people  into  a  fuller  knowledge  of  the  meaning  of  Stewardship.

Third — ^That  we  secure  gifts  to  missions  from  every  resident  woman  member 
of  the  church. 

Fourth — That  more  societies  have  representatives  to  take  part  in  the  steward- 
ship contest.  Nothing  is  more  influential  in  bringing  stewardship  in  a  vital 
manner  to  the  young  people.    • 

Fifth — That  we  have  at  least  two  (2)  stewardship  programs  in  each  society 
every  year   with   an   active   stewardship   chairman. 

In  I  Cor.  4:2  we  read,  "It  is  required  in  stewards  that  a  man  be  found 
faithful."  We  have  been  entrusted  with  "Life",  "Personality",  "Time", 
"Influence",  "Opportunity",  and  "Substance".  Are  we  being  faithful  stewards? 
Is  our  best  too  much  for  our  Master  who  gave  up  His  precious  life  upon  the 
cross  for  us?  Real  stewardship  is  promoted  only  through  a  real  love  for  God.

It  has  been  a  pleasure,  a  privilege,  and  a  wonderful  experience  to  have  been 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  of  Mt.  Zion  Association. 
It   is   with   grateful   heart    that    I    bring   you    this   report    for   the    calendar   year 

1935. 

"Jesus  said,  *As  the  Father  hath  sent  me  even  so  send  I  you'  ".  These  words 
of  Jesus  as  our  watchword  for  the  year,  have  come  with  a  deeper  meaning  to  the 
women  of  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  who  have  attempted  to  accept  these  words 
as  a  pattern  for  planning  their  year's  work. 

As  we  come  together  in  this  old  Mt.  Pisgah  church  for  the  Thirtieth  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Mt.  Zion  Association,  our  thoughts  take  their  flight  backward 
through  the  years.  For  today  we  tread  upon  sacred  soil.  Could  we  have  some 
magic  radio  that  could  bring  back  to  us  the  sounds  of  the  past,  from  where  we  sit 
today  we  could  hear  the  voice  of  a  young  man  who  came  often  to  a  pine  tree 
in  this  church  yard  and  knelt  in  prayer,  pouring  out  his  soul  to  God  in  dedi- 
cation of  his  life,  his  talents,  his  strength,  his  courage,  his  zeal.

We  are  happy  indeed  to  have  attained  the  Associational  Standard  of  Excel- 
lence, even  going  beyond  the  goal  in  many  instances.  Including  the  Junior 
Organizations  we  have  35  A-i  Societies,  16  B  Societies,  12  C  Societies  and  13, 
D  Societies,  3   A-i   W.  M.   U's. 

It  is  impossible  for  figures  to  tell  in  full  the  story  of  your  labors,  your  love^ 
your  sacrifice  and  your  willingness  of  service.  Perhaps  some  of  the  organiza- 
tions which  have  a  rating  of  D  have  actually  made  a  braver  fight  for  existence 
than  some  who  with  comparative  ease  attained  the  rating  of  A.  As  your 
Superintendent,  may  I  admonish  each  A-i  organization  to  give  especial  heed  to 
the  words  "foster  another  organization."  That  our  newly  organized  societies 
may  not  only  exist  awhile  and  then  starve  for  lack  of  Christian  interest  and 
nourishment,  but  may  grow  and  live. 

The  Group  Plan  has  been  functioning  this  year.     With  the  exception  of  one 
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group,  number  four,  each  group  leader  has  had  an  all  day  meeting  of  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Societies  in  her  group,  resulting  in  added  information, 
courage  and  zeal.  These  groups  are  so  arranged  that  each  group  leader  has 
from  eight  to  ten  churches  in  her  group,  that  more  frequent  and  intimate  contact 
may  be  made  with  these  churches  and  a  constant  effort  made  to  stimulate 
missionary  growth. 

These  group  leaders  have  been  co-operative,  faithful,  and  prayerful  in  their 
services.  To  them  we  owe  much  of  this  year's  splendid  work.  I  shall  ask  the 
group  leaders  to  come  now  and  hold  before  you  their  poster  reports.

If  in  your  group  they  are 
not  what  they  should  be,  then  some  are  not  carrying  their  full  share  of  the  load} 
if  they  have  reached  their  goal  some  have  given  their  best.  It  is  no  small  task 
these  have  undertaken.  They  deserve  the  helpful  co-operation  you  have  given 
them  and  prayers.  Our  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  them  and  for  them,  and  our 
pledge  for  a  continued  effort  of  "Laborers  Together." 

In  this  year  1936  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  commemorating  the  Fiftieth 
Anniversary  of  Organization  of  Sunbeam  Bands,  In  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  to 
commemorate  this  we  have  set  for  our  goal  fifty  Sunbeam  bands.  To  date  we 
report  35  Sunbeam  Bands  and  have  all  of  six  months  to  organize  15  and  reach 
this  aim.  No^  only  that  we  may  have  a  certain  number  of  organizations,  the 
goal  is  not  so  low  as  that,  but  with  a  prayer  and  a  hope  that  with  the  children 
of  these  fifteen  churches  meeting  together  in  Sunbeam  Bands  the  women  of  these 
churches  may  be  filled  with  the  spirit  of  Jesus  "as  the  Father  hath  sent  me  even 
so  send  I  you."  So  with  a  task  that  some  think  impossible,  let  us  ask  God  who 
specializes  on  the  impossible  to  lead  us  to  a  successful  finish.

Books  studied  or  reported  first  quarter  of  '36:  "The  New  Why  and  How", 
"Pioneering  for  Jesus",  "Who  is  My  Neighbor",  "Only  a  Missionary",  "At 
Gate  of  Asia",  "All  the  World  in  All  Word",  "Stewardship  and  Missions", 
"Lottie   Moon",    "In   Royal    Service"    and    "Prayer   and    Missions". 

The  use  of  the  condensed  report  card  upon  which  this  body  voted  in  our  last 
executive  meeting  has  been  received  somewhat  pleasingly  from  reports.  In  less 
than  a  period  of  2  weeks  after  this  card  went  out  in  the  superintendent's  letter 
I  had  received  a  dozen  reports,  noticing  on  receipt  of  these  reports  that  some 
should  have  come  in  before  '36  and  realizing  that  we  might  not  have  received 
same  without  card  report.  Another  gratifying  thing  you  will  notice,  out  of  826  in 
classes  562  received  awards.  I  do  most  heartily  and  prayerfully  urge  you  to 
have  your  women  take  the  examinations  and  receive  their  awards.  Possibly  you 
need  to  go  a  step  further  back  and  check  up  on  their  certificates  and  that  will 
encourage  them  to  know  the  steps  by  which  they  may  go  forward.  When  you 
become  so  mission  study  minded  for  them,  then  will  you  see  a  great  increase 
in  the  work  of  our  Master  in  interest,  attendance  and   gifts. 

Let  us  strive  this  year  for  the  number  attending  our  classes  to  check  with 
the  number  receiving  awards.  Then  you  will  see  there  are  264  receiving  no 
credit  for  their  study.  As  a  class  is  only  as  helpful  as  the  fellowship,  the 
hand  clasp,  the  information  received,  how  it  helps  to  clasp  hands  with  our 
neighbors  at  home  and  across  the  sea,  and  unite  our  prayers  in  one  great 
chain  to  encircle  them.  Yet  we  must  go  a  step  further  and  receive  credit  the 
way  this  work  is  planned  by  our  state  and  I  also  encourage  you,  each  president, 
each  mission  study  chairman  to  "Go  Deeper"  into  mission  study  until  it  becomes 
crystallized  in  action  in  your  churches  and  in  your  communities.  Our  lives  are 
not  usually  influenced  greatly  by  mere  superficial  contacts.  It  is  only  when  we 
live  with  these  things  day  by  day  that  deep  impressions  are  made.  May  I  en- 
courage you  to  go  deeper  this  year,  stretch  every  nerve,  and  as  we  go  into  the 
deep,  the  unknown  of  Mission  Study,  so  our  interest   shall   grow   and   we  shall

Constitution 


Article  i.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association 
of  North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers,  belonging  to,  and 
members  chosen  annually  by,  the  several  churches  belonging  to  this  body,  who, 
by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches,  certify  their  appointment,  and 
shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  seats.  Each  church  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  three 
delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  from  each  Sabbath  School  connected  with 
the  church,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist  Church. 

Objects 

Art.  3.  The  objects  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increas- 
ing the  harmony,  the  intelligence  and  the  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and 
for  developing  and  directing  their  energies,  their  resourses  and  their  gifts,  in 
advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  on  the  earth.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  educational,  mission.  Sabbath 
School,  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches.  It 
may  advise  the  churches,  and  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adop- 
tion, but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  Yet,  in  view  of  the  combined  wisdom, 
piety,  and  intelligence  of  the  body,  it  may  justly  claim  for  itself,  for  its  objects, 
and  for  its  recommendations  the  very  highest  consideration  and  regard. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church  that 
shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  religion 
as  taught  in  the  Bible  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true  teachings 
thereof. 

Rights  of  Churches 

Art.  6.  Baptist  churches  on  application  for  admission  to  this  body  shall  be 
received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  necessary  evidence  is  given  that  they  are 
truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  when  requested  by  aggrieved 
members  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send  committees  to 
aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  the  church  is  aggrieved  with  the 
majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  consideration.  Indi- 
vidual applications  will  not  be  entertained. 
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Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  appoint  as  delegates,  as  far  as 
practical,  their  most  capable  members,  to  insist  upon  their  attendance,  and  to 
send  by  them  a  contribution  to  the  Association  Treasurer  to  pay  for  the  printing 
of  the  minutes  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  send  annually  a  letter  to  the 
Association  giving:  i.  Location j  2.  Names  of  pastor,  clerk,  and  other  general 
officers  and  their  respective  post  offices;  3.  Sabbaths  of  regular  worship;  4. 
Church  statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed 
by  letter,  excluded,  erased,  or  died  during  the  past  year;  the  total  number  in  fel- 
lowship; 5.  Statement  of  the  finances  of  the  church  showing  all  amounts  paid  to 
local  expenses  and  benevolent  objects;  6.  Sunday  school  statistics;  7.  Records  of 
other  church  organizations;  8.  Names  of  delegates  and  alternates;  9.  Any  other 
information  deemed  of  special  importance  or  necessary  for  publication,  as  re- 
quired on  the  blanks  in  immediate  use. 

Organization 

Art.  10  (1)  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  session  after  the  names  of  the  delegates  are  enrolled,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  next  annual  session.  Election  shall  be  by  acclamation  when  only 
one  candidate  is  nominated,  but  by  ballot  when  more  than  one  candidate  is  nom- 
inated for  any  one  office.     Any  officer  may  be  reelected. 

(2)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Association  a  Promotion  Committee  shall  be 
elected  consisting  of  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Treasurer,  and  Pastors  of  all 
churches  in  the  Association  and  one  representative  to  be  elected  by  each  church. 
This  Promotion  Committee  shall,  at  the  first  subsequent  meeting  of  the  annual 
associational  meeting,  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  twelve  members  and  the 
Presidents  of  the  W.  M.  U.,  B.  T.  U.,  and  Sunday  School  organizations  of 
the  Association  members  ex-officio,  who  shall  also  be  members  ex-officio  of  the 
Promotion  Committee.  Twenty-five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the 
Promotion  Committee  and  seven  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  these  Promotion  and  Executive  Committees  to  cooperate 
with  the  Baptist  State  Convention  and  the  Churches  of  the  Association  in  what- 
ever efforts  seem  wise  for  the  advancement  of  Christ's  kingdom,  and  they  shall 
take  any  other  steps  necessary  to  put  into  successful  operation  any  plans  adopted 
by  the  Association. 

The  Promotion  Committee  shall  be  called  into  session  the  last  Tuesday  in 
October  and  the  second  Tuesday  in  January. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  called  into  session  the  second  Tuesday  in 
January,  April,  July,  and  October,  unless  there  is  sufficient  reason  for  a  change 
in  date,  and  also  at  the  call  of  the  chairman. 

Any  vacancies  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  Executive  Committee  dur- 
ing the  year  shall  be  filled  by  this  Committee  from  the  personnel  of  the  Promo- 
tion Committee. 
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Duties  of  Officers 

Art.  1 1  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  open  the  meeting  punc- 
tually at  the  time  appointed,  to  enforce  the  rules,  to  preserve  order,  and  to  exer- 
cise all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Art.  13  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association  j  to  superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of 
the  same;  and  to  keep  on  file  the  printed  minutes  and  other  important  documents 
belonging  to  the  body.  The  distribution  shall  be  based  on  the  comparative  amount 
paid  by  each  church  to  the  minute  fund.  For  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid 
fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  out  of  the  Minute  Fund. 

Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  over  to  the 
proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  direct  to  the  Association  by  the  churches, 
and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  examine  annually  the  Treas- 
urer's books  and  attest  the  report. 

Art.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  collect  and  put  in  some 
durable  form  all  facts  and  interest  about  each  of  the  churches  of  the  Association 
and  report  at  each  session  of  this  body. 

Amendments 

Art.  17.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing, two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 


Rules  of  Order 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Wednesday  after  the  second 
Sunday  in  October,  and  continue  for  two  days,  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  session 
shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his  absence,  the  incum- 
bent Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  to 
be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other  that  cour- 
tesy which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding  officer. 
He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  all 
personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
special  permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  or, 
at  his  request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  other  motion  or  proposition  shall 
be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  post- 
pone to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in  the  order 
in  which  they  come. 

10  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be 
admitted  to  consideration. 

1 1 .  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a  Com- 
mittee on  Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will  report  as 
soon  as  feasible  after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association,  When 
adopted,  their  report  shall  become  the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be 
changed  except  by  vote  of  the  Association  as  provided  in  Section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by  rules 
of  some  recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  MelPs  or  Kerfott's.

1.  The  Sixty-eighth  Annual  Session  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist 
Association  convened  with  Berea  Baptist  Church,  near  Durham,  N.  C, 
October  13,  1937,  at  9:30  A.  M. 

2.  W.  Wilbur  Hutchins,  pastor  Olive  Chapel  Baptist  Church,  led 
the  Association  in  singing  "I  Am  Thine  O  Lord." 

3.  Devotions  in  this  opening  period  were  led  by  W.  Wilbur 
Hutchins,  and  he  led  in  prayer.  The  devotions  were  closed  after 
singing  "Nearer  My  God  To  Thee." 

4.  Moderator  O.  T.  Binkley  being  absent,  Vice-Moderator  K.  U. 
Bryan  called  the  Association  to  the  transaction  of  business  and  appointed 
tellers,  to  enroll  the  pastors  and  messengers,  and  they  reported  35 
pastors  and  235  messengers  enrolled. 

5.  Ira  D.  S.  Knight,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of 
Business,  reported  for  the  Committee,  and  the  program  as  printed 
was  adopted  as  the  Order  of  Business.

7.  On  motion,  by  a  standing  vote,  the  Association  made  J.  F. 
McDuffie,  Historian  for  life  with  an  annual  expense  salary  of  $25.00. 

8.  W.  G.  HaU  presided. 

9.  The  report  on  Biblical  Recorder  was  read  by  C.  E.  Byrd,  and 
editor  J.  S.  Farmer  and  J.  T.  Riddick  led  the  discussion. 

REPORT  OF  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

For  more  than  one  hundred  years  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  sought  to  serve 
the  Baptists  of  North  Carolina  and  the  world.  The  stockholders  are  lending 
every  effort  to  make  this  organ  the  best  possible  medium  of  interest  and  instruc- 
tion for  the  Christian  cause. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Recorder  to  be  creative  and  constructive  along  every 
line  of  religious  activity.  The  paper  is  dedicated  to  Christian  education  in 
every  field  or  phase  of  that  noble  work.  The  news  of  Baptists  and  their  accom- 
plishments is  carried  to  the  ends  of  the  world  by  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

The  Recorder  should  be  in  every  Baptist  home  for  inspiration,  information, 
stimulation,  and  the  creative  atmosphere  which  it  lends  in  character  building.  If 
our  Baptist  youth  read  the  Biblical  Recorder  and  other  religious  literature,  they 
will  rise  and  rebuild  a  spiritual  civilization  of  basic  and  proper  proportions. 

We  suggest  that  the  churches  investigate  the  proposition  of  the  budget  system 
offered  by  the  publishers  of  the  Recorder,  and  that  they  spend  some  effort  in 
emphasizing  religious  and  Baptist  literature.  It  would  not  be  amiss  to  observe 
Religious  Literature  Day  in  the  churches.  On  this  occasion  all  Baptist  periodicals 
should  have  the  proper  consideration  in  their  respective  fields  of  service. 

The  alarming  rate  at  which  secular  and  sensual  literature  is  being  circulated 
in  our  homes  should  stir  our  people  to  an  immediate  action  to  give  to  the  public 
a  fish  instead  of  a  serpent,  and  bread  instead  of  a  stone.

10.  Report  on  Missions,  State,  Home  and  Foreign,  was  presented 
by  H.  B.  Anderson,  The  Moderator  at  this  time  recognized  Perry 
Crouch,  Educational  Secretary,  State  Mission  Board,  who  brought  a 
timely  message  on  missions. 
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REPORT  ON  STATE,  HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

In  the  words  of  our  Lord,  "It  behooved  CSirist  to  suffer,  and  rise  from  the 
dead  the  third  day:  and  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should  be  preached 
in  His  name  among  all  nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem.  And  ye  are  witnesses 
of  these  things." 

Here  we  have  explicit  instructions  at  to  what  we  are  to  preach  and  where. 
We  are  to  begin  at  home  and  to  reach  out  to  all  nations  j  hence  we  have  the 
Scriptural  order  for  our  missionary  operations, — State,  Home  and  Foreign, — 
in  carrying  out  the  Great  Commission. 

Our  State  Mission  Board  for  the  past  hundred  years  has  witnessed  for  Christ 
throughout  our  state  and  has  sought  to  teach  our  people  to  observe  all  Christ's 
commands  in  all  human  relationships.  Missionary  Pastoral  Assistance  and 
church  aid  have  enabled  many  churches  in  important  places  to  begin  their  opera- 
tions and  to  build  plants  for  their  urgent  needs.  Some  of  our  strongest  churches 
had  their  beginning  through  this  aid  and  now  they  are  returning  large  dividends. 
Through  the  Sunday  School  Department  and  the  B.  Y.  P.  U. — now  B.  T.  U. — 
a  notable  work  has  been  done  in  enlisting  and  training  teachers  and  workers  for 
building  greater  churches  and  greater  lives.  Indians  have  the  gospel,  our  stu- 
dents away  from  home  in  college  have  the  friendly  ministration  of  churches  and 
workers,  sick  veterans  at  Oteen  Hospital  have  a  missionary  to  serve  them  in  their 
time  of  greatest  need, — all  through  the  help  of  our  State  Board.  In  the  past 
few  years  we  are  cooperating  with  the  quarter  of  a  million  Negro  Baptists  in 
our  state  through  leaders  of  their  own  race.  We  have  two  general  missionaries 
aiding  churches  in  many  ways  through  the  state.  Perhaps  the  most  important 
work  of  our  State  Board  is  that  of  strengthening  the  home-base,  upon  which, 
humanly  speaking,  the  whole  world  program  of  missions  must  depend. 

Christ  is  the  hope  of  the  world.  Our  Home  Mission  Board  seeks  to  present 
Him  as  Lord  to  all  the  homeland.  There  are  particular  places  and  important 
groups  which  are  not  being  adequately  served  by  the  various  state  mission 
boards,  but  they  are  not  neglected,  for  our  Home  Board  seeks  to  minister  to  all 
such  peoples.  Indians,  the  foreigners,  Negroes,  the  underprivileged  in  the  cities 
and  congested  industrial  sections,  in  Cuba,  and  in  Panama.  In  all  departments — 
field  force,  the  Sanatorium,  the  rescue  missions,  good-will  centers,  and  schools, — 
the  Board  has  327  missionaries  working  in  850  mission  stations.  During  the  past 
convention  year  35  new  missionaries  have  been  added  and  39  new  stations  opened. 
The  churches  have  a  membership  of  11,755;  during  the  year  2,137  were  baptized 
and  there  were  3,633  professions.  The  missionaries  preached  16,431  sermons, 
distributed  5,858  Bibles  and  gospels  and  256,335  tracts.  Three  new  churches 
were  organized  in  Cuba,  where  there  are  72  workers  who  made  42,383  visits 
and  distributed  552,994  tracts.  The  Board  is  opening  a  new  department  of 
evangelism  with  Dr.  Roland  Q.  Leavell  as  superintendent.  The  Board  has  ad- 
justed its  budget  so  as  to  operate  on  a  cash  basis,  and  during  the  past  year 
$108,313  was  paid  on  the  debt. 

The  purpose  of  the  Home  Board  is  to  evangelize  the  homeland  and  to  mar- 
shal the  forces  for  world  conquest  for  Christ.  A  saved  homeland  holds  the  key 
to  saving  the  world. 
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The  Foreign  Mission  Board  received  from  the  several  states  of  the  Conven- 
tion for  the  calendar  year  1936,  $956,794.74.  In  addition  to  this  amount  it 
received  from  income  on  endowment  funds,  bequests  and  miscellaneous  sources 
$46,003.23,  making  a  grand  total  of  $1,040,574.57,  passing  the  million  mark 
for  the  first  time  in  several  years.  The  total  budget  for  1937,  exclusive  of 
debt  funds,  was  fixed  at  $789,165.73.  The  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  Offering 
goal  was  $175,000;  $291,761,72  has  been  received.  Of  this  money,  $100,000 
was  set  aside  for  the  salaries  of  125  missionaries.  Since  January  i,  1933,  the 
Board  has  appointed  90  new  missionaries  and  reappointed  28,  making  a  total 
of  118  replacements.  On  April  i,  1937,  there  were  56  emeritus  missionaries  on 
pension,  and  415  missionaries  in  the  active  service  of  the  Board.  No  new  mis- 
sionaries were  added  at  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April;  the  Board 
did  not  feel  justified  in  any  enlargement  until  the  regular  receipts  of  the  Coopera- 
tive Program  increase. 

The  Board  now  has  work  in  16  different  foreign  countries.  There  are  now 
63  missionaries  who  are  60  years  of  age  or  over,  and  the  need  for  replacements 
is  acute  and  desperate.  With  the  return  of  prosperity  in  economic  and  business 
life  of  the  South,  there  has  not  been  the  corresponding  recovery  and  increase 
in  the  gifts  of  our  people  to  the  kingdom  program.  Unless  we  raise  the  standard 
of  our  giving,  we  shall  never  be  able  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  world  with  the 
gospel  of  our  risen  Lord. 

We  are  distressed  at  existing  conditions  in  China  which  have  caused  the  Sec- 
retary of  State,  Mr.  Cordeli  Hull,  to  advise  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  to  remove 
its  missionaries  to  places  of  safety.  Manila  is  already  crowded.  "Most  of  our 
missionaries  should  be  brought  back  to  the  homeland,"  says  Dr.  Maddry.  True, 
many  of  our  missionaries  were  unwilling  to  leave  the  Chinese  Christians  in  this 
time  of  great  crisis,  but  some  were  practically  forced  to  leave  by  our  government 
officials  who  felt  that  undue  international  complications  might  result  in  their 
staying.  Some  however,  flatly  refused  to  leave,  relieving  the  government  of 
any  further  responsibility.  We  are  satisfied  they  all  felt  that  way,  but  for  many,  it 
was  perhaps  wise  to  leave  the  war  zones.  Dr.  John  R.  Sampey,  President  of 
the  Convention,  called  the  Administrative  Committee  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Convention  together  and  after  a  thorough  discussion  of  every  phase  of  the 
problem  decided,  in  view  of  the  emergency  calling  for  the  evacuation  of  most 
of  our  178  missionaries  and  their  84  children  from  war-torn  China,  to  call  upon 
the  denomination  to  supply  the  Foreign  Missionary  Board  with  the  additional 
funds  required  by  this  crises.  The  Committee  approved  the  borrowing  of 
$100,000  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  this  extra  demand. 

Certainly,  we  all  feel  this  to  be  a  crisis  which  demands  action  by  every  loyal 
Baptist.  Our  missionaries  have  gone  out  with  the  understanding  that  we  would 
stand  by  them.  Now  they  need  us  and  we  shall  respond.  Our  gifts  and  our 
prayers  will  be  for  our  missionaries  and  our  Foreign  Mission  Board  in  this  time 
of  perilous  need.

13.  L.  C.  Pinnix  leading,  "O  For  a  Thousand  Tongues"  was 
sung.  After  prayer  by  William  O.  Foster,  Dr.  O.  T.  Binkley,  pastor 
of  Chapel  Hill  Baptist  Church,  reading  8  Chapter  Romans  and  using 
"Product  of  Christianity"  as  his  theme,  preached  the  Annual  Sermon. 
As  he  closed  with  prayer  the  Association  adjourned  to  a  sumptuous  din- 
ner, served  by  the  ladies  of  the  host  church.

14.  The  Association  reconvened  at  1 130  and  L.  C.  Pinnix  led  the 
Association  in  singing  "We're  Marching  to  Zion."  Paul  B.  Nickens, 
assistant  pastor  of  Angier  Ave.  Church,  led  the  devotional  and  closed 
with  prayer. 
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15.  Report  on  Associational  Work,  Sunday  School  and  B.  T.  U., 
was  read  by  B.  E.  Morris.  Miss  Mildred  Thomas,  Associational  Di- 
rector of  B.  T.  U.  work  led  the  discussion  and  she  was  followed  by 
James  Morgan,  Associational  Superintendent  of  Sunday  School  work, 
B.  E.  Morris  and  Perry  Crouch. 

REPORT  ON  ASSOCIATIONAL  WORK 

Our  associational  enterprise  has  been  fostered  this  past  year  without  money 
and  without  price.  Supervision  of  the  work  has  been  vested  in  the  moderator 
and  the  executive  committee.  Excepting-  a  short  period  in  the  latter  part  of 
1936,  we  have  had  no  associational  field  worker.  We  have  been  paying-  debts. 
Consequently,  little  funds  have  been  expended  in  the  execution  of  the  work. 
However,  much  time,  labor,  and  money  have  been  given  by  our  leaders  in  mak- 
ing the  program  efficiently  successful.  Through  the  untiring  energy  and  labor 
of  our  efficient  leaders  much  has  been  accomplished,  as  the  following  paragraphs 
reveal. 

Nineteen  churches  reported  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  These  enrolled  2,299 
pupils.  The  average  for  all  the  cooperating  churches  exceeds  that  of  last  year, 
being  122.  In  the  field  of  Vacation  Bible  Schools  we  have  a  most  challenging 
opportunity.     We  should  definitely  plan  to  continue  this  work. 

Retiring  associational  Sunday  School  Superintendent,  W.  P.  Phillips,  states 
that  his  work  has  been  an  effort  of  cooperation.  The  Sunday  School  organiza- 
tion has  been  meeting  monthly  with  the  Associational  Council.  L.  L.  Morgan, 
State  Sunday  School  Secretary,  came  into  our  association  the  last  week  in  June 
and  put  on  a  rural  church  enlargement  campaign.  The  campaign  was  fostered 
from  the  Temple  Church  and  all  churches  cooperating  reported  a  successful 
revival.  We  have  a  Sunday  School  enrollment  of  some  fifteen  thousand  and 
five  hundred.  Our  possibilities  exceed  thirty  thousand.  As  is  readily  seen,  the 
field  is  ripe  and  ready  for  harvest. 

Also,  the  Baptist  Training  Union  has  been  cooperating  with  the  Associational 
Council,  meeting  each  month  with  the  conferences.  Retiring  director,  Waldron 
Lewter,  reports  unions  in  forty  churches  and  twenty-five  general  organizations. 
Unions  have  been  active  in  training  course  work.  "Many  hundreds  of  our  B.  T. 
U.  membership  have  completed  one  of  the  study  course  books  offered  by  the 
Baptist  Training  Union  Department,"  says  the  retiring  director.  We  should 
press  the  training  work  to  the  gate  of  every  church  member,  young  and  old, 
great  and  small. 

In  addition,  we  report  a  thriving  mission  at  Bragtown.  At  this  point  a 
successful  Vacation  Bible  School  was  conducted.  A  thriving  Sunday  School  is  being 
fostered.  Mr.  Robert  Holleman  is  the  efficient  superintendent.  Rev.  F.  D.  Hemp- 
hill is  the  pastor.  He  spends  considerable  time  on  the  field  and  preaches  once 
each  month. 

A  far-reaching  and  all-inclusive  program  of  teaching,  training,  soul-winning, 
and  missions,  should  be  launched  for  the  ensuing  associational  year.  In  full 
view  of  the  successes  of  the  past,  achievements  of  the  present,  and  the  challenging 
opportunities  of  the  immediate  future,  we  recommend  the  following:

2.  The  organization  of  at  least  one  B.  A.  U.  or  B.  Y.  P.  U.  in  every  church 
in  the  Association. 

3.  At  least  one  training  school  in  each  church  during  the  year. 

Mt.  Zion  Associational  Sunday  School  Work  1937-1938 

1.  The  adoption  of  the  Standard  of  Excellence  as  a  program  of  work  by 
each  Sunday  School  in  the  Association. 

2.  A  Sunday  School  Enrollment  in  each  church  equal  to  the  resident  mem- 
bership of  that  church. 

3.  An  adequate  program   of  training  in  each   Sunday  School  with  at  least 
one  training  school  per  year. 

4.  Thirty  Vacation  Bible   Schools. 

SUGGESTED  OBJECTIVES 

In  addition  to  these  we  suggest  the  following  objectives: 

1.  At  least  one  revival  in  every  church  with  a  perennial  program  of  ev^i- 
gelism  in  the  Sunday  Schools  and  a  goal  of  1,55  baptisms. 

2.  Fifty  college  students  attending  our  denominational  schools. 

3.  1,500  subscribers  to  the  Biblical  Recorder. 

4.  Once-a-month  offering  to  the  Orphanage  from  every  church,  plus  a 
special  Thanksgiving  Offering. 

5.  A  Mother's  Day  offering  for  the  Hospital  from  every  church  in  the 
association. 

6.  Every  church  sending  a  check  to  the  Convention  Treasurer  for  the  Co- 
operative Program  at  least  once  each  month.

REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

It  gives  me  great  joy  to  present  the  report  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association. 

"Christ   for  the   world   we  sing; 
The  world  to  Christ  we  bring, 

With   loving   zeal ; 
The  poor,  and  them  that  mourn, 
The  faint  and  everborne. 
Sin-sick  and  sorrow-worn, 
Whom  Christ  doth  heal. 

There  are  a  great  many  women  in  our  midst  whose  earnest  desire  is  to  see 
all  of  our  women  and  young  people  enlisted  in  definite  missionary  endeavor. 
If  I  could,  I  would  convey  to  you  their  deep  concern  for  the  missionary  minded- 
ness  of  every  Baptist  among  us.  As  we  work  in  harmony  with  southwide  plans 
for  W.  M.  U.,  we  study,  plan,  pray,  and  give  for  two  things:  the  advance- 
ment of  Christ's  Kingdom  in  lands  near  and  far,  and  the  development  of  our 
own  native  powers  to  render  the  greatest  service  to  others. 

For  all  achievements  attained  we  thank  God;  if  any  mistakes  have  been 
made  we  trust  in  His  power  to  erase  them;  for  whatever  work  left  yet  to  be 
done  we  pray  His  guidance,  realizing  that  it  is  "Not  by  might,  nor  by  power, 
but  by  my  Spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts"  which  makes  for  permanent  results. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  leaders  of  the  six 
groups  of  churches:  Mrs.  Hubert  Maynard,  Mrs.  Geo.  N.  Harward,  Mrs.  C.  W. 
Sharpe,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Andrews,  Mrs.  Eustace  Markham,  and  Mrs.  J.  Roy  King. 
By  their  cooperation  the  organization  is  made  effective  in  every  part  of  our 
territory. 

Mission  Study,  under  the  efficient  supervision  of  Mrs.  J.  T.  Craig  continues 
to  be  an  important  part  of  our  program.  Since  Mrs.  Craig  has  been  in  charge 
of  this  work  she  has  collected  a  mission  study  library  of  500  books.  The  Mis- 
sion Study  Institute  recently  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Durham,  was  one 
of  the  rich  fruits  of  her  efforts.  One  hundred  and  fifty-five  women  from  all  parts 
of  our  association  were  in  attendance. 

Personal  Service,  with  Mrs.  Jack  Andrews,  chairman.  Stewardship  with 
Mrs.  D.  C.  Markham,  chairman,  and  the  Margaret  Fund  with  Mrs.  G.  E. 
Isaacs,  chairman,  have  received  due  consideration. 
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Mt.  Zion  Association  was  outstanding  in  the  state  because  our  Y.  W.  A. 
stewardship  declamation  contestant  won  over  others  at  the  State  Convention  in 
Charlotte.     She  is  Miss  Dorothy  Ellis  of  Lowes'  Grove  Church. 

Our  Young  Peoples'  Leader,  Mrs.  R.  Bruce  Wilkins,  is  well  fitted  for  the 
work.  Her  Young  Peoples'  Rally  at  Grace  Church,  Durham,  July  27,  was  a 
great  success.  About  200  young  people  attended.  Miss  Mary  Currin,  State 
Young  Peoples'  Leader,  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  C.  K.  Djang  of  China  were  the 
honor  guests. 

During  the  past  year  three  special  committees  have  been  added  to  our 
ranks.  The  Hundred  Thousand  Club  is  receiving  much  emphasis  under  the 
leadership  of  Mrs.  J.  C.  Markham,  the  W.  M.  U.  Training  School  is  repre- 
sented by  Miss  Mildred  Thomas,  and  we  are  urged  by  Mrs.  M.  S.  Breckenridge 
to  read  our  state  paper  and  mission  periodicals. 

The  Hundred  Thousand  Club  and  the  Cooperative  Program  are  the  two 
wbjects  preeminently  before  us  this  year,  while  we  do  not  minimize  our  special 
offerings.  Our  apportionment  is  a  5%  increase  in  gifts  to  the  Cooperative 
Program.     Our  goal  is  to  do  this  and  also  make  some  increase  to  special  gifts. 

Mount  Zion  W.  M.  U.  is  happy  to  have  Mrs.  Ira  D.  S.  Knight,  our  efficient 
former  superintendent,  to  be  the  president  of  the  Greensboro  Division  which 
comprises  nine  associations.  We  are  encouraged  also  by  the  fact  that  we  were 
able  to  lead  the  division  in  the  number  of  A-i  societies,  with  48  reporting  having 
reached  this  goal,  and  in  A-i    full  graded  unions,  the  number  being  five. 

Our  annual  meeting  was  held  June  15,  at  Cedar  Fork  with  Lowes'  Grove 
co-hostess.  More  than  300  attended.  Miss  Emma  Leachman,  Home  Mission 
Board  Field  worker,  and  Mrs.  J.  Clyde  Turner,  State  W.  M.  U.  president  were 
heard  with  decided  interest.  It  was  a  day  rich  in  fellowship  as  we  received 
inspiration  and  information  from  reports  and  special  messages.  Four  changes 
were  made  in  our  ofiicers:  Mrs.  A.  D.  Kinnett,  stewardship  chairman,  Mrs. 
E.  Clyde  Johnson,  personal  service  chairman,  Mrs.  L.  C.  PInnIx  and  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Shipp,  group  leaders,  were  chosen  to  fill  vacancies  made  by  the  resignations  of 
Mrs.  D.  C.  Markham,  Mrs.  Jack  Andrews,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Andrews,  and  Mrs.  J. 
Roy  King. 

We  are  growing.  Out  of  55  churches  we  have  46  W.  M.  S.  and  115  young 
peoples'  societies.  May  I  remind  you  that  figures  reveal  our  weakness  as  well 
as  our  strength.  We  still  have  nine  churches  with  no  missionary  organization. 
Surely  it  behooves  the  pastors  and  the  women  of  these  churches  to  plan,  pray, 
and  work  with  us  that  these  talents  may  not  still  be  buried  when  another  year 
closes. 

The  W.  M.  U.  of  the  South  will  celebrate  Its  Golden  Jubilee  Year  when  the 
convention  meets  in  Richmond  next  May.  We  are  making  now  the  record  by 
which  our  strength  will  be  judged  then.  We  pray  that  we  may  present  a 
creditable  record  not  only  there,  but  in  the  eyes  of  Him  who  looks  deeper 
than  pen  and  paper  can  portray,  and  that  we  may  rejoice  in  His  words, 
"Well  done".

After  singing  "My  Jesus,  I  Love 
Thee,"  L.  C.  Pinnix  leading,  C.  E.  Baker  conducted  the  devotional 
service,  reading  the  23  Psalm  and  leading  in  prayer.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Pinnix  sang  "There  Is  No  Friend  Like  Jesus,"  and  Charles  Jollay  and 
Miss  Mildred  Thomas  sang  "Dear  to  the  Heart  of  the  Shepherd."

BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  HAW  RIVER  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  Haw  River  Baptist  Church  is  located  in  the  town  of  Haw  River,  where 
the  Southern  Railroad  crosses  the  river,  only  a  short  distance  from  Graham, 
the  county  seat  of  Alamance  County,  North  Carolina. 

The  formation  of  the  church  was  being-  agitated  in  the  minds  of  the  brethren 
and  community  in  1886,  and  an  organization  was  effected.  A  Sunday  School 
was  in  progress,  but  the  records  have  been  lost,  and  there  is  no  means  of  ascer- 
taining its  history  during  these  first  years,  until  its  application  for  admittance 
into  the  Mount  Zion  Association  in   1893. 

At  the  meeting  of  this  Association,  Brother  G.  W.  P.  Gates  and  C.  H. 
Wynn  represented  the  church  as  delegates.  Brother  J.  C.  Hocutt  was  pastor, 
and  C.  S.  Gates  was  church  clerk.  No  deacons  reported.  The  brethren  serving 
the  church  as  pastors  since  the  organization  are  :  J.  G.  Hocutt  from  1893  to 
1901,  E.  D.  Weston  from  1901  to  1904,  J.  E.  M.  Davenport  from  1904  to 
1907,  S.  W.  Oldham  from  1907  to  191 1,  D.  W.  Arnett  from  191 1  to  191 3,  no 
pastor  in  19 13,  J.  W.  Rose  in  19 14,  H.  G.  Dorsett  191 5  to  191 7,  K.  G.  Horner 
1917  to  1919,  no  pastor  in  1920,  R.  S.  Lennon  1921,  no  report  in  1922,  J.  R. 
Cantrell  from  1923  to  1927,  C.  A.  Caldwell  from  1928  to  the  present. 

The  church  clerks  serving  the  church  from  its  organization,  as  reported  in 
the  minutes,  are  as  follows:  Brethren  A.  S.  Gates  eight  years,  J.  V.  Wynn 
three  years,  W.  T.  Brooks  three  years,  C.  P.  Gates  three  years,  W.  P.  William- 
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son  three  years,  R.  L,  Barham  three  years,  G.  W.  P.  Gates  one  year,  and  L.  E. 
Cole  twenty-two  years. 

The  church  has  a  good  Sunday  School,  with  Carle  Faucette  the  present 
superintendent,  and  an  enrollment  of  over  200.  The  church  also  has  a  Ladies 
Aid  Society,  a  W.  M.  S.  with  a  Sunbeam  Band,  and  five  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s  with  an 
enrollment  of  approximately    100. 

The  present  enrollment  of  the  Haw  River  Baptist  Church  is  192,  of  which 
number  65  were  received  this  year,  49  of  the  new  members  presenting  themselves 
for  baptism.  The  present  pastor,  Brother  C.  A,  Caldwell,  now  in  his  tenth 
year  at  Haw  River,  sees  an  outlook  which  has  never  been  so  bright  as  it  is  at 
the  present  time. 

HISTORY   OF  GORMAN  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Gorman  Baptist  Church  (formerly  Piney  Grove  Baptist  Church)  was  or- 
ganized near  Bragtown  in  Durham  County,  N.  C,  about  five  miles  Northeast 
of  the  City  of  Durham.  There  were  three  settlements  on  the  Cameron  Estate,  not 
very  far  apart,  with  several  families,  who  were  Baptist  and  who  worked  as 
tenants  on  these  settlements.  These  people  realized  the  need  of  a  Baptist  church 
in  their  midst,  as  near  the  center  and  on  as  suitable  lot  as  they  could  get  it. 
So  they  purchased  a  lot,  built  a  house,  and  called  it  "Piney  Grove." 

For  several  years  the  Piney  Grove  Baptist  Church  made  progress,  and  many 
were  added  to  its  fellowship.  It  applied  for  admission  to  the  Mount  Zion 
Association  in  1894  when  the  Association  met  at  Mt.  Moriah  Church.  Brother 
J.  F.  McDuffie  was  the  first  pastor  of  the  church,  and  Brother  L.  F.  Gates  was 
church  clerk.  Brethren  W.  E.  Glenn  and  L.  F.  Gates  were  elected  deacons. 
The  first  year  there  were  added  to  the  church  3  i  by  letter,  and  1 7  by  baptism  j 
89  were  enrolled  in  Sunday  School.  The  people  on  these  Cameron  settlements 
began  to  move  to  town,  and  the  two  leading  Brethren,  W.  E.  Glenn  and  L.  F. 
Gates,  passed  away  to  their  reward.  Several  families  moved  from  the  com- 
munities, and  the  membership  of  the  church  dwindled  to  the  extent  that  it 
could  not  support  a  pastor.  The  church  seldom  was  ever  represented  at  the 
Association. 

About  this  time  the  Clarksville  and  Oxford  Railroad  was  completed,  and 
established  a  station  a  few  miles  from  Durham.  They  named  the  growing  town 
and  community  "Gorman"  j  and  both  communities,  realizing  the  need  for  a 
church,  decided  to  move  the  building  to  Gorman  and  change  the  name  from 
"Piney  Grove"  to  "Gorman,"  and  call  the  church  "Gorman  Baptist  Church." 
The  change  was  effected  in  19 16. 

During  the  years  that  the  church  was  called  Piney  Grove,  it  had  the  fol- 
lowing pastors  and  clerks:  Brother  J.  F.  McDufiie  served  from  the  organiza- 
tion to  1897,  and  L.  F.  Gates  as  clerk;  Brother  O.  G.  Horton  in  1897,  and 
J.  W.  Jones,  clerk;  Brother  W.  A.  Crabtree  1898;  from  1899  to  1909  in- 
clusive there  was  no  pastor.  Brother  W.  E.  Dunnegan,  pastor,  and  Claude  Lash- 
ley,  clerk,  in  19 10;  Brother  W.  E.  Dunnegan,  pastor,  and  Mrs.  J.  E.  Rogers, 
clerk,  during  191 1;  Brother  J.  C.  Hocutt,  pastor,  and  Mrs.  Rogers,  clerk,  in 
1912;  Brother  J.  M.  Arnett  was  pastor  and  Mrs.  Rogers  was  clerk  when  the 
church  house  was  moved  to  Gorman. 
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The  loss  of  Brethren  W.  E.  Glenn  and  L.  F.  Gates  by  death,  each  having 
several  children  about  grown  and  very  active  in  church  work,  was  keenly  felt 
and  realized  by  the  church.  There  were  others  in  the  church  who  took  an 
active  part  in  trying  to  make  the  work  a  success,  but  these  two  brethren  took 
the  lead  and  were  very  active  and  liberal.  They  were  men  of  good  judgment, 
and  were  looked  upon  as  safe  leaders  by  the  church. 

Nearly  all  the  members  of  the  church  living  as  tenants  on  the  Gameron  Set- 
tlement moved  from  the  communities,  and  there  was  such  a  loss  sustained  in  their 
leaving,  such  an  opportunity  to  build  a  self-supporting  church,  and  such  a  flatter- 
ing and  inviting  outlook  that  they  decided  to  move  to  Gorman.  So  they  moved 
to  Gorman,  and  reported  the  change  to  the  Association  when  it  met  in  Garrboro 
in  October,   1916. 

The  Gorman  Ghurch,  since  the  change,  has  made  considerable  progress 
along  all  lines  of  work.  The  members  built  a  larger  house  and  have  recently 
added  to  the  building.  They  have  a  live  and  active  Sunday  School,  and  have 
the  auxiliaries  connected  with  the  W.  M.  U.  work.  They  have  a  wide-awake 
pastor,  and  a  board  of  active  deacons,  all  of  whom  seem  to  co-operate  with  the 
pastor  and  members  of  the  church  for  the  progress  of  God's  kingdom  on  earth. 
Not  satisfied  with  the  amount  of  preaching  they  have  been  having,  the  members 
have  called  their  pastor  for  half-time  service,  and  have  raised  his  salary.  They 
hope  soon  to  be  able  to  call  him  for  his  whole  time,  and  locate  him  in  their 
midst  as  all  pastors  ought  to  be  in  order  to  do  their  best  work. 

Since  the  church  has  been  changed  in  name  and  place,  it  has  had  the  follow- 
ing brethren  to  serve  them  as  pastor:  J.  D.  Martin,  pastor,  1916-19205  J.  B. 
Davis,  19215  Paul  Hartsell,  19225  H.  G.  Dorsett,  1923  and  19245  Z.  B.  Teel, 
1925  to  the  present  time.  Only  three  clerks  have  served  since  the  change:  C.  F. 
Husketh  1916  to  1926  (ten  years)  5  L.  M.  Duncan  1926  to  1933  (seven  years)  j 
H.  T.  Gooch  1933  to  1936  (three  years). 

The  Sunday  School  has  had  the  following  superintendents:  L.  M.  Duncan,  ten 
years  5  H.  T.  Gooch,  three  years 5  Arthur  Mayton,  5  years 5  D.  S.  Wall,  4  years. 

The  first  year  after  the  change  of  location,  the  church  paid  for  all  objects 
of  the  Convention  $108,715  in  1936  they  contributed  $1,195.18,  showing  an 
annual  increase  of  about  $57.00.  The  first  organization  of  the  W.  M.  U.  work 
and  its  auxiliaries  in  the  Church  was  in  1922.  They  seem  not  to  have 
made  any  report  to  the  Association  definitely  until  1926,  when  they  reported 
$15.00  raised  for  all  objects.     Last  year  they  contributed   $171.52, 

The  church,  after  the  change,  began  with  54  members.  Last  year  they 
reported  to  the  Association  256  on  roll.  The  Sunday  School,  after  the  change, 
reported  at  the  beginning  there  were  84  enrolled.  Last  year  they  reported  in 
Sunday  School  240.  The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  has  a  live  progressive  organization,  con- 
sidering that  they  have  been  organized  only  seven  years.  They  made  their  first 
report  to  the  Association  in  1929.  Their  first  report  showed  that  they  con- 
tributed during  that  year  $187.10  for  various  objects  of  the  convention.  Since 
that  time  their  contributions  have  been  combined  with  the  W.  M.  U.  contribu- 
tions, and  no  one  can  tell  just  how  much  they  have  given  since  their  organization. 
It  is  wonderful  how  the  young  people  of  the  church  and  community  have 
developed  during  the  years  that  the  church  has  been  organized. 
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As  the  town  and  community  have  advanced  numerically,  the  church  seems 
to  have  kept  apace  with  it  in  spiritual  growth.  There  are  but  few  persons  in 
the  town  and  community  who  are  not  professors  of  religion,  and  affiliates  with 
the  Church  and  Sunday  School.  They  seem  to  have  a  spiritually-minded  com- 
3Tiunity,  which  accounts  for  their  growth  in  grace,  the  progress  they  are  making 
in  advancing  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  their  attempt  to  make  the  world  a  better 
place  in  which  to  live. 

24.    The  Report  on  Ministerial  Relief  was  read  by  Charles  Jollay. 

REPORT   ON   MINISTERIAL  RELIEF 

Our  people  are  rapidly  developing  a  consciousness  of  their  obligation  to 
provide  some  systematic  and  dependable  means  for  the  support  of  the  aged 
and  infirm.  Recent  legislation  and  the  increasing  difficulty  for  one  over  fifty 
years  of  age  to  secure  employment  have  crystallized  public  opinion  toward  this 
obligation.  It  is  not  necessary  any  more  to  produce  arguments  to  convince 
a  Baptist  church  that  it  has  an  obligation  to  provide  support  for  the  minister 
who  has  grown  too  old  for  active  service.  The  problem  now  is  to  present  a 
v/orkable  program  which  may  be  entered  into  by  all  the  churches,  and  to  get 
them  to  act  without  delay.  Since  employees  of  all  religious  and  charitable 
institutions  are  not  eligible  for  aid  under  the  Social  Security  Act,  it  is  imperative 
that  the  churches  give  immediate  consideration  to  this  important  matter. 

There  is  a  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  our  churches  to  take  the  same 
attitude  toward  the  fifty  year  old  minister  that  the  employer  takes  toward  the  em- 
ployee of  the  same  age  5  that  is,  that  he  should  be  replaced  as  soon  as  possible. 
While  it  is  probably  true  that  there  is  a  slowing  up  of  physical  alertness  at  this 
age  which  tends  toward  less  valuable  service  to  an  employer,  it  is  still  a 
debatable  question  as  to  whether  this  handicap  is  not  more  than  offset  by  the 
added  efficiency  attained  through  years  of  practice  and  experience.  Certainly 
one's  mental  powers  have  not  weakened.  They  are  more  likely  strengthened  by 
experience.  Only  a  casual  glance  through  the  list  of  those  who  have  achieved 
success  in  the  past  will  establish  this  fact.  One  does  not  have  to  be  a  psychologist 
to  know  that  there  are  many  things  of  great  value  which  the  young  cannot 
know.  They  must  be  learned  in  the  school  of  experience.  Let  the  churches, 
therefore,  recognize  that  a  minister's  greatest  qualifications  are  sincere  consecra- 
tion, mature  judgment,  and  mental  poise,  all  of  which  are  enhanced  by  expe- 
rience. Since  this  is  true,  the  church  should  give  as  much  consideration  to  the 
active  older  men  as  is  given  the  young  men  and  thus  keep  them  off  the  retired 
list  as  long  as  they  are  able  to  give  valuable  service.  It  is  easier  for  the  young 
minister  to  support  himself  and  await  a  call  than  it  is  for  the  churches  to 
adequately  provide  for  the  old  who  have  been  forced  to  retire  because  of  having 
reached  a  supposed  age  deadline  rather  than  because  of  inefficiency. 

Space  will  not  permit  even  a  brief  summary  of  the  several  methods  now  in 
operation  which  in  some  measure  provide  support  for  the  retired  ministers  and 
ministers'  widows.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  each  pastor  to  get  informed  on  the 
subject  and  then  present  such  suggestions  to  his  church  as  shall  seem  wisest  for 
their    consideration.      Full    information    about    these    various    methods    may    be 
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obtained  from  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  Dallas,  Texas.  We  urge  upon 
the  ministry  and  the  churches  the  importance  of  immediate  consideration  and 
adoption  of  some  effective  plan  of  Ministerial  Relief.

25.  The  Temperance  Report  was  prepared  and  discussed  by 
John  T.  Wayland. 

REPORT   ON   TEMPERANCE 

Public  opinion  concerning-  the  problem  of  alcohol  and  the  cause  of  temperance 
appears  to  run  in  cycles,  or  rather  in  spirals.  For  even  though  the  plot  of  the 
temperance  movement  seems  to  be  curving  downward  at  the  present  time, 
there  is  no  indication  that  all  progress  will  be  lost. 

But  in  season  and  out  of  season,  dry  season  and  wet  season,  we  must  spend 
less  time  in  intemperate  quibbling  and  use  every  educational  method  available 
to  show  alcohol  to  be  the  enemy  of  the  individual  and  of  society.  The  fields 
of  sociology,  psychology,  chemistry,  biology,  and  political  science  must  be 
utilized  in  the  approach  to  the  problem  through  the  scientific  method.  The  facts 
gained  thereby  must  be  interpreted  scientifically,  and  decisions  made  should 
be  motivated  by  the  Christian  conception  of  man — his  supreme  worth,  his  body 
the  temple  of  God,  and  his  duty  to  do  nothing  to  cause  his  brother  to  stumble. 
This  education  must  be  carried  on  in  regular  courses  in  public  school  and  in 
special  courses  with  church  groups. 

An  honored  leader  in  Christian  education  has  expressed  the  conviction  that 
temperance  education  in  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  land  probably  did  more  than 
anything  else  to  make  national  prohibition  possible.  We  must  do  a  better  work 
this  time. 

I  recommend  for  your  consideration  "Christian  Education  and  the  Alcohol 
Problem",  published  by  The  International  Council  of  Religious  Education 
(loc)  ;  and  a  splendid  syllabus  for  young  people's  and  adult  groups,  "To  Drink 
or  Not  to  Drink",  by  Sidney  A.  Weston,  The  Pilgrim  Press.  (25c).  Splendid 
bibliographies  are  found  in  both  of  these  pamphlets.

26.    Hospital  Report  was  read  by  O.  L.  Riggs,  and  discussed  by 
Superintendent  Smith  Hagaman  of  the  Baptist  Hospital. 

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  greater  part  of  the  ministry  of  Jesus  and  His  recorded  miracles  had  to 
do  with  the  relief  of  physical  and  mental  suffering, — the  meeting  of  human  need. 
It  was  in  this  service  that  the  world  of  His  day  began  to  feel  and  understand 
the  fatherhood  of  God.  John  tells  us,  (20:30,  31)  "Many  other  signs  truly 
did  Jesus  in  the  presence  of  His  disciples  which  are  not  written  in  this  book: 
but  these  are  written  that  ye  might  believe  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of 
God}  and  believing  ye  might  have  life  through  His  name." 
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We  are  truly  grateful  for  the  vision  and  venture  of  our  Baptist  leaders  who 
gave  us  our  Hospital — this  institution  of  mercy  through  which  we  may  continue 
the  ministry  of  Jesus  in  relieving  human  suffering  and  restoring  the  physical 
man. 

Located  in  Winston-Salem,  a  five  story,  fireproof,  brick  building,  with  a 
capacity  of  io8  beds,  a  medical  staff  of  66  doctors,  55  nurses,  and  5  internes, 
the  hospital  closed  its  fourteenth  and  most  successful  year  on  June  30,  1937.  In 
addition  to  the  above  there  is  also  a  modern  nurses'  home,  the  Hospital  Auxiliary 
composed  of  the  women  of  the  several  churches  in  the  city,  and  last,  but  by  no 
means  least,  the  efficient  and  consecrated  superintendent  and  his  helpers  who 
rely  not  only  upon  the  skill  of  the  doctors  and  nurses,  but  upon  the  blessings  of 
the  Great  Physician  and  the  prayers  of  His  people. 

The  daily  cost  to  patients  ranges  from  $1.50  for  service  cases  (paid  by 
churches  and  communities)  to  $2.50  for  ward  or  $5.50  for  the  best  private 
rooms.  The  actual  cost  of  operation  is  $3.87  per  day  for  each  patient.  The 
hospital  relies  solely  upon  the  offerings  of  Mothers'  Day  and  $1  per  day  for 
each  patient  from  the  Duke  Endownment  Fund  to  take  care  of  those  unable  to 
pay.  In  1936  there  were  1600  service  or  free  cases  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$80,000  in  addition  to  $120,000  of  free  service  by  doctors  and  surgeons.  The 
4%  received  from  the  Cooperative  Program  goes  to  liquidate  the  hospital  con- 
struction bonds  and  not  to  current  expenses.  Linens,  sheets,  and  towels  from  the 
W.  M.  U.  organizations  and  friends  of  the  institution  also  supply  a  great  need  in 
both  the  hospital  and  the  nurses'  home. 

Patients  come  from  pratically  every  section  of  the  state.  Many  are  of  other 
faiths  and  those  who  have  no  church  afiiliation.  All  are  given  the  best  possible 
service  physically,  mentally,  and  spiritually. 

We  thank  God  that  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  permitted  to  render  this  prac- 
tical and  much  needed  service  in  Christ's  name. 

Your  committee  would  recommend: 

1.  That  we  remember  our  hospital  in  our  daily   invocations. 

2.  That  we  increase  our  offerings  on  Mothers'  Day.

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Loyal  Baptists  have  comprehended  what  the  Lord  Jesus  means  by  the  state- 
ment, "Preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature."  They  believe  that  it  Is  preached 
by  precept  and  deed.  Let  us  think  of  preaching  It  by  deed.  The  Baptists  of 
the  state  of  North  Carolina  are  conducting  orphan  ministry.  The  children  with- 
out parents  and  homes  find  a  home  and  guardianship  in  the  Baptist  Orphanage  of 
North  Carolina,  but  the  distressing  thing  is  that  this  institution  Is  limited  sorely 
In  its  service  to  children.  And  who  have  made  It  so, — not  loyal  Baptists,  but 
unloyal  j  and  why, — ^because  they  have  shut  up  their  bowels  of  compassion  against 
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needy  humanity  by  refusing  to  give  of  their  prayers  and  substance  to  promote 
and  enlarge  the  quarters  and  provisions  for  this  mass  of  human  need.  The  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  plan  adopted  for  promoting  orphanage  work  effected 
would  immediately  solve  the  problem.  This  plan  is  for  the  more  than  2,410 
Sunday  Schools  in  North  Carolina  to  give  a  once-a-month  offering  to  this  insti- 
tution. The  orphanage  cared  for  524  children  in  the  Mills  Home,  160  in  the 
Kennedy  Home,  and  173  through  Mother's  aid — making  a  grand  total  of  857 
in  1936.  This  institution  is  restrained  from  aiding  many  worthy  subjects  because 
of  inadequate  quarters  and  substance;  hence,  the  responsibility  falls  on  all  who 
are  affiliated   with  the  Baptist  denomination  of  North   Carolina. 

What  shall  we  do  about  it?      Hear  the  Master  say  "Inasmuch  as  you  did  it 
unto  one  of  these  my  little  ones  you  did  it  unto  Me."

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

The  need  for  Christian  Education  is  felt  more  keenly  today  than  ever  before. 
A  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  teachings  of  Christ  does  not  satisfy  or  fully 
meet  the  conditions  which  confront  us.  Expression  of  this  knowledge  is  essential 
for  the  development  of  Christian  character — which  is  the  goal  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation. 

The  Bible  as  our  source  book  of  Christian  principles  should  be  given  more 
consideration  in  our  teaching  and  training.     The  greater  part  of  this  must  take 
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place  in  the  home  and  church.  To  reach  those  who  need  this  training-,  the  church 
faces  a  challeng-e.  Perhaps  in  the  near  future  the  church  will  sponsor  an  ade- 
quate program  to  meet  this  responsibility.  Many  of  the  churches  have  buildings 
which  can  meet  the  requirements,  and  they  also  have  a  consecrated  and  educated 
ministry.  The  church  as  a  necessary  center  of  Christian  Education  is  becoming 
more  apparent  every  day.  Most  of  our  young  people  are  not  enrolled  in  the 
Baptist  colleges  of  this  state,  and  it  is  to  them  we  should  give  our  immediate 
attention. 

The  Baptist  schools  in  the  state  have  done  much  in  the  realm  of  Christian 
Education,  and  they  deserve  our  continued  prayers  and  support.  With  the 
Christian  leaders,  teachers,  and  ministers  in  these  schools,  our  Baptist  hosts  should 
unite  in  one  common  purpose — that  of  teaching  all  people  the  Christian  way  of 
life.

ships, new  or  renewal,  and  a  similar  number  during  1937.  The  record  is  con- 
cerned only  with  those  memberships  that  are  fully  paid  during  the  calendar  year, 
the  minimum  paid-up  membership  being  twelve  dollars.

When  I  became  your  chairman  last  July,  I  immediately  wrote  each  group 
leader  in  our  association  and  asked  her  to  visit  the  societies  in  her  group  and 
have  them  appoint  a  Hundred  Thousand  Club  chairman  in  order  to  get  the 
work  well-organized. 

There  were  twelve  churches  which  reported  gifts  to  the  Hundred  Thousand 
Club.  If  victory  is  attained,  we  must  begin  now  to  check  up  on  memberships 
and  enlist  others.

TRAINING  SCHOOL  REPORT 

"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature"  Jesus 
said.  During  the  third  quarter  into  which  we  are  about  to  enter,  it  is  our  blessed 
privilege  to  help  send  the  gospel  to  the  ends  of  the  earth  through  our  gifts  to 
our  beloved  Training  School  in  Louisville,  Ky.  Surely  it  is  as  important  to 
train  missionaries  as  it  is  to  send  out  missionaries.  Therefore,  our  call  for  gifts 
for  this  great  missionary  school  is  a  sacred  and  holy  one.  Our  gifts  to  the  school 
this  year  must  be  increased  over  the  past  two  years  if  North  Carolina  is  to  do 
her  share  in  caring  for  the  work.  There  are  three  reasons  why  our  gifts  must 
be  increased: 

1.  Our  gifts  during  the  past  two  years  have  fallen  short  of  the  $2,400, 
which  is  our  share  of  the  current  expense  fund,  plus  six  scholarships  5 

2.  With  the  change  in  classes,  making  necessary  transportation  to  and  from 
the  Seminary,  each  state  must  accept  a  larger  apportionment  for  the  current 
expenses ; 

3.  Necessary  fund  repairs  to  the  building  by  flood  waters  must  be  forth- 
coming, thus  necessitating  more  generous  giving. 

These  three  things  should  claim  our  special  attention  as  we  make  plans  for 
our  Training  School  programs  and  gifts  during  the  months  of  July  and  August. 
In  the  interest  of  this  cause  I  have  written  forty-five  letters,  one  to  each  W. 
M.  U.  President  in  the  Association.

REPORT  OF  PERSONAL  SERVICE 

Knowing  the  many  good  things  on  today's  program,  and  also  knowing  our 
tendency  to  think  reports  as  tiresome  necessary  evils,  I  am  not  going  to  take  up 
time  with  details,  but  give  a  brief  summary  of  our  Personal  Service  Work. 

These  reports  are  important  though  often  our  individual  service  seems 
insignificant  and  that  of  our  society  small  indeed.  We  are,  however,  encouraged 
by  the  impressive  record  which  the  united   service  of  individuals,  organizations, 
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districts,  and  association  makes  possible.  Such  records  become  an  incentive  to 
better  service}  the  sense  of  fellowship  in  a  common  cause  inspires  us  to  renewed 
effort.  Comparison  of  records  is  necessary  that  we  may  more  clearly  see  and 
endeavor  to  correct  our  weak  points. 

Our  personal  Service  report  is  both  encouraging  and  disappointing, — keenly 
disappointing  in  that  about  50%  of  our  churches  failed  to  report  at  all,  encour- 
aging in  that  the  approximately  50%  reporting  have  as  a  whole  given  evidence 
of  splendid  work,  genuine  interest  and  earnest  effort.  The  reports  show  activity 
along  all  phases  of  the  work.  Judging  from  the  reports  I  should  say  that  for 
a  large  number  of  societies  the  most  important  point  to  consider  and  endeavor 
to  strengthen  is  that  of  Definite  Efforts  for  Soul  Winning,  which  is  the  very 
heart  of  our  personal  service.  Without  this,  it  becomes  simply  Social  Service, 
and  while  this  is  good  and  necessary,  we  want  to  go  further  than  that.

REPORT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLES'  LEADER 

Our  State  Young  People's  Leader,  Miss  Mary  Currin,  in  her  report  at  the 
W.  M.  U.  Meeting  at  Charlotte,  called  our  young  people's  organizations 
throughout  North  Carolina,  "God's  Gardens."  Our  Sunbeams,  G.  A's,  R.  A's, 
and  Y.  W.  A's,  are  the  beautiful  flowers  growing  in  those  gardens.  Faithful 
counselors  are  the  keepers  of  those  gardens  and  God  Himself,  the  "Master  Garde- 
ner" who  keeps  an  ever  watchful  eye  upon  the  work  that  is  being  done  in  these 
gardens,  and  gives  His  approving  "Well  Done"  to  those  who  have  labored 
faithfully.  Would  that  we  might  all  see  more  clearly  that  what  we  do  for  our 
young  people  is  really  being  done  for  Him,  and  for  the  on-going  of  His 
Kingdom ! 

We  believe  the  "Master  Gardener"  would  approve  the  work  done  for  the 
young  people  of  Mt.  Zion  Association  during  1936.  There  has  been  growth  and 
development.  New  societies  have  been  organized}  many  have  reached  the  A-i 
Standard  of  Excellence  for  the  first  time.  Much  of  this  development  is  due  to 
the  untiring  eflPorts  of  Mrs.  D.  C.  Markham,  Associational  Young  People's 
Leader  for  a  number  of  years.  She  cared  for  our  Y,  W.  A.,  G.  A.,  R.  A.,  and 
Sunbeam  Gardens  well,  and  continued  to  do  so  for  6  months  of  the  year  1936, 
resigning  last  June. 

Your  present  Associational  leader  was  elected  without  her  consent,  without 
even  being  consulted,  in  fact,  at  the  Associational  Meeting  last  June.  And  when 
she  arrived   in   Durham   last   July  as  a   bride   to   make   her   new   home,   she   was 
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asked  to  accept  a  position  to  which  she  had  already  been  elected.  This  she  did, 
and  was  glad  to  water  the  young  people^s  gardens  of  the  Mt.  Zion  Association 
which  had  been  planted,  and  to  try  to  help  thern  grow,  and  to  encourage  the 
planting  of  several  brand  new  gardens. 

The  record  of  these  gardens  speak  for  itself.  There  were  1 1  3  gardens  in  the 
Association,  But  Alas!  Only  10 1  of  those  grew  enough  to  s^nd  in  a  report  of 
their  growth.  New  gardens  during  the  year  numbered  7.  33  gardens  sent  in  such 
excellent  reports  that  they  were  given  the  approval  of  our  state,  and  called  A-i 
gardens.  This  shows  an  increase  of  12  over  the  previous  year.  This  honor  went 
to  9  Y.  W.  A.  organizations,  10  G.  A's,  7  R.  A's,  and  7  Sunbeam  Bands.  6  or- 
ganizations lacked  only  one  point,  so  were  in  class  B,  and  8  lacked  two  points, 
and  were  in  Class  C. 

These  flowers  of  youth  were  interested  that  gardens  be  planted  in  other  places, 
so  gave  a  total  of  $2,  927.23  to  all  the  offerings  during  the  year. 

One  of  our  beautiful  Y.  W.  A.  flowers.  Miss  Dorothy  Ellis,  of  Lowes'  Grove 
Church,  stood  taller  than  all  the  Y.  W.  A  flowers  of  N.  C.  She  won  the  State 
Stewardship  Declamation  Contest,  and  will  go  to  the  Y.  W.  A.  Camp  at  Ridge- 
crest,  as  her  award  for  this  honor. 

Still  there  is  so  much  to  be  done  for  the  young  people  of  our  A'iiociation. 
Gardens  just  waiting  to  be  planted  and  cared  for  by  you  women  of  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies  in  your  own  churches.  Records  must  be  improved.  Weeds 
of  carele«ness  and  indifference  must  not  be  allowed  to  choke  out  the  beautiful 
blossoms  in  our  gardens.  Let  us  thank  the  Master  Gardener  for  what  He  has 
done  through  us,  and  let  us  labor  together  with  Him  for  the  advancement  of 
His  Kingdom!

Thus  has  joy  come  to  me  in 
great  measure  as  I  ha.^  .'  :^:'*;..<en  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a  year  in  service 
with  you  as  Superintendent  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  L'nion  of  Ml  Zion  A»d- 
dation. 

Not  all  duties  have  been  easy,  not  all  days  bright,  but  when  the  outlook  was 
discouraging  the  words  of  our  watchword,  clear  and  jubilant,  came  to  me  to 
encourage  and  sustain, — '*Not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit,  saith 
the  Lord  of  hosts."  How  comforting  to  know  that  we  do  not  have  to  rely  upon 
human  strength  and  wisdom  alone  to  accomplish  the  ta^  before  us. 

I  wish  to  express  here  my  appreciation  of  your  confidence  and  co-operation 
which  you  have  so  generously  given  me.  Not  only  to  the  officers  who  have 
worked  with  me,  but  to  every  one  of  you,  however  small  your  part  may  have 
been,  1  am  indeed  gratefal.     I  feel  that  I  speak  the  mind  of  every  woman  here 
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when  I  say  that  all  of  us  are  deeply  grateful  to  God  for  the  blessings  which 
have  enabled  us  to  make  a  good  report  of  a  happy  year's  work.  May  the  pro- 
blems we  have  not  solved  spur  us  on  to  more  zealous  effort,  and  may  the  success 
we  have  enjoyed  inspire  us  to  greater  undertakings. 

The  statistical  report  is  for  the  calendar  year  of  1936.  Therefore  whatever 
was  accomplished  last  year,  I  had  a  part  in  only  the  latter  half.  Your  former 
superintendent,  Mrs.  Ira  D,  S.  Knight,  had  laid  the  foundation  for  a  successful 
1936  when  I  came  into  office. 

We  have  reason  to  be  proud  of  our  association, — one  of  the  largest  in  North 
Carolina.  Last  year  we  were  third  in  the  state  in  gifts.  Our  goal  was  $13,571.00 
and  we  gave  $16,023.88.  We  had  46  societies,  7  B  societies,  and  15  C  societies. 
There  were  5  A-i   unions  reported. 

A  mark  of  distinction  came  to  our  association  when  our  Y.  W.  A.  girl 
Dorothy  Ellis,  of  Lowe's  Grove,  won  the  state  stewardship  declamation  contest. 
She  made  a  splendid  appearance  before  the  state  convention  in  Charlotte  last 
March.

Upon  our  group  leaders  falls  the  responsibility  of  making  our  strength  felt 
in  each  and  every  corner  of  our  territory.  Unfortunately  two  group  leaders 
found  it  necessary  to  resign  last  summer  and  considerable  time  was  lost  before 
their  successors  could  be  found.  We  are  happy  that  their  places  were  so  well 
filled  by  Mrs.  Hubert  Maynard  and  Mrs.  Eustace  Markham. 

Will  all  group  leaders  come  forward  and  report  by  posters  their  organiza- 
tions? Group  I,  Mrs.  Hubert  Maynard 5  Group  2,  Mrs.  George  N.  Harward; 
Group  3,  Mrs.  C.  W.  Sharpe;  Group  4,  Mrs.  R.  H.  Andrews j  Group  5,  Mrs. 
Eustace  Markham;  Group   6,  Mrs.  J.  Roy  King. 

To  these  women  we  owe  our  appreciation  and  support.  Let  us  resolve,  each 
and  every  one,  to  be  loyal  to  our  group  leader.

MARGARET   FUND   REPORT 

"Bear  ye  one  anothers  burdens." — Gal.  6:2. 

No  phase  of  W.  M.  U.  activities  is  dearer  and  nearer  to  the  hearts  of  the 
women  than  that  which  we  call  our  Margaret  Fund  work.  Its  purpose  and 
plan  have  continued  to  challenge  the  constituency  since  its  beginning.  Our 
hearts  are  grateful  that  we  have  the  opportunity  to  show  our  love  for  those 
who  represent  us  on  the  fields  far  away. 

We  hear  much  these  days  about  investments.  The  business  world  is  ever 
seeking  safe  and  promising  investments.  What  better  investments  can  we  make 
than  investing  in  a  life  by  giving  equipment  that  will  enable  it  to  serve  in  a 
larger  sphere.  When  we  make  this  investment  we  are  sure  of  dividends,  because 
most  of  these  students  are  making  a  real  contribution  to  the  furtherance  of  our 
Lord's  great  missionary  program. 

This  year's  record  at  New  Orleans  revealed  an  increase  in  list  of  students 
during  1936-37.  Sixty-seven  students  received  scholarships  which  was  an  in- 
vestment of  $16,375.  Every  state  this  year  met  its  apportionment.  In  the  fall 
term  of  1938,  the  sons  and  daughters  of  our  Home  Board  will  be  beneficiaries 
of  the  Margaret  Fund.  They  also  voted  at  New  Orleans  to  no  longer  ask 
the  states  to  raise  apportionments  for  scholarships  but  that  $16,000  be  taken 
from  the  1937  Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering,  and  $6,000  from  the  Annie  W. 
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Armstrong-  offering,  and  that  this  method  become  the  policy  of  the  Margaret 
Fund  Scholarship. 

They  also  voted  to  no  longer  assign  students  to  the  different  states  for 
special  mothering,  but  that  each  state  look  after  the  students  attending  schools 
in  their  states.  This  will  give  N.  C.  more  students  than  we  have  had  in 
the  past. 

In  New  Orleans  in  1930  it  was  agreed  that  it  would  be  a  beautiful  thing, 
a  holy  task  if  every  woman  named  Margaret  or  who  has  a  relative  or  a  friend 
named  Margaret  would  make  a  love  gift  offering  to  this  fund  and  let  the 
Margarets  of  the  southland  link  their  names  up  more  definitely  by  enrolling  in 
our  Margaret  Fund  Book  of  Remembrance.  The  minimum  gift  is  $2.00.  I 
have  made  for  Mt.  Zion  Association  a  Margaret  Memorial  Book.  There  are 
now  29  names  enrolled.  The  following  9  have  been  enrolled  since  our  last 
associational   meeting :

Constitution 


Article  i.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association 
of  North  Carolina. 

Membership 
Art.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers,  belonging  to,  and 
members  chosen  annually  by,  the  several  churches  belonging-  to  this  body,  who, 
by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches,  certify  their  appointment,  and 
shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  seats.  Each  church  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  three 
delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  from  each  Sabbath  School  connected  with 
the  church,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist  Church. 

Objects 

Art.  3.  The  objects  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increas- 
ing the  harmony,  the  intelligence  and  the  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and 
for  developing  and  directing  their  energies,  their  resources  and  their  gifts,  in 
advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  on  the  earth.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  educational,  mission,  Sabbath 
School,  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches.  It 
may  advise  the  churches,  and  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adop- 
tion, but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  Yet,  in  view  of  the  combined  wisdom, 
piety,  and  intelligence  of  the  body,  it  may  justly  claim  for  itself,  for  its  objects, 
and  for  its  recommendations  the  very  highest  consideration  and  regard. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church  that 
shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  religion 
as  taught  in  the  Bible  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true  teachings 
thereof. 

Rights  of  Churches 

Art.  6.  Baptist  churches  on  application  for  admission  to  this  body  shall  be 
received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  necessary  evidence  is  given  that  they  are 
truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  when  requested  by  aggrieved 
members  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send  committees  to 
aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  the  church  is  aggrieved  with  the 
majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  consideration.  Indi- 
vidual applications  will  not  be  entertained. 
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Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  appoint  as  delegates,  as  far  as 
practical,  their  most  capable  members,  to  insist  upon  their  attendance,  and  to 
send  by  them  a  contribution  to  the  Association  Treasurer  to  pay  for  the  printings 
of  the  minutes  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  send  annually  a  letter  to  the 
Association  giving:  i.  Location;  2,  Names  of  pastor,  clerk,  and  other  general 
officers  and  their  respective  post  offices;  3.  Sabbaths  of  regular  worship;  4.  Church 
statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by 
letter,  excluded,  erased,  or  died  during  the  past  year;  the  total  number  in  fel- 
lowship; 5.  Statement  of  the  finances  of  the  church  showing  all  amounts  paid  to 
local  expenses  and  benevolent  objects;  6.  Sunday  school  statistics;  7.  Records  of 
other  church  organizations;  8.  Names  of  delegates  and  alternates;  9.  Any  other 
information  deemed  of  special  importance  or  necessary  for  publication,  as  re- 
quired on  the  blanks  in  immediate  use. 

Organization 

Art.  10.  (i)  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  session  after  the  names  of  the  delegates  are  enrolled,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  next  annual  session.  Election  shall  be  by  acclamation  when  only 
one  candidate  is  nominated,  but  by  ballot  when  more  than  one  candidate  is  nom- 
inated for  any  one  office.     Any  officer  may  be  reelected. 

(2)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Association  an  Executive  Committee  consisting 
of  twelve  members  shall  be  elected,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  cooperate  with  the 
State  Baptist  Convention  in  its  program  for  the  furtherance  of  God's  Kingdom 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  as 
often  as  it  may  desire  for  the  effectual  execution  and  performance  of  its  duties. 
This  committee  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  such  sub-committees  as  it  may 
deem  necessary. 

(3)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mittee whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  select  and  to  recommend  to  the  Association  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  be  elected  by  the  Association. 

(4)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power,  at  any  of  its  official 
meetings,  to  fill  any  vacancies  on  the  committee  occurring  during  the  year. 

Duties  of  Oificers 

Art  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  open  the  meeting  punc- 
tually at  the  time  appointed,  to  enforce  the  rules,  to  preserve  order,  and  to  exer- 
cise all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association;  to  superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of 
the  same;  and  to  keep  on  file  the  printed  minutes  and  other  important  documents 
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belonging  to  the  body.  The  distribution  shall  be  based  on  the  comparative  amount 
paid  by  each  church  to  the  minute  fund.  For  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid 
fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  out  of  the  Minute  Fund. 

Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  over  to  the 
proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  direct  to  the  Association  by  the  churches, 
and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  examine  annually  the  Treas- 
urer's books  and  attest  the  report. 

Art.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  collect  and  put  in  some 
durable  form  all  facts  and  interest  about  each  of  the  churches  of  the  Association 
and  report  at  each  session  of  this  body. 

Amendments 

Art.  17.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing, two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 


Rules  of  Order 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Wednesday  after  the  second 
Sunday  in  October,  and  continue  for  two  days,  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  On  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  session 
shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his  absence,  the  incum- 
bent Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  to 
be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other  that  cour- 
tesy which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding  officer. 
He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  all 
personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
special  permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  or, 
at  his  request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  other  motion  or  proposition  shall 
be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  post- 
pone to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in  the  order 
in  which  they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be 
admitted  to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a  Com- 
mittee on  Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will  report  as 
soon  as  feasible  after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association.  When 
adopted,  their  report  shall  become  the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be 
changed  except  by  vote  of  the  Association  as  provided  in  Section   10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by  rules 
of  some  recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  Mell's  or  Kerfott's.

A.  D.  Kinnett.  On  motion  C.  F.  Hudson  reported  the  workings  of 
the  Association  for  the  Recorder^  Durham  and  Burlington  papers. 

REPORT  ON  THE  BIBLICAL  RECORDER 

For  one  hundred  and  three  years  the  Biblical  Recorder  has  served  the  Bap- 
tists of  North  Carolina  and  of  the  world.  The  paper  in  the  main  speaks  the 
message  and  the  beliefs  of  our  Baptist  people.  It  is  a  missionary  paper,  seeking 
in  a  constructive  way  to  carry  the  gospel  message  to  every  part  of  the  world. 
Our  Christian  culture  and  our  Christian  homes  depend  largely  upon  the  Biblical 
Recorder.  All  of  our  Baptist  people  cannot  attend  our  Christian  colleges  and 
seminaries  for  the  Baptist  viewpoint  and  for  Baptist  instruction.  But  the  Biblical 
Recorder  is  in  reach  of  all  our  Baptist  people.  And  there  is  no  excuse  for  the 
poorest  Baptist  family  in  our  state  not  having  access  to  this  wonderful  paper. 

The  Recorder  gives  a  Christian  interpretation  of  the  events  of  the  day,  of 
the  Baptist  news  in  our  state  and  of  the  Southland,  notes  and  letters  from  the 
pastors  of  the  state,  and  from  our  missionaries  at  home  and  abroad.  It  keeps 
the  churches  informed  of  the  accomplishments  of  their  gifts,  and  the  work  of 
their  denomination  at  home  and  on  the  foreign  fields. 
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It  also  seeks  to  develop  the  spiritual  and  intellectual  needs  of  the  young 
church  member.  It  inspires  loyalty  to  the  organized  work  of  our  boards  and 
conventions.  It  seeks  to  build  Christian  homes,  Christian  schools,  and  Christian 
churches.     It  sets  up  Christian  ideals  for  the  social  order,  and  for  the  state. 

A  paper  with  these  lofty  ideals  and  high  Christian  standards  should  be  in 
every  Baptist  home  in  our  state.

on  the  mission  work. 

REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM— STATE, 
HOME  AND  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  Co5perative  Program  is  an  effort  among  State  and  Southern  Baptists  to 
unify  denominational  work  and  to  promote  missions  at  home  and  abroad.  The 
objectives  are  both  statewide  and  southwide. 

North  Carolina  objects  included  in  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  per- 
centages of  distribution  are  as  follows:  State  Missions,  13%;  Christian  Education 
(largely  for  debts),  42%;  Hospital,  4%  5  Ministerial  Education,  1%;  total  in 
the  State,  60%;  to  out  of  state  objects,  40%  5  grand  total,  100%. 

The  distributable  money  for  southwide  objects  is  divided  as  follows:  Foreign 
Missions,  50%  j  Home  Missions,  23  1/3%;  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  10  1/3%  j 
Southern  Baptist  Seminary,  4  i/5%j  Southwestern  Baptist  Seminary,  4  1/5%; 
Baptist  Bible  Institute,  3  9/10%;  W.  M.  U.  Training  School,  8/15% 5  American 
Baptist  Seminary,  1%;  New  Orleans  Hospital,  2   1/2%;  total,   100%. 

State  Missions  include  the  following  activities: 

1.  Pastoral  assistance  in  weak  churches  and  mission  points.  Neglected  places 
and  small  churches  with  promising  possibilities  are  given  first  consideration.  Con- 
gregations are  granted  aid  sufficient  to  make  the  pastor's  salary  large  enough  to 
provide  the  comforts  of  himself  and  family. 

2.  The  Mission  of  Teaching  and  Training.  In  this  field  the  State  Mission 
Board  seeks  to  foster  in  an  adequate  way  the  Sunday  School  and  Baptist  Training 
Union  work.  The  aim  is  to  secure  and  develop  better  trained  workers  and  to 
enlarge  these  particular  projects  in  neglected  parts  of  the  State. 

3.  Work  in  and  through  Infirmaries.  In  this  work  we  seek  to  heal  the  hurt 
of  mankind,  both  soul  and  body.  In  addition  to  our  hospital  at  Winston-Salem, 
assistance  is  given  at  the  following  points:  Oteen  Hospital,  Oteen,  N.  C.  5  State 
Sanatorium,  Western  N.  C.  Sanatorium,  Black  Mountain,  N.  C,  and  Samarcand. 

4.  Student  Work  in  the  Colleges.  In  a  few  places — all  too  few — State  Mis- 
sions is  assisting  student  secretaries  in  providing  help  for  the  students  in  their 
church  activities  and  spiritual  needs. 
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5.  Church  Buildings.  Financial  assistance  is  being-  given  to  needy  places  for 
church  buildings. 

6.  Indians.  At  present  the  Robeson  County  Indians  are  being  helped  by  the 
State  Mission  Board  through  aid  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  M.  C.  Lunsford,  State  Mis- 
sionaries. 

7.  Negroes.  We  are  aiding  the  Negro  Baptist  cause  in  the  State  by  helping 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  following  Negro  workers:  W.  C.  Somerville  and  D.  C. 
Clanton. 

8.  Missionaries.  In  addition  to  the  items  mentioned  above,  Rev.  M.  O.  Alex- 
ander and  Rev.  J.  C.  Pipes  are  kept  in  the  field  assisting  the  churches  in  every 
kind  of  denominational  work  we  foster.  They  are  overworked  the  year  around. 
We  need  additional  missionaries  immediately. 

9.  Christian  Education.  State  Missions  and  Christian  Education  go  hand  in 
hand.  Our  State  Board  is  helping  our  colleges  and  schools  and  by  such  co- 
operation we  are  furnishing  moral  support,  men,  women  and  means  for  the 
progress  of  denominational  work  in  the  State,  through  the  South  and  to  the  ends 
of  the  world. 

Home  Missions.  The  offices  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  are  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 
The  secretary  is  Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence.  We  support  Home  Mission  projects  through 
the  Cooperative  Program.  Twenty-three  and  one-third  per  cent  of  the  cooper- 
ative funds  go  to  the  Home  Mission  work.  "During  the  past  year  23  missionaries 
have  been  put  in  the  field,  22  mission  chapels  and  pastors'  homes  built,  and  over 
100  new  mission  stations  opened.     It  has  been  a  glorious  year  of  going  on." 

Foreign  Missions.  Besides  designated  gifts  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  re- 
ceived 50%  of  the  distributable  funds  of  the  Cooperative  Program.  The  offices 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  are  located  in  Richmond,  Va.  Dr.  C.  E.  Maddry 
is  the  secretary.  This  project  of  our  mission  work  has  never  been  in  jeopardy 
so  much  as  during  the  past  year.  Devastating  wars  and  rumors  of  wars  have 
caused  great  damage  to  our  property  and  driven  many  missionaries  from  their 
fields.  Under  difficult  circumstances  the  work  is  being  carried  on  and  many  mis- 
sionaries are  doing  a  miraculous  work  even  in  the  war-stricken  zones  of  China. 
The  total  receipts  last  year  amounted  to  $1,077,996.34.  The  debt  has  been  re- 
duced to  $316,000.  Of  last  year's  work  statistics  reveal:  14,027  baptisms j  total 
foreign  membership,  208,7945  total  native  churches,  1,8025  self-supporting 
churches,   986;   and  a  total   contribution  by   native  churches  of    $370,638.00. 

The  Hundred  Thousand  Club.  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  now  cooperating 
with  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club  movement.  This  phase  of  our  work  is  purely 
a  debt-paying  item.  All  of  every  gift  to  this  movement  goes  to  reduce  our  debts. 
Since  North  Carolina  receives  a  per  cent  of  the  contributions,  and  since  debts  of 
southwide  causes  are  being  greatly  and  rapidly  reduced,  we  should  bring  this 
matter  to  the  attention  of  our  churches  and  secure  every  possible  membership. 
The  amount  each  church  gives  to  this  object  is  included  in  the  Coopercitive 
Program  budget. 

Recommendations 

In  view  of  the  great  needs  of  our  denominational  enterprises  in  the  State, 
over  the  South  and  on  foreign  fields,  and  whereas  an  unusual  prosperity  now 
prevails  among  our  churches,  we  recommend  that  our  Association   accept  a  goal 
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of  forty  thousand  dollars  ($40,000)  for  the  Cooperative  Program,  and  that  our 
pastors  and  associational  leaders  be  called  on  to  lead  us  in  an  intensive  and  ex- 
tensive program  of  missions  and  giving  during  the  incoming  year. 

Evangelism.  Moreover,  since  evangelism  is  to  be  a  major  movement  of  the 
State  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  it  is  hereby  recommended  that  our 
Association  accept  a  goal  of  fifteen  hundred  baptisms,  and  that  we  begin  im- 
mediately to  make  plans  for  an  associational-wide  program,  or  city-wide  pro- 
grams of  soul-winning  to  be  carried  out  during  the  year  1939.

REPORT  ON  ASSOCIATIONAL  WORK— SUNDAY  SCHOOL 
AND  TRAINING  UNION  ACTIVITIES 

Someone  has  defined  Christian  Religious  Education  as  "the  education  of  all 
the  people  in  the  fundamentals  of  the  Christian  religion  and  guidance  in  the 
way  of  complete  living."  The  programs  and  plans  of  our  associational  Sunday- 
School  and  Training  Union  activities  lend  themselves  to  the  advancement  of  this 
God-given  task.  The  complexities  of  our  modern  life  create  situations  which 
demand  the  application  of  Christian  principles  intelligently  if  practical  solutions 
are  found  to  the  many  problems  which  face  us  on  every  hand.  Our  associational 
work  this  year  has  been  promoted  under  the  guidance  of  the  Promotion-Executive 
Committee  with  an  ever-increasing  knowledge  and  realization  of  the  responsibil- 
ities and  obligations  of  a  worthy  worth-while  program  of  activities,  keeping  ever 
in  mind  the  objectives  toward  which  we  are  constantly  striving — objectives  which 
seek  to  lead  the  individual  into  accepting  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord,  the 
acknowledgment  of  His  principles  as  safe  and  sure  guideposts  to  abundant  living, 
and  the  application  of  these  principles  in  everyday  life. 

The  associational  Sunday  School  work,  under  the  direction  of  James  P.  Mor- 
gan, as  associational  superintendent,  has  sought  to  accomplish  definite  objectives. 
While  a  complete  organization  has  not  been  maintained,  much  good  has  been 
done  and  the  future  is  promising.  During  the  period  of  monthly  associational 
meetings  the  various  phases  of  Sunday  School  work  were  presented  and  discussed 
and  literature  on  these  phases  made  available  to  those  desiring  such.  While  no 
definite  figures  are  available  at  the  writing  of  this  report,  it  can  be  safely  stated 
from  information  received  from  monthly  reports  from  the  Sunday  Schools  that  a 
substantial  increase  in  enrollment  and  attendance  has  been  shown  by  most  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  in  our  Association  during  the  past  associational  year.  A  fine 
spirit  of  harmony  and  cooperation  exists  and  much  fine  and  splendid  work  is 
being  done.  The  Associational  Officers'  Conference,  in  session  at  High  Point  in 
January,  was  attended  and  a  program  of  work  outlined  for  the  associational 
Sunday  School  work. 
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Perhaps  the  best  work  of  the  Sunday  School  associational  organization  was 
that  of  the  promotion  of  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  Miss  Ruby  Williams,  of  Buies 
Creek,  was  employed  by  the  Association  to  promote  this  work  in  cooperation 
with  our  local  officers.  She  came  to  us  about  the  first  of  June  and  worked  for 
a  period  of  two  months.  During  that  time  twenty-two  schools  were  held,  many 
of  which  were  due  directly  to  the  efforts  of  Miss  Williams,  who  arranged  the 
schools,  trained  the  faculties,  and  directed  several  in  person.  Nineteen  of  these 
twenty-two  schools  reported  to  the  associational  Sunday  School  organization,  and 
a  survey  of  these  reports  give  the  following  items  of  information:  an  enrollment 
of  2,204  pupils  attended  DVBS  a  total  of  145  days,  43  hours  per  day — a  total 
of  6,235  hours  of  Bible  instruction.  The  average  attendance  per  day  was  1,757. 
The  mission  offerings — sent  either  directly  to  some  denominational  enterprise  or 
to  the  State  Mission  Board,  undesignated,  amounted  to  $i 08.00.  The  total  cost  per 
school,  to  the  churches,  was  $297.47  or  an  average  of  $11.00  per  school  or  an 
average  cost  of  about  14  cents  per  pupil.  The  value  of  this  work  cannot  be 
overestimated. 

Our  associational  Training  Union  work  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mildred 
Thomas,  of  the  West  Durham  Baptist  Church,  has  gone  forward  in  a  fine  way. 
In  many  of  the  churches  a  definite  program  of  training  has  been  promoted  and 
carried  out.  Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  piece  of  training  work  was  carried 
on  in  the  Durham  district  last  February  with  nine  churches  participating  in 
simultaneous  enlargement  campaigns.  This  work  was  carried  on  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Rev.  Nathan  C.  Brooks,  state  training  union  secretary,  and  a  corps  of 
guest  teachers.  New  unions  were  organized  in  all  of  the  nine  churches  with 
particular  emphasis  being  placed  on  adult  work.  Many  of  our  churches  are 
now  organizing  Training  Unions  on  the  departmental  basis,  a  plan  which  has 
proven  to  be  very  effective  in  aiding  growth  and  increased  enthusiasm  and  zeal. 

During  the  year  Training  Unions  have  been  organized  in  two  churches: 
Bragtown  and  Mt.  Moriah.  Both  of  these  churches  now  have  graded  Training 
Unions,  with  directors. 

Our  Association  was  represented  at  the  Associational  Officers'  Conference  held 
at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Greensboro,  in  March  and  in  line  with  the  five-year 
program  of  Southern  Baptists  a  program  of  work  for  our  Association  was  out- 
lined. At  the  Regional  Conference  held  in  Raleigh  last  April  a  large  repre- 
sentation from  the  Mount  Zion  Association  was  present,  and  during  the  State 
Assembly  at  Ridgecrest  in  July  our  Association  was  well  represented  by  a  large 
group  of  Training  Union  members  having  a  sincere  purpose  to  fit  themselves  for 
better  service.     It  has  been  a  good  year  and  the  future,  indeed,  is  bright. 

The  following  goals  are  suggested  for  the  coming  associational  year: 

Associational  Sunday  School  Goals  for  1939 

1.  The  adoption  of  the  Standard  of  Excellence  as  a  program  of  work  by 
each  Sunday  School  in  the  Association. 

2.  A  Sunday  School  enrollment  in  each  church  equal  to  the  resident  member- 
ship of  that  church. 

3.  An  adequate  program  of  training  in  each  Sunday  School  with  at  least  one 
training  school  per  year. 
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4.  A  complete  associational  organization  with  at  least  one  associational  Sun- 
day School  meeting  each  month, 

5.  Forty  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 

6.  A  persistent  effort  to  increase  the  reading  of  the  various  denominational 
publications  by  our  membership,  thus  giving  us  a  more  informed  leadership. 

7.  The  whole-hearted  support  of  the  cooperative  program  through  regular 
remittances  to  the  convention  treasurer  and  the  continued  earnest  support  of  all 
denominational  enterprises. 

Associational  Training  Union  Goals  for  1939 
Looking  forward  to  a  program  of  work  for   1939  two  angles  should  be  con- 
sidered, local  and  associational,  for  without  the  one  the  other  cannot  exist.     Goals 
set  up  for  this  year  were  not  quite  reached  but  let  us  "press  on," 

1 .  Local : 

a.  Adult  leaders  in  all  our  unions. 

b.  Adopt   the   word   "efficiency"  as  a   motto.      Getting   the  crowds   is  not 
enough.      Let's   have   a    real   program   to   present   when   people  attend. 

c.  Good  business  meetings.      In   order  to   have  efficiency  in  all  the  work, 
good  business  meetings  are  a  necessity. 

d.  Adoption  of  the  Standard  of  Excellence  as  a  program  of  work, 

2.  Associational: 

a.  Better  monthly  and  quarterly  meetings. 

b.  Adoption  of  the  Standard  of  Excellence  as  a  program  of  work. 

c.  Training  Union  work  in  every  church. 

d.  An  increase  in  trairiing  classes. 

These  are  worthy  goals  j  let  us  put  forth  every  effort  to  attain  them.

RESOLUTION  ON  EVANGELISM 

Whereas:  The  need  for  winning  people  to  Christ  in  our  Association  is  so 
urgent,  and  also  that  the  major  emphasis  of  the  Southern  Baptists  during  1939 
is  to  be  on  evangelism 

Be  it  Resolved:  First,  That  a  committee  on  evangelism  be  appointed,  consisting 
of  15  people,  approximately  an  equal  number  of  preachers  and  lay  members  rep- 
resenting the  various  geographical  divisions  of  the  x^ssociation.  That  this  com- 
mittee be  instructed  to  make  a  survey  of  the  evangelistic  needs  of  this  associational 
area  and  to  inaugurate  a  well-defined  associational  program  for  1939  with  clearly 
outlined  objectives. 

Second,  That  the  survey  shall  include  such  items  as  (a)  a  religious  census  of 
towns  and  communities  where  advisable,  (b)  a  search  for  destitute  places  where 
tent  meetings  or  schoolhouse  meetings  are  needed,  (c)  a  search  for  places  where 
mission  Sunday  Schools  are  needed,    (d)    a   full  study  of  the  evangelistic  records 
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of  our  Association  for  the  past  ten  years  and  aggressive  plans  which  this  study 
may  suggest,  (e)  adequate  study  of  churches  which  have  no  pastors  or  which 
need  the  help  of  some  evangelistic  pastor. 

Third  J  That  the  objectives  for  1939  be  along  such  lines  as  (a)  prayer  and 
effort  for  winning  the  lost,  (b)  an  evangelistic  meeting  in  every  church,  (c)  at 
least  one  soul  won  to  Christ  and  baptized  by  every  church,  (d)  a  tent  meeting 
or  schoolhouse  meeting  in  every  destitute  community  where  there  is  no  Baptist 
church,  (e)  a  study  course  in  personal  soul-winning  be  promoted  in  every  church 
in  order  to  enlist  more  personal  soul-winners,  (f)  stress  on  the  matter  of  estab- 
lishing family  altars,  (g)  an  adequate  program  of  conservation  of  the  results 
of  evangelism   through   enlistment,   training,   indoctrination,  and   stewardship. 

Fourthy  That  our  churches  join  in  the  south-wide  plan  to  stress  Sunday,  Jan- 
uary I,   1939,  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  soul-winning  during  the  coming  year. 

Fifthy  That  this  committee  plan  for  either  one  associational  evangelistic  rally 
or  a  series  of  sectional  rallies  early  during  1939  for  prayer,  preaching,  discussion 
of  the  objectives  set  forth  above,  and  inspiration  for  seeking  to  win  the  lost  to 
Christ.

Following  the  instructions  of  your  Committee,  your  Chairman  on  January  3, 
1938,  sent  out  the  following  letter: 

"At  the  meeting  of  our  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association  held  with  the  Berea 
Baptist  Church,  Durham  County,  October  13  and  14,  1937,  the  question  of 
dividing  the  Association  was  brought  up  and  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted  (see  page  2 1  of  the  minutes)  : 

Resolution 

Resolved  that  the  Association  appoint  a  Committee  to  ascertain  the  feeling 
of  the  Association  as  to  division,  but  not  in  any  sense  towards  division  or  sug- 
gesting division  5  that  the  Committee  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  of  the  Asso- 
ciation and  that  this  Committee  consult  the  Associational  W.  M.  U.  Superin- 
tendent, B.  T.  U.  Director,  and  Sunday  School  Superintendent. 

The  following  were  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Committee  referred  to  above 
(see  page  30  of  the  minutes)  :  Walter  M.  Williams,  Burlington,  Chairman, 
A.  D.  Kinnett,  S.  W.  Andrews,  A.  C.  Hamby,  B.  E.  Morris,  Charles  Jollay,  Ira 
D.  S.  Knight,  O.  L.  Riggs,  C.  S.  Norville,  J.  T.  Riddick,  Mrs.  R.  Homer  An- 
drews, Mrs.  C.  L.  Haywood. 

The  Committee  was  asked  by  the  Association  to  give  a  report  at  the  next 
annual  meeting.  In  order  to  make  its  report,  the  Committee  requested  that  each 
church  in  conference  answer  the  following  question:

The  above  letter  was  mailed  to  the  pastors  of  the  several  churches. 
After  waiting  four  months  and  only  having  heard   from   about   half  of  the 
churches,  the  Chairman  sent  out  a  second  letter  to  the  churches  from  whom  he 
had  not  received  a  reply,  and  this  letter,  which  was  addressed  to  the  Clerks  of 
the  several  churches,  is  as  follows:

On  January  3,  I  mailed  your  pastor  a  letter  with  reference  to  the  division  of 
the  Mount  Zion  Association,  and  requested  that  one  of  the  two  questions  be 
answered  and  returned  to  me  by  March  15.  Up  to  this  time  I  have  not  heard 
from  your  church.

The  question,  as  given  in  the  first  letter,  was:  Do  you  feel  that  the  Asso- 
ciation is  now  too  large  to  do  its  most  effective  work?

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REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

To  review  the  work  of  the  Mount  Zion  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  to 
experience  a  feeling  of  gratitude  to  the  Master  for  His  guiding-  hand,  and  to 
appreciate  the  efforts  and  prayers  of  the  women  and  young  people  in  our  midst 
who  have  been  willing  to  follow  the  leading  of  the  guiding  hand. 

Since  our  report  a  year  ago,  we  have  been  inspired  to  greater  efforts  by  the 
messages,  conventions,  and  goals  of  the  Golden  Jubilee  Year,  for  on  May  14  the 
W.  M.  U.  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  fifty  years  old.  In  this  anni- 
versary celebration  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association  has  had  an  active  part.  Mount 
Zion  women  have  been  busy  this  year  learning  more  about  the  golden  past  of 
their  organization,  meeting  the  challenges  offered  them,  and  cooperating  in 
every  way  possible  to  reach  the  high  standards  held  before  them. 

We  were  the  guests  of  Mount  Carmel  W.  M.  S.  at  our  annual  meeting  June 
14.  Mrs.  J.  S.  Farmer,  State  Jubilee  Chairman,  was  the  visiting  speaker.  Help- 
ful devotionals  were  led  by  Mrs.  Ira  D.  S,  Knight  and  Mrs.  O.  T.  Binkiey,  and 
all  departments  of  our  work  were  worthily  presented  by  their  respective  officers. 
Our  historian,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Gates,  reported  that  this  meeting  was  the  iirst  one  in 
our  history  to  have  every  society  represented. 

Five  officers  declined  to  serve  another  year:  Mrs.  O,  L.  Riggs,  Superintendent ^ 
Mrs.  R.  B.  Wilkins,  Young  People's  Leader  j  Mrs.  Hubert  Maynard,  Mrs.  Jodie 
Shipp,  and  Mrs.  L.  C.  Pinnix,  group  leaders.  The  vacancies  were  well  filled 
in  the  selection  of  Mrs.  Charles  JoUay,  Mrs.  N.  E.  Wiggins,  Mrs,  Norman 
Reeves,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Jones,  and  Mrs.  H,  B.  Weaver,  respectively.  Those  who 
assumed  their  duties  for  another  year  are:  Mrs,  A,  D.  Kinnett,  Stewardship 
Chairman  5  Mrs.  E.  Clyde  Johnson,  Personal  Service  Chairman  j  Mrs.  J.  T.  Craig, 
Mission  Study  Chairman;  Mrs.  G.  E.  Isaacs,  Margaret  Fund  Chairman;  Miss 
Mildred  Thomas,  Training  School  Chairman;  Mrs.  George  Harward,  Mrs. 
Eustace  Markham,  and  Mrs.  C.  H.  Sharpe,  group  leaders. 

An  enthusiastic  young  people's  rally  was  held  at  Chapel  Hill  in  x'^.ugust,  with 
over  200  young  people  in  attendance.     Miss  Mary  Currin  was  the  guest  speaker. 

Gifts  in  1937  amounted  to  $17,177.68,  which  placed  us  second  in  the  state. 
These  gifts  surpassed  those  of  any  year  since  the  recent  financial  depression.  We 
reported  50  A-i  societies  and  5  A-i  full-graded  unions.  We  led  the  state  in 
the  number  of  "Margarets"  enrolled,  the  number  being  38.  We  had  161  classes 
in  mission  study  with  a  library  of  over  500  books.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs, 
J.  C.  Markham,  we  secured  80  memberships  in  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club. 

We  firmly  believe  that  Woman's  Missionary  Union  is  accomplishing  much 
good  among  our  churches  by  stimulating  interest  in  mission  work,  by  teaching 
our  women  and  young  people  to  give  and  to  find  joy  in  so  doing,  and  by  pro- 
moting a  spirit  of  cooperation  to  accomplish  things  difficult. 

"Give  unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due  unto  His  name:  bring  an  offering  and 
come  into  His  courts."

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REPORT  ON  MINISTERIAL  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITIES 

Many  interesting  facts  tend  to  prove  that  there  is  a  mental  and  physical 
maturity  which  one  does  not  reach  before  forty.  Truly  the  richest  years  of  most 
satisfactory  living  should  come  after  that  time.  However,  in  many  circles,  the 
opportunity  for  livelihood  is  almost  nil  after  fifty.  Particularly  does  this  often 
apply  to  ministers.  Many  churches  will  not  call  a  pastor  who  is  past  fifty,  and 
some  hold  forty-five  as  the  dead  line.  This  is  not  because  of  a  lack  of  efficiency 
but  rather  because  of  fear:  Must  they  keep  him  as  their  pastor  the  rest  of  his 
natural  life?  Can  they  be  Christian  and  turn  him  out  without  any  prospect  of 
support  for  the  evening  time  of  his  life?  Can  they  adequately  support  him  as 
"pastor  emeritus"  and  call  another  pastor  to  active  leadership?  With  many 
churches  any  of  these  plans  would  be  impractical! 

God  provided  for  the  Levites  by  requiring  the  other  eleven  tribes  to  bring  a 
tenth  of  their  increase,  making  eleven  tenths  the  share  of  Levi  and  only  nine 
tenths  for  the  other  tribes.  Paul  said:  "Do  ye  not  know  that  they  which  min- 
ister about  holy  things  live  of  the  things  of  the  temple?  and  they  which  wait  at 
the  altar  are  partakers  with  the  altar?  Even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained  that 
they  which  preach  the  Gospel  shall  live  of  the  Gospel."    (I  Cor.   9:13,    14.) 

The  government,  through  the  Social  Security  Act,  is  now  making  provision 
for  old  age  security.  Leaders  of  religious  bodies  in  America  asked  that  churches 
be  exempt  from  cooperating  with  the  government  in  providing  for  aged  min- 
isters and  church  workers  with  the  assurance  that  such  provision  would  be  made 
by  the  religious  bodies.  Of  all  denominations,  we  know  of  no  one  which  would 
be  more  seriously  embarrassed  by  government  intervention  than  the  Baptists  who 
have  always  held  to  a  complete  separation  of  Church  and  State. 

The  plan  whereby  a  cooperative  effort  may  be  made  between  the  pastor,  the 
church,  the  State  Convention,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  seems  to  be 
the  best  yet  devised  to  adequately  meet  the  needs.  This  plan  proposes  that  the 
pastor  contribute  three  per  cent  of  his  salary,  the  church  contribute  three  per 
cent  of  his  salary,  the  State  Convention  contribute  two  per  cent  of  his  salary.  In 
return  the  denomination  will  give  full  cooperation  to  insure  adequate  support 
to  the  retired  minister  of  cooperating  churches.  After  a  reasonable  time  of 
operation,  the  plan  proposes  that  the  retired  minister  who  has  been  retired  be- 
cause of  old  age  or  disability  be  given  each  month  an  amount  equal  to  half  his 
average  monthly  salary  over  a  period  of  twenty-five  years.  By  this  plan,  a  church 
could  use  a  pastor  through  the  years  of  his  maturity,  retire  him  with  dignity  and 
security,  and  then  be  enabled  to  call  another  pastor,  having  fully  discharged  its 
Christian  duty. 

South  Carolina  and  Texas  have  such  plans,  and  several  other  states,  including 
North  Carolina,  are  now  seriously  considering  this  matter.  For  the  immediate 
needs  a  relief  fund  is  necessary.  In  North  Carolina,  sixty-one  ministers  and 
sixty-six  widows  are  now  receiving  aid  from  the  Relief  Department,  totaling 
$5,875.40.  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  asking  our  churches  to  contribute 
a  once-a-year  Communion  Day  Offering  to  help  make  this  fund  more  adequate. 
This,  as  well  as  the  plan  proposed  by  the  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  should  re- 
ceive the  serious  consideration  of  all  our  people.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERANCE 

One  of  the  gravest  problems  confronting  the  American  people  today  is  the 
liquor  traffic.  We  are  ever  learning  but  slow  to  come  to  the  truth.  It  is  noth- 
ing short  of  a  misnomer  to  consider  the  liquor  traffic  under  the  head  of  tem- 
perance. If  alcohol  is  a  deadly  drug  or  poison,  then  it  should  be  treated  as 
such  under  the  head  of  narcotics,  or  a  part  of  an  intensive  social  service  study. 
If  spirituous  liquors  have  any  intrinsic  value,  it  is  as  a  medicine  to  be  prescribed 
by  an  efficient,  honest,  and  conscientious  physician,  the  same  as  strychnine,  codeine, 
or  morphine. 

The  body  of  this  report  is  made  up  of  excerpts  taken  from  the  report  of  the 
Social  Service  Commission  made  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  this  year, 
as  follows: 

"Almost  every  imaginable  kind  of  establishment  now  dispenses  liquor  in 
some  form,  while  the  crimson  tide  of  slaughter  on  our  highways  continues; 
while  the  youth  of  our  land  are  being  induced  to  drink  and  become  debauched ; 
while  the  motherhood  of  the  land,  present  and  prospective,  is  tippling  at  cocktail 
parties;  while  men  are  disqualifying  themselves  for  business  and  losing  their 
positions;  while  drunkards  in  increasing  numbers  are  staggering  on  our  streets, 
and  while  wild-cat  stills  and  bootleggers  continue  to  ply  their  undiminished 
trade. 

"One  outstanding  feature  of  the  present  situation  is  the  hypocrisy  and  deceit 
which  prevails  in  terms  used  by  those  engaged  in  the  traffic.  A.  B.  C.  has  come  to 
mean  Alcohol  Beverage  Control.  Under  this  pretense  multitudinous  and  multi- 
farious laws  have  been  enacted.  The  real  purpose  of  these  laws  is  not  to  con- 
trol but  to  license  the  liquor  traffic.  Senator  Morris  Shepherd  in  hearings  be- 
fore a  Senate  Committee  estimates  that  there  are  now  437,380  retail  places  com- 
pared with  177,980  saloons,  when  National  Prohibition  went  into  effect. 

"The  most  persistent  and  highly  financed  advertising  and  promotional  cam- 
paigns that  the  liquor  traffic  has  ever  instituted  and  sponsored  in  the  United 
States  have  been  since  the  repeal  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment.  Now  news- 
paper colum.ns  are  flooded  with  alluring  and  seductive  advertisements;  the  voice 
of  the  radio  announcer  blares  forth  on  the  air  the  'virtues  and  merits'  of  some 
particular  brand  of  alcoholic  beverage;  and  the  most  immature  children  are 
subject  to  its  alluring  and  seductive  powers." 

Not  content  with  ravaging  and  blighting  city  life,  the  nefarious  business 
now  turns  its  deceptive  and  destructive  efforts  to  the  rural  sections  of  our  country. 
A.   B.    C.    stores   are  being   planted    where   they   may   offer   the    greatest   possible 
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temptation  to  the  youth  of  our  land;  where  liquor  and  tourist  cabins  offer  every 
inducement  for  drunkenness,  debauchery,  and  all  kindred  evils. 

But  in  spite  of  the  deplorable  and  seemingly  hopeless  situation  there  are 
some  signs  of  hope.  The  leading  newspapers  and  magazines  of  the  country  con- 
sistently refuse  all  forms  of  liquor  advertisements  and  there  is  a  rising  tide  of 
disgust  and  indignation  against  the  increasing  havoc  wrought  by  the  liquor 
traffic. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  we  declare  our  persistent  opposition  to  the  liquor  traffic,  both  legal 
and  illegal. 

2.  That  we  teach  and  practice  total  abstinence  in  the  place  of  temperance 
with  reference  to  alcoholic  liquors. 

3.  That  our  program  committee  give  more  time  for  the  consideration  of  this 
major  evil  at  our  next  annual  meeting.

24.  Hospital  report  was  read  by  W.  W.  Hutchins,  and  discussed  by 
Superintendent  Smith  Hagaman  of  the  Baptist  Hospital. 

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

On  May  28,  1923,  the  Baptist  Hospital  of  North  Carolina  received  its  first 
patient.  On  September  1,  1938,  more  than  41,000  patients  had  been  admitted. 
Surely  it  is  not  saying  too  much  to  suggest  that  the  Baptist  Hospital  is  a  prac- 
tical expression  of  our  conviction  that  the  alleviation  of  human  suffering  is  an 
important  aspect  of  the  Christian  faith. 

The  Main  Hospital  is  a  six-story,  fire-proof  building  located  in  Winston- 
Salem.  It  now  has  a  capacity  of  108  beds  and  is  equipped  with  all  modern 
conveniences.  The  Nurses*  Home,  a  three-story,  fire-proof  building  with  base- 
ment, was  enlarged  last  year  at  a  cost  of  $28,047.30.  Its  capacity  was  doubled, 
and  it  can  now  house  about  100  nurses.  The  hospital  itself  has  a  staff  of  70  of 
among  the  finest  medical  and  surgical  doctors  who,  in  many  instances,  are  giving 
freely  of  their  time  and  service  without  thought  of  remuneration.  There  are  91 
nurses,  as  well  as  an  adequate  number  of  graduate  nurses,  all  well  trained  and 
organized  and  devoted  to  the  service  of  the  sick. 

The  hospital  itself  is  growing  in  service.  There  is  a  marked  increase  in  the 
number  of  patients  applying  for  treatment.  There  is  also  noted  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  churches  contributing  and  the  amount  contributed.  During  the 
past  year  4,150  patients  entered  the  hospital,  but  over  2,000  more  were  turned 
away  because  of  lack  of  room.  In  the  year  1937  there  were  1,932  churches 
which  contributed  a  Mothers'  Day  offering  for  the  Charity  Fund.  This  offering 
amounted  to  $22,652.  In  1937  the  hospital  treated  1,564  patients  who  could 
pay  little  or  nothing,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $78,000,  plus  an  estimated  free 
medical  and  surgical  service  of  $117,800,  a  total  of  $195,800  of  free  service. 
The  hospital  has  to  depend  almost  solely  on  the  Mothers'  Day  offerings  by  the 
churches  and  Sunday  schools  to  provide  treatment  for  its  large  number  of  service 
cases.      The   Duke   Endowment   Fund   supplies    $1.00   per   day    for   each    charity 
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patient,  about  one-fourth  the  cost  of  treatment.  Four  per  cent  is  received  from 
the  Cooperative  Program,  but  this  is  used  for  the  liquidation  of  the  Hospital 
Construction  Bonds  and  cannot  be  used  for  operating  expenses. 

Patients  come  from  all  sections  of  the  state  and  from  many  different  de- 
nominations. Of  the  more  than  41,000  patients  treated,  14,579  have  professed 
no  faith  whatever.  Of  this  number,  8,265  were  babies  or  children  under  ten 
years  of  age.  The  religious  denominations  of  patients  are  as  follows:  Baptist, 
13,522;  Methodist,  5,576;  Moravian,  3,098;  Presbyterian,  1,239;  Christian, 
1,032;  Episcopal,  826;  Lutheran,  413;  Jews,  412;  Catholics,  207;  miscellaneous, 
410;  no  denomination,  6,304. 

Every  department  of  the  hospital  is  so  crowded  that  no  increase  in  volume 
of  work  can  be  attempted;  nearly  as  many  are  being  turned  away  as  can  be 
admitted.  The  need  for  more  rooms  and  more  equipment  is  serious.  With 
$200,000  the  bed  capacity  can  be  about  doubled.  The  resulting  economy,  by 
increasing  the  number  of  beds  without  increasing  the  overhead  more  than  fifteen 
per  cent,  will  further  reduce  the  low  cost  per  day  for  patients  admitted. 

This  situation  of  increased  need  is,  or  should  be,  a  challenge  to  the  Christian 
forces  of  our  Baptist  churches  in  North  Carolina.

REPORT  ON  NORTH   CAROLINA  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Orphanage  stands  as  a  monument  to  the  past 
and  present  sacrifices  of  the  men  and  women  who  have  worked  and  do  work 
daily  to  serve  boys  and  girls.  It  is  an  institution  through  which  North  Carolina 
Baptists  express  their  love  for  God  and  for  little  children.  It  is  more  than  a 
monument  and  an  institution,  however,  it  is  a  living  body  of  over  eight  hundred 
active,  happy  children  and  their  teachers  and  leaders.  Christ,  character,  moral- 
ity, cleanliness  of  body  and  mind  and  soul  are  the  pulsating  and  vital  elements 
of  an  environment  which  exists  in  and  about  the  life  of  all  who  go  there. 

The  management  of  affairs  make  possible  this  environment  but  the  feeding, 
clothing,  housing,  and  education  of  this  large  group  of  boys  and  girls  is  a  tre- 
mendous task.  Superintendent  I.  G.  Greer  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  splen- 
did leadership  he  is  giving  his  cohorts.  As  an  example  of  his  and  their  efficiency 
the  entire  care  of  a  child  in  the  Orphanage  in  1937  cost  only  fifty-three  cents 
per  day.  Another  service  is  rendered  for  us  all.  The  editorials  of  Charity  and 
Children  influence  greatly  the  religious  thought  and  life  of  the  State.

(4)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power,  at  any  of  its  official 
meetings,  to  fill  any  vacancies  on  the  committee  occurring  during  the  year.

PASTOR  BUCK 

By  A.  D.  Kinnett 

The  princely  life  and  the  faithful  ministry  of  Pastor  Martin  W.  Buck,  for 
twenty  years  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Burlington,  North  Carolina,  and  in 
the  Mount  Zion  Association  speaks  far  more  than  any  speech  I  might  make  here 
for  him  today.  However,  I  should  like  to  say  a  few  simple  things  about  him 
who  was  my  beloved  pastor  for  fifteen  years  and  my  Father  in  the  Ministry. 

First  of  all: 

I.  He  Was  a  Good  Man. 

For  twenty  years  he  gave  Burlington  the  example  of  a  righteous  life.  Dr. 
Royal  of  Wake  Forest  used  to  tell  his  students  that  the  greatest  asset  any  min- 
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ister  could  have  was  character.  Dr.  George  W.  Truett  has  said:  "What  one 
is  in  himself  counts  for  far  more  than  anything  he  ever  says  or  does."  Pastor 
Buck  was  that  man.  The  qualities  of  true  manhood  were  blended  in  him.  He 
was  gentle,  yet  he  was  bold.  He  was  kind,  yet  he  was  fearless.  He  was  im- 
patient with  idle  and  lazy  men,  yet  he  was  considerate  and  forbearing.  His 
-manner  of  life  was  inspiring  and  challenging  to  all  who  desired  to  walk  in  the 
way  everlasting.  His  ministry  to  his  church  and  to  his  community  was  like  a 
^'lighted  candle  in  a  holy  place."  If  ten  righteous  men  like  him  could  have 
been  found  wicked  Sodom  would  have  been  saved.  Like  Barnabas:  "He  was  a 
^ood  man  and  full  of  the  Holy  Spirit." 
In  the  second  place: 

II.  He  Was  a  Leader. 

In  his  church  and  in  his  denomination  he  was  a  recognized  leader.  When 
iie  came  into  an  assembly  one  felt  immediately  that  he  was  a  remarkable  man. 
I  have  seen  him,  at  the  First  Church  in  Burlington,  by  the  sheer  force  of  his 
personal  enthusiasm  and  courage  silence  all  opposition  to  whatever  cause  he  was 
setting  forth.  He  fought  for  the  present  location  of  the  First  Church  at  Burling- 
ton and  won.  As  a  result  of  that  victory  the  Baptists  have  the  most  attractive 
site  in  the  city  for  their  church. 

He  led  his  church  to  share  worthily  in  all  the  denominational  causes. 

The  item  in  his  church  budget  that  concerned  him  most  was  not  the  current 
•expenses  which  included  his  salary,  but  the  percentage  that  went  to  missions.  He 
was  no  hireling  who  sought  to  make  his  own  life  easy  at  the  expense  of  his 
co-workers  in  the  world-wide  program  of  redemption.  He  was  in  deed  and  in 
spirit  the  true  shepherd  who  sought  to  feed  his  sheep  and  to  lead  them  in  un- 
selfish service.  Because  of  his  leadership  the  church  at  Burlington  is  missionary- 
;minded  and  is  numbered  today  among  the  leading  churches  of  the  state. 

In  the  third  place: 

III.  He  Was  a  Biblical  Preacher. 

He  did  not  believe  that  the  pulpit  was  a  place  for  men  of  little  faith.  He 
was  impatient  with  the  minister  who  did  not  magnify  his  office.  He  would 
rebuke  the  intellectual  snob  who  dared  to  pervert  the  Word  of  God.  And  he 
could  not  tolerate  the  religious  fanatic  who  boasted  of  his  ignorance.  Sensitive 
was  he  to  the  words  of  the  apostles:  "We  cannot  but  speak  the  things  which  we 
have  seen  and  heard."  There  was  conviction  and  power  in  all  his  messages. 
"He  preached  upon  the  great  themes  of  the  Bible  like,  Sin,  Repentance,  Salvation, 
Righteousness,  Judgment,  the  Crucifixion,  Heaven,  Hell,  Witnessing,  the  King- 
dom of  God,  and  kindred  subjects.  These  great  themes  marked  him  as  a  Bib- 
lical Preacher.  His  voice  was  a  trumpet  with  no  uncertain  sound.  He  could 
say  with  Paul,  "I  magnify  mine  office." 

In  the  fourth  place: 

IV.  He  Was  a  Hard  Worker. 

There  was  nothing  lazy  about  Pastor  Buck.  He  delighted  in  his  work.  He 
"worked  systematically.  His  sermons  showed  careful  preparation.  He  would 
work  for  hours  on  sentences  and  phrases  in  his  sermons  to  make  the  thought 
•clear,  impressive,  and  beautiful. 
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He  told  me  that  he  lost  all  his  sermons  when  he  moved  to  Burlington,  the 
labor  of  thirty  years  5  but  it  did  not  seem  to  disturb  him,  it  only  challenged  his 
brilliant  mind  and  his  great  capacity  for  work.  He  was  not  only  alert  in  his 
mental  life  but  also  in  his  spiritual  and  devotional  life.  He  selected  different 
books  of  the  Bible  for  careful  reading  in  connection  with  his  quiet  period  of 
prayer  and  meditation.  He  was  also  physically  alert.  He  worked  with  his 
hands.      He   loved   his  garden   and   flowers  and   kept   them   in   perfect   condition. 

In  the  fifth  place: 

V.  He  Was  a  Man  of  Great  Faith  in  God. 

He  delighted  himself  in  the  Lord  and  committed  all  his  ways  unto  Him. 
He  was  happy  when  he  found  a  minister  or  anyone  else  who  could  talk  under- 
standingly  about  the  deep  things  of  God.  His  faith  was  expressed  in  the  con- 
fession of  Job:  "I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth."  All  his  wants  and  wishes 
were  made  known  unto  God  in  his  daily  prayers.  He  depended  upon  God  for 
his  help,  and  looked  to  Him  for  it.  Last  summer  a  year  ago,  his  wife  was 
sick.  The  doctors  advised  a  few  weeks  rest  in  the  mountains.  He  did  not  have 
the  funds  to  make  the  trip  from  St.  Petersburg,  Florida,  so  he  made  it  a  matter 
of  prayer.  He  told  God  of  the  need  and  of  his  lack  of  funds  to  meet  the  need, 
and  thus,  rested  the  case  in  the  hands  of  God.  Then  came  the  decision  of  the 
First  Church  in  Burlington  to  dedicate  the  church  on  its  fiftieth  anniversary — out 
of  debt.  Pastor  Buck  was  the  logical  one  to  preach  the  dedicatory  sermon  and 
was  invited  to  do  so  the  last  week  in  July.  For  the  service  the  church  sent  him 
a  check  for  expenses  and  gave  him  a  sufiicient  sum  to  take  his  good  wife  to  the 
mountains  of  Western  North  Carolina  for  the  needed  rest.  This  was  the  kind 
of  faith  that  characterized  his  whole  life. 

The  death  of  Pastor  Buck  is  not  a  defeat  but  a  home-going  after  eighty 
years  of  faithful  service  and  of  holy  living.  He  is  absent  from  the  body  but 
at  home  with  the  Lord.  Therefore,  our  hearts  are  comforted  by  the  thought 
that  our  noble  friend  and  beloved  pastor  is  well  today  and  is  happy  in  the 
House  of  God  for  evermore. 

"Thy  day  has  come,  not  gonej 

Thy  sun  has  risen,  not  set ; 

Thy  life  is  now  beyond 

The  reach  of  death  or  change — 

Not  ended,  but  begun. 

O  noble  soul!   O  gentle  heart!

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

In  view  of  the  possibilities  within  the  human  order  of  creation,  the  education 
of    such    an    order    is    important    beyond    description.      Therefore,    since    religion 
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undertakes  to  affect  the  human  race  in  its  way  of  living,  religion  must  educate 
the  race. 

Therefore,  Christianity,  being  one  of  the  religions  of  the  earth,  must  educate 
in  Christian  truth  her  children — and  so  far  as  possible,  her  neighbors'  children 
to  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Hence  this  body,  being  Christian,  does  insist  that  all 
the  known  facts  of  all  life  be  taught  in  our  homes,  our  churches,  and  our  schools, 
in  the  light  of  our  Lord  who  is  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ. 

Within  the  meaning  of  the   foregoing  statements  the  Baptist  educational   in- 
stitutions of  North  Carolina,  we  believe,  merit  our  full  support.

paper  on  the  hfe  of  Brother  J.  F.  McDufKe  in  the  Mount  Zion 
Association. 

AN  APPRECIATION  OF  THE  REVEREND  J.  F.  McDUFFIE 
By  W.  E.  Stanley 

Someone  has  said  that,  "The  proper  study  of  man  is  man  himself."  In  the 
case  of  Rev.  J.  F.  McDuffie,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  one  studies  not  only  one 
man,  but  more  than  a  half  century  of  contemporary  history  in  the  several  counties 
in  which  he  has  lived  and  labored.  This  history  covers  growth  and  development 
of  several  phases  of  our  common  culture.  Brother  McDuffie  touched  the  moral, 
civic,  and  educational  channels  of  our  life  as  well  as  his  major  contribution  in 
the  field  of  religion. 

Reverend  J.  F.  McDuffie  was  born  in  Marion  County,  S.  C,  October  2,  1856. 
This  was  just  five  years  before  the  first  gun  of  the  Civil  War  was  fired  at 
Fort  Sumter.  One  readily  gathers  something  of  the  crisis  into  which  this  young 
life  was  projected.  But  with  the  true  pride  and  patriotism  of  his  breed  and 
time  he  would  not  surrender  to  the  seeming  obstacles  thrown  across  his  pathway. 

Finding  it  difficult  to  secure  a  common  school  education  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  his  birth  and  childhood,  Mr.  McDuffie  fared  forth  to  North  Carolina 
in  search  of  opportunity  and  education.  At  the  present  location  of  the  Olive 
Branch  Baptist  Church  near  Durham,  he  found  a  private  school  where  it  was 
possible  for  him  to  attend.  For  nine  months  he  studied  here.  His  next  schooling 
was  received  at  Forestville,  just  two  miles  from  Wake  Forest  College.  The 
Forestville  private  school  was  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Lewis,  who  was  active 
in  preparing  young  men  for  college.  After  some  time  at  the  Forestville  School, 
Mr.  McDuffie  entered  Wake  Forest  College. 

The  first  experience  at  Wake  Forest  was  unique  in  character  in  that  the 
young  man  only  had  one  class.  He  had  to  work,  but  wanted  the  advantage  of 
the  then  powerful  literary  societies.  It  was  necessary  to  be  registered  in  order 
to  belong  to  the  society  of  his  choice,  so  he  matriculated  and  joined  the  debating 
society.     It  is  said  that  his  experiences  here  were  notable. 
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As  a  student  at  Wake  Forest,  Mr.  McDuffie  worked  for  a  number  of  firms 
whose  names  still  hold  traditional  force  in  the  college  community.  He  clerked 
in  the  post  office  for  Dr.  Richard  Timberlake;  later  he  clerked  for  the  Aliens, 
Dixons,  and  Purefoys,  all  of  which  are  landmarks  to  any  Wake  Forest  man. 

After  a  short  period  of  time  at  Wake  Forest  young-  McDuffie  left  the  college 
to  keep  from  preaching  the  gospel.  But  for  lack  of  soul  rest  he  returned  to 
resume  his  studies.  However,  while  running  from  the  call  of  Christ  he  married 
Miss  Ella  Hollo  way,  who  stood  by  him  faithfully  until   1907,  when  she  died. 

Upon  his  return  to  Wake  Forest  young  McDuffie  went  to  President  Charles 
E.  Taylor,  and  asked  advice  as  to  the  proper  course  of  study.  Dr.  Taylor 
replied,  "Take  the  backbone  of  education:  Latin,  Greek,  and  mathematics." 
Then  for  two  and  a  half  years  the  young  student  applied  himself  diligently  to 
the  task  of  finishing  his  education.  But  when  almost  through  the  college  his 
health  failed  and  he  was  compelled  to  leave  school. 

Upon  leaving  college  Mr.  McDuffie  taught  school.  However,  he  finally  sur- 
rendered to  the  Captain  of  his  salvation  to  preach  the  Gospel,  and  was  ordained 
to  the  ministry  at  Roberson  Grove  Baptist  Church,  to  which  church  he  was  called 
to  be  pastor.  Soon  after  the  call  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Roberson  Grove  church 
three  other  churches  sought  his  services.  Since  that  time  he  has  served  from  four 
to  seven  churches  continuously  until  his  health  failed  three  years  ago. 

The  first  appearance  of  Rev.  J.  F.  McDuffie  in  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist 
Association  was  in  1879.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association  in  1880  he  went 
as  a  delegate  from  the  Roberson  Grove  Church.  The  Association  met  with  the 
Mt.  Gilead  Church  in  Chatham  County. 

Only  the  records  of  heaven  can  compute  correctly  the  contribution  that  our 
beloved  veteran  of  the  Cross  has  made  to  the  Kingdom  of  God.  For  a  period 
of  sixty  years  he  has  yielded  himself  faithfully  in  the  fight  for  the  right,  in  season 
and  out  of  season.  No  moral  cause  or  civic  righteousness  has  lacked  for  his 
genuine  and  whole-hearted  support.  One  year  more  persons  made  profession  and 
united  with  the  churches  which  Brother  McDuffie  served  than  united  with  all  the 
other  churches  in  the  Association.  This  is  an  example  of  how  God  can  use  a 
person  that  wholly  surrenders  his  or  her  life  to  Him. 

Brother  McDuffie  was  primarily  a  preacher  of  the  power  of  the  Gospel.  But  he 
also  recognized  the  need  of  the  handmaiden  of  the  church — the  school.  Hence  he 
gave  himself  to  the  twofold  task  of  preaching  and  teaching.  During  his  colorful 
career  he  built  two  academies:  one  at  Orange  Grove  near  Cane  Creek  Baptist 
Church,  and  another  at  Calvander  near  Bethel  Baptist  Church.  These  schools 
have  made  an  unusual  contribution  to  the  life  and  culture  of  their  respective 
communities  as  well  as  to  the  regions  beyond  their  immediate  area.  They  bore 
the  stamp  and  character  of  their  founder.  Rev.  J.  F.  McDuffie. 

During  his  long  and  eventful  ministry  Pastor  McDuffie  has  served  twenty-five 
of  the  fifty-four  Baptist  churches  of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association.  He 
remained  pastor  of  one  of  these  congregations  for  a  period  of  twenty-six  years; 
two  of  them,  twenty-one  years;  one  nineteen  years,  and  the  others  from  two  to 
eight  years.  Fifteen  of  these  churches  have  been  built  or  repaired  during  his  active 
pastorate.  Five  have  been  organized  and  built.  They  are  Pine  Grove  (now 
Gorman,  West   Hillsboro,   McDuffie   Memorial,  Efland    (formerly  Rock  Spring), 
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Roberson  Grove  (formerly  Calvary) .  Ten  have  been  built  and  repaired  since 
the  organization.  They  are:  Bethesda,  Cane  Creek,  Carrboro,  Cross  Roads, 
Ephesus,  Mt.  Ada,  Mt.  Herman,  Mt.  Moriah,  Ang-ier  Avenue,  and  West  Durham. 

There  is  no  human  standard  by  which  the  spiritual  values  of  the  ministry  of 
this  man  of  God  may  be  measured.  His  contribution  to  the  contemporary  stream 
of  life  moves  on  into  the  channels  of  the  River  of  Life  that  moves  on  before  the 
Throne  of  God.  He,  and  we,  shall  live  by  it,  and  behold  it  in  the  light  of  the 
measures  of  eternal  life  through  the  grace  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  in  the  days 
to  come. 

Brother  McDuffie  has  not  kept  any  records  of  his  activities  through  the  years. 
By  conservative  estimate  he  has  baptized  between  1,500  and  2,000  people,  and 
the  number  of  funerals  he  has  conducted  doubtless  surpass  that  of  any  living 
preacher  in  this  section  of  North  Carolina. 

The  ministry  of  Brother  McDuffie  has  not  been  confined  to  the  Mount  Zion 
Baptist  Association  by  any  means.  He  was  pastor  of  two  churches  outside  of  this 
Association.  Then,  too,  he  was  for  thirteen  years  Corresponding  Secretary  of 
the  Ministerial  Relief  Board  when  it  was  located  in  Durham.  He  has  also  written 
many  articles  for  the  religious  and  secular  press.  And  his  evangelistic  efforts  have 
gone  beyond  our  borders  in  other  fields. 

Brother  McDuffie  has  always  been  modest  in  the  midst  of  men  concerning 
himself,  but  as  bold  as  a  lion  concerning  his  Christ  and  the  common  cause  of 
Christianity.  He  very  meekly  says,  "All  of  this  has  been  done  by  the  grace  of 
God.  I  deserve  no  merit  for  it,  for  I  am  nothing  but  a  poor  sinner  saved  by 
grace.  To  His  great,  good  and  holy  name  be  all  the  praise  and  honor  now  and 
forever." 

As  a  teacher  Brother  McDuffie  enjoyed  the  call  of  the  classroom.  For  more 
than  thirty-five  years  he  taught  the  youth  of  this  community.  He  enjoyed  teach- 
ing English  a  little  more  than  any  of  the  subjects  taught  in  his  time.  He  con- 
tinued his  labors  in  this  field  up  until  just  a  few  years  ago.  His  great  joy  re- 
mains in  the  success  of  the  young  men  and  women  whom  he  has  instructed  in 
the  days  gone.  The  young  ministers  and  teachers  whom  he  has  counselled  and 
given  spiritual  and  practical  guidance  are  his  pride  and  joy  in  the  evening  of 
the  setting  sun. 

As  a  citizen  his  counsel  and  cooperation  have  often  been  sought  in  the  prac- 
tical problems  of  his  day  and  generation.  He  has  been  the  friend  to  any  man 
who  wanted  to  do  the  right,  and  was  Barnabas  to  many  a  young  Paul. 

The  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association  will  always  be  deeply  indebted  to 
Brother  McDuffie  for  his  efforts  to  preserve  the  integrity  and  historical  values 
of  its  activities  through  the  years.  In  the  ages  to  come  his  contributions  will 
become  more  valuable  and  sacred  as  well.  Only  time  and  eternity  will  estimate 
this  service  of  love  through  the  years. 

Reverend  J.  F.  McDuffie  has  always  been  an  uncompromising  soldier  of  the 
Cross  of  Christ.  He  believes  and  preaches  the  Bible  as  the  Word  of  God,  with 
sufficient  message  to  save  the  world.  He  was  a  reformer  in  the  days  when 
reformation  was  needed.  He  preached  the  doctrines  of  the  Faith  at  great  per- 
sonal sacrifice  and  under  persecution.  To  us  he  gives  the  heritage  of  his 
labors  and  struggles.     As  the  end   approaches  he  is  a   stalwart   soldier  who   can 
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die  in  the  Faith  with  the  fortitude  of  a  true  follower  of  the  Lamb  of  God.  For 
he  sees  nothing-  but  triumph  for  his  Lord,  and  all  those  who  follow  Him.  His 
only  personal  regret  is  that  he  could  not  have  done  it  all  better,  he  says.  But  it 
is  the  consensus  of  opinion  that  his  Lord  will  say,  "Well  done,  thou  good  and 
faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord." 

Ministers  may  come,  and  ministers  may  go,  but  Brother  McDuffie  moves  on 
among  us  with  majestic  sweep,  peace  and  poise  which  betray  the  fact  of  the 
"peace  of  God  which  passeth  all  understanding."  Having  lost  his  last  wife 
two  years  ago  he  has  that  consolation  in  Christ  Jesus,  which  he  has  faithfully 
proclaimed  to  others,  to  sustain  him  in  the  shadows.  Although  he  was  eighty-two 
years  old  October  the  second,  he  still  preaches  and  plans  to  preach  right  on  as 
opportunity  affords  him  the  pleasure. 

Certainly  no  man  has  made  as  varied  and  valued  contribution  to  the  Mount 
Zion  Association  as  has  Brother  McDuffie.  We  pause  at  the  close  of  this  asso- 
ciational  year  to  pay  our  respects  to  this  valued  and  valiant  victorious  servant 
of  God.  We  hail  you  as  our  beloved,  and  blessed  man  of  God.  We  praise  you 
for  your  loyal  labors  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord.  We  love  you  as  a  brother 
in  Christ.  We  salute  you  as  the  conquering  courageous  cross-bearing  Christian 
who  has  contributed  nobly  to  our  community,  our  country,  and  to  Christianity 
at  large.  This  is  not  good-bye,  but  simply  saying  that  we  love  you  and  God 
bless  you. 

HISTORY  OF  THE  WEST  DURHAM  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

About  1893,  shortly  after  the  establishment  of  the  Erwin  Cotton  Mills  in 
West  Durham,  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Durham  secured  a  lot  on  what  is  now 
Ninth  Street,  erected  a  building,  and  established  a  mission.  This  mission  became 
the  West  Durham  Baptist  Church  on  October  21,  1894.  Three  ministers  par- 
ticipated in  the  organization  meeting.  Rev.  J.  F.  McDuffie,  Rev.  Geo.  L.  Dowell, 
and  Dr.  W.  C.  Tyree.  Only  seventeen  members  were  enrolled  as  charter  mem- 
bers. They  were,  according  to  the  church  records:  Norah  Sykes,  M.  H.  Melvin, 
A.  C.  Melvin,  S.  W.  Melvin,  C.  M.  Melvin,  D.  M.  Melvin,  P.  W.  Melvin,  B.  J. 
Smith,  Florence  Cashwell,  Annie  Cashwell,  R.  H.  Dickerson,  J.  H.  Dickerson, 
O.  P.  Dickerson,  V.  C.  Dickerson,  A.  Rye,  W.  P.  Eakes,  E.  M.  Nichols.  Rev. 
J.  F.  McDuffie  was  chosen  pastor  for  one  year.  The  church  grew  rapidly,  and 
we  find  that  the  first  candidates  for  baptism  were  received  in  November,  1894. 
They  were  Miss  Nettie  Sykes  and  Miss  Theotis  Cheek. 

The  minutes  of  the  various  conferences  of  the  church  held  in  1895  disclose 
a  number  of  interesting  items.  In  January,  A.  W.  Cheek  and  R.  H.  Dickerson 
were  ordained  deacons.  Brother  Cheek  continued  to  serve  the  church  as  deacon 
until  his  death  in  August  1932.  In  January,  also,  J.  P.  Sykes  was  elected  janitor 
at  a  salary  of  $1.50  per  month.  This  seems  a  small  salary,  but  in  May  a  com- 
mittee reported  that  fifty  dollars  per  year  could  be  raised  for  pastor's  salary. 
The  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted.  In  October  the  following  pledges 
to  the  Association  were  recorded:  Education,  $3.00;  Foreign  Missions,  $3.00; 
Ministerial  Relief,  $5.00 j  State  Missions,  $2.50. 

On  a  Sunday  night  in  October,  1895,  the  church  began  a  revival  with  no 
help   but    the    pastor.      After   the   services   closed    the   pastor    was   taken    ill   and 
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resigned,  having-  several  other  country  churches  to  serve.  Brother  W.  A.  Smith 
was  called  to  the  pastorate  on  December  i,  1895. 

The  minutes  of  June  2,  1897,  record  a  gracious  revival  in  which  the  pastor 
was  assisted  by  Brother  John  T.  PuUen  of  Raleigh.  Quite  a  number  of  members 
were  received  at  this  time,  and  baptized  in  the  baptistry  of  the  Second  Baptist 
Church.  This  revival  is  the  first  one  mentioned  in  the  records  of  the  church, 
although  the  reception  of  members  from  time  to  time  was  noted. 

Shortly  after  this  revival  the  church  was  forced  to  enter  upon  its  first  build- 
ing program.  On  June  18,  1897,  a  tornado  completely  demolished  the  church 
building,  the  loss  estimated  at  four  hundred  dollars.  Three  days  later  the  church 
met  in  the  Methodist  church  building  to  consider  the  erection  of  a  new  building. 
Following  talks  by  Dr.  W.  C.  Tyree,  Pastor  W.  A.  Smith,  and  a  number  of  the 
brethren,  a  motion  to  rebuild  was  carried.  A  site  on  what  is  now  Chase  Street 
was  chosen,  and  on  September  22,  1897,  the  church  met  in  the  new  building. 
This  building,  with  several  later  additions,  was  occupied  until  August   2,   1936. 

On  September  5,  1897,  Rev.  W.  A.  Smith  resigned  in  order  that  he  might 
attend  the  Southern  Baptist  Seminary  at  Louisville.  His  resignation  was  accepted 
with  the  understanding  that  he  would  return  in  the  spring.  Rev.  J.  C.  Owen 
became  supply  pastor  on  October  i,  1897,  at  a  salary  of  $20.00  per  month. 

In  the  meantime,  God  was  blessing  the  church  and  members  were  being  ad- 
mitted often.  References  are  found  to  exclusion  of  members  for  various  offenses, 
such  as  whiskey  drinking  and  "long  absence  from  services." 

In  March,  1898,  Brother  Smith  returned.  Heretofore,  pastors  had  been  chosen 
for  periods  of  one  year.  Brother  Smith  served  the  church  until  March  i,  1902, 
and  is  still  remembered  with  affection.  During  his  pastorate  much  progress  was 
made.  In  May,  1899,  64.  members  were  added  to  the  church  as  a  result  of  a 
revival.  In  1901  the  church  granted  licenses  to  preach  to  two  of  its  members, 
Perle  Mangum  and  Oscar  Mangum.  In  September,  1901,  the  pastor  was  called 
for  full  time  at  a  salary  of  $600  per  year.  During  Brother  Smith's  pastorate  the 
West  Durham  Baptist  Church  became  firmly  established. 

In  March,  1902,  Rev.  W.  C.  Barrett  became  pastor.  Soon  after  his  coming 
he  conducted  a  revival,  resulting  in  the  addition  of  24  members  by  baptism. 
During  Brother  Barrett's  short  pastorate,  one  of  the  members,  E.  C.  Andrews, 
was  ordained  minister.  The  membership  grew  rapidly.  On  June  28,  1903, 
Pastor  Barrett  resigned,  effective  in  October,  in  order  that  he  might  attend  the 
seminary. 

In  October,  1903,  Rev.  C.  S.  Cashwell  was  called  to  the  pastorate,  effective 
November  i,  1903.  During  his  ministry.  Brother  Perle  Mangum  was  ordained 
to  the  ministry.  There  is  also  the  first  reference  in  the  records  to  the  Sunday 
School.  The  following  officers  were  elected  December  28,  1904:  J.  T.  Pickett, 
superintendent;  J.  H.  Scott,  assistant-  superintendent;  U.  S.  Suitt,  secretary;  Miss 
Euda  Andrews,  organist. 

In  contrast  to  this  evidence  of  progress,  however,  the  church,  in  February, 
1905,  on  account  of  financial  stringency,  decided  to  excuse  the  pastor  two  Sun- 
days each  month  and  reduce  his  salary  to  $350  per  year.  In  March,  Brother 
Cashwell  resigned.  Rev.  J.  B.  Weatherspoon  became  supply  pastor,  and  was 
succeeded  by  Rev.  C.  A.  Sigman,  who  served  the  church  until  August   29,   1906. 
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Conditions  must  have  improved,  for  on  September  12,  1906,  the  church  again 
voted  to  have  preaching  every  Sunday.  Rev.  W.  O.  Triplett  was  called  to  a 
full  time  pastorate  on  January  i,  1907,  at  a  salary  of  $700  per  year.  He  served 
the  church  more  than  five  years,  the  Lord  blessing  his  ministry,  and  new  mem- 
bers were  constantly  added.  In  October,  1908,  the  first  report  of  the  W.  M.  S. 
appears  in  the  minutes  of  the  regular  conference.  In  June,  1909,  plans  were 
made  to  add  Sunday  School  rooms  to  the  building,  and  in  April,  191 1,  the 
treasurer  reported  that  all  indebtedness  had  been  retired. 

Brother  Triplett  resigned  on  March  17,  1912,  and  was  succeeded  by  Rev. 
E.  S.  Pierce,  who  served  the  church  until  December  27,  1913.  He  was  succeeded 
by  Rev.  B.  V.  Ferguson  on  June  i,  1914.. 

At  this  time  the  church  roll  showed  a  membership  of  350.  During  Brother 
Ferguson's  pastorate  there  was  one  of  the  greatest  revivals  in  the  history  of  the 
churchy  140  members  were  added.  At  this  time  the  church  again  planned  to 
build  more  rooms  for  the  Sunday  School,  and  organized  the  first  B.  Y.  P.  U. 

In  April,  19 16,  Brother  Ferguson  resigned  to  accept  a  call  to  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church  of  Fort  Smith,  Arkansas,  where  he  still  serves.  He  was  succeeded  by 
Rev.  J.  Ben  Eller.  During  Brother  Filer's  ministry  the  church  continued  to 
grow,  and  recent  alterations  and  additions  to  the  building  were  completely  paid 
for.  Brother  Eller  resigned  in  June,  19 19,  and  was  succeeded  b}^  Rev.  T.  M. 
Green,  who  served  from  September,  19 19,  until  October,  1923.  Brother  Green 
was  a  kindly  soul  and  was  much  beloved,  not  only  by  his  own  congregation, 
but  by  many  throughout  the  city. 

Dr.  Edward  Stubblefield,  who  succeeded  Brother  Green,  was  called  to  the 
pastorate  on  March  9,  1924,  after  serving  as  supply  pastor.  The  growth  of  the 
Sunday  School  had  made  it  necessary  to  utilize  the  pastor's  home.  It  had  also 
been  apparent  to  many  members  of  the  church  for  some  time  that  the  location 
of  our  church  was  not  ideal,  since  it  was  not  near  the  center  of  the  community 
it  was  serving.     Therefore,  a  new  building  program  was  started. 

As  a  result  of  a  program  of  tithing  and  regular  giving  the  church  was 
able  to  acquire  a  lot  on  Broad  Street  for  a  new  pastor's  home  at  a  cost  of 
about  $8,000  for  lot  and  building.  When  Dr.  Stubblefield  resigned  in  December, 
1926,  there  was  a  balance  of  almost  $8,000  in  the  building  fund.  This  had 
been  greatly  aided  by  a  gift  of  $5,000  from  the  late  B.  N.  Duke. 

Dr.  Stubblefield  was  succeeded  by  Rev.  Charles  F.  Hudson  on  April  17,  1927. 
During  Brother  Hudson's  pastorate  the  church  membership  went  beyond  800, 
and  the  Sunday  School  enrollment  exceeded  650.  The  number  of  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s 
was  increased  to  six.  The  outstanding  achievement  of  this  pastorate,  however, 
was  the  beginning  of  the  new  church  building.  On  January  22,  1928,  plans 
for  a  new  building  were  discussed,  but  the  financial  condition  of  the  church 
did  not  make  it  advisable  to  begin  work  at  that  time.  However,  the  building 
fund  continued  to  grow,  and  in  December,  1932,  there  was  a  cash  balance  of 
almost  $22,000.     Surely  the  Lord  was  blessing  the  church  in  these  trying  times! 

Early  in  1933  it  became  apparent  that  extensive  repairs  must  be  made  on  the 
old  building.  The  church  voted  instead  to  begin  work  on  a  new  building  at 
once,  since  building  costs  were  very  low.  A  committee  recommended  on  March 
8,  1933,  that  the  church  acquire  a  site  at  the  corner  of  15th  Street  and  Hillsboro 
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Road,  and  that  the  church  go  forward  with  the  new  building  as  far  as  funds 
would  permit.  The  committee  also  reported  the  Erwin  Cotton  Mills  Company 
willing  to  exchange  the  lot  on  Hillsboro  Road  for  the  old  church  site.  All  of 
these  recommendations  were  adopted,  and  a  building  committee  was  appointed, 
consisting  of  R.  H.  Lynn,  W.  L.  Strayhorn,  H.  J.  Dennis,  T.  O.  Weaver,  F.  E. 
Hamilton,  and  W.  P.  Phillips,  Jr. 

The  building  committee  immediately  let  a  contract  for  the  construction  of 
walls,  roof,  subflooring,  and  windows,  planning  to  get  the  building  to  the  point 
where  nothing  would  be  lost  if  it  were  necessary  to  discontinue  construction  for 
a  time.  Work  proceeded  rapidly  and  in  July,  1933,  the  corner-stone  was  laid, 
with  the  Honorable  William  B.  Umstead  making  the  principal  speech.  Although 
work  was  discontinued  in  the  fall  of  1933,  due  to  lack  of  funds,  it  was  apparent 
that  a  wise  investment  of  $36,716.30  had  been  made. 

On  August  18,  1935,  Pastor  Hudson  tendered  his  resignation,  effective  Octo- 
ber 21,  1935.  During  his  pastorate  the  church  and  Sunday  School  had  grown 
in  members,  and  more  than  $24,000  had  been  raised  for  the  new  building. 

At  a  special  conference  on  the  first  Sunday  in  November,  1935,  the  church 
extended  a  call  to  Rev.  B.  E.  Morris  of  the  Western  Avenue  Baptist  Church, 
Statesville,  Brother  Morris  accepted  January  1,  1936,  and  was  soon  convinced 
that  it  was  time  for  the  church  to  complete  the  new  building.  At  a  called 
conference  on  January  26,  the  building  committee  reported  that  they  were  able 
to  secure  a  loan  of  $15,000,  and  without  a  dissenting  vote  the  church  adopted 
the  program.  On  February  16,  1936,  the  pastor  presented  to  the  church  plans 
for  an  eighteen  weeks  tithing  program  to  begin  March  15  and  to  continue 
through  the  second  Sunday  in  July.  More  than  three  hundred  enrolled  as  tithers, 
and  the  total  enrolled  to  make  some  gift  was  five  hundred  and  forty.  More  than 
$9,000  was  raised  during  the  eighteen  weeks  tithing  campaign.  Surely  God 
was  with  them!  It  is  true  that  substantial  contributions  were  received  from 
friends,  but  by  far  the  greater  part  was  from  the  members. 

On  Sunday,  August  2,  1936,  the  church  entered  its  new  home.  For  the  first 
time  in  many  years,  the  equipment  was  adequate  for  the  needs. 

Pastor  Morris  is  now  in  his  third  year  and  the  work  of  the  church  has 
prospered.  Already  the  Sunday  School  has  filled  the  building.  The  letter  to 
the  Association  for  1938  shows  a  membership  of  1,125,  with  a  Sunday  School 
enrollment  of  1,302.  The  church  debt  is  being  steadily  reduced,  the  present  net 
indebtedness  being  $16,745.00.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  church  building 
has  been  occupied  for  less  than  three  years,  it  is  apparent  that  God  has  been  with 
His  church.

Paul  in  Galatians  says:  "The  Fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  Love."  From  the  very- 
beginning-  the  Margaret  Fund  has  been  an  expression  of  love.  Its  aim  and  pur- 
pose is  to  express  love  to  our  missionaries  and  try  to  lighten  the  burdens  of  those 
who  are  trying  to  glorify  the  Father  throughout  the  world.  Happy  indeed  is 
thei  Mount  Zion  Association  to  have  this  channel  of  love  through  which  she  can 
minister  to  our  missionaries  and  their  children. 

The  work  of  the  Margaret  Fund  is  full  of  human  interest.  It  deals  with 
human  values  and  calls  for  one's  best  of  time,  talents,  wisdom,  judgment  and 
prayer.  We  deal  with  real  life.  The  great  majority  of  our  Margaret  Fund 
students  bring  honor  to  the  fund  because  of  their  high  scholarship  and  influence. 
The  fruits  of  the  Margaret  Fund  have  become  visible  now,  because  we  find 
our  students  working  as  trained  missionaries,  teachers,  doctors,  preachers,  at 
home  and  abroad. 

In  1930  the  Margaret  Memorial  was  launched.  The  plan  was  to  find  Mar- 
garets everywhere  and  link  them  together  by  putting  their  names  in  the  Book 
of  Memory.  We  have  2,168  names  in  this  book,  and  have  raised  over  $6,000, 
For  our  Golden  Jubilee  we  want  to  have  50  Margarets  in  our  Mount  Zion  Book 
of  Memory.     We  now  have  36. 

This  year  the  Margaret  Fund  added  to  its  family  the  children  of  the  Home 
Board.  As  a  family  grows  we  need  to  make  changes,  so  $6,000  will  be  taken 
from  the  Lottie  Moon  offering  and  $6,000  from  the  Annie  W.  Armstrong  offer- 
ing for  our  scholarship  fund.

Personal  service  is  Christ-like  living  with  regard  to  those  around  us.  It  is 
social  service  with  the  gospel  as  its  motive,  and  conversion  as  its  aim.  During 
this  Golden  Jubilee  Year  there  are  three  aims  that  the  W.  M.  S.  of  Mount  Zion 
Association  would  like  to  accomplish:  soul  winning,  work  among  the  Negroes, 
and  also  the  Jews. 

Personal  service  must  be  directed  if  it  would  deal  effectively  with  present- 
day  conditions.     This  cannot  be  accomplished  without  the  united  efforts  of  active 
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Christian    women.      The    results    of    personal    service   are    found    to    be    twofold: 
relief  and  soul  winning.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

A  report  should  be  so  designed  that  it  presents  both  favorable  and  unfavorable 
aspects  of  the  work  to  be  recorded.  If  we  would  know  our  standing  as  an 
association  we  should  take  stock  of  our  shortcomings  as  well  as  our  accomplish- 
ments. 

It  is  with  a  sense  of  pride  and  appreciation  that  I  review  for  you  the  work  of 
the  Mount  Zion  Woman's  Missionary  Union  for  1937.  The  pride  is  justified, 
in  that  we  have  been  able  to  write  the  record  with  as  many  favorable  points  as 
we  have.  The  appreciation  is  genuine  because  of  the  strong  support  of  many 
loyal  co-workers. 

If  we  would  count  our  laurels,  we  would  mention  that  the  first  year  in  which 
North  Carolina  reported  her  churches  having  every  resident  woman  member  a 
contributor  to  missions.  Mount  Zion  Association  had  3  out  of  the  15  for  the 
state.  These  were  Ephesus,  Hillsboro  First,  and  Watts  Street.  Again,  we  re- 
ported 50  A-i  societies — which  placed  us  second  in  the  state — 10  B  societies  and 
17  C  societies.  We  claim  5  full-graded  A-i  unions:  Burlington  First,  Durham 
First,  Grace,  Temple,  and  Watts  Street. 

We  led  the  state  in  "Margarets"  enrolled,  the  number  being  38. 

We  were  outstanding  in  Mission  Study,  with  161   classes  and  an  institute  held 
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with  attendance  surpassing  expectations.  We  have  a  library  of  over  500  mission 
study  books. 

We  were  second  in  the  state  in  gifts  with  a  total  of  $17,177.68. 

Our  young-  people's  rally,  our  group  meetings,  and  executive  board  meetings 
have  been  well  attended  and  full  of  interest. 

Eight  new  societies  were  organized  and  others  reinforced. 

We  were  proud  of  our  80  memberships  in  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club,  and 
we  were  first  in  the  Greensboro  Division  ^   however,  we  did  not  reach  our  goal. 

A  large  per  cent  of  our  officers  took  their  work  seriously  and  gave  them- 
selves to  their  tasks.  Wherever  effort  has  been  spent  prayerfully  and  faithfully, 
numerous  praiseworthy  results  have  followed. 

But  should  we  not  look  at  our  failures,  as  well  as  our  successes? 

We  have  ten  churches  with  no  W.  M.  S.,  and  a  greater  number  with  no 
young  people's  organizations.  We  lost  one  W.  M.  S.  and  two  others  are  care- 
less about  sending  reports.  Over  half  of  our  church  members  who  are  women 
and  young  people,  are  not  enlisted  in  definite  missionary  effort.  Too  many  pas- 
tors in  our  association  are  indifferent  toward  W.  M.  U.  work  in  their  own 
churches.  Eighteen  W.  M.  S.  had  no  mission  study  class.  Personal  service  re- 
ports show  little  emphasis  on  soul  winning.  Many  societies  are  weak  because  of 
lack  of  information  to  be  gained  by  using  our  mission  magazines.  Nine  failed 
to  report  a  single  subscription  to  Royal  Service. 

There  is  room,  then,  for  great  improvement  in  W.  M.  U.  work  in  Mount 
Zion  Association.  We  must  not  be  discouraged  over  dark  spots  here  and  there, 
nor  complacent  because  of  our  shining  lights.  All  of  us  are  thankful  to  Him 
who  has  enabled  us  to  work  as  well  as  we  have,  and  we  trust  Him  to  help  us 
meet  all  present  needs. 

Not  only  is  1937  a  closed  book  as  far  as  records  go,  but  also  one  half  of 
1938 — the  glorious  Golden  Year — is  behind  us.  Already  we  know  of  better 
reports  in  the  making  through  special  efforts  in  this  "acceptable  year  of  the 
Lord."

There  are  stories  wei  should  never  tire  of  hearing  and  telling.  One  of  them 
is  the  story  of  the  Baptist  Hundred  Thousand  Club.  Until  our  debts  are  paid 
and  victory  attained,  it  should  continue  to  be  a  thrilling  story. 

The  Hundred  Thousand  Club  challenges  the  loyalty  of  every  Southern  Bap- 
tist to  his  Lord.  The  progress  of  Christ's  Kingdom  is  extended  or  hindered  by 
its  success  or  failure  now.  While  we  have  never  had  a  hundred  thousand  mem- 
bers, and  while  many  members  drop  out  and  others  have  not  kept  up  their  pay- 
ments, at  the  same  time  we  have  received  from  this  club  up  to  December  31, 
1937,  the  sum  of  $779,323.43,  thereby  greatly  reducing  the  principal  of  our 
debts. 

What  of  the  future?  That  depends  upon  you  and  me.  Mount  Zion  Asso- 
ciation had  a  goal  of  150  paid-up  memberships  for  the  calendar  year  1936-37. 
Last  year  only  80  memberships  were  reported  from  20  churches.  Will  this  be 
a  similar  case  to  the  one  recorded  about  Gideon's  army?  God  had  to  reduce  it 
from  32,000  to  300  by  taking  out  the  indifferent  and  slackers  before  they  could 
win  the  victory.  One  hundred  thousand  who  really  want  to  win  this  battle  are 
better  than  4,000,000  who  would  rather  be  at  ease  in  Zion. 

May  I  urge  those  who  have  not  joined  this  club  to  do  so  now,  and  work 
and  pray,  and  give  until  we  can  triumphantly  exclaim:  "The  task  is  completed 
and  the  debts  are  conquered!"     In  the  interest  of  this  cause  I  have  written   35 
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letters,  35  postal  cards,  attended  three  meetings,  contacted  the  presidents  of  nine 
Durham  churches,  and  have  traveled  106  miles.

ASSOCIATION— 1933-1938 

Five  years  have  passed  since  we  last  reviewed  the  activities  of  our  Association 
— five  fruitful  years  in  which  we  have  gone  from  "strength  to  strength"  in  W. 
M.  U.  progress.     It  was  in    1933,  and   we  were  meeting  with  Rose  of  Sharon 
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W.  M.  U.  with  the  Superintendent,  Mrs.  D.  C.  Barbee,  presiding.  Our  speakers 
for  the  day  were  Mrs.  W.  N.  Jones,  our  State  President,  and  Mrs.  T.  Neal 
Johnson,  returned  missionary  from  China.  This  was  during  the  period  of  the 
depression,  and  we  find  that  our  contributions  had  fallen  to  $10,522.

The  executive  board  has  accepted  some  resigna- 
tions during  the  yearj  so  we  find  Mrs.  J.  F.  Craig  as  Mission  Study  Leader  in 
place  of  Miss  Lois  Christian,  and  Mrs.  E.  B.  Britt,  Secretary-Treasurer,  in  place 
of  Mrs.  Harvey  Pollard.  To  the  regret  of  the  Board  the  resignation  of  our 
Superintendent,  Mrs.  J.  P.  Jones,  was  accepted,  she  having  resigned  after  a  few 
months  service  on  account  of  ill  health.  Mrs.  Jones  did  splendid  work  during 
her  few  months  service,  and  to  her  the  credit  is  due  for  perfecting  the  "group 
plan"  which  had  been  launched  the  previous  year.

Mrs.  Mark- 
ham, Young  People's  Leader,  reported  a  rally  held  at  Bethesda  with  steward- 
ship contest  and  a  number  of  G.  A.'s  and  R.  A.'s  attending  associational  gather- 
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ings  at  Meredith  and  Burlington.  New  officers  elected  were:  Superintendent, 
Mrs.  O.  L.  Riggs;  Young  People's  Leader,  Mrs.  R.  B.  Wilkinsj  Personal  Service 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Jack  Andrews.  Increase  in  gifts  $2,419.  We  accept  an  invi- 
tation from  Cedar  Fork  W.  M.  U.  with  Lowe's  Grove  W.  M.  U.  joint  hostesses. 
Increase  in  gifts  $1,154. 

1937 — ^We  are  at  Cedar  Fork  for  our  annual  meeting.  Our  new  Superin- 
tendent, Mrs.  O.  L.  Riggs,  presides  and  presents  Mrs,  J.  M.  Cheek  for  the 
devotional.  An  unusually  large  number  of  delegates  and  visitors  are  present. 
Our  newly  elected  State  President,  Mrs.  J.  Clyde  Turner,  brings  us  a  most 
helpful  message.  Miss  Emma  Leachman  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  with 
us  and  brings  a  most  informing  message  regarding  her  work.  The  Mission  Study 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Craig,  reports  a  Mission  Institute  held  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  at  Durham  with  155  present.  This  report  also  showed  decided  progress 
along  all  lines  of  mission  study  endeavor  and  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
books  in  the  library.

Constitution 


Article  i.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association 
of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers,  belonging-  to,  and 
members  chosen,  annually  by,  the  several  churches  belonging  to  this  body,  who, 
by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches,  certify  their  appointment,  and 
shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  seats.  Each  church  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  three 
delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  from  each  Sabbath  School  connected  with 
the  church,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist  Church. 

Art.  3.  The  objects  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increas- 
ing the  harmony,  the  intelligence  and  the  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and 
for  developing  and  directing  their  energies,  their  resources  and  their  gifts,  in 
advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  on  the  earth.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  educational,  mission.  Sabbath 
School,  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches.  It 
may  advise  the  churches,  and  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adop- 
tion, but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  Yet,  in  view  of  the  combined  wisdom, 
piety,  and  intelligence  of  the  body,  it  may  justly  claim  for  itself,  for  its  objects, 
and  for  its  recommendations  the  very  highest  consideration  and  regard. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church  that 
shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  religion 
as  taught  in  the  Bible  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true  teachings 
thereof. 

Art.  6.  Baptist  churches  on  application  for  admission  to  this  body  shall  be 
received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  necessary  evidence  is  given  that  they  are 
truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  when  requested  by  aggrieved 
members  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send  committees  to 
aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  the  church  is  aggrieved  with  the 
majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  consideration.  Indi- 
vidual applications  will  not  be  entertained. 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  appoint  as  delegates,  as  far  as 
practical,  their  most  capable  members,  to  insist  upon  their  attendance,  and  to 
send  by  them  a  contribution  to  the  Association  Treasurer  to  pay  for  the  printing 
of  the  minutes  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  send  annually  a  letter  to  the 
Association  giving:  i.  Location 5  2.  Names  of  pastor,  clerk,  and  other  general 
officers  and  their  respective  post  offices j  3.  Sabbaths  of  regular  worship;  4.  Church 
statistics,   with  the   number   baptized,   received   by   letter,   restored,   dismissed   by 
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letter,  excluded,  erased,  or  died  during  the  past  yearj  the  total  number  in  fel- 
lowship} 5.  Statement  of  the  finances  of  the  church  showing  all  amounts  paid  to 
local  expenses  and  benevolent  objects}  6.  Sunday  school  statistics}  7.  Records  of 
other  church  organizations}  8.  Names  of  delegates  and  alternates}  9.  Any  other 
information  deemed  of  special  importance  or  necessary  for  publication,  as  re- 
quired on  the  blanks  in  immediate  use. 

Art.  10.  (i)  The  ofiicers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  session  after  the  names  of  the  delegates  are  enrolled,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  next  annual  session.  Election  shall  be  by  acclamation  when  only 
one  candidate  is  nominated,  but  by  ballot  when  more  than  one  candidate  is  nom- 
inated for  any  one  office.     Any  officer  may  be  reelected. 

(2)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Association  an  Executive  Committee  consisting 
of  twelve  members  shall  be  elected,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  cooperate  with  the 
State  Baptist  Convention  in  its  program  for  the  furtherance  of  God's  Kingdom 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  as 
often  as  it  may  desire  for  the  effectual  execution  and  performance  of  its  duties. 
This  committee  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  such  sub-committees  as  it  may 
deem  necessary. 

(3)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mittee whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  select  and  to  recommend  to  the  Association  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  be  elected  by  the  Association. 

(4)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power,  at  any  of  its  official 
meetings,  to  fill  any  vacancies  on  the  committee  occurring  during  the  year. 

Art.  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  open  the  meeting  punc- 
tually at  the  time  appointed,  to  enforce  the  rules,  to  preserve  order,  and  to  exer- 
cise all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established   parliamentary   usage. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association}  to  superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of 
the  same}  and  to  keep  on  file  the  printed  minutes  and  other  important  documents 
belonging  to  the  body.  The  distribution  shall  be  based  on  the  comparative  amount 
paid  by  each  church  to  the  minute  fund.  For  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid 
fifty   ($50.00)    dollars  out  of  the  Minute  Fund. 

Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  over  to  the 
proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  direct  to  the  Association  by  the  churches, 
and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  examine  annually  the  Treas- 
urer's books  and  attest  the  report. 

Art.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  collect  and  put  in  some 
durable  form  all  facts  of  interest  about  each  of  the  churches  of  the  Association 
and  report  at  each  session  of  this  body. 

Art.  17.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing, two-thirds  of  the  members  present   concurring-. 


Rules  of  Order 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Wednesday  after  the  second 
Sunday  in  October,  and  continue  for  two  days  or  longer  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  session 
shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his  absence,  the  incum- 
bent Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  to 
be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other  that  cour- 
tesy which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding  officer. 
He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  all 
personalities. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
special  permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  or, 
at  his  request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  other  motion  or  proposition  shall 
be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  post- 
pone to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in  the  order 
in  which  they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be 
admitted  to  consideration. 

1 1 .  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a  Com- 
mittee on  Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will  report  as 
soon  as  feasible  after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association.  When 
adopted,  their  report  shall  become  the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be 
changed  except  by  vote  of  the  Association  as  provided  in  Section  10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by  rules 
of  some  recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  MelPs  or  Kerfott's.

MISSION  OPPORTUNITIES  HERE  AND  ABROAD 

The  cry  of  a  lost  world  today  is  a  little  louder  than  ever  before.  This 
plaintive  cry  has  in  it  a  sob  and  wail  that  Southern  Baptists  cannot  help  but 
hear. 

The  needs  are  many  here  in  our  own  State.  There  are  here  1,000,000  lost 
souls.  Nearly  800,000  of  these  are  prospects  for  Baptist  churches.  200,000 
Baptists  in  North  Carolina  are  not  doing  anything  in  kingdom  work.  Two 
thirds  of  the  young  people  in  our  churches  do  not  have  any  definite  program. 
We  should  do  more  to  help  and  encourage  the  more  than  250,000  colored  Bap- 
tists in  our  State.  The  harvest  is  indeed  ripe  and  the  fields  are  many  and  large. 
We  need  to  carry  the  Gospel  to  the  most  remote  sections  of  the  State.  We  need 
to  cry  out  mightily  for  God   in  our  great  industrial   sections. 

Our  Home  Mission  work  now,  as  ever,  presents  a  great  challenge  to  North 
Carolina  Baptists.  Italians,  Mexicans,  French,  Indians,  Jews,  Cubans,  and  ne- 
groes are  in  our  territory  in  great  numbers.     They  are  our  responsibility. 

Abroad  the  Church  of  God  is  challenged  as  it  has  not  been,  perhaps,  in  a 
generation.  The  work  is  hard.  Our  missionaries  have  written,  in  these  last 
months,  some  of  the  most  romantic  missionary  chapters  ever  known  to  Southern 
Baptists.  For  example,  think  of  our  missionaries  in  China.  They  have  faced, 
with  the  courage  that  reminds  us  of  apostolic  days,  the  terror  and  carnage  of 
the  Japanese  war.  Their  example  of  loyalty  in  China  should  set  our  hearts  on 
fire  for  our  great  missionary  program. 

In  Rumania  our  Baptist  people  have  faced  the  persecution  of  a  government 
controlled  by  the  Greek  Orthodox  Catholic  church.  Though  partial  freedom  has 
now  been  given  to  Baptist  churches,  restrictions  and  uncertainties  still  prevail  in 
that  country.     Godless  Russia,  having  invaded  Poland,  is  now  at  Rumania's  back 
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door.  One  cannot  help  but  shudder  and  fear  for  The  Cause  in  Rumania  and 
eastern  Europe. 

South  America  continues  to  be  our  most  fertile  mission  field.  The  people 
there  hear  the  Gospel  gladly.     Their  cry  is  for  more  missionaries. 

We  must  not  fail  this  needy  world  in  this  day  of  our  greatest  opportunity.

REPORT  ON  THE  CHALLENGE  OF  THE  RURAL  CHURCH  PROGRAM 

Other  religious  bodies  and  our  government  have  long  since  taken  seriously 
the  problems  of  rural  life.  The  rural  church  is  a  problem  but  not  one  defying 
solution,  as  we  have  been  told.  The  Federal  Government  is  spending  millions 
today,  seeking  to  conserve  and  improve  rural  potentialities.  Many  of  our  most 
far-sighted  leaders  are  saying  that  the  rural  church  problem  presents  the  grav- 
est challenge  confronting  Southern  Baptists,  and  yet  it  is  the  last  phase  of  our 
work  to  receive  serious  and  consistent  consideration.  To  find  the  solution  to 
this  problem  is  to  reap  an  abundant  harvest  from  fields  long  "white  unto  harvest." 

The  solution  to  the  problem  is  well  within  the  reach  of  the  Mt.  Zion  As- 
sociation. In  fact,  we  may  take  the  first  forward  step  today.  It  may  be  an 
storic  hour — when  Mt.  Zion  Baptists  accept  a  challenge  long  laid  at  their 
et.  We  say  without  hesitation,  this  is  the  most  momentous  problem  to  claim 
the  attention  of  this  body.  In;  the  words  of  Mordecai  to  Esther  {^Esther  4.:  14), 
"Who  knoweth  whether  thou  art  come  to  the  kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this?" 
This  is  our  opportunity.  The  territory  of  the  State  is  too  large  for  the  experi- 
ment. It  seems  the  part  of  wisdom  to  seek  the  solution  in  the  smaller  unit — ^the 
Association. 

Our  State  Secretary,  Mr.  Huggins,  has  assured  me  that  he  will  welcome  an 
effort  to  find  the  answer  to  the  problem  within  the  bounds  of  Mt.  Zion.  The 
situation  of  the  church  today  is  precarious;  the  time  has  come  for  a  plain,  prac- 
tical application  of  the  teachings  of  Jesus — an  honest  workable  program  with 
justice  to  all  and  favoritism  to  none.  The  rural  and  semi-rural  churches  must 
be  saved  or  the  cause  of  Christ  seems  definitely  lost.  The  problem  of  the  rural 
church  may  be  briefly  summed  up  as  follows: 

I.  The  South  while  rapidly  becoming  urbanized  is  still  overwhelmingly 
rural  J  the  same  is  true  of  our  State  and  Association.  Our  State  Secretary  says, 
"There  are  a  million  lost  souls  in  North  Carolina.  Eight  hundred  thousand 
of  these  are  potential  Baptist  prospects."  The  greater  part  of  these  are  in  the 
rural  and  semi-rural  districts,  and  yet  they  are  the  most  neglected.     The  rural 
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churches  will  not  long^  be  content  to  co-operate  with  a  system  that  completely 
igfnores  their  supreme  need. 

2.  The  rural  pastor  is  serving-  on  a  starvation  salary.  These  men  of  God 
who  have  consecrated  and  dedicated  their  lives  to  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
make  the  greatest  sacrifice  of  any  class  of  men  in  our  whole  organized  church 
life.  They  know  nothing  of  a  professional,  commercialized  ministry  that  threatens 
the  very  life  of  Christianity  itself,  but  are  content  to  bleed  out  their  lives  for 
Him  whose  witnesses  they  are.  When  we,  as  Baptists,  accept  the  challenge  by 
providing  living  salaries  for  our  rural  pastors  we  will  have  solved  the  major 
problem  confronting  the  rural  church. 

3.  The  rural  church  must  be  saved  from  forces  within  and  without  that 
prey  upon  its  long  suffering  and  forbearance.  The  country  church  is  no  longer 
a  training  ground  for  young  preachers  and  an  employment  bureau  for  un- 
scrupulous men.  The  rural  churches  must  have  pastors — men  of  consecration, 
leadership,  and  ability  second  to  none.  To  reach  the  desired  ends  there  must 
be  full  and  unselfish  co-operation  on  the  part  of  both  pastors  and  churches,  as- 
sisted by  some  department  of  our  organized  church  life.  To  meet  this  challenge 
from  the  multitudes  in  the  country,  the  pastors,  and  churches,  we  beg  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  the  following  for  adoption: 

First.  That  the  Association  create  or  name  a  Rural  Church  Committee  or 
Commission  of  persons  interested  in  and  familiar  with  the  rural  church  prob- 
lems and  willing  to  give  of  their  time  and  attention  to  promote  the  best  interests 
of  the  same  in,  (i)  Co-operating  with  pastors  and  churches  desiring  to  create 
fields  of  churches  and  locate  pastors  thereon;  (2)  Interesting  the  co-operating 
churches  in  making  ample  provision  for  the  needs  of  the  pastor  and  his  family 
by  increasing"  salaries,  providing  pastors'  homes,  and  abolishing  as  far  as  pos- 
sible the  unwholesome  annual  call;  (3)  Handling  all  funds  intrusted  to  them 
for  the  promotion  of  rural  church  activities,  such  as  supplementing  pastors'  sal- 
aries, keeping  accurate  records  of  the  same,  and  serving  without  pay; 

Second.  That  the  several  churches  composing  the  Mt.  Zion  Association  con- 
tribute to  a  fund  known  as  Associational  Missions  an  amount  not  less  than  5% 
of  all  funds  given  to  the  Co-operative  Program  to  be  used  by  the  above  named 
committee  to  promote  the  interests  of  our  rural  churches  in  this  association; 

Third.  That  the  rural  church  and  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  same 
be  made  a  permanent  part  of  our  missionary  endeavor  and  designated  Associa- 
tional Missions,  and  that  such  a  program  be  continued  sufficiently  long  to  prove 
the  wisdom  of  the  experiment.

HISTORY  OF  EDGEMONT  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

The  Edgemont  Baptist  Church,  organized  May  25,   1902,  is  located  on  the 

corner  of  East  Main  and  Elm  Streets  in  the  City  of  Durham,  in  the  heart  of 

one  of  the  progressive  industrial  communities  in  the  Piedmont  section  of  North 
Carolina. 
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Previous  to  its  organization  it  was  under  the  Mission  Boards,  who  sent 
Brother  J.  M.  Arnette  there  as  a  missionary  to  develop  the  outlook  toward  the 
organization  of  a  Baptist  church.  May  25,  1902,  was  the  opportune  time,  and 
with  the  assistance  of  Brother  W.  F.  Frye  (then  Pastor  of  East  Durham  Baptist 
Church)  and  brethren  from  Bethesda  Church,  East  Durham  Church,  and  other 
Baptist  churches,  the  Edgemont  Baptist  Church  was  organized  with  twenty-two 
members.  They  were:  W.  C.  Mason,  J.  A.  Whittington,  Mrs.  J.  A.  Whittington, 
Nellie  Scott,  Flora  Scott,  Swannie  Scott,  Whit  Hancock,  Mrs.  Lula  Ferrell, 
Willie  Ferrell,  L.  L.  Hudson,  Louise  Hudson,  Nettie  Hudson,  R.  E.  Hurst,  J.  P. 
Berry,  W.  R.  Dupree,  Nora  R.  Dupree,  May  Dupree,  Addie  Pope,  A.  W.  Sor- 
rell,  Mrs.  Elector  Sorrell,  C.  C.  Poe,  Mrs.  Robena  Poe.  All  these  members 
have  died  or  left  the  church  except  two — Miss  Swannie  Scott,  now  Mrs.  W.  H. 
Bright,  and  Mrs.  Elector  Sorrell. 

During  the  thirty-seven  years  of  the  organization  of  the  church  it  has  had 
only  six  pastors,  as  follows:  Brethren  J.,  M.  Arnette,  May  25,  1902,  to  January 
I,  1903;  E.  R.  Harris,  1903  to  19065  G.  H.  Church,  1907  to  19095  O.  N. 
Marshall,  1909  to  1911.  The  church  was  without  a  pastor  from  191 1  to 
19 12,  when  C.  C.  Smith  was  called.  He  served  from  191 2  to  1921.  In  192 1 
the  present  pastor.  Brother  C.  S.  Norville,  wag  called  and  has  served  ever  since. 

The  clerks  who  have  served  the  church  since  its  organization  are  as  follows: 
Brethren  W.  R.  Dupree,  D.  G.  O'Neal,  A.  W.  Sorrell,  F.  L.  Elkins,  J.  J.  Stone, 
R.  O.  Minton,  M.  J.  Bright,  W.  H.  Beck,  W.  W.  Green,  and  C.  B.  Roberts. 
The  church  has  been  well  served,  and  it  is  thankful  to  these  people  for  their 
labors  of  love. 

The  church  has  not  forgotten  the  great  commission  of  the  Master,  "Go  ye 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel,"  and  as  a  result  of  this  great  com- 
mission Brethren  L.  L.  Hudson,  Charlie  Matthews,  and  Earl  B.  Edwards  have 
gone  forth  to  labor  in  the  Master's  vineyard  as  preachers. 

One  of  the  outstanding  and  most  noticeable  achievements  of  the  church  has 
been  its  continuous,  steady  growth.  This  growth  made  it  necessary  for  the 
church  to  have  more  room,  and  the  church  began  building  during  Rev.  E.  R. 
Harris's  ministry  in  1904  at  a  cost  of  $700.00,  then  again  in  1906  at  a  cost  of 
$115.00  under  the  same  pastor.  Again  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  O.  N. 
Marshall  the  need  of  more  room  was  felt,  and  a  building  fund  was  started  in 
1910. 

During  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  C.  C.  Smith  the  old  wooden  church  burned 
on  November  i,  191 3.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  School  Board,  Edgemont 
Schoolhouse  was  used  after  the  fire  and  while  the  present  church  was  under 
construction  in  19 14  and  191 5.  The  new  building  cost  about  $16,000.00  with- 
out the  furniture.  The  first  service  was  held  in  the  present  church  November 
I,  1915,  and  on  Sunday,  November  7,  the  building  was  dedicated,  the  sermon 
being  preached  by  Dr.  E.  Y.  Mullins,  President  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Semi- 
nary, Louisville,  Ky.  The  prayer  was  offered  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  C.  C.  Smith. 
The  church  was  crowded  to  overflowing  for  this  service  and  many  were  turned 
away. 
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It  was  announced  at  this  service  that  about  $12,500.00  had  been  paid  on 
the  church,  leaving-  $3,500.00  due.  A  special  collection  was  taken  at  this  serv- 
ice amounting-  to  $2,000.00,  leaving  $1,500.00  more  to  be  raised  later. 

Building  was  no  small  task,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  leadership  of  the 
beloved  pastor  at  that  time.  Rev.  C.  C.  Smith,  it  is  doubtful  whether  we  would 
have  paid  for  the  work  so  quickly.  Not  only  did  the  pastor  sacrifice  and  work 
for  the  completion  of  the  building,  but  a  large  number  of  the  members  of  the 
church  gave  generously  from  small  incomes  in  order  that  the  house  of  God 
might  be  completed.  Debt  for  the  building  of  the  church  was  paid  in  full  in 
May,   19 1 8,  and  the  notes  were  burned  on  June  9,    19 18. 

The  church  became  self-supporting  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  C.  C.  Smith, 
Heretofore  it  had  been  receiving  help  from  the  Mission  Board.  In  March,  19 19, 
during  the  pastorate  of  Mr.  Smith  the  church  purchased  the  parsonage  at  211 
Parrish  Place  at  a  cost  of  $7,500.00. 

The  continuous  growth  of  the  church  made  necessary  the  building  of  a  Sun- 
day School  annex  in  1926  at  a  cost  of  about  $35,000.00  under  the  leadership  of 
the  present  pastor.  Rev.  C.  S.  Norville.  Of  this  amount  about  $25,000.00  has 
been  paid.  Members  have  been  paying  about  $400.00  per  month  for  slightly 
over  four  years  on  the  Sunday  School  building,  and  have  not  missed  a  single 
payment.  Our  faith  looks  up  to  God  to  help  us  to  continue  this  record  until 
this  part  of  our  building  is  paid  for  in  about  two  years. 

The  Seventy-five  Million  campaign  was  put  over  in  a  great  way  with  about 
$15,000.00  being  raised  during  a  period  of  five  years. 

During  the  latter  part  of  19 18  the  church  saw  the  need  of  having  someone 
help  the  pastor  look  after  the  membership,  and  Miss  Josie  Rymer  was  employed 
as  pastor's  assistant  on  March  i,  19 19,  serving  the  church  through  November 
15,  192 1,  with  much  good  being  accomplished  by  her  work.  Unfortunately  the 
church  has  not  deemed  it  wise  to  secure  a  pastor's  assistant  since  that  date. 

The  church  has  held  some  great  revivals  with  such  preachers  doing  the 
preaching  as  Rev.  F.  D.  King,  Rev.  E.  D.  Wakefield,  Rev.  J.  T.  Riddick,  Rev. 
J.  W.  Ham,  Dr.  J.  C.  Owen,  Dr.  C.  C.  Coleman,  Dr.  H.  W.  Connelly,  Rev. 
McKendree  Long,  Rev.  M.  G.  Lehman,  Dr.  Porter  N.  Bailes,  and  a  large  num- 
ber of  others,  including  the  pastors  of  this  church. 

The  Sunday  School  has  grown  from  a  very  small  school  housed  in  a  one-room 
structure  to  a  school  with  an  average  attendance  of  about  650  pupils,  organized 
on  a  departmental  basis  and  housed  in  a  structure  of  about  fifty  rooms.  A  large 
and  excellent  force  of  teachers  and  ofiicers  supervise  the  work.  Scarcely  any 
attention  was  paid  to  young  people's  work  until  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  C.  C. 
Smith  when  the  first  B.  Y.  P.  U.  was  organized.  The  present  average  attendance 
in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  about   105. 

The  church  has  had  a  steady  growth  in  membership  throughout  its  history. 
Beginning  with  22,  it  has  increased  to  986  with  many  more  than  this  number 
being  received  into  the  fellowship  of  the  church. 

The  valuation  of  church  property  has  likewise  increased.  Beginning  with 
a  small  wooden  structure,  there  is  now  a  spacious  brick  building  and  a  pastor's 
home  with  a  total  valuation  of  about  $98,000.00.     A  pipe  organ  of  finest  quality 
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was  installed  in  February  of  this  year  and  has  been  practically  paid  for.  This 
work  has  been  accomplished  by  the  untiring  effort  and  co-operation  of  the 
church  membership  during  these  years  under  the  capable  leadership  of  a  half 
dozen  consecrated  pastors. 

The  progress  Edgemont  Church  has  made  during  the  thirty-seven  years  of  its 
existence  by  the  marvelous  and  indomitable  zeal  and  efforts  of  these  faithful 
pastors  and  co-operative  members  of  the  church  ought  to  be  a  stimulus  to  the 
pastors  and  members  of  other  churches  to  undertake  great  things  for  Christ,  and 
then  to  expect  great  things  from  Him  according  to  His  promises.

19.  After  announcements,  and  prayer  by  A.  K.  Cheek,  the  As- 
sociation adjourned  to  meet  at  7:30  P.M.

WEDNESDAY,  OCTOBER  11,  1939 

Night  Session 

20.  At  7:30  P.M.  the  Association  reconvened  and  L.  R.  Ennis 
led  in  singing  "There  Is  a  Fountain  Filled  with  Blood"  followed  with 
prayer  led  by  G.  P.  Albaugh. 

21.  The  evening  devotion  was  led  by  Owen  F.  Herring.  He 
closed  with  prayer,  after  which  the  Temple  Baptist  Church  choir  pre- 
sented a  special  selection,  "Holy  Art  Thou"  (Handel). 

22.  Moderator  Hall  called  the  Association  to  session  and  recog- 
nized Charles  F.  Hudson,  Chairman  of  the  Program  Committee,  who 
introduced  Dr.  C.  Sylvester  Green,  President  of  Coker  College.  Dr. 
Green  addressed  the  Association  on  the  topic,  "The  Church  in  its 
Ministry  of  Teaching."    The  following  is  a  brief  synopsis  of  his  address: 

The  picture  of  the  world  today,  though  sordid,  is  not  hopeless,  when  at  the 
center  there  is  not  defeat.  The  world  before  now  has  been  scourged  by  those 
who  were  greedy.  Religion  has  had  varied  experiences  under  modern  forms  of 
government.  Under  dictatorships  it  has  been  made  to  conform,  to  align  itself 
with  great  capitalistic  movements;  Communism  regards  it  as  the  enemy  of  the 
state  and  seeks  to  eliminate  it;  Democracies  are  the  only  forms  of  government 
cordial  to  religion. 

Does  Christian  education  have  any  particular  place  in  the  scheme  of  things? 
We  believe  so. 

Christian  education  may  be  defined  as  the  embodiment  or  implementation  of 
Christian  tolerance.  In  confused  world  affairs.  Christian  education  plays  its 
part  as  follows:  It  presents  faith  in  the  ultimate  outcome  of  right,  for  God  is 
in  His  Heaven.     It  shows  a  sense  of  moral  obligation.     Christian  education  pre- 
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sents  the  idea  of  the  totality  of  life  on  every  side,  and  that  each  branch  of  life 
leads  directly  to  the  spiritual.  Furthermore,  it  teaches  one  how  to  live  and 
contribute  to  the  totality  of  life,  mentally,  spiritually,  socially,  and  physically, 
for  the  near  future  will  be  more  exacting  than  any  age  has  hitherto  known. 
Education,  alone,  will  add  only  intellect.  Education,  Christianized,  is  the 
one  factor  to  build  life  Into  its  completeness. 

23.  The  report  on  "The  Church  Underglrding  Public  Morals" 
was  read  by  A.  D.  Kinnett  and  motion  was  made  to  adopt.  Brother 
Hudson  introduced  the  Governor  of  North  Carolina,  His  Excellency, 
Clyde  R.  Hoey,  who  spoke  to  the  Association  on  the  subject,  "The 
Church  Underglrding  Public  Morals."  A  brief  outhne  of  his  address 
follows : 

In  Plymouth,  Mass.,  there  is  a  monument  on  the  hill  just  above  the  Plymouth 
Rock,  on  each  side  of  which  there  is  one  of  the  following  words:  Law,  Morality, 
Education,  Freedom. 

Law  Is  the  one  great  foundation  for  building  a  country.  "Control  thyself," 
said  Seneca.  Law  is  the  community  pooling  its  resources  that  all  may  have 
safety,  from  the  humblest  to  the  richest  alike.  Likewise,  no  great  enduring 
civilization  can  be  built  except  with  moral  fibre,  for  the  surest  way  to  wreck  a 
nation  is  to  undermine  its  morals.  The  surest  method  to  attain  this  objective 
of  Morality  Is  to  worship  God  on  the  Sabbath  in  His  church. 

When  fruits  and  flowers  are  cultivated  they  become  larger,  better,  and  more 
beautiful.  God  intended  that  we  should  become  His  helpers  in  cultivating,  edu- 
cating, and  improving  what  He  has  given  into  our  keeping.  Man,  the  greatest 
creation  of  God,  has  especial  need  of  education.  Freedom,  or  liberty,  Is  the 
greatest  thing  of  worldly  value.  The  Constitution  has  assured  us  of  the  right 
to  freedom  of  thought,  speech,  assembly,  and  of  religion.  Jesus  came  to  give 
fuller  meaning  to  Freedom. 

The  capstone  of  this  monument  bore  the  one  word.  Faith.  Without  it  the 
world  would  stop  and  no  enterprise  succeed.     The  base  of  faith  Is  the  church. 

THE  CHURCH  UNDERGIRDING  PUBLIC  MORALS 

There  are  many  ways  the  church  may  undergird  public  morals.  I  shall 
mention  only  four  in  this  report. 

I.  By  teaching  the  people  to  have  proper  respect  for  the  law. 

The  church  should  be  the  first  aid  to  the  law,  and  should  support  the  en- 
forcement of  the  law.  The  ministers  should  preach  on  the  necessity  for  respect 
and  obedience  to  the  law.  The  church  has  a  powerful  influence  in  society,  and 
that  Influence  should  be  used  to  create  a  universal  respect  for  the  laws  of  the 
land.  Paul  encouraged  the  Romans  to  respect  their  rulers  and  to  be  subject  to 
the  laws  of  their  government.  Jesus  paid  his  tax  and  said  to  render  unto  Caesar 
that  which  is  due  him. 
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II.  By  teaching  reverence  for  God. 

Reverence  for  God  is  a  greater  preventive  of  crime  than  the  strong  arm  of 
the  law.  It  has  a  restraining  influence  over  the  passionate  impulse  of  menj  it 
causes  men  to  respect  the  rights  of  others.  The  church,  like  the  home,  should 
get  back  to  bed  rock:  living  and  teaching  again  the  youth  of  the  land  respect 
for  home,  schools,  courthouse,  officers  of  the  lawj  for  the  ministry,  and  above 
all  reverence  for  Almighty  God.  In  the  community  where  God  is  reverenced 
the  jails  are  empty  and  the  churches  are  filled}  where  He  is  not  reverenced  the 
churches  are  empty  and  the  jailsi  are  filled. 

III.  By  projecting  the  church  into  the  community. 

Jesus  said :  "Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world — ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth." 
The  church  is  to  project  itself  into  the  life  of  the  people.  It  is  to  light  society 
and  the  community  where  it  is  located  with  the  truth  of  the  Gospel,  and  by  the 
very  light  that  reveals  Christ  must  also  be  revealed  the  wickedness  of  man. 

But  the  individual  Christian  and  the  church  must  also  be  the  saving  salt  in 
every  city,  street  and  community  where  men  live,  to  save  men  from  sin  and  a 
corrupt  manner'  of  life.  The  church  is  to  help  men  up  to  God  and  to  the  true 
way  of  life.  The  church  should  so  project  its  life  and  holy  influence  into  so- 
ciety until  it  would  be  impossible  for  a  bad  boy  to  grow  up  in  the  community, 
or  an  evil  institution  to  do  business. 

IV.  By  teaching  men  the  nature  and  the  goodness  of  God. 

Ignorance  of  God  is  the  major  sin  of  our  day.  Men  do  not  know  God,  and 
in  the  greatness  of  their  folly  they  go  astray,  die  to  the  true  way  of  life.  Where 
there  is  no  vision  of  God  the  people  perish.  The  fear  of  God  is  the  beginning 
of  wisdom.  The  children  of  Israel  lost  their  knowledge  of  God  when  they  lost 
their  Bible  and  their  place  of  worship  and  therefore  drifted  downward  to  the 
lowest  standard  of  life  and  remained  there  until  Ezra  the  scribe  found  the  Word 
of  God  and  called  the  people  back. 

Men  who  know  God  do  not  commit  crime,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  the 
function  of  the  church  to  bring  men  to  God  and  God  to  men.  When  that  is 
done,  the  church  will  undergird  public  morals.

25.  The  morning  session  of  the  second  day  opened  at  9:30,  Mod- 
erator Hall  presiding.  After  singing  "Am  I  a  Soldier  of  the  Cross?" 
and  "Must  Jesus  Bear  the  Cross  Alone?"  led  by  L.  R.  Ennis  as- 
sisted by  Mrs.  Chas.  Jollay  at  the  piano,  L.  J.  Rainey  led  in  prayer. 
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26.  Owen  F.  Herring,  continuing  his  theme  on  "Magnifying 
Christ  and  His  Church,"  led  the  morning  devotion  and  closed  with 
prayer. 

27.  The  report  on  Relief  and  Annuity  was  prepared  by  A.  C. 
Hamby  and  discussed  by  A.  C.  Hamby,  Moderator  Hall,  and  H.  B. 
Anderson. 

REPORT  ON  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY 

Paul  wrote  to  the  Thessalonian  church  that,  although  he  earned  his  support 
by  the  labor  of  his  own  hands,  he  had  the  right  to  such  support  from  them.  He 
wrote  to  the  church  at  Corinth  that  the  church  at  Macedonia  was  in  deep 
poverty  but  craved  the  privilege  of  a  share  in  ministering  to  the  needy  saints 
in  Jerusalem.  The  Scripture  lays  upon  all  Christians  a  part  in  this  grace  of 
giving  to  needy  saints  so  that  the  cost  of  it  may  be  equalized  j  and  instructs  them 
to  give  out  of  their  bounty  with  cheerfulness. 

Nowhere  does  the  New  Testament  contain  a  direct  demand  upon  Christians 
to  give  to  Missions,  Education,  Hospitals,  Orphanages,  etc.,  but  it  does  require 
Christians  to  contribute  to  thq  necessity  of  saints.  It  is  passing  strange  that  the 
churches  have  largely  overlooked  this  fact.  John,  the  beloved,  wrote:  "Who- 
ever has  this  world's  goods,  and  sees  his  brother  in  need,  and  shuts  up  his  heart 
against  him,  how  can  the  love  of  God  abide  in  him?" 

Since  the  Baptist  pastors  and  churches,  in  order  to  avoid  any  semblance  of 
entanglement  between  church  and  state,  stood  clear  of  the  Social  Security  bene- 
fits of  the  government,  it  has  become  imperative  for  Baptists  to  provide,  as 
never  before,  for  the  relief  of  disabled  and  old  ministers,  widows  of  such  min- 
isters, and  their  dependent  children.  The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board  is  helping 
about  1,400  beneficiaries.  The  Board  receives  about  $60,000  from  the  Co- 
operative Program.  Of  this  sum  North  Carolina  Baptists  contribute  about 
$7,700.  There  were  last  year  120  beneficiaries  in  North  Carolina,  and  it  is 
certain  that  there  are  others  who  ought  to  be  receiving  aid.  It  is  a  discreditable 
fact  that  some  years  N.  C.  Baptists  contribute  less  to  Ministerial  Relief  than  is 
received  by  their  beneficiaries.  Our  contributions  to  this  fund  ought  to  be  in- 
creased considerably.  Certainly  the  Board  should  not  have  to  use  money  sent 
in  by  other  states  to  help  our  own  needy  ministers.  In  the'  light  of  Scripture  it 
seems  incredible  that  N.  C.  Baptists  are  contributing  to  this  fund  less  than  two 
cents  per  member  per  year.  I  do  not  think  that  is  either  bountiful  or  cheerful 
giving. 

God  says,  "He  that  giveth  to  the  poor  lendeth  to  the  Lord."     Brethren,  if 
we  like  the  security,  let  us  come  across  with  the  cash.

28.  Vice-Moderator  A.  D.  Kinnett  presiding — Hospital  report 
was  read  by  W.  E.  Stanley,  and  discussed  by  J.  A.  McCain  from  the 
Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

On  May  28,  1939,  the  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem  completed  sixteen 
years  of  ministry  to  the  sick  and  distressed  people  of  North  Carolina.  During- 
these  years  approximately  44,000  patients  have  received  treatment  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

In  many  respects  this  year  has  been  the  greatest  in  the  hospital's  history. 
The  greatest  number  of  churches  made  contributions  and  the  greatest  amount  of 
money  has  been  received.  And  the  greatest  number  of  patients  have  been 
blessed. 

There  has  been  approximately  $175,000  worth  of  professional  service  ren- 
dered by  doctors  and  nurses  free  of  charge  during  the  past  twelve  months.  All 
of  this  has  been'  given  to  heal  the  sick  in  the  name  of  the  Great  Physician. 

We  pause  to  thank  God  for  the  Bowman  Gray  Foundation,  which  has  made 
possible  the  co-ordination  of  the  Wake  Forest  College  Medical  School  and  the 
Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem.  While  the  organizations  are  separate  and 
distinct  institutions,  they  will  function  for  the  same  common  cause  of  Christ  and 
humanity.  Therefore  we  thank  God  for  the  Spirit's  leadership  in  bringing  the 
Committee  of  the  Foundation  to  see  clearly  that  this  was  the  place  to  invest 
the  amount  of  more  than  one  million  dollars  in  this  project  of  mercy.  And 
furthermore,  we  thank  the  Bowman  Gray  family  for  the  generosity  so  fittingly 
bestowed. 

Furthermore,  we  heartily  endorse  the  movement  among  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists to  erect  a  new  hospital  unit  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  new  medical  school. 
And  we  urge  every  Baptist  to  make  a  contribution  to  this  most  worthy  enter- 
prise. We  must  meet  the  challenge  of  the  Bowman  Gray  Foundation  with  no- 
bility and  respect  as  becometh  Christians. 

We  commend  the  management  of  the  hospital  most  heartily.  It  is  our 
opinion  that  the  hospital  has  done  first-class  service  under  severe  handicaps. 
To  have  operated  with  a  bed  capacity  of  81,  with  a  daily  average  of  108  pa- 
tients is  nothing  short  of  the  extraordinary.  It  is  our  sincere  prayer  that  the 
management  will  be  relieved  of  this  embarrassment  before  the  end  of  another 
year. 

Although  last  Mother's  Day  offering  was  the  best  that  has  yet  been  made, 
we  urge  that  our  people  may  be  willing  to  make  a  still  more  substantial  offer- 
ing next  May.  We  also  commend  the  idea  that  those  with  sufiicient  money  to 
pay  their  hospital  bills  patronize  the  Baptist  Hospital.  It  should  have  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  cash  customers  as  well  as  the  great  majority  of  charity  patients. 
This  gesture  of  good  will  and  appreciation  is  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  our 
Saviour. 

Realizing  the  great  amount  of  good  already  accomplished  by  our  hospital 
and  the  blessings  that  have  come  to  us  because  of  it,  we  are  still  distressed  to 
know  that  16  times  each  day  somebody  knocks  at  the  door  for  help.  And  many 
times  these  must  be  turned  away.  Last  year  more  than  3,000  of  these  were 
turned  away  because  there  was  no  room  in  the  hospital.  We  ask  that  each  dele- 
gate go  back  to  the  church  and  ask  the  people  to  undergird  the  healing  institu- 
tion of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  constituency.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

"A  little  child  shall  lead  them."  Is  not  this  true  in  the  largest  and  fullest 
sense,  as  we  think  of  the  marvelous  growth  of  the  Orphanage?  Certainly  no 
cause  lies  so  near  the  hearts  of  our  great  Baptist  Brotherhood  and  deservedly  so. 
What  a  great  institution  under  the  grace  of  God  it  has  grown  to  be.  What  a 
wonderful  history  it  has  and  what  greater  blessings  are  yet  to  come  under  the 
wise  and  consecrated  leadership  of  Superintendent  I.  G.  Greer  and  his  fine 
associates. 

On  November  11,  1885,,  the  first  child  was  received.  During  the  fifty-four 
years  of  continued  growth  4,530  have  found  a  home  and  been  given  a  chance 
to  become  useful  men  and  women.  The  Orphanage  has  sent  and  is  still  sending 
its  boys  and  girls  into  all  vocations  of  life,  some  to  preach  the  unsearchable 
riches  of  our  Lord  and  Master,  some  to  be  business  and  professional  men,  some 
to  become  the  makers  of  happy  homes.  In  view  of  the  ever  increasing  demands 
upon  our  Orphanage,  your  committee  urges  and  recommends  that  every  Sunday 
School  not  already  doing  so  designate  a  certain  Sunday  in  each  month  to  be 
known  as  Orphanage  Sunday  and  that  the  collection  be  as  large  as  possible  on 
that  day}  that  each  Sunday  School  take  as  many  copies  of  Charity  and  Children 
as  possible  and  that  our  various  church  societies  send  useful  gifts.  Especially 
do  I  most  earnestly  urge,  as  we  near  Thanksgiving,  that  we  all  have  as  our 
slogan,  "At  least  one  day's  work  or  income  for  the  Orphanage,"  and  may  our 
hearts  incline  us  to  make  a  real  sacrifice. 

Again  your  committee  urges  that  we  give  the  Orphanage  our  hearts'  unfail- 
ing sympathy,   our  most  earnest  prayers,  and   a   liberal   portion   of  our   means. 
Let  us  ever  bear  in  mind  that 

"He  who  gives  a  child  a  treat 

Makes  joybells  ring  in  Heaven's  streets 

And  he  who  gives  a  child  a  home 

Builds  palaces  in  Kingdom  Come."

REPORT  ON  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

"God  is  working  His  purpose  out  as  year  succeeds  year."  We  have  en- 
couraging evidence  of  that  in  the  progress  of  Mt.  Zion  W.  M.  U.  during  the 
past  year.  There  is  a  song  of  praise  in  our  hearts  for  the  general  increase  in 
our  work.  Decreases  are  small  enough  to  lead  us  to  believe  that  they  are  due 
to  failures  in  reporting  rather  than  to  work  undone. 

Our  plans  and  policies  may  change  somewhat  from  year  to  year  but  the 
supreme  call  to  Christian  loyalty  remains  the  same.  In  all  our  meetings  our 
W.  M.  U.  members  expressed  a  joy  in  service  more  than  ever  before  and  hearts 
seemed  in  tune  with  all  aims  and  goals.  What  progress  has  been  made  is  due 
in  great  measure  to  the  untiring  efforts  of  our  loyal  women  and  young  people, 
also  the  pastors  who  have  been  in  sympathy  with  our  program  of  missionary 
training. 

With  deep  regret  we  lost  five  officers  this  year:  Mrs.  J.  T.  Craig,  Mission 
Study  Chairman}  Mrs.  A.  D.  Kinnett,  Stewardship  Chairman}  Mrs.  M.  S. 
Breckenridge,  Literature  Chairman}  Mrs.  N.  E.  Wiggins,  Young  People's  Leader} 
and  Mrs.  C.  H.  Sharpe,  Group  Leader.     Their  successors  are  as  follows:  Mrs. 
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W.  R.  Stone,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Jenkins,  Mrs.  W.  E.  Williams,  Mrs.  D.  C.  Markham, 
and  Mrs.  Sam  Crawford.  These  retiring-  officers  deserve  great  credit  for  their 
unstinted  service  and  unselfish  devotion. 

Our  thirty-third  annual  meeting-  was  held  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Graham,  June  13,  with  275  women  present.  Our  thoughts  were  centered  around 
the  theme,  "Christianizing  Others."  A  most  enjoyable  and  worthwhile  day  was 
spent  in  meditation,  fellowship,  and  giving  the  reports  of  the  year.  We  were 
honored  to  have  Mr.  Honorio  Espinoza  from  Chile  as  our  guest  speaker.  Our 
love  offering  to  him  amounted  to   $38.00. 

We  are  proud  of  the  fact  that  Mt.  Zion  W.  M.  U.  holds  first  place  in  the 
state  in  the  number  of  Mission  Study  classes.  We  had  170  classes  with  3,341  in 
attendance.  Only  11  W.  M.  S.  reported  no  mission  study  classes.  Twelve  new 
societies  were  organized  during  last  year.  Six  churches  are  without  a  W.  M.  S. 
We  rejoice  over  the  fact  that  we  have  92  memberships  in  the  Hundred  Thou- 
sand Club.  A  record  to  be  proud  of  is  the  enrollment  of  55  "Margarets."  We 
lead  the  state  in  this  number. 

Our  gifts  were  the  largest  since  1930.  Again  we  hold  second  place  in  the 
state  with  a  total  of  $20,845.23.  Our  Young  People  gave  over  $4,000  of  this 
amount.  Every  W.  M.  S.  except  one  new  society  contributed  during  the  year. 
Our  Association  holds  second  place  in  the  number  of  tithers.  According  to 
figures,  reported  we  have  44  A-i  societies,  14  B  societies,  16  C  societies,  and  5 
full  grade  A-i  Unions. 

Under  the  splendid  leadership  of  our  new  young  people's  leader,  Mrs.  D.  C. 
Markham,  our  young  people's  work  has  already  made  gratifying  progress.  Their 
annual  meeting  was  held  in  Mt.  Moriah  Church,  August  29,  with  225  register- 
ing. The  highlight  of  the  morning  program  was  an  interesting  missionary 
message  brought  by  Miss  Ruby  Daniels  from  Hungary.  With  playlets,  songs, 
and  echoes  from  state  and  southwide  camps  given  by  the  young  people  from 
the  various  churches,  the  day  was  very  profitably  spent. 

While  we  rejoice  over  our  year's  work,  we  have  many  regrets  that  we 
could  not  accomplish  more  for  our  Lord  and  Master.  If  love  is  the  motive 
for  all  our  Christian  service  "the  love  of  Christ  should  constrain  us"  and  help 
us  to  see  the  unbounded  possibilities  that  are  open  to  us.  Truly  we  are  on  the 
threshold  of  a  new  day  in  missionary  endeavor.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  AND  TRAINING  UNION  ACTIVITIES 

Every  age  has  had  its  problems.  Each  succeeding  generation  perhaps  feels 
that  its  burden  of  responsibility  is  greater  than  that  of  those  who  have  gone  on 
before.     We  of  today  feel  that  our  world  is  precariously  situated.     Our  minds 
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are  constantly  bombarded  by  an  endless  stream  of  stimuli,  never  ceasing^,  until 
our  whole  beings  are  filled  with  a  multitude  of  contradictions  and  we  find  our- 
selves as  reeds  waving  in  the  wind.  We  are  bewildered — unless,  of  course,  we 
know  where  to  turn  that  we  might  find  peace  and  contentment  even  though  our 
world  seems  topsy-turvy.  Some  have  found  this  peace — many  have  not.  To 
those  who  have,  the  torch  is  given  that  they  might  ever  hold  it  high  that  the 
light  therefrom   might  shine   outward   and   thus  inward   into   the   lives  of  men. 

We  know  the  paths  wherein  our  feet  should  press  j

We  are  engaged  in  a  great  program  of  Christian  Education  which  includes 
more  than  knowledge — inspiration,  ethical  and  moral  motivation,  a  realization 
of  the  sacredness  of  personality,  and,  above  all,  evangelism. 

Roger  Babson  spoke  these  words  recently:  "The  need  of  the  hour  is  more 
religion  .  .  .  the  old  fashioned  religion  of  our  fathers.  Much  of  the  pros- 
perity of  this  nation  is  due  to  the  family  prayers  which  were  once  held  daily 
in  the  homes  of  our  fathers.  To  religion  we  owe  our  civilization  and  to  the 
church  we  owe  our  religion.  All  there  is  in  the  world  today  that  is  worth- 
while comes  from  men  filled  with,  and  actuated  by,  these  fundamentals  of  in- 
tegrity, faith,  industry,  brotherly  love,  and  those  other  factors  which  come  only 
through  God.  The  church  today  deserves  the  credit  for  keeping  these  factors 
before  the  world.  Hence,  it  is  evident  that  the  people  of  America  have  not  the 
bankers  to  thank  for  their  security  and  prosperity  but  rather  the  preacher  and 
the  churches."  Side  by  side  with  our  pastors  stand  that  large  host  of  Sunday 
School  teachers  and  officers  and  Training  Union  leaders  who  give  unselfishly  of 
their  time  and  talents  that  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord  may  be  implanted  into  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  boys  and  girls,  men  and  women.  That  is  our  obligation — 
our  privilege. 

Our  Sunday  School  and  Training  Union  associational  program  has  as  its 
accepted  responsibility  the  promotion  of  every  approved  method  of  furthering 
the  cause  of  Christ  in  the  churches  of  the  Mt.  Zion  Association.  To  the  end 
that  we,  might  more  effectively  and  efficiently  carry  on  our  work  both  of  these 
groups  have  sought  to  distribute,  from  time  to  time,  information  of  value  in 
building  a  more  worthy  program  in  the  local  churches.  In  addition,  much  aid 
has  been  given  through  help  in  planning  and  executing  local   church  training 
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institutes  and  through  personal  conferences.  From  time  to  time  we  have  en- 
deavored to  hold  rally  meetings  of  each  group  which  have  served  to  more  closely 
unite  the  work. 

Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  piece  of  work  done  was  the  Vacation  Bible 
School  program  promoted  by  our  Sunday  School  Associational  group. 

Miss  Ruby  Williams  came  to  us  in  May — for  her  second  successive  summer 
in  our  field — and  for  three  months  labored  diligently  in  the  promotion  of  this 
work,  to  the  end  that  35  schools,  enrolling  more  than  4,000  boys  and  girls, 
were  held.  This  number  exceeded  our  goal  of  30  schools,  and  we  are  justly 
proud.  Mission  offerings  from  these  schools  was  in  excess  of  $120.00.  Time 
alone  can  measure  the  full  results  of  this  far-reaching  work,  and  we  owe  to 
Miss  Williams  a  debt;  of  gratitude. 

During  the  coming  year  there  are  many  things  we  should  do.  There  are 
goals  which  should  be  constantly  kept  before  our  people.  I  do  not  mention 
them  here  as  they  will  be  incorporated  in  another  report. 

The  co-operation  of  the  churches  last  year  was  gratifying.     We  pledge  you 
our  whole-hearted,  earnest  efforts.     In  return,  we  covet  your  prayers  and  support.

2.  Adopt  the  standard  of  excellence  as  a  program  of  work  and  efficiently  carry 
out  the  work  of  the  organization. 

3.  A  training  Union  Department  in  each   church   of  the   Association,   working 
toward  a  Standard  Association. 

4.  At  least  one  study  course  in  each  church  annually  and   3,000  awards.

REPORT  ON  SUGGESTED  OBJECTIVES 

In  keeping  with  the  wishes  of  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  I  wish 
to  submit  the  following  associational  objectives  and  methods  for  the  ensuing 
year.  In  addition  I  am  suggesting  that  we  major  in  the  field  of  evangelism 
and  missions. 

Associational  Objectives 
I.    That  we  accept  the  Co-operative  Program  goal  of  $42,785.00  as  is  suggested 

in  our  associational  letters  emphasizing  also  gifts  to  both  the  orphanage  and 

hospital.     That  in   connection   with  this  objective   we   seek  to   secure    2,000 

tithers. 
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2.  That  we  strive  to  win  1,500  souls  to  Christ  and  to  church  membership 
through  baptism,  and  in  addition  500  members  by  letter  and  restoration. 
Total  2,000.  That  in  this  connection  we  carry  out  our  plans  for  evange- 
listic campaigns  both  in  the  city  and  country  churches. 

3.  That  we  foster  a  denominational  paper  and  periodical  campaign,  securing  if 
possible  2,000  subscriptions  to  the  Biblical  Recorder  for  our  homes,  and  ob- 
taining as  many  subscriptions  as  possible  for  The  Commission  and  the  Home 
Mission  magazines,  and  commending  the  periodicals,  books  and  literature  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board. 

4.  That  we  pursue  our  mission  work  in  the  Association  by  organizing  Sunday 
Schools  and  Baptist  Training  Unions  in  neglected  places  and  new  industrial 
centers,  and  organizing  new  churches  where  needed. 

5.  That  we  seek  to  hold  in  simultaneous  campaigns  or  in  the  local  church  at 
least  one  Sunday  School  Study  Course,  one  B.  T.  U.  Training  Course,  and 
that  we  conduct  at  least  forty-five  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 

Method  for  Reaching  These  Objectives 

In  order  that  we  may  realize  and  cause  to  materialize  the  above  objectives, 
the  following  methods  are  suggested: 

1.  That  we  divide  the  Associational  territory  into  three  units:  (i)  The  Durham 
County  Unit,  (2)  the  Orange  County  Unit  and  (3)  the  Alamance  County 
Unit.  That  these  units  be  organized  to  do  their  work  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Associational  Executive  Committee,  holding  monthly  meetings  in  the 
three  units  and  quarterly  associational  meetings  to  give  reports  of  work  done. 

2.  That  in  the  pursuit  of  these  objectives  we  have  quarterly  majors  as  follows: 

(i)  First  quarter — January,  February,  March — major  on  Religious  Lit- 
erature, Missions  and  Training. 

(2)  Second  quarter — April,  May,  June — major  on  Evangelism  and  Sun- 
day School   Enlargement,   and   Vacation   Bible   Schools  in  the  city   churches. 

(3)  Third  quarter — ^July,  August,  September — Evangelism  and  Sunday 
School  Enlargement  and  Vacation  Bible  Schools  in  the  country  churches. 

(4)  Fourth  quarter — October,  November,  December — major  on  Evange- 
lism, Missions,  Stewardship,  holding  fellowship  revivals  and  building  1941 
church  budgets  for  missions  and  local  expenses. 

3.  That  this  suggested  program  of  activities  be  fostered  by  and  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Sunday  School,  Baptist  Training 
Unions  and  Brotherhood  organizations  co-operating  in  the  pursuit  of  these 
outlined  objectives.  That  we  ask  the  churches  of  the  Association  for 
$1,000."  with  which  to  finance  this  program.

REVEREND  JOHN  THOMAS  RIDDICK 

By    O.  L.  Riggs 

For  twenty-six  years  it  was  the  happy  privilege  of  the  writer  to  be  inti- 
mately associated  with  our  departed  brother  minister  and  friend,  Rev.  John 
Thomas  Riddick.  Words  fail  when  we  seek  to  evaluate  the  life  of  this  man 
of  God,  for  he  was  truly  great — a  prince  among  men,  a  great  preacher,  pastor, 
and  friend.  Not  in  our  lifetime  have  we  known  a  finer,  higher-type  Christian 
gentleman. 

Brother  Jack  Riddick,  as  his  intimate  friends  called  him,  was  educated  at 
Belvidere  Academy,  Bethel  Hill  Institute,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Seminary. 
He  read  widely  and  at  great  cost  collected  one  of  the  largest  libraries  of  any 
minister  in  this  state.  While  he  held  no  college  degree,  he  needed  none;  for 
he  sought  not  meaningless  honors  bestowed  by  man,  but  the  acclamation  of  the 
Most  High,  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  servant."  He  was  genuine,  sincere, 
honest,  and  humble — the  very  soul  of  true  greatness.  He  is  gone  but  not  for- 
gotten; dead  and  yet  he  lives;  his  voice  is  hushed,  yet  still  he  speaks. 

As  a  gospel  preacher  he  stood  at  the  forefront,  preaching  the  whole  gospel 
without  fear  of  contradiction  of  men.  A  gifted  evangelist,  he  served  for  a 
while  with  the  Home  Mission  Board,  and  led  thousands  to  Christ  in  over  two 
hundred  and  fifty  evangelistic  meetings. 

Few  excelled  him  as  pastor.  He  had  a  shepherd's  heart,  and  like  the  Great 
Shepherd,  he  took  upon  himself  the  joys  and  sorrows  of  others,  not  only  "point- 
ing to  better  things,  but  leading  the  way."  He  knew  his  people  and  "called 
them  by  name,  .  .  .  rejoiced  with  them  that  rejoiced,  and  wept  with  them 
that  wept."  For  twenty-four  years  he  served  four  churches  in  Norfolk,  Vir- 
ginia. Temple  Church,  Durham,  rejoiced  in  his  leadership  for  six  years.  But 
possibly  the  greatest  work  of  his  ministry  was  during  the  last  six  years,  his  last 
pastorate,  at  Watts  Street  Church,  Durham.  Many  friends  cherish  his  memory 
and  anchor  their  hope  in  the  God  and  Christ  whom  he  loved  and  served. 

His  last  day  on  earth  was  spent  mingling  with  friends  and  visiting  the  sick, 
to  whom  he  read  the  Words  of  Life,  and  for  whom  he  prayed.  He  lay  down 
to  sleep  but  for  to  awake  and  hear  the  call,  "Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Father, 
inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you."  We  can  only  bow  and  say,  "Comrade, 
rest,  thy  warfare  o'er."

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT  FOR   1938 

One  of  the  most  startling  and  serious  questions  ever  asked  of  an  individual 
by  God  were  these  words  to  Moses,  "What  is  that  in  thine  hand?" 

The  yielding  of  his  weak  rod  to  his  Lord  and  the  submissive  bending  of  his 
stubborn  will  to  Jehovah'  were  the  turning  point  in  his  life  and  were  the  secret 
of  his  service  in  his  day  and  generation.  Many  of  us  have  been  equally  as 
hesitant  at  a  call  to  service.  As  did  Moses,  many  of  us  have  used  excuses  to 
dodge  responsibility.  Then  at  last  when  face  to  face  with  a  call  we  believed 
to  be  the  call  of  God,  we  have  yielded  and  thus  have  been  unusually  blessed. 

Last  June  when  I  reached  home  and  realized  that  I  had  really  accepted  your 
nomination  for  Superintendent,  immediately  the  thing  in  my  hand  frightened 
me.  Like  Moses  I  would  have  fled  from  it,  but  there  was  a  stronger  will  than 
mine  guiding  me — "What  is  that  in  thine  hand?"  These  words  to  Moses  fitted 
perfectly  my  emotions. 

I  hope  through  this  year  the  various  experiences,  the  work,  the  worry,  and 
the  wonder  of  it  all  have  constituted  a  profitable  service.  I  realized  from  the 
very  first  my  lack  of  ability,  my  limitations,  but  I  also  realized  that  I  was  only 
to  be  a  channel  through  which  your  interest,  the  greatness  and  graciousness 
of  our  Lord  could  be  made  manifest. 

Deeply  conscious  are  we  of  the  compelling  motive  that  brings  us  together 
each  year.  During  these  hours  of  devotion,  meditation  and  reports  surely  new 
purposes  and  desires  will  be  born  in  our  hearts  that  will  bear  much  fruit  during 
the  coming  year.  May  you  be  challenged  as  you  go  back  to  your  churches 
with  renewed  zeal  and  meet  the  opportunities  that  await  you.  Truly  we  are 
on  the  threshold  of  a  new  day. 

For  me  it  is  most  gratifying  to  review  the  work  done  by  Mt.  Zion  W.  M.  U. 
for  the  calendar  year  of  1938. 

We  continue  with  five  full  graded  A-i  unions:  Burlington  First,  Durham 
First,  Durham  Grace,  Durham  Temple,  Durham  Watts.  A  total  of  forty-four 
A- 1    societies;    fourteen   B  societies;    sixteen   C   societies. 

We  were  not  asked  for  a  special  offering  this  year  for  the  Margaret  Fund, 
but  let  each  society  seek  to  enroll  its  "Margarets"  in  the  Margaret  Memorial 
Book.  Only  $52.00  Avas  sent  in  to  Raleigh  for  this  fund  this  year — Mt.  Zion 
W.  M.  U.  sent  $46.00  of  this  amount.  Scholarships  are  now  provided  through 
the  Annie  W.  Armstrong  offering  and  the  Lottie  Moon  offering. 
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We  have  ninety-two  memberships  in  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club.  We  also 
hold  second  place  in  the  number  of  tithers. 

We  are  proud  of  our  gifts — the  largest  since  1930.  Again  we  hold  second 
place  with  a  total  of  $20,845.23.  Our  young  people  gave  over  $4,000  of  this 
amount.  Every  W.  M.  S.  contributed  during  the  year,  except  one  new  society. 
More  and  more  we  are  coming  to  believe  that  giving  is  an  act  of  worship. 

We  hold  first  place  in  the  number  of  Mission  Study  classes  held.  We  had 
170  classes  with  3,341  in  attendance.  Eleven  W.  M.  S.  reported  no  Mission 
Study  classes. 

Out  of  57  churches  we  have  8  churches  reporting  no  W.  M.  S.  Twenty-five 
churches  report  no  young  people's  organizations.  Twelve  new  societies  were 
organized  during  the  year. 

The  Executive  Board  regretted  very  much  to  accept  the  resignation  of  our 
Young  People's  Leader,  Mrs.  Noland  Wiggins.  She  gave  up  this  work  early 
in  January.  She  was  unusually  efficient  in  her  work,  and  had  made  great 
progress  with  our  young  people.  Under  her  leadership  the  Young  People's 
Rally  August  26,  in  Chapel  Hill,  was  a  meeting  of  spiritual  power  and  bless- 
ing.     Over  200   in  attendance. 

Our  six  Group  Leaders  have  contributed  much  by  their  group  meetings,  mis- 
sion study  classes,  and  visitations.  How  we  do  praise  God  for  the  way  they  have 
given  thought,  time,  prayer,  and  effort  in  enlisting  the  women  and  young  people 
in  our  churches.     Their  loyalty  and  co-operation  is  greatly  appreciated. 

As  I  give  you  this  statistical  report  remember  I  only  had  a  small  part  in 
the  making  of  it.  Whatever  credit  is  due  this  W.  M.  U.  Association  your 
former  superintendent,  Mrs.  O.  L.  Riggs,  should  have  a  large  share  in  the 
praise  and  honor.  For  two  years  she  served  you  with  untiring  and  unselfish 
devotion.     I  am  only  trying  to  build  upon  the  foundation  laid  by  her.

TRAINING  SCHOOL  REPORT 

An  important  phase  of  our  work,  the  influence  of  which  is  felt  the  world 
around,  is  the  Training  School.  This  school  has  been  uppermost  in  our  think- 
ing for  the  past  two  years.  It  had  its  beginning  only  that  it  might  meet  the 
desire  of  young  womer\  for  missionary  education  to  the  end  that  they  might  be 
more  useful  in  the  Master'si  Kingdom.  Ever  through  its  growth  this  had  been 
the  purpose.  Even  now  as  we  see  in  the  near  future  its  change  and  growth  in 
physical  buildings  and  surroundings,  it  is  but  the  symbol  of  the  enlarged  vision 
of  the  women  of  the  South  to  further  the  missionary  education  of  young  women. 
In  the  interest  of  this  work  a  trip  was  made  to  Mt.  Carmel  Church  on  June 
14,  1938.  In  this  meeting  not  only  the  women  but  members  of  the  Y.  W.  A. 
listened  with  much  interest  to  accounts  of  the  Training  School  work.  On 
June  16,  1938,  the  Temple  Baptist  Church,  Durham,  held  a  lovely  banquet 
setting  forth  the  Golden  Jubilee  idea.  Training  School  information  was  brought 
to  them  under  the  topic  of  "Nuggets  of  Gohl."  Also,  in  consideration  of  this 
great  work,  a  talk  was  made  to  the  W.  M.  S.  members  of  the  West  Durham 
Baptist  Church.  Your  Training  School  Representative  has  traveled  thirty-five 
miles  in  the  promotion  of  this  work.

Constitution 


Article  i.  This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association 
of  North  Carolina. 

Membership 

Art.  2.  It  shall  be  composed  of  the  ordained  ministers,  belonging  to,  and 
members  chosen  annually  by,  the  several  churches  belonging  to  this  body,  who, 
by  presenting  letters  from  their  respective  churches,  certify  their  appointment,  and 
shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  seats.  Each  church  shall  thereby  be  entitled  to  three 
delegates,  and  one  additional  delegate  from  each  Sabbath  School  connected  with 
the  church,  who  shall  be  a  member  of  some  Baptist  Church. 

Objects 

Art.  3.  The  objects  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increas- 
ing the  harmony,  the  intelligence  and  the  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and 
for  developing  and  directing  their  energies,  their  resources  and  their  gifts,  in 
advancing  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  on  the  earth.  This  Association  shall  be  an 
auxiliary  to  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  all  educational,  mission.  Sabbath 
School,  and  other  work  fostered  by  its  boards. 

Powers  and  Prerogatives 

Art.  4.  The  members  thus  convened  shall  sit  as  an  advisory  council,  who 
shall  have  no  power  to  infringe  on  any  of  the  internal  rights  of  the  churches.  It 
may  advise  the  churches,  and  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  for  their  adop- 
tion, but  cannot  bind  them  in  any  way.  Yet,  in  view  of  the  combined  wisdom, 
piety,  and  intelligence  of  the  body,  it  may  justly  claim  for  itself,  for  its  objects, 
and  for  its  recommendations  the  very  highest  consideration  and  regard. 

Art.  5.  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  withdraw  from  any  church  that 
shall  knowingly  or  wilfully  depart  from  the  orthodox  principles  of  the  religion 
as  taught  in  the  Bible  and  held  by  the  regular  Baptists  as  the  true  teachings 
thereof. 

Rights  of  Churches 

Art.  6.  Baptist  churches  on  application  for  admission  to  this  body  shall  be 
received  and  their  delegates  seated,  if  necessary  evidence  is  given  that  they  are 
truly  of  our  faith  and  order. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Association  when  requested  by  aggrieved 
members  to  hear  their  grievances,  give  appropriate  advice,  or  send  committees  to 
aid  them  in  their  difficulties.  If  the  minority  of  the  church  is  aggrieved  with  the 
majority,  upon  application  they  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  consideration.  Indi- 
vidual applications  will  not  be  entertained. 

Duties  of  Churches 

Art.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  churches  to  appoint  as  delegates,  as  far  as 
practical,   their   most   capable   members,   to    insist    upon   their   attendance,    and    to 
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send  by  them  a  contribution  to  the  Association  Treasurer  to  pay  for  the  printing 
of  the  minutes  and  other  necessary  expenses. 

Art.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  church  to  send  annually  a  letter  to  the 
Association  giving:  i.  Location j  2.  Names  of  pastor,  clerk,  and  other  general 
officers  and  their  respective  post  offices;  3.  Sabbaths  of  regular  worship;  4.  Church 
statistics,  with  the  number  baptized,  received  by  letter,  restored,  dismissed  by 
letter,  excluded,  erased,  or  died  during  the  past  year;  the  total  number  in  fel- 
lowship; 5.  Statement  of  the  finances  of  the  church  showing  all  amounts  paid  to 
local  expenses  and  benevolent  objects;  6.  Sunday  school  statistics;  7.  Records  of 
other  church  organizations;  8.  Names  of  delegates  and  alternates;  9.  Any  other 
information  deemed  of  special  importance  or  necessary  for  publication,  as  re- 
quired on  the  blanks  in  immediate  use. 

Organization 

Art.  10.  (i)  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice- 
Moderator,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Historian,  who  shall  be  elected  at  each 
annual  session  after  the  names  of  the  delegates  are  enrolled,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  next  annual  session.  Election  shall  be  by  acclamation  when  only 
one  candidate  is  nominated,  but  by  ballot  when  more  than  one  candidate  is  nom- 
inated for  any  one  office.    Any  officer  may  be  reelected. 

(2)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Association  an  Executive  Committee  consisting 
of  twelve  members  shall  be  elected,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  cooperate  with  the 
State  Baptist  Convention  in  its  program  for  the  furtherance  of  God's  Kingdom 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Mount  Zion  Association.  The  committee  shall  meet  as 
often  as  it  may  desire  for  the  effectual  execution  and  performance  of  its  duties. 
This  committee  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  such  sub-committees  as  it  may 
deem  necessary. 

(3)  At  each  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Moderator  shall  appoint  a  com- 
mittee whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  select  and  to  recommend  to  the  Association  the 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  be  elected  by  the  Association. 

(4)  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power,  at  any  of  its  official 
meetings,  to  fill  any  vacancies  on  the  committee  occurring  during  the  year. 

Duties  of  Officers 

Art.  II.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Moderator  to  open  the  meeting  punc- 
tually at  the  time  appointed,  to  enforce  the  rules,  to  preserve  order,  and  to  exer- 
cise all  the  prerogatives  of  a  presiding  officer  according  to  the  principles  of 
established  parliamentary  usage. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Moderator  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  Moderator  in  his  absence. 

Art.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  faithful  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association ;  to  superintend  the  printing  and  distribution  of 
the  same;  and  to  keep  on  file  the  printed  minutes  and  other  important  documents 
belonging  to  the  body.  The  distribution  shall  be  based  on  the  comparative  amount 
paid  by  each  church  to  the  minute  fund.  For  his  services  the  Clerk  shall  be  paid 
fifty   ($50.00)    dollars  of  the  Minute  Fund. 
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Art.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  pay  over  to  the 
proper  parties  all  the  money  contributed  direct  to  the  Association  by  the  churches, 
and  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Association. 

Art.  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  examine  annually  the  Treas- 
urer's books  and  attest  the  report. 

Art.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Historian  to  collect  and  put  In  some 
durable  form  all  facts  and  interest  about  each  of  the  churches  of  the  Association 
and  report  at  each  session  of  this  body. 

Amendments 
Art.  17.    Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  made  at  any  annual  meet- 
ing, two-thirds  of  the  members  present  concurring. 


Rules  of  Order 


1.  The  Association  shall  convene  annually  on  Wednesday  after  the  second 
Sunday  in  October,  and  continue  for  two  days  or  longer  in  the  Judgment  of  the 
Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association. 

2.  At  the  meeting-  of  the  Association,  the  Moderator  of  the  preceding  session 
shall  preside  until  his  successor  is  known.  In  the  case  of  his  absence,  the  incum- 
bent Vice-Moderator  shall  preside. 

3.  Each  session  of  the  Association  shall  be  opened  with  religious  exercises,  to 
be  conducted  by  whomsoever  the  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  designate. 

4.  A  majority  of  the  members  present  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  except  in  matters  relating  to  the  Constitution. 

5.  The  members  shall  observe  towards  the  officers  and  each  other  that  cour- 
tesy which  becomes  Christians. 

6.  Any  member  wishing  to  speak  shall  rise  and  address  the  presiding  officer. 
He  shall  confine  himself  strictly  to  the  question  under  consideration,  and  avoid  all 
personalities, 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  without 
special  permission. 

8.  All  motions  seconded  shall  be  definitely  stated  by  the  presiding  officer,  or, 
at  his  request,  be  read  by  the  clerk  before  the  vote  is  called  for. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  discussion  no  other  motion  or  proposition  shall 
be  received  except  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  amend,  to  commit,  to  post- 
pone to  a  definite  time,  which  several  motions  shall  have  preference  in  the  order 
in  which  they  come. 

10.  The  Association  shall  have  the  right  to  decide  what  subjects  shall  be 
admitted  to  consideration. 

11.  The  general  business  of  the  Association  shall  be  determined  by  a  Com- 
mittee on  Order  of  Business  named  at  the  previous  meeting,  that  will  report  as 
soon  as  feasible  after  the  opening  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Association.  When 
adopted,  their  report  shall  become  the  order  for  the  Association  and  cannot  be 
changed  except  by  vote  of  the  Association  as  provided  in  Section   10  above. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  not  herein  provided  for  shall  be  decided  by  rules 
of  some  recognized  "Parliamentary  Practice,"  preferably  Mell's  or  Kerfott's.

Calvin  Slemp,  Editor  of  the  Biblical  Recorder y  was  recognized  and  he 
spoke  on  the  report,  emphasizing  the  place  of  the  church  paper  in  the 
home. 

REPORT  ON  DENOMINATIONAL  LITERATURE 

If  the  pen  is  mightier  than  the  sword,  we  Baptists  should  constantly  use  this 
weapon  in  our  fight  against  evil  and  in  promoting  our  denominational  causes. 
We  emphasize  the  fact  that  each  person  has  a  right  to  think  for  himself,  but  I 
am  afraid  that  both  individually  and  as  a  group  we  do  not  always  avail  our- 
selves of  this  privilege,  nor  do  we  encourage  our  people  as  we  should  to  inform 
themselves  about  our  denominational  activities  by  reading  the  denominational 
literature. 

What  one  reads  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  what  one  thinks  j  and  what  one 
thinks  has  much  to  do  with  what  one  is  and  does.  Since  this  is  true,  our  churches, 
when  they  fail  to  do  all  they  can  to  encourage  their  members  to  read  Baptist 
literature,  are  failing  to  live  up  to  a  great  part  of  their  obligation.  Any  Bap- 
tist who  is  not  interested  in  what  his  denomination  is  doing  is  a  mighty  poor 
Baptist.  Any  Baptist  church  that  does  not  encourage  its  members  to  become 
interested  in  the  denominational  activities  is  a  mighty  poor  Baptist  church. 

When  we  mention  denominational  literature,  our  first  thoughts  are  of  the 
Baptist  state  paper,  the  Biblical  Recorder.  It  is  a  splendid  publication.  This 
paper  has  made  improvement  both  in  content  and  circulation.  However,  we  are 
far  short  of  the  number  of  subscribers  we  should  have. 

The  Mount  Zion  Association  has  58  churches,  and  only  15  Recorder  Clubs. 
Of  course  there  are  individual  subscribers  in  the  churches  where  there  are  no 
clubs,  but  43  Baptist  churches  without  a  Recorder  Club  is  not  a  record  to  be 
proud  of.  I  believe  it  is  possible  to  have  a  club  in  each  church,  and  hope  that 
by  the  time  of  our  next  associational  meeting  my  faith  will  have  been  justified. 

We  are  proud  of  our  orphanage,  but  the  majority  of  our  churches  do  not 
give  it  the  financial  support  they  should.  The  Charity  and  Children  by  inform- 
ing our  people,  will  cause  them  to  become  more  interested  in  the  Mills  Home 
and  the  Kennedy  Home. 

The  Sunday  School  and  B.  T.  U.  literature  published  by  our  Sunday  School 
board  is  second  to  none  published.  If  there  are  Baptist  churches  using  literature 
other  than  our  own  in  their  Sunday  Schools,  because  it  may  be  a  little  cheaper, 
it  is,  to  my  way  of  thinking,  an  admission  that  they  are  looking  at  their  task 
as  one  that  is  cheap  and  unimportant. 

Not  only  are  the  regular  Sunday  School  quarterlies  published  by  our  Sun- 
day School  board  the  best,  but  their  other  publications  are  worthy  to  be  dis- 
tributed generously  in  our  churches.  The  Sunday  School  Builder  should  be  read 
by  every  superintendent  and  pastor.  The  Sunday  School  Young  People  and  Adult 
Magazine  should  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  person  who  works  with  adults 
and  young  people.  The  Intermediate  Counselor  can  be  of  much  help  to  those 
who   work   with   this   important   and    sometimes   trying   group    of   young   people. 
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The  Elementary  Guide  will  help  our  elementary  workers  wonderfully  if  they 
will  study  it.  Those  who  have  not  seen  a  copy  of  The  Better  Hofne  have  missed 
one  of  the  best  magazines  published  by  our  Sunday  School  board,  or  any  other. 

In  addition  to  these,  there  are  weekly  papers  for  the  different  Sunday  School 
ages.  Try,  a  magazine  for  Young  People,  is  worth  the  time  of  anyone  to  read. 
The  Ambassador,  a  paper  for  Intermediates,  has  in  it  the  right  kind  of  fiction. 
It  appeals  to  Intermediates.  T/ie  Sentinel  is  a  weekly  paper  for  Junior  boys  and 
girls  and  one  both  will  like.  For  parents  of  the  Cradle  Roll  babies  there  is 
The  Cradle  Roll  Home,  which  helps  bring  the  Cradle  Roll  Department  and  the 
home  closer  together. 

An  entirely  worthwhile  help  for  workers  in  the  B.  T.  U.  is  The  Training 
Union  Magazine. 

Then,  there  are  the  magazines  published  by  the  W.  M.  U.  to  foster  our  mis- 
sion causes.  These  are  Royal  Service,  The  Window  of  Y.  W.  A .,  and  World 
Comrades.  Besides,  the  Home  Mission  Board  publishes  the  Home  Missions,  and 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  publishes  The  Co^nmissiott.  No  one  can  regularly 
read  these  magazines  and  remain  unresponsive  to  the  great  commission. 

With  this  abundance  of  good  material,  our  people  need  not  lack  for  the 
information  and  inspiration  of  good  literature.  Of  course,  we  should  not  ex- 
pect our  people  to  read  these '  publications  exclusively,  but  I  do  think  we 
should  expect  them  to  put  these  first.  The  advice  Paul  gave  Timothy  centuries 
ago  is  good  advice  for  Baptists  today,  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto 
God,  a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of 
truth." — II  Timothy  2:15.

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REPORT  ON  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

None  of  our  great  denominational  work  is  nearer  to  the  hearts  of  North 
Carolina  Baptists  than  our  Orphanage,  We  have  adopted  many  children  into 
our  Baptist  family.  Some  of  them  come  from  homes  where  parents,  one  or 
both,  have  answered  the  final  summons.  Others  come  from  deserted  homes, 
where  tragedy  and  disappointment  have  demanded  their  heavy  toll.  In  these 
sad  hours.  Baptists  have  stretched  out  their  hands  of  mercy  and  assured  these 
innocent  ones  that  their  needs,  both  temporal  and  spiritual,  shall  be  supplied. 
They  are  cared  for  in  the  orphanage  proper  at  Thomasville  and  in  the  Kennedy 
Home,  as  well  as  by  Mothers'  Aid  and  in  carefully  selected  boarding  houses. 

The  demands  upon  the  Orphanage  have  never  been  greater  than  now.  An 
average  of  forty-five  applications  for  admittance  are  received  every  month.  In 
the  light  of  all  this,  no  extra  appeals  are  made  to  our  people.  This  is  in  keeping 
with  the  well-ordered  policies  of  the  orphanage  authorities.  These  many  appeals 
for  an  open  door  are  filled  with  pathos,  but  this  steady  stream  of  need  and  misery 
will  continue  until  the  program  of  our  Savior  becomes  the  program  of  men. 

Our  Lord  and  Master  intrusted  the  care  of  the  orphan  child  to  us.  This 
indeed  is  a  responsibility  that  we  cannot  evade.  No  matter  how  great  the  need 
or  how  pathetic  the  call,  the  orphanage  authorities  have  no  place  to  go  for  finan- 
cial help  but  to  individuals,  Sunday  Schools,  and  churches.  We  love  these  chil- 
dren too  much  to  fail  them. 

We  are  now  on  the  threshhold  of  the  Thanksgiving  season.  What  better 
token  of  thankful  hearts  can  we  present  our  Lord  than  a  liberal  and  worthy 
offering  to  our  adopted   children? 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  an  offering  be  made  every  month  by  every 
church  or  Sunday  School  in  the  Association  and  that  a  regular,  monthly  date 
for  the  offering  be  set,  and  that  due  stress  be  laid  upon  its  importance  well  in 
advance.  We  further  recommend  that  an  orphanage  representative  be  continued 
by  this  body — whose  privilege  it  is  to  contact  every  church  in  the  Association 
on  this  vital  need  in  our  Baptist  family.  We  still  further  recommend  that  an 
Orphanage  Committee  be  appointed  in  every  church  or  Sunday  School.  "Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."

A.  P.  Stephens  conducted  the  morning  devotional  reading  from 
John,  third  chapter.    C.  E.  Byrd  led  in  prayer. 

28.  C.  E.  Byrd  presented  the  report  on  Relief  and  Annuity  and 
introduced  E.  Norfleet  Gardner,  Pastor,  First  Baptist  Church,  Hen- 
derson, and  State  Representative  on  the  Board,  who  explained  the 
workings  of  Relief  and  Annuity. 

REPORT  ON  RELIEF  AND  ANNUITY 

Soul  security  and  social  security  are  parallel  projects  of  the  modern  preacher. 
These  have  their  place  in  the  plan  and  purpose  of  God  both  in  Heaven  and  on 
earth.  Baptists  are  becoming-  more  aware  of  both  phases  of  these  Christian  prob- 
lems and  are  lending-  emphasis  to  the  social  security  of  their  ministers  through  a 
sound  and  economical  feature  known  as  Relief  and  Annuity,  By  this  means  we, 
in  a  measure,  render  a  more  complete  account  of  our  stewardship  to  God  and 
to  his  worthy  servants  of  the  Cross. 

The  relief  and  Annuity  Board  continues  to  supply,  in  so  far  as  it  is  able, 
relief  to  aged  ministers  and  their  widows  in  North  Carolina.  The  following 
facts  are  indicative  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  in  the  State. 

From  the  whole  South  the  Board  received  for  relief  purposes  during-  the 
year  January  i,  1938,  to  December  31,  1938,  $79,847.86,  of  which  amount 
North  Carolina  furnished  $7,706.16.  During-  this  same  period  the  Board  spent 
for  relief  benefits  in  the  whole  South  $90,776.28,  of  which  $7,768.95  was  given 
to  beneficiaries  in  North  Carolina.  The  total  number  of  relief  beneficiaries  in 
the  South  is   1,411,  of  which  North  Carolina  has   127. 

The  Relief  and  Annuity  Board,  in  addition  to  providing  pure  relief,  has  a 
number  of  annuity  beneficiaries,  694  in  the  whole  South,  87  of  which  are  in 
North  Carolina.  These  annuities  represent  contracts  which  the  Relief  and  An- 
nuity Board  have  entered  into  with  the  ministers  here  and  there.  A  part  of  the 
cost  of  these  annuities  has  been  carried  by  the  minister  and  a  part  by  the  churches 
served  by  him. 

However,  the  newest  and  most  successful  plan  yet  undertaken  by  the  Relief 
and  Annuity  Board  is  the  state-wide  plan.  If  this  proves  to  be  as  successful  as 
now  appears,  pure  relief  in  time  will  disappear,  as  perhaps  it  should.  The  Bap- 
tist State  Convention  of  North  Carolina  adopted  this  plan  as  of  January  i,  1940. 

According  to  the  latest  report  North  Carolina  now  has  about  275  ministers 
cooperating  with  our  Ministers'  Retirement  Plan.  These  represent  between  500 
and  700  churches.  We  hope  to  have  50  per  cent  of  our  active  pastors  enrolled 
in  this  plan.  This  would  mean  at  least  600  ministers  since  there  are  approxi- 
mately  1,200  active  Baptist  ministers  in  the  State.

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REPORT  ON  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

■  Eighteen  years  ago,  in  May,  1923,  the  Baptist  Hospital  at  Winston-Salem 
opened  its  doors  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  providing  medical  treatment  for 
the  sick  of  the  state,  "especially  those  who  were  not  able  to  pay  for  hospital 
treatment."  It  is  gratifying  to  note  how  closely  the  management  of  the  hospital 
has  held  to  its  original  ideal.  Of  the  approximately  47,000  patients  admitted 
since  the  opening  of  the  hospital  well  over  a  third,  some  19,000  have  been 
charity  cases  treated  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $1,900,000.  That  in  itself  is  a 
remarkable  achievement  of  which  all  Baptists  can  and  should  be  proud. 

There  is  another  aspect  of  the  hospital  service,  however,  which  sobers  our 
thoughts  considerably  at  this  moment.  Although  7,000  applied  for  treatment 
there  during  the  past  fiscal  year,  3,000  were  turned  away.  In  other  words,  every 
other  prospective  patient  had  to  be  refused  admittance.  Ten  times  each  day 
someone  in  distress  had,  of  necessity,  to  be  informed  that  there  was  "no  room  in 
the  inn"  either  because  physical  equipment  or  financial  reserves  were  found  in- 
sufficient to  offer  service. 

Again,  however,  the  outlook  becomes  very  bright  as  we  look  toward  the 
future.  The  building  program  made  possible  by  the  million-dollar  Bowman 
Gray  endowment  is  rapidly  nearing  completion.  In  the  near  future  the  handi- 
cap of  physical  equipment  will  no  longer  exist.  The  hospital  capacity  will  be 
trebled  so  that  during  the  course  of  a  single  year  10,000  or  more  patients  can 
be  provided  for.  It  will  not  be  necessary  then  to  turn  patients  away.  Further, 
the  establishment  of  the  Wake  Forest  Medical  School  as  an  affiliate  of  the  hos- 
pital will  put  at  its  disposal  a  staff  of  76  medical  and  surgical  doctors,  91 
trained  nurses,  a  medical  faculty,  medical  students,  a  nursing  school,  and  the 
best  of  modern  equipment.  The  not  far  distant  future  when  this  new  equipment 
will  be  placed  in  use  will  mark  a  new  era  in  North  Carolina  Baptist  Home 
Mission  work. 

As  for  the  second  lack  of  last  year  which  caused  3,000  patients  to  be  turned 
away — that  of  insufficient  financial  reserve — its  correction  depends  on  individual 
Baptists  and  individual  churches  in  the  Mount  Zion  Association  and  each  of 
the  other  associations.  Your  Mothers'  Day  offering  which  goes  to  provide  treat- 
ment for  those  unable  to  pay  (unless  you  designate  otherwise)  will  determine 
how  nearly  the  Baptist  Hospital  will  be  able  to  remain  true  to  its  ideal  of  serv- 
ing "especially  those  who  are  not  able  to  pay  for  hospital  treatment,"  and  does 
not  that  sound  strangely  like  the  idea  of  the  man  of  whom  Luke  wrote?  "He 
.   .   .  healed  them  that  had  need  of  healing."

REPORT  ON  ASSOCIATIONAL  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK 

Believing-  that  the  teaching  of  the  Word  of  God  is  a  vital  factor  in  evan- 
gelism, the  associational  Sunday  School  organization  of  the  Mt.  Zion  Association 
has  endeavored  to  lend  itself  during  the  associational  year  to  the  promotion  of 
this  phase  of  our  program.  This  has  been  done  to  that  end  that  our  Sunday 
Schools  shall  teach  the  Word  acceptably,  shall  endeavor  to  win  souls  to  Christ, 
and  shall  educate  the  pupils  enrolled  therein  in  our  entire  denominational  pro- 
gram of  teaching,  preaching,  and  healing. 

We  have  cooperated  with  our  state  and  southwide  Sunday  School  head- 
quarters in  the  promotion  of  the  many  phases  of  their  program  and  through 
the  mails  and  by  personal  contact  have  endeavored  to  better  the  work  of  our 
Sunday  Schools.  From  time  to  time  personal  interviews  have  been  held,  teachers 
for  study  classes  have  been  provided,  and  the  work  promoted  in  various  other 
ways. 

Perhaps  the  most  far-reaching  piece  of  work  yet  promoted  was  the  Vacation 
Bible  School  work  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Ruby  Williams  who  came  to  us 
for  the  third  successive  summer.  Our  Association  led  the  entire  state  this  year 
in  the  number  of  Vacation  Bible  Schools  held — 40  schools  being  held.  These 
schools  had  enrolled  3,418  pupils  with  an  average  daily  attendance  of  2,689. 
There  were  30  conversions  in  these  schools,  and  all  denominations  and  creeds — 
Protestant,  Catholic,  and  Jewish  were  represented.  These  schools  were  held  for 
a  total  cost  of  $379.00 — less  than  ten  dollars  per  school  on  an  average.  Of 
significance  is  the  fact  that  88  hours  daily  were  spent  in  Bible  Study  and  worship 
in  the  40  schools,  which  met  a  total  of  267  days  and  gave  25,496  hours  of  Bible 
Study  and  worship. 

Miss  Williams  acted  as  principal  of  19  schools  and  taught  in  9  others.  She 
personally  contacted  every  church  listed  in  the  minutes  of  the  association,  plus 
two  not  listed  therein.  In  addition  to  her  work  as  principal  and  teacher  in  28 
schools  she  held  faculty  meetings  in  5  others.  In  three  additional  ones  she  ap- 
peared on  the  program,  including  a  school   for  negroes  in  Burlington. 

We  would  like  to  call  attention  to  the  splendid  work  done  by  the  West 
Durham  Baptist  Church  in  conducting  schools  in  two  mission  points:  namely,, 
Cheek  Heights  and  Hickstown,  the  latter  being  a  negro  community. 

The  outlook  for  1941  is  bright.  We  can  reasonably  expect  five  to  ten  more 
schools  with  longer  terms  in  the  rural  sections  and  with  better  trained  faculties, 
in  all  the  schools.  Let  us  "not  be  weary  in  well-doing,"  but  put  our  hands  tc> 
the  plow  and  plow  to  the  end  of  the  row.

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AIMS  FOR  THE  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION  FOR  THE 
ASSOCIATIONAL   YEAR   1940-1941 

1.  Create  a  deeper  interest  in  spiritual  things  and  a  church-minded  group  of 
people  ready  to  take  their  part  of  the  church  burdens  and  privileges. 

2.  Adopt  the  standard  of  excellence  as  a  program  of  work  and  efficiently  carry 
out  the  work  of  the  Organization. 

3.  A  Training  Union  Department  in  each  church  of  the  Association,  working 
toward  a  Standard  Association. 

4.  That  the  Association  be  divided  into  groups  with  a  director  in  charge  of  each 
group  having  regular  meetings,  similar  to  the  present  Durham  City  B.  T.  U. 
meeting  and  then  the  whole  associational  B.  T.  U.,  coming  together  for  iti 
regular  quarterly  meetings  on  the  months  having  five  Sundays. 

5.  At  least  one  Study  Course  in  each  church  this  year  with  3,500  awards. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Mt.  Zion  Associational  Baptist  Training  Union 
on  Sunday,  October  13,  1940,  at  the  Mebane  Baptist  Church,  the  following 
motion  was  made  by  Mr.  F.  E,  Steed,  of  Bragtown  Baptist  Church: 

"That  the  Mt.  Zion  Associational  Baptist  Training  Union  request  the  Mt. 
Zion  Baptist  Association,  at  its  meeting  on  October  16-17,  to  employ  a  Field 
Worker  for  the  Mt.  Zion  Association." 

J.  Waldron  Lewter,  Director. 

33.  The  motion  to  employ  a  Field  Worker  for  the  Association  was 
referred  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

34.  At  this  time  Moderator  Hall  recognized  Eugene  Olive,  Pastor, 
Wake  Forest,  w^ho  addressed  the  Association  on  Christian  Education. 
As  he  closed  his  address,  A.  K.  Cheek  led  in  prayer  and  the  morning 
session  adjourned  for  dinner.

36.  The  devotions  for  the  closing  session  were  led  by  A.  P.  Ste- 
phens, reading  seventy-eighth  Psalm.    J.  W.  Davis  led  in  prayer. 

37.  The  historical  report  was  prepared  by  Historian  J.  F.  McDuf- 
fie.  He  did  not  read  his  report  but  made  a  short  talk  on  Carrboro 
Baptist  Church. 
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HISTORY  OF  CARRBORO  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Carrboro  Baptist  Church  is  located  in  Carrboro,  N.  C,  about  one  mile 
from  Chapel  Hill.  The  cause  for  its  location  so  near  the  Chapel  Hill  Baptist 
Church  was  the  building-  of  a  cotton  mill  in  Carrboro  by  Mr.  Thomas  Lloyd. 
The  population  in  this  village  increased  to  the  extent  that  the  demands  for 
such  a  church  were  great. 

After  agitating  in  their  minds  for  some  time  the  villagers  decided  to  build 
a  small  chapel  20  x  30  feet.  But  it  was  found  that  this  was  a  mistake.  Almost 
as  many  people  stood  around  the  doors  and  windows  during  services  as  were 
in  the  house.  A  decision  was  made  to  double  the  capacity  of  the  building  to 
40  X  60  feet. 

Mr.  Thomas  Lloyd  donated  the  lot  to  the  church,  but  wrote  the  deed  to 
the  four  churches  of  Chapel  Hill — the  Baptist,  Methodist,  Presbyterian,  and 
Episcopal  Churches.  After  a  short  time  this  proved  to  be  very  unsatisfactory, 
both  to  the  Baptist  and  to  the  Methodist.  These  were  the  only  churches  in 
Carrboro,  the  Presbyterians  and  Episcopalians  having  surrendered  their  rights  and 
privileges  to  the  Baptists  and  Methodists,  not  caring  to  take  any  part  in  the 
organization  of  a  church  in  Carrboro.  They  could  not  give  either  or  both  of 
these  churches  a  right  to  the  property  as  the  law  made  no  provision  to  this 
effect  j  so  they  simply  gave  up  their  rights  by  certificate.  The  Methodists  wor- 
shiped a  while  in  the  new  church,  but  they  soon  found  it  very  unsatisfactory 
and  proposed  that  if  the  Baptists  would  value  the  property  and  give  them  one- 
fourth  of  its  valuation  they  would  build  themselves  a  house  of  their  own.  The 
Baptists  consented  to  do  so,  the  Methodists  built  their  house,  and  everything 
has  worked  harmoniously,  so   far  as  we  know,  ever  since. 

The  Carrboro  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in  October  30,  1902,  by  Brother 
J.  C.  Hocutt  and  Dr.  J.  William  Jones  constituting  the  Presbytery.  The  fol- 
lowing members  from  different  Baptist  churches  were  present:  from  Mt.  Carmel, 
T.  E.  Sparrow  and  wife,  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Sparrow,  C.  T.  Crittenton,  and  Mrs. 
Rebecca  Sparrow 5  from  Mount  Pisgah,  H.  M.  Williams  and  wifej  from  Chapel 
Hill,  T.  A.  Ray  and  wife,  E.  H.  Wilson  and  wife,  and  Martha  A.  Purefoy; 
from  Bethel,  A.  J.  McDade  and  wife,  and  I.  S.  Weaver;  from  Lystra,  W.  N. 
Womble  and  Walter  Womble. 

The  following  officers  for  the  church  were  appointed :  Thomas  E.  Sparrow, 
church  clerk;  I.  S.  Weaver,  treasurer;  A.  J.  McDade,  I.  S.  Weaver,  and  W.  N. 
Womble,  deacons. 

A.  J.  McDade,  Chairman  of  the  Pulpit  Committee,  reported  November  24 
that  Brother  J.  C.  Hocutt  had  accepted  the  call  as  pastor  of  the  church  to  preach 
every  fourth  Sunday  at  a  salary  of  $55.00  per  year.  Brother  Hocutt  served  well, 
and  the  membership  more  than  doubled  during  his  administration. 

At  the  close  of  1906  Brother  Hocutt  resigned  as  pastor,  and  Brother  Ira 
E.  D.  Andrews  was  called  and  remained  during  1907.  His  closing  sermon  made 
a  lasting  impression  on  the  minds  of  the  church:  "Let  Brotherly  Love  Continue." 
Brother  Andrews  left  to  attend  the  Seminary  at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  to  prepare 
himself  for  more  efficient  service. 
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Brother  J.  F.  McDuffie  was  then  called  to  be  pastor.  During  this  time  the 
Presbyterians  donated  one  half  of  their  $125.00  to  the  Methodist  and  one  half 
to  the  Baptist  Church  which  was  very  gladly  received  by  each. 

In  1912  the  name  of  the  church  was  changed  from  "Union  Chapel,"  which 
was  its  first  name,  to  "Venable,"  because  the  town  was  called  Venable,  and  the 
brethren  wanted  the  church  to  have  the  same  naine  as  the  town. 

The  membership  of  the  church  had  grown  to  nearly  two  hundred,  and  it 
became  necessary  to  enlarge  the  house  from  20  x  30  as  mentioned  above  to 
40  X  60  feet. 

In  19 1 3  Brother  McDuffie  resigned  and  Brother  J.  A.  Hackney  was  called 
to  the  pastorate  of  the  church.  Since  the  membership  had  increased,  the  church 
decided  to  have  services  every  Sunday. 

During  this  time  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  was  organized  by  one  of 
the  faithful  charter  members  of  the  church,  Mrs.  A.  J.  McDade.  On  June  15, 
19 1 3,  Mrs.  McDade  presented  to  the  church  a  beautiful  communion  set,  and  it 
is  still  used  and  very  highly  prized  by  the  church.  Although  Mrs.  McDade,  a 
faithful  sister,  has  gone  to  her  reward,  her  influence  still  lives  in  the  community. 

On  March  i,  19 14,  the  church  again  changed  its  name  from  "Venable"  to 
"Carrboro,"  because  the  town  had  changed  its  name. 

The  church  continued  to  grow,  and  in  19 14  numbered  227.  The  following 
deacons  were  elected:  Dr.  T.  R.  Williams,  D.  C.  Lloyd,  H.  B.  Durham,  B.  F. 
Ray,  W.  C.  Pearson,  and  E.  P.  Ellington. 

Brother  Hackney  was  a  social  worker,  and  a  friend  to  everybody.  He  served 
the  church  as  pastor  until  19 15,  when  Brother  O.  L.  Riggs  was  called  as  pastor 
to  succeed  him.  He  was  called  for  two  Sundays  in  each  month  and  every  Sunday 
night,  instead  of  full  time,  as  the  church  thought  they  were  not  able  to  pay 
for  full  time  service.  The  church  still  continued  to  grow,  and  Brother  Riggs 
took  much  interest  in  both  church  and  Sunday  School.  Both  Brother  Riggs  and 
his  wife  were  also  much  interested  in  the  young  people  of  the  community  and 
organized  a  B.Y.P.U.  Many  were  received  into  the  church  during  Brother 
Riggs'  pastorate,  and  there  was  not  enough  room  to  accommodate  the  attend- 
ance. 

In  191 8  Brother  H.  C.  Dorsett  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  church 
and  served  three  years.  Brother  Dorsett  was  a  faithful  and  consecrated  servant 
of  the  Lord.  To  know  him  was  to  love  him,  and  he  was  a  great  spiritual 
worker  in  the  community.  During  his  pastorate  his  son,  Lester  Dorsett,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Carrboro  Church,  felt  the  call  to  preach  and  was  licensed  by  the 
church. 

Brother  Dorsett  resigned  and  Brother  J.  B.  Davis  was  called  in  1921  for 
full-time  service.  The  opportune  time  had  come  for  a  larger  church  building. 
Since  the  old  building  would  not  hold  the  congregation  this  seemed  the  only 
alternative.  In  1922  definite  plans  were  made  for  a  new  brick  building.  There 
arose  a  dissatisfaction  about  the  location  of  the  lot  on  which  the  old  church 
house  stood  5  so  the  brethren  finally  decided  to  exchange  for  a  corner  lot  on 
Main  Street  and  Greensboro  Street.  By  February,  1924,  the  building  was  ready 
at  approximately   $50,000.00.    Of  this  amount  the  State  Mission  Board   donated 
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$2,500.00.  Through  very  great  sacrifice  and  self-denial  the  members  and  friends 
managed  to  reduce  the  debt  to  $20,000  by  the  middle  of   1924. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Davis  did  a  great  work.  Brother  Davis  was  a  spiritually- 
minded  man  who  assumed  the  work  of  the  church  building  with  much  zeal  and 
determination,  and  had  the  love  for  men's  souls  that  caused  men  to  love  him. 
Each  of  them  worked  nobly  with  the  church  as  only  God's  servants  could  do. 

After  the  move  into  the  new  church,  the  organ,  which  was  the  only  musical 
instrument,  was  getting  very  old  and  out-of-date  j  so  Mrs.  Davis  with  her  kind 
heart  gave  up  her  piano  as  a  gracious  gift  to  the  church. 

Realizing  the  necessity  of  having  something  with  which  to  call  the  people 
together  for  service  and  Sunday  School,  Brother  W.  M.  Ray,  one  of  the  faithful 
members  of  the  church,  decided  to  purchase  and  donate  a  bell.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Ray  have  gone  to  their  reward,  but  the  tone  of  the  old  bell  still  brings  back 
memories  as  it  calls  the  people  together. 

In  1924  Brother  Davis  resigned  and  Brother  J.  A.  Honeycutt  was  called  to 
fill  the  pulpit,  and  faithfully  served  until  1927.  Brother  Honeycutt  was  a  leader 
of  much  courage  and  made  an  impression  for  good  on  the  lives  of  the  members 
of  the  church  that  will  never  be  forgotten.  He  also  took  much  interest  in  the 
young  people  and  their  organizations.  No  preacher  had  served  the  church  that 
was  appreciated  more  than  Brother  Honeycutt. 

In  1927  Brother  Fred  C.  Womack  was  called,  and  served  about  one  year. 
Brother  Womack  was  a  man  whom  everyone  loved,  but  his  stay  was  short. 

In  1928  Brother  Roy  A.  Morris  accepted  the  call.  Brother  Morris  was  a  very 
consecrated  servant  of  the  Lord,  with  a  heart  full  of  religion.  He  worked  hard 
and  made  a  great  sacrifice  for  the  cancellation  of  the  church  debt,  and  has  very 
much  endeared  himself  to  the  people  of  all  denominations  in  and  around  Carr- 
boro. 

Up  to  the  year  of  1930  through  prayer,  self-denial,  and  sacrifice  the  church 
managed  to  meet  all  its  payments  on  the  debt.  Because  of  the  depression  at  that 
time  Mr.  Isaac  E.  Emerson  donated  $1,250.00,  and  with  this  help  all  payments 
were  met  at  the  time  due.    This  reduced  the  church  debt  to  $9,000.

During  the  first  twenty-eight  years  of  the  church's  existence,  there  had  not 
been  smooth  sailing  all  the  way.  But  during  these  years  the  church  has  con- 
tributed for  all  church  causes  $81,540.13,  and  received  846  members — 58  by 
restoration,  268  by  letter,  and   520  by  baptism. 
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Since  the  Carrboro  mills  closed  in  1930  many  members  have  left  to  take 
up  their  residence  elsewhere.  The  burden  has  been  heavy  for  those  who  were 
left,  but  they  did  not  give  up,  and  have  held  to  the  church  of  their  choice, 
keeping-  things  going  by  sacrifice,  prayer,  and  determination.  They  have  wrought 
well,  and  deserve  the  prayers  and  sympathy  of  the  entire  Association. 

Brother  Morris  resigned  as  pastor  in  April,  1939,  to  accept  his  old  charge 
at  Sanford,  N.  C.  He  served  most  faithfully  as  pastor  since  1928,  and  everyone 
was  reluctant  to  see  him  leave.  His  work  was  very  much  appreciated,  not  only 
by  the  church,  but  by  the  entire  community,  and  he  lives  in  the  hearts  of  both 
community  and  church.  His  labor  of  love  for  the  church  and  community  will 
never  be  forgotten.    His  life  is  an  open  book  for  all  to  read. 

From  April,  1939,  to  January,  1940,  the  church  had  supply  pastors.  In 
January,  1940,  Brother  William  H.  Poole  was  called  from  the  Wendell  com- 
munity. Reverend  Mr.  Poole  was  pastor  of  five  churches  in  Wake  County — 
Hepbakah,  Wake  Cross  Roads,  Clyde's  Chapel,  Ephesus,  and  Pine  Ridge — before 
coming  to  Carrboro.  He  has  been  in  charge  of  the  Carrboro  Church  for  a  short 
while,  but  he  seems  to  have  made  an  indelible  impression  for  good.  About  40 
persons  have  joined  the  church,  the  basement  has  been  finished  for  Sunday  School 
rooms,  suitably  equipped,  and  a  piano  bought. 

The  progress  of  the  church  for  the  past  ten  years — 1 930-1 940 — is  worthy  of 
note.  There  has  been  a  net  gain  of  88  in  membership.  The  church  has  spent  for 
all  purposes  $31,143.23;  this  includes  $9,563.00  on  building,  with  an  estimate 
of  $2,000.00  more  for  the  improvements  and  additions.  The  church  debt  now 
stands  at  $3,400.00.  There  is  the  feeling  that  those  who  have  been  faithful 
have  been  blessed,  and  have  done  w^ell  in  their  efforts.  During  the  last  year 
^3)755-84  has  been  spent.

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REPORT  OF  WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  UNION 

These  words  spoken  by  the  prophet,  "Precept  upon  precept,  line  upon  line," 
characterize  in  a  measure  the  slow  but  sure  progress  which  has  been  attained 
by  the  persevering  efforts  of  the  women  and  young  people  of  Mt.  Zion  W.M.U. 

Whatever  progress  may  have  been  accomplished  during  the  year  1939-40  we 
believe  has  been  done  with  ardor  and  enthusiasm.  It  is  overflowing  zeal  in  any 
cause  which  quickens  in  other  hearts  a  like  fervor.  Truly  our  organizations 
have  tried  to  carry  out  the  meaning  of  our  watchword  in  that  we  are  not  only 
"abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord"  but  abounding  with  joy  in  being  able 
to  serve  in  this  land  of  freedom. 

The  annual  session  of  our  W.M.U.  was  held  at  Yates  Baptist  Church  of 
Durham,  June  6th.  Approximately  300  women  and  young  people  attended. 
The  general  theme  of  the  meeting  was  "Building  On  Firm  Foundations."  The 
five  conference  periods  apart  from  the  general  session  formed  a  very  profitable 
hour  to  all.  Our  guest  speakers  were,  Dr.  Roland  Q.  Leavell  of  Atlanta,  Dr. 
E.  N.  Gardner  of  Henderson,  and  Mrs.  W.  D.  Briggs,  W.M.U.  Executive  Secre- 
tary, Raleigh. 

The  young  people  held  their  annual  meeting  at  Watts  St.  Baptist  Church, 
August  29th  with  a  good  representation  from  the  133  auxiliaries  of  our  asso- 
ciation. Our  Young  People's  Leader,  Mrs.  D.  C.  Markham,  arranged  a  program 
that  held  the  interest  of  the  young  people  throughout  the  day.  A  bountiful 
luncheon  was  served  in  the  basement  of  the  church.    Many  visitors  were  present. 

There  are  several  new  officers  taking  their  place  of  service  this  year,  namely: 
Mrs.  J.  T.  Craig,  Supt.,  Mrs.  L.  D.  Hamlin,  Associate  Supt.,  Mrs.  J.  L.  Mur- 
rell,  Sect'y  and  Treas.,  Mrs.  C.  E.  Byrd,  Mission  Study  chairman.  Also  four 
new  Group  Leaders:  Mrs.  Lewis  Colclough,  Mrs,  J.  R.  Poindexter,  Mrs.  C.  L. 
Haywood,  and  Mrs.  Charles  Jollay.  We  are  asking  God  to  richly  bless  their 
every  effort. 

We  also  gratefully  acknowledge  appreciation  for  the  splendid  work  of  those 
who  have  faithfully  sought  to  attain  the  objectives  set  for  us  this  year.  In  most 
phases  of  our  work  we  have  made  substantial  gains:  a  decided  gain  in  tithers 
and  memberships  to  the  Hundred  Thousand  Club,  and  an  increase  in  organiza- 
tions and  enrollment.  We  led  the  state  with  48  xA.-i  societies.  We  have  five  full 
graded  A-i  W.M.U.'s.  Sixteen  new  societies  were  organized.  Our  gifts  totaled 
$22,131.59,  a  gain  of  $1,286.36  over  the  preceding  year. 

We  should  be  greatly  concerned  over  our  failures.  We  have  twenty  churches 
without  Junior  organizations  and  five  churches  without  W.M.S.  Less  than  half 
of  our  W.M.S.  made  the  5%  increase  of  the  Co-operative  Program.  Only  one- 
half  of  the  W.M.S.  observed  the  "Week  of  Prayer"  programs. 

Toward  the  future  of  our  work  we  look  with  confidence.  Our  prayer  is  that 
each  officer,  group  leader,  and  every  woman  and  young  person  may  experience 
through  the  coming  year  a  new  joy  and  happiness  in  being  "steadfast,  unmov- 
able,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord."

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT  FOR  1939 

At  this  thirty-fourth  annual  session  of  the  Mt.  Zion  Woman's  Missionary 
Union  I  hope  we  are  facing  another  year  of  associational  work  with  steadfast 
hearts.  Trying  to  blot  out  previous  mistakes,  thus  presenting  like  a  new  book 
with  its  fresh,  clean  leaves  a  freshness  that  leads  to  high  resolves.  Our  records 
are  being  written  for   194.0.    Will  the  writing  be  pleasing  to  the  great  Teacher: 

As  we  see  the  world  rapidly  changing,  as  we  hear  the  words  of  discourage- 
ment all  around  us,  I  wonder  if  we  do  seriously  realize  the  grave  responsibility 
that  rests  on  our  missionary  organizations.  Help  us  to  see  anew  God's  plan  for 
the  ages  and  how  "He  is  working  His  purpose  out." 

More  than  fifty  years  ago  our  W.  M.  U.  built  upon  a  firm  foundation.  "It 
was  founded  upon  a  rock."  The  rewards  of  other  years  make  a  real  challenge 
to  continue  to  build.  To  labor  for  the  Master,  Victories  gained  last  year  will 
not  satisfy  Him  this  year. 
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We  have  some  changes  for  you  to  make  note  of.  Beginning  the  year  1940 
our  State  was  divided  into  ten  divisions.  Mt.  Zion  was  placed  in  the  Raleigh 
Division,  of  which  Mrs.  W.  R.  Stone  was  elected  Superintendent.  We  are  highly 
honored  to  have  the  third  divisional  W.  M.  U.  Superintendent  chosen  from  our 
Mt,  Zion. 

We  feel  a  great  loss  in  the  moving  away  of  our  associational  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  Mrs.  W.  R.  Henderson.  She  has  served  very  faithfully  for  the  past 
six  years,  and  the  Executive  Board  accepted  her  resignation  with  much  regret. 
Mrs.  J.  L.  Murrell,  of  Temple  Church,  was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
of  Mrs.  Henderson. 

It  is  with  real  appreciation  that  I  commend  the  work  of  our  six  group 
leaders.  Their  contacts  with  the  churches  and  their  annual  group  meetings  have 
stimulated  interest  that  is  worthy  of  praise.  Your  superintendent  could  not  pos- 
sibly do  the  work  they  are  doing  if  she  gave  all  of  her  time.  Also,  it  is  impos- 
sible for  me  to  estimate  the  value  of  your  Executive  Board,  your  Young  People's 
Leader,  and  all  officers  in  the  societies  who  have  been  untiring  and  loyal  in  this 
great  work  for  our  Master.  It  is  indeed  a  privilege  to  serve  such  a  fine  body  of 
women  and  young  people. 

As  I  bring  to  you  this  report  for  the  calendar  year  1939  I  hope  you  are  not 
going  to  consider  the  figures  uninteresting.  When  we  obey  Christ's  command  to 
go,  tell,  the  record  is  told  in  numbers  of  souls  saved  and  lives  enlisted.  These 
figures  should  stir  and  inspire  our  hearts. 

In  many  respects  1939  was  the  greatest  year  in  the  history  of  our  associa- 
tional work.  We  have  many  outstanding  features  which  cause  us  to  be  justly 
proud.  We  have  a  substantial  increase  in  organizations  and  membership  enroll- 
ment, and  a  decided  gain  in  tithers  and  Hundred  Thousand  Club  memberships. 
Subscriptions  to  Royal  Service  and  the  Biblical  Recorder  went  beyond  our  expec- 
tations. We  led  the  State  with  48  A-i  societies.  Our  Mission  Study  classes  had 
an  enrollment  of  2,373.  We  gave  $1,286.36  more  than  the  preceding  year,  or 
a  total  of  $22,131.59.  The  women  in  the  Watts  Street  Church,  Durham,  and 
the  Willow  Springs  Church,  Burlington,  are   100%  in  giving  to  missions. 

While  we  rejoice  over  our  gains  we  need  to  glimpse  our  short-comings. 
Many  of  these  could  be  eliminated  if  all  would  realize  the  importance  of  filling 
out  report  blanks.  We  have  five  churches  without  a  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety, and  twenty  churches  with  no  Junior  organizations.  Out  of  53  W.  M.  S. 
only  25  made  the  5%  increase  in  the  Co-operative  Program.  Our  records  show 
a  decline  in  Mission  Study  classes  and  organized  Personal  Service.  Only  one 
half  of  the  societies  observed  the  "Week  of  Prayer"  programs.  We  lost  one  full- 
graded  A-i  W.  M.  U.

REPORT  OF  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  LEADER 

A  call  comes  for  a  new  appreciation  and  a  deeper  understanding  of  the 
worth  of  what  Woman's  Missionary  Union  seeks  to  do  for  childhood  and  youth. 
The  work  of  the  young  people  of  Mt.  Zion  Association  during  the  calendar 
year  of  1939  was  encouraging.  Our  young  people  led  the  State  in  the  number 
of  A- 1  auxiliaries  having  thirty-eight  societies  to  reach  this  goal,  a  gain  of  five 
over  the  year  before.  There  were  seven  B  auxiliaries  and  seven  C  auxiliaries. 
During  the  year  1 1 7  auxiliaries  reported  to  the  Raleigh  office  gifts  amounting 
to  $4., 735, 75.  At  the  present  time  there  are  33  Young  Woman's  Auxiliaries} 
44  Girl's  Auxiliaries  5  23  Royal  Ambassador  Chapters  5  32  Sunbeam  Bands,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  132  auxiliaries.  In  our  Association  there  are  21  churches  without 
any  young  people's  work.    What  a  challenge  these  churches  present  to  each  of  us. 

There  were  42  members  of  Girl's  Auxiliaries  who  attended  the  State  G.  A. 
House  Party  at  Meredith  College,  and  26  members  of  Royal  Ambassador  Chap- 
ters enjoyed  the  R.  A.  Conclave.  Twenty-five  members  of  Young  Woman's 
Auxiliaries  were  blessed  by  the  inspiration  and  fellowship  received  at  the  South- 
wide  Y.  W.  A.  Camp  at  Ridgecrest. 

In  August,  1939,  a  Young  People's  Rally  was  held  at  Mt.  Moriah  Church 
with  225  in  attendance.  Miss  Ruby  Daniel,  dressed  in  Hungarian  costume,  was 
our  guest  speaker,  bringing  to  us  a  most  inspiring  and  challenging  message.  A 
love  offering  of  $11.72  was  given  to  her  by  the  young  people. 

Week  after  week  in  Sunbeam  Bands,  Girl's  Auxiliaries,  Royal  Ambassador 
Chapters,  and  Young  Woman's  Auxiliaries,  young  people  learn  to  tell  others 
He  is  the  Wav,  the  Truth,  and  the  Life.  This  is  the  wonder  of  missionary  edu- 
cation 5  it  broadens  the  way  of  the  coming  Kingdom,  the  highway  that  shall  be 
there  j  "it  shall  be  called  the  way  of  holiness  j  the  unclean  shall  not  pass  over  it 
but  it  shall  be  for  the  redeemed  5  yes,  the  redeemed  shall  walk  there  and  the 
ransomed  of  Jehovah  shall  return  and  come  with  singing  unto  Zion."    It  is  the 
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way  that  leads  from  your  church,  and  around  a  distraught,  lost  world,  up  to  the 
throne  of  the  living  God. 

From  June  through  December  I  sent  240  letters  and  139  cards,  traveled  263 
miles,  and  made  14  visits.
